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PREFACE 

TO THE FOUBTH EDITION. 



The Memoira of Bamoel Vepya, and the Histoiy of hia 
Short-Hand Diary, have been ao long well knowo to the 
Uterary world, that the fourth editiou of the woi^ com- 
prised in the following pages, can hardly require any 
formal or lengthened introduction. It ehoold, however, 
be explained, that:'<ts.the.'.edifjdn of*,'I848, which had 
{band more general fiuroar than- ite predeceesors, was 
aJready ont of prints lir. Jteiit^-Colbum, the pablisher, 
strongly ai^ed that the bojzt ^hpliid.be ag^o bronght 
forth nnder my aospices, and I have ventared to accede 
to his teqneet So tme is the French conplet : 
"On nviant toujoan, 
A wa pmnitn unoius." 
There appeared, indeed, no necessi^ to amplify, or in 
any way to alter the text of the IHary, beyond the coiv 
rection of a few verbal errors and corrupt passages 
hitherto overlooked ; bat care has been taken to tismo- 
plant all the notes from the Addenda in the fiAh volame, 
(iii) 
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iDto their proper places at the bottom of the page in 
which the first mention occars of the person or subject to 
which they relate ; and in all cases where references are 
made to other parte of the Diary, dates have been substi- 
tuted for pa^nal numbers, bo that every passage quoted 
may now be found with equal facili^ in all the editions 
of the work. 

But a still greater improvement has been carried out 
by printing the new edition in an octavo form, owing to 
which it is now restricted to font volnmes, without any 
of the matter being omitted; and sufficient space is 
afforded for the insertion of a great variety of fresh notes 
and illustrations, and several interesting letters, hitherto 
nnpublisfaed, have been added to the Correspondence. 

We may aasume that, considering the multiplicity of 
Bnbjects occurring throughout the Diary, very few pas- 
sages are ' now left unexplained, an advantage munly 
attributable to the good offices of my ftiend Mr. John 
Holmes of the^Britieh Museum, who, in the same spirit 
which indnced^^hi iiA iuisi^.A^ ^B:*a former occasion, 
came again to the nefact^-}iftd..f>*eaide8 contributing a 
great many interestitag^BtAisf t^Ie the pains to verify the 
information BnpplKi3*4rt>R> yf^^ttaratirces, and to examine 
every sheet, while the work was in the press. I hope 
the reader will not ftil duly to appreciate the valne and 
extent of these kind and most effective services, for which 
I cannot feel suffidentiy grateful, conscious as I am, at 
my advanced age, how materially the editorial duties 
would have suffered had I been left to my own resources. 

I am also indebted to Hr. Peter Cunningham for some 
useful notes communicated while the Diary was printing, 
as well as for such hints aa I obtained from his Rand 
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£eoi of London. I should farther mendoD, that Mr. 
James Yeowell, who was eelected by Mr. Colbum to 
n-amage the notes and iodetz, and to nuke extracts 
-from auch MS. materials ae he discorered ia the British 
Moseam and Bodleian Libraiy, performed his task to my 
entire satis&ction, and is entitled to my best thanks. 

In conclusion, I wish to say a few words as to the 
history of the DiumaU of Thomas Rugge, B.M. (Addi- 
tioDal MSS. 10,116, 10,117), so fivquently quoted in the 
Kotes, to a transcript of which, made with a view to its 
poblication, I was fortunate enough to procure access. 
The extracts indeed might have been multiplied ad infi- 
nitmn, had it seemed expedient, lor Ruj^ was a contem- 
porary of PepyB, and they were both reeiding in London, 
and keeping Diaries at the same time. Upon comparing 
ihrnr lespectiTe accounts of the same transactions, it is 
not sarprising that they should agree as to the muu facts ; 
but it is satisfactot^ to find how often they corroborate 
each other ia the minor details, thereby afibrding strong 
presumption of their veracity. The MS. is described in 
Mr. Holmes's own words as

This MS. belonged, in 1698, to Thomas Grey, second 
Earl of Stamford. It has his autograph at the commence- 
ment, and on the sides are his arms (four quarterings) iu 
gold. In 1819, it was sold by auction in London, as part 
4* 
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of the collection of Thomas Lloyd, Eeq. (Ko. 1465), and 
waa then bought by Thomas Thorpe, bookeeller. 'Syhilst 
Mr. Lloyd waa the possesBor, the im. whs lent to Dr. 
Lingard, whose note of thanks to Mr. Lloyd ia preserved 
in the volume. From Thorpe it appears to have passed 
to Mr. Heber, at the sale of whose MS8. in Feb. 1636, 
hy Mr. Evans of Fall-mall, it was purchased by the 
British Museam for 81^ Sa. 

Thomas Rugge was descended &om an ancient Norfolk 
&mily, and two of his ancestors are described as Alder- 
men of Norwich. His death hsa been ascertuned to 
have occurred about 1672 ; and in ihe Diary for the pre- 
ceding year he complains that on account of bia declining 
health, bis entries will be bat few. Nothing has been 
'traced of his personal circumstances beyond the fact of 
his baviog lived for fourteen years in Covent Garden, 
then a &Bhionab1e locali^.

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SAMUEL PEPYS. 



SAHrEI. Pbftb, the author of the Diary, was descended 
from a yoanger branch of the ancient family of that name, 
who settled at Cottenham, in Cambridgeshire, early in the 
uxteentb centuiy; and are represented in Blomefield'a 
History of Norfolk to have been previously seated at Diss, 
in that county; but be himself did not think that bis 
ancestors ever had been considerable.' 

The recent discovery of an old mannscript volume, for- 
merly belon^ng to the great-uncle of onr Journalist, 
entitled, LSkt Talioti Pepj/» de instrumentu ad Feodaper- 
(tnenti&tu extmpHficatit, enables me to trace their origin to 
a more remote period. This curious book, for the loan 
of which I am indebted to the kindness of the Rev. John 
Dale, Vicar of Bolney, Sussex, was found by hitn in 
March, 1852, in an ancient chest in his parish Church ; and 
contains, inter aliOy the following entiy : — " A Noate written 
out of au ould Booke of my uncle, William' Pepys." 

" William Pepys, who died at Cottenham, 10 H. 8, was 
brought up by the Abbat of Crowland,* in Huntingdon- 
shire, and ho was borne in Dunbar, in Scotland, a gentle- 
man, whom the said Abbat did make his Bayliffe of all 
his lands in Cambridgeshire, and placed him in Cotten- 
ham, which William aforesaid had three sonnes, ThomaB, 
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John, and "Williftm, to whom Margaret, was mother 
naturallie, all of whom left ieeue," 

W^e come now to John Pepys, the father of Samnel, and 
grandson of Thomas Fepya last mentioned, who was a 
citizen of London, where he followed the trade of a tailor 
till the year 1660; when he retired to Brampton, near 
Huntingdon, at which place be had inherited a small pro- 
perty, woilli ahout 401 rental, from an elder brother, and 
ended his days there in 1680. Of onr author's mother, it 
is only known that her baptismal name was Margaret^ and 
that she died in 1666-7, having had issue six sons and five 
danghtera, of which number, three males, and one female,, 
were living in 1659. 

Samuel, the eldest surviving son, was bora oit the 23d 
of February, 1632-8, whether at Brampton or in London 
cannot be decided, both places having been claimed with 
equal confidence by his biographers.' From allusions in 
the Diary, he seems to have been well acquainted with the 
metropolis and its environs in his earliest childhood : but 
he received the first rudiments of education at Hunting- 
don previously to his admission into St PauVa School, 
where he continued till 1650, early in which year his name 
occurs as a Sizar on the boards of Trinity Collf^, Cam- 
bridge. But before his academical re^dence commenced, 
March 5th, 1650-1, he had removed to Magdalene College, 
where be was elected into one of Mr. Spendlufie's scholar- 
ships the next month ; and, in 1651, preferred to one on 
Dr. Smith's foundation. 

How long Pepys continued at Cambridge, or what pro- 
ficiency he made, we are not informed. The only notice 
of him that has been discovered is subjoined, and is more 
creditable to the discipline of the college than to our young 
student.' On December 1, 1655, he married Elizabeth St,

Michel,' a native of Somersetshire, of vhom it is recorded, oa 
her moiiumeat, that her father was of good £imily, and her 
motherdesctiDdedtromtheCliffordsofOumherland, though 
there is no evidence whatever to sapport the assamptioo. 
The best accoant of Mrs. Pepya's parentage is contained 
in a letter from Balthazar St. Michel to Pepjs, 8th Feb- 
ruary, 167^-4, on &.« aobject of bis deceased sistAr's reli- 
^ous tenets. We learn irom this paper that the; were 
the grandchildren of the High Sheriff of Anjon, in France, 
all of whose family were rigid Papists, and who disin- 
herited his son, then in the German militaiy service, and 
about twenty^ue yews of age, apon hearing of his having 
been converted to Protestantism, and persuaded his bro- 
ther, a rich French Chanione, to alter the disposition tliat 
be had made in favour of his nephew. The youth being 
thus deprived of any fortune, came over to England as 
gentleman-carver to Queen Henrietta Maria, from which 
office he was dismissed for striking a friar, who had rebuked 
him for absenting himself trom moss. He shortly after 
married the widow of an Irish esquire, described as the 
danghter of Sir Frauds Eingsmill ; and he seems to have 
resided with his wife at or near Bideford, in Somereetshire, 
which, according to Mrs. Pepys's monumental inscription 
in Appendix Q, was her native place. At a later period, 
St. Michel served agunst the Spaniards, at the taking of 
Dunkirk and Arras ; and settling at Paris in indigent cir- 
cumstances, he was exposed to new diffioulties : for daring 
his absence from home, some "deluding Papists" and

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"pretended devoute" (as the yonng Balthazar describee 
them), having promised to provide for the family, inveigled 
bJB wife and two children into a Boman Catholic estab- 
lishment, whence the future Mrs. Pepys, then only twelve 
or thirteen years old, and " extreme handaome," was re- 
moved into " The UrBnlines," then considered the strictest 
convent in Paris. They were, however, all rescued by 
Mr. St. Michel, who was almost distracted at what bad 
occurred, and removed his family to England, where his 
daughter's laarriagfi took place, though we are not told 
how she became acquainted with Pepys. 

As the yonng lady had only just quitted a convent, at 
the early age of fifteen, and brought her husband no for- 
tune, the youthtiil pair were donbtless glad to find an 
asylum in the family of Fepys's cousin, Sir Edward Mon- 
tagn, afterwards the first Earl of Sandwich, to whose good 
offices at this juncture, and continned friendship, he owed 
and gratefully acknowledged his subsequent advancement. 
Of the exact situation he filled whilst under the roof of 
hie powerful relative no mention is made. We only know 
that he underwent an operation for the stone on the 16th 
of March, 16S8, with so much success, that he for many 
years celebrated the anniversaiy of his deliverance with a 
becoming sense of the Divine mercy extended to him. 
Shortly after his recovery, he attended Sir Edward Mon- 
tagu upon his expedition to the Sound, and at their retnm 
was employed as a clerk, under Mr. George Downing, 
created a Baronet at the Besioration, in some oflice in the 
Exchequer, connected with the pay of the Army. 

About this time, he began to keep a Diaiy, which is 
continued uninterruptedly from the first entiy, 1 January, 
1659-60, for above nine years, when be was obliged, from 
defective vision, to discontinne this daily task. As he 
availed himself of his &cility in writing shorthand, he 
was enabled safely to record his most secret thoughts, and 
to note down his memoranda with clearness and despatch. 
The Cipher employed by him greatly resembles that 
known by the name of " Rich's System," which, within

the memoiy of bird, conld faare been easily made out by 
many peisoos, as it had fbrmed part of the regular course 
of instrnctioa reqaired in the Non-eonfonniata" academies, 
to enable the students to make notes of lectures and ser- 
mons. A more interesting moment' for the commence* 
ment of a journal could not well have been selected, as 
we are at once iatrodaced to tbe most minute aod circum- 
stantial details of the excitisg events preceding tbe Kesto- 
ration. And, as our author was hood after appointed 
secretary to the two Generals of the Fleet, and went to 
Scbeveling on board the flag-ship of his patron, 8ir 
Edward Montagu, to bring home Charles II., every occuiv 
rence is related in connexion with that memorable expe- 
dition. It was natural to suppose that, while his Kinsman, 
who bad acted so conspicuous a part in restoring the mo- 
narchy, was rewarded with an Earldom, and made Keeper 
of the Great Wardrobe and Clerk of the Privy Seal, his 
confidential servant would not remain long unemployed. 
Accordingly, we find Pepys in the following summer 
nominated Clerk of the Acts of the Navy : and he entered 
upon his new duties early in June, 1660, at which time 
be went to reside in a house belonging to the Navy Office 
in Seething Lane, in the parish of 8t Olave, Hart Street. 
From this moment, his natural talents for business seem 
to have developed themselves ; and bis zeal and indnstry 
soon acquired for him respect from his brother officers, 
and the esteem of the Du'ke of York, with whom, as 
Lord High Admiral, be had constant intercourse till tbe 
Revolution. 

It could not be expected that, in so licentious an age, 
when love of pleasure was the order of the day, the new 
Clerk of the Acts should have been so completely absorbed 
by his official labours as to take no interest in the scenes 
of dissipation which surrounded bim. His first olyect, 
however, was to discharge his official duties : and, when 
we observe the many hours which he devoted to the 
theatre, and to every sort of amusement, it becomes 
matter of astonishment how he could have found leisure 
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to despatch bo much buEinesB, and to make copies of the 
voluminous papers connected with the Navy. They afford 
the best proof that he laboured incessaQtly for the good 
of the s^rice, and endeavoured to check the rapacity o( 
the Contractore, by whom the Naval stores were then 
supplied, and to establish sach regulations iu the Pock- 
yards as might ensure order and economy. He also 
strenDOualy advocated the promotion of the old estab- 
lished Officeni of the Navy, striving to counteract the 
undue influence exernsed by the Court minions, which 
too often prevailed in that unprincipled Government over 
eveiy claim of merit or service ; and he discountenanced 
the open ^stem of selling places, practised in eveiy 
department of the State, in the most unblushing manner. 

The Dutch war, which broke out in 1664, stimulated 
Fepys to still further exertions, as all the naval energies 
of the nation were necessarily called into action ; and, 
during the plague of 1665, when the metropolis was 
deserted, and every branch of the service completely 
abandoned, the whole management of the coucems of 
the Navy devolved upon him, and he remained at his 
post, regardless of the dangers which environed him. 
" The sickness in general thickens round us, and particu- 
larly upon our neighbourhood," observes Pepys, in writing 
to Sir "W, Coventry at this juncture. " Tou, sir, took your 
turn of the sword ; I mnst not, therefore, gmdge to take 
mine of the pestilence." 

He soon afterwards succeeded Mr. Thomas Povy as 
Treasurer to the Commissioners for the a&irs of Tangier, 
and Snrveyor^general of the Victualling department; 
which last office he resigned when the peace was concluded. 

Bnring the Fire of London, respecting which so much 
is said in these pages, Fepys rendered the most essential 
service, by sending up the artificers from the Dockyards, 
who adopted the plan of blowing up houses, and arrested 
the progress of the flames. We come next to Do Ruyter's 
memorable enterprise agunst Chatham, the details of 
which will be found highly interesting. " The loss to the 
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English," oteervea Lingard,' " if we consider the force of 
the enemy, and the defenceless state of the river, was 
much less than might have been apprehended, but the 
dbgi^e sunk deep into the hearts of the Ejng and of his 
Bubjects. That England, bo lately the mistreBS of the 
ocean, should be nnable to meet her enemies at sea, and 
that the Dutch, whom she had so often defeated, should 
ride triumphant in her rivers, burn her ships, and soatter- 
disraay through the capital and the country, were nniver^ 
sally enbjects of grief and indignation." 

No wonder, then, that a Parliamentary inqaiiy was 
insisted upon, in order that the authors of the alleged 
miscarriage might be brought to condign punishment. 
And in this spirit the Officers of the Navy Board were, on 
the 5th of March, 1668, summoned to the Bar of the House 
of Commons to answer for their &ults, in the ^1 expec- 
tation of losing their places, though the difficnltieB with 
which they had been beset were in &ct insurmountable. 
The debts of the Office exceeded 900,000i., its credit was 
gone, the s^lors refused to serve, the labourers to work, 
the merchants to sell without immediate payment, and to 
procure money from the Treasury or from the Bankers 
was impossible.' To crown the whole, the £ing had been 
driven, by pecuniaty distress, reluctantly to sanction the 
absurd measure of not fitting out a fleet at a moment 
when it was most required. Such were the unpropitioua 
circumstanoes under which Pepys and his colleagues ap- 
pearied before their maeters at Westminater (as he quaintly 
called them), and when he was selected to conduct their 
defence, and after speaking for tiliree hours, bo far suc- 
ceeded in removing the prejudice against the Officers of 
the Navy Board, that no further proceedings were taken 
in Parliament on the subject 

The compliments which Pepys received ftom bo many 
different quarters upon this unexpected display of elo- 
quence must have been highly flattering, and the particu-

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lars are too minutely detailed in the Biaty to leave any 
doubt on the subject. Still, it doea not appear that he 
ever afterwards rose to distinction as a Parliamentary 
Speaker, thongh he sat for many yean in the House of 
Commons,' and occa^onally took part in the debates. 
In the following summer our author was obliged to die- 
continue his Diaiy, owing to the increasing weakness of 
his eyes, which had long been impaired by bis incessant 
correspondence, and tiie use of shorthand ; but, although 
he was apprehensive of entirely losing his sight, the dis- 
order does not seem to have gained ground during die 
remainder of his long life. At all events, some relaxation 
firom business had become necessaiy, after nine years' un- 
interrupted labour: Pepys accordingly obtained a few 
months' leave of absence, which enabled him to make a 
tour through France and Holland, accompanied by his 
wife. Upon this excuruon he often dwells with pleasure 
in his Correspondence ; and he appears, {ix)m one of his 
letters to Charles 11., to have occupied himself while 
abroad in making collections respecting the French and 
Dutch Navy ; so anxious was he at all times to improve 
his knowledge of nautical affairs, and to acquire uset\il 
information connected with his &vourite employments. 

Shortly after his return home, he had the misfortnno to 
lose his wife, who died at his house in Hart Street, on 
the 10th of November, 1669, leaving him no issue. She 
had been ill only a few days, though her delicate state of 
health is often alluded to in the Diaty. Previnosly to 
her death, she, with her husband, received the Sacrament 
from Dr. Milles, the rector of the parish ; thus, in her 
iaet moments, removing the fears which he had long 
entertained of her being disposed to the Boroan Catholic 
faith. 

This melancholy event prevented Pepys from attending 
the ensuing election at Aldborough, in Suffolk, for which

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borough h« had been proposed as a candidate, in lieu of 
Sir Robert Brookes,' lately deceased ; but his friends 
exerted themselves to the atmost to procure his election. 
Bis cause was also openly and warmly espoused by the 
Duke of York and Lord Henry Howard;' but all their 
efforts iailed, and the contest ended in favour of the 
popular party. In January, 1673, Fepys was cbiDsen 
bargees for Castle Rising,^ on Sir Robert Paston's* eleva- 
tion to the Peerage ; but his unsuccessful opponent, Mr. 
Offley, petitioning against tbo return, the Election was 
detennioed to be void by the Committee of Privileges. 
The Parliament, however, being prorogued the following 
month, without the House's coming to any vote on the 
subject, Pepys was permitted to retain bis seat* The

They exhibit a Btriking and most diegnsting picture of 
the spirit of those times. It was charged against Fepys, 
that a cruci£x had been seen in his bouse, from which it 
was inferred that he was " a Papist, or Popishly inclined ;" 
and this Tagne suspicion, not of a man's actions, but of 
Ma belief or his inclinations, was deemed by the Honse 
the first subject to be inquired into in the a^adication of 
a controverted election. From the result, however, of 
this examination, neither the &ct nor the inference 
received the smallest support. They had been grounded 
on the reported aesertions of Sir John Banks and the 
Earl of Bhaftesbury. Banks explicitly denied the whole. 
Shaftesbury's evidence I forbear to characterize : such as 
it is, the reader may see it in the note. Painful, indeed, 
is it to reflect to what lengths the bad passions which 
party violence inflames coald in those days carry a man 
of ShaftesbuTy's rank, station, and abilities. We also 
collect from Cole's MS. Athenae Cantabrigiemei^ that, 
some years afterwards, Shaftesbury, in his eagerness to 
fir the odium of Sir Edmundbury Godfrey's murder'

A iact of the same character, hut of a still deeper hne, 
is told by an unexceptionable nitnesa. Bnmet was among 
the wannest and ablest antagonists of the Charch of 
Borne ; and he was also, in bis general opinions, an adhe- 
rent of the same political party to which Shaftesbury, 
belonged : but, when he relates the detestable imposture 
of the Popish plot, he bears against that great promoter 
of those proceedings an honest and memorable testimony. 
Ho is speaking of the persecution of Staley, the first vic- 
tim of those horrid peijuriea. " When I heard," he Bays, 
"who the witnesses were, I thought I was bound to do 
what I could to stop it; so I eeut both to the Lord Chan- 
cellor and to the Attorney-General, to let theih know 
what proftiffott wretehet these witaeeses were. Jones, the 
Atfomey-Gteneral, took it ill of me that I should dispa- 
rage the King's evidence." He then speaks of the 
damour raised on this occasion against himself, and adds, 
"I had likewise observed, to several persons of weight, 
how many incredible things there were in the evidence 
that was given. I wished they would make use of the 
heat the nation was in to secure us- effectually from 
Popery : we saw certun evidence to carry us so far as to 
gr^ that upon it;* but I wished they would not run too 
hastily to the taking men's livea away upon such teatimo-

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nies. Lord HolUs had more temper tlian I escpected from 
a man of bis heat. Lord Halifax was of the same mind. 
>But the Earl of Shaftesbury coald not bear the disoonrse : 
be said, ' We must titpport the evidence, and that all thoee 
who undermined the credit of the witnessea were to be 
looked on aapublic enemies.' "* This passage requires no 
comment. The charge ag^nat Fepys waa in truth a heavy 
one — that of hypocrisy and dissimulation in matters of 
religion: it is sufficiently refuted by this view of the 
principles and condact of him who waa the chief instiga- 
tor, as well as the chief witness in the case ; but with 
respect to the religion of Pepys, these volumes supply 
conclusive information. He waa educated in tjle pure 
and reformed faith of the Church of England. To that 
he adhered through life, aud in that he died. In some 
of the earliest pages of his Diary, how interesting are the 
accounts of his attendance on the worship of that Church, 
when her rites were adminstered to a scattered flock by a 
few faithful and courageous men, who met for that pui^ 
pose in secret and in danger, like the Fathers of the 
primitive Church under the tyranny of their heathen 
persecutors ! After the Restoration, the confidential 
servant of the Duke of York, and the Secretary of the 
Admiralty to Charles the Second and James the Second, 
saw, undoubtedly, how much his temporal interests would 
be promoted by his conversion to that feith which both 
those Princes had embraced, and for the propagation of 
which the last of them, his immediate patron, manifested 
such a bigoted and fanatical enthusiasm. But there is no 
reason for believing that any such temptation ever entered 
into his mind ; or, if it did, the reader will aee, at the 
close of this Memoir, the most satisfactoiy proofe that it 
waa steadily and succesafully resisted. 

Upon the death of Sir Thomas Page, Provost of King's 
College, in August 1681,* Pepys was recommended by his 
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fiiend, Mr. S. Marion, Fellow of G)ar« Hall, to appi; to 
the King for the appointment, being assured that the 
Royal Mandate, if obtained, would secure his election. 
Nothing fitrtfaer eeema, however, to have been done in the 
matter, beyond Pepys writing to explain that he wonld 
only accept the office on the condition of his employing 
his retirement in putting together the Collections which 
he had been so long engaged in arranging connected with 
Naval Subjects, for the nee of the public ; and he added 
that the profits of the Provostship daring the first year, 
computed at 70021 and not less than a full half in each 
sncceeding year, should, in the event of his appointment, 
be dedicated to the general use and advantage of the 
College.' 

In the summer of I67S, the Duke of York having 
resigned all his employments, upon the passing of the 
Test Act, his Majesty called Pepys into hia own service, 
as Secretary for the afiairs of the Navy, and, he had suffi- 
<aent interest to procure the joiat-appointment of Clerk- 
of the Acts for Thomas Hayter, who had been for many 
years his confidential Clerk, and John Pepys, his only 
surviving brother, who held the place till his death, in 
1677.' The Secretat^ to the Navy acquired additional 
credit in his new station ; but it did not prove a bed of 
roses, for he once more excited the envy and malice of 
his enemies, who lost no opportunity of revenging them- 
selves upon the Duke of York, by directing their attacks 
against all his dependents. Accordingly, daring the tur- 
bulent juncture of the Popish Plot, complaints having 
been made in the House of Commoos of various miscar- 
riages in the Navy, a committee was appointed to inquire 
into the circumstances, in which Mr. Harbord,^ Burgess

They were accased, on the depoeitioiis of Colo- 
oel John Scott and others, of sending secret particular 
respecting the English Navy to the French government, 
in order to assist in the design of dethroning the King 
and extirpating the Protestant religion ; and Pepys was 
again charged with heing a Boman Csthohc, and a great 
fevoarer of that party. Tbey were committed to the 
Tower, under the Speaker's warrant, May 22d, 1679. On 
the 2Dd of June, both piisonera were brought to the Bar 
of the King's Bench, when bail being denied them, their 
counsel pressed for a speedy trial, which the Attorney- 
General refused, upon the ground that he expected more 
evidence of their treasonable correspondence with France. 
They were then remanded to the Tower, and after being 
brought up a second and third time, allowed to find secu- 
rity in 30,0002. ; and, thou^ they subsequently appeared 
in Court four times more, the trial was always postponed 
npon the same plea.^ At length, on Febmary 12th, 
1679-80, they moved by coansel to be discharged : and, 
on the Attorney-General's stating that Scott now refused 
to acknowledge the truth of his original deposition, upon 
which the whole charge rested, the prisoners were relieved

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froTQ their bail, and their motion was acceded to on the 
fint day of the next term, Trith the consent of the Law 
OfiScers of the Crown. 

It 18, indeed, diffionlt to recur to anch anjnBt and arbi- 
trary proceedings without disgust; bat the accusation 
being so eerions, it seems due to the characten of the 
parties suspected to examine the allegationB closer. On 
reference to the papers still extant, in which the whole case 
is detailed, it appeais that numerous affidavits were made 
by persons recent in France, Holland, America, and 
England, all agreeing as to the infiuny oi Scott's <Aa- 
racter. We are also informed, in the CorrespondeDce, 
that he was afterwards obliged to quit the conntty pre- 
<npitately, having killed a coachman in a fray, for which 
tiffence be was outlawed. It is ferther stated that » 
principal witness against Fepys, named James,* formerly 
his butler, had deposed before the Committee to bis 
master's being a Boman Catholic ; and that Morelli, who 
Uved with him, though engaged under pretence of 
teaching bim music, was a priest in disguise.^ But, on 
his own apprehenaion, James confessed that he had , 
invented the whole story, at the instigation of Mr. Har- 
bord, who bad held out promises and rewards to bim, 
through Colonel Mansell and Mr. Alexander Harris : and 
he swore to thb recantation before several witnesses. In 
addition to these exculpatory fects, we have the testimony 
of Evelyn, who mentions in his IHaty (4th June 1679), 
that he dined with Fepys, then a prisoner in the Tower, 
and believed him to be unjuath/ accused.

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In the mean time, Charles H. agato changed the con- 
atitatioa of the Admiralty ; owing to which arraagement, 
the nation loat the benefit of Pepj'e's serricea thermn; 
but he had the honour of attending his royal master for 
ten days at Kewmarket, in October, 1680, on which occa- 
non he took down in ehorthand, from the King's own 
mouth, the Narrative, since frequently published, of 
Clharles's escape, after the battle of Worcester. 

In September, 1688, Pepys was again brought into 
notice, having received the King's commands to accom- 
pany Lord Dartmouth on the expedition for demolishing 
Tangier.' Upon this occasion, he so far resumed the 
OM of shorthand as to make some meagre notes respects 
ing the voyage, and the destruction of the Mole, which 
were deciphered and published, in 1841, from the H8. in 
the Bodleian Library. These memoranda, however, are 
not to be compared in interest with any. part of the 
Original Diary ; still we cannot but regret that, as 
Pep\-s'8 eyesight must have been improved, he did not 
resume his former occupation as a journalist. During his 
absence IrOtai England, he took the opportuni^ of making 
excursions into Spain, as he had formerly done into 
France, Flanders, Holland, Sweden, and Denmark ; not 
to mention his lesser voyages with the Duke of York, 
and especially one to Scotland in the preceding year, 
during which he had the good fortune to be on board his

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own yacht,' when the Gloaceeter was lost, and the Buke 
and a small namber only of that ship's company were 
saved. 

From the Tangier expedition Fepye retnmed the fol- 
lowing epring ; and the King having himself resumed the 
office of High Admiral, he was " hy the Royal commands,' 
neither sought for nor foreseen, but brought to him ex- 
pressly by Lord Dartmouth from Windsor,"* conatitnted 
Secretary for the afiaira of the Admiralty, with a salary 
of 5002. per annum, in which office he continued during 
the remainder of the reign, and the whole of that of his 
micceesor, whose confidence he had bo long and so 
d^erredly enjoyed;' so much so, that the curious cir^ 
cnmstance respecting Charles's becoming a Roman 
Catholic on hie death-bed, related by Evelyn {fiitmf, 2nd 
October, 1685,) rests chiefly npon the authority of Pepys, 
to whom Jamee himself had communicated all the par- 
ticulars. We are also told, that when that Monarch was 
sitting to Knetler for bis picture,* intended as a present 
to the Secretaiy, news coming of the Prince of Orange 
having landed, the King, with the utmost composnre, 
desired the painter to proceed and finish the fortnut, 
that his good friend might not be diefq)pointed. 

The naval history of the period, from Pepys's committal • 
to the Tower to the Abdication of James IL, and the psrt 
borne by him therein, will be found fnlly and elegantly

From tbis little tract, ae well as many passages in tbe 
Piaty, it may be seen bow erroneously tbe merit of 
lenovatiog tbe navy bas been assigned to Jamea IL by 
bis biographers. Dr. 8tanier Clarke,' in particalar, dwells 
upon the essential and lasting benefit which that MoDarch 
conferred on his coaotry, by building up and regenerating 
t^e Naval Power ; and asserts, as a proof of the King't 
great ability, that the regulation! ttUl enforced under the 
orders of the AdmiraUy are nearly the lame at thott origi- 
nally drawn up by him. It becomes dne Hkerefore to 
Pepjs'B memory t» explain that, for these improvements, 
the value of which is unqnestionable, we are indebted 
to him, and not to his Roy^ Master. To establish this 
fi«5t, it is only neceesaiy to refer to the M8S. connected 
with tbe subject, in the Bodleian and Pepysian Libraries, 
by which the extent of Pepys's official labours can alone 
be appreciated ; and we even find in tbe Diary,' that a 
long letter of regulation, prodaced before the Commis- 
Bioners of tbe Navy by the Duke of York, in 1668, a* hi$ 
Mon CM^aiCton, wot entirely wr^en by the Clerk of th4 
AetB. 

Upon the accession of William and Mary, Pepys lost 
hia official employments ; and tbe Electors of Harwich, 
nnmindful of his services in former Parliaments, and 
naturally jealous of bis attachment to the exiled Monarch, 
retused, after a slight struggle, to return bim to tbe Con- 
vention. He retired consequently into private life, trust- 
ing that he should be allowed to end bis days in tranquil- 
lity, and the enjoyment pf literary society, for which his

Nev«r> 
thelees, he was bood agaia disturbed by the virnlence of 
his enemies, who, in June, 1690, procured his committal 
to the Gatehonse,' apon pretence of his being stiU too 
well affected to the exiled Hlng; but be shortly obtained 
leave, on account of ill healtb, to retam to his own 
honee, and there is no &rtber mention of the charge; 
though, even in 1692, he apprehended some fresh pena- 
cuUon, being obliged (as he himself observes) to eqjoy 
bis otium without tiae company of more of his books and 
papers than be was willing ehoold be visited and £a- - 
turbed. Owing to this preoantioo, the large portion of 
original Pepys MBS. which remained in York Buildings 
were ultimately lost to Magdalene College, Cambridge, 
never having passed into the hands of Mr. Jackson, who 
bad a life interest in all bis Uncle's CoUectioDs. What 
became of these literary treasures during the interval ia 
not known, but eventually, Dr. Rawlinson obtdned them, 
BB he said, "Thua et odona vendentibut" and they were 
included in the bequest of his books to the Bodleian' 
Library.. They are comprised in about fifty volumes, and 
relate principally to Naval a&irs ; but though they have 
lately been carefnlly examined, nothing of much value 
was elicited. A few of the most interesting letters are, 
indeed, inserted in the Correspondence, in. addition to 
those previously printed, and some notes illustrating 
doubtful passages in the Memoirs have been gleaned 
from the perusal of the different MSS. 

The Books in the Pepyaian Library still look well, 
baving been constantly guarded from duet, and, with a 
few exceptions, in morocco and vellum, are in uniform 
calf binding.. They all bear Fepys's Coat of Arms on 
tieir boards, on the first of which are the Two Anchors

of the Admiralty crossed behind a ehield, incribed SAM 
PEPYS CAR ET JAC ANGL REQIB A SECRETIS 
ADMIRALLiE. The shield ta Hurmounted by his Creet 
Oq the last board are his ArmH and hie Motto — 

HBNS CUJrSQCa IS EST -QUISQVI. 

Within the title on the back is hiu portrait, by R. White, 
after Kneller, with his name and descriptioD above, and 
liie motto below.' 

Pepja eeems to have been fond of sitting for hie picture 
from the commencement of hie official career, and there 
•re several portrtuts of him extant Amongst these may 
be mentioned two at Magdalene College, and one, by 
Kneller, «till in the posseseion of the Royal Society, to 
whom Pepye presented it when their President. Another 
picture of him, by the name master, wae sold at the 
Cockerell auction in 1849. There are also several en* 
gravinge taken from these portraits, besides those given 
in the different editions of the Memoire. 

We are assured, that, notwithetanding political preju- 
dices and the bitterness of party spirit, Pepys was very 
generally consulted up to the time of his death, and looked 
upon as an oracle in all matters concerning the Navy; 
and, as far as the difficulties of the times allowed him op- 
portunity, he continued uniformly anxious to point out 
any improvement-likely to benefit the service to which he 
had so long been au ornament. 

Nor were the leisure hours of hie retirement spent in 
an neeless manner, as he devoted himself to the restora- 
tion of the government of Christ's Hospital to its 
pristine purity ; and he eucceeded in preserving from 
impending ruin the Mathematical Poundation there, 
which had been originally designed by him, and, through 
his anxious solicitations, endowed and cherished by his 
two Royal Masters. 

' BtfUhorne'i Book Barilia of Oamiridgt. 
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The estimation in which PepjB was held for his literary 
attainments had raised him, in 1684, to the high station 
of President of the Royal Society, which he filled daring 
two years with credit and ability. After he had relin- 
qaished the office, he was in the habit of entertaining 
Eome of the most diatinguished members of that learned 
body, on Satarday evenings, in York Buildings, where 
they assembled for the discnesioo of literary subjects, and 
the encouragement of the liberal arts. To the dissolution 
of these meetings, occasioned by the increasing infirmities 
of their Founder, Evelyn adverts in his letters, in terms 
of the strongest r^et: nor ooold a person of his 
enlightened mind fiul to derive the most heartfelt grati- 
fication from, witnessing so many of his contemporaries 
eagerly devoting the small remnant of their lives to the 
caltivafjcm of science and the encouragement of nsefiil 
knowledge. 

Another portion of his fruitful recess the Author of the 
J)iarj/ set apart for the arrangement of his extensive 
collections, obtained, at an immense cost, for the general 
history of the Ntuialia of England, which he had pro- 
mised to the public ; but age and ill health intervening, 
be was deprived of the vigour and opportunities requisite 
for completing the work ; and it remains a desideratum 
to this day. 

Of his munificence, as a patron of literature, the 
nnmerous books dedicated to Pepys fumisb ample testi- 
mony ; and in the Preface to "WlUoughby's Siatoria Pi»- 
eium, 1684, he is JueUy styled by Mr. Bay, " Ingennarum 
Artium, et Eruditorum Faator et Fatronus eximius," as 
having contributed no fewer than sixty plates to that 
work. He was also a considerable benefactor to St. Paul's 
School, and a subscriber to the Kew Court at Magdalene 
College. 

Of his tender auction to his parents, the Diary affords 
many instances; and his liberality, at a time when he was 
&r from rich, in giving his sister, Mrs. Panlioa Jackson, 
600t as a marriage portion, is wortiiy of mention. Nor 
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did his kindnefls to tbe f^nily termiaate here, aa he took 
charge of her two sons, who were left: orphana when 
children, and wholly tmprovided for, and educated them 
at his own expense. Samuel, the eldest, contracting 
- extravagant habits early in life, and making a discredit- ' 
able marriage, forfeited all claim to further favonr, nor is 
it known what became of bim, while his brother John 
lived to repay the kindness shown to him. After com- 
pleting his studies at Magdalene College, be was . sent, 
under tbe auspices of his ancle, to make a tonr of Italy 
and Spun ; and on bis return, being received once more 
nnder his bene&ctor's roof, ultimately inherited his pro- 
perty, as a reward for the attentions with which he bad 
soothed his declining yeare. 

It may be right to notice, that Fepys was examined at 
tbe trial of the Ecvea Bishops, on which occasion be 
deposed that he had been present at the Council when the 
prelates were committed; but his evidence, as to their 
delivering the petition to the King, wag not conclusive. 
Between bis attachment to the Protestant religion, and 
hie fear of off^iding his Boyal Master, he was doubtless 
very glad to make his escape &om the witness-box, 
witiiout being further questioned. 

Onr author's valuable life was now drawing gradually 
to a close. By the too continued exercises of his mind, 
without any consideration to his advanced age, be had 
destroyed his constitution, long before impaired by the 
stone. On this account, the physicians persuaded him, 
in 1700, to hid adieu to York Buildings, and retire, for 
the sake of change of ur and repose, to the seat of his 
old friend and servant, "William Hewer, at Clapbam.* 
■Nor could a more eligible rttreat have been selected, nor 
a kinder companion than that cherished individual, whose 
amiable qualities wd disinterested gratitude to his patron, 
nnder circumstances of no common difficulty, entitle him

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to tbe highest commendation.' Here, also, Pcp}^ still 
persevered in the same studioaa occupations ; and with the 
greater intensenees, as he was less exposed to interrup- 
tion : the object of his removal was conseqnentl^ fnis- 
tnlted, and he consommated the rain of his health, and 
^[pired, after a lingering illness, May 26, ITOg. 

Though he lived in an age when religious duties were 
too geoerall; neglected, and even ridiculed, Pepys retnned 
the habit, acquired in his earliest youth, of constantly 
attending the service of the Church of England, and was 
for many years a regular attendant at the Sacrament. 
Upon this subject, the Certificate which follows, copied 
from the ori^al in the Bodleian Library, must not be 
omitted:— 

H»j 22, 1681. 

I, Dftoiel HillM, Doctor in Divinitr. present (and for aboTS twenty 
jearea lut put) Rector of tbo parisli of St. Olftre's, Hart Street, 
London, doe hereby certify that Samuel Pepys, Esq., Honie time one of 
&« prinaipftil Offioori ftnd CommiuionerB of his Uajeetie'i Navy, uid 
naee Secretary of the Admiralty of Englwd, beoamo (with bii family) 
an inhabitant of the said Fariab, about the month of Jdob, in the jun 
of ear Lord 1660, and to eontiDned (without intemuBMOn) for the apace 
of thirteen yearei — vii., nntUl about the aame month in the year 1673. 
when be was called thence to attend hiE Majeaty in hia aud Sacretarj- 
staip : during all which time, the said Mr. Pepys and hia whole hmilj 
were eonatant attendanta upon the public worahip of Qod and hia holy 
Ordinancei, (uDder my miaietratioD,) according to the Dootrine and 
Dimplioe of the Ghnmjh of England, eetabliahed by Law, without the 
leaat appearance or aaggaatioa had of any inclination towards Popery, 
either in himaelf or any of hia family; hia Lady reoeifing the Huly 
Sacnineot (in company with him, the said Hr. Pepya, her baabond, 
and others) from my band. Recording to the ritea of the Gburoh of 
England, open her death-bed, flaw hoares before her decease, in the 
yeare 1666. 

And I doe hereby fbrther certify, that the aaid Mr. Pepya hath, from 
the determination of hi* said residence in thia parish, continued to

It ia further gratifyiDg to be able to trace in the Corre- 
Bpoodence, that, bb Pepya advanced in yeare, he turned 
hia mind more earnestly to serious thoughts, and devoutly 
prepared for the change which awaited him. Nor could 
the example of the virtuoaa Evelyn, ivhose friendebip he 
had cultivated from their fii«t acquaintance, have been 
uaeleea or unprofitable, in this particular. The tranquil- 
lity of mind and pious resignation which he evinced on 
his death-bed, with some interesting details of hia last 
illness, are best described in the following lettera.

Ii most not omit acquainting you, sir, that upon opening his body, 
(which the uncommoDueea of his case required of us, for our own 
satisfiiotion as well as public good,] there was found in bis led kidnej 
K neat of no leu than seven stones, of the most irregolar figures your 
imagination can frame, and weighing together four onnces and a half^ 
hat all fast linked together, and adhenog to his back ; whereby they 
•oWe his having felt no greater pains upon motion, nor other of the 
ordinary syroptoms of the stone. Some other leaser defects tiiere also 
were in his body, prooeeding from the same cause. But his stamina, in 
general, wore marrellouelj strong, and not only supported him, under 
the most exquisite pains, weeks beyond all expeotations ; but, in the 
eoDcluuoD, contended for near forty hours [unaisisted by any nourish- 
ment) with the very agonies of death, some few minittes excepted, 
iMfbre his expiring, which were Teiy calm. 

There only remains for me, under this affliction, to beg tba 
coosolatioD and honour of sncceediog to jour patronage, for mj 
Uncle's sake ; and leave to number mytielf, with the same sincerity 
be ever did, among your greatest honourors, which I shall esteem 
as one of the most valuable parts of my inheritance from him ; 
being also, with the faithfallest wishes of health and a happy long lib 
to jon,

The greatneea of bia behavioar, in hia long and ahorp trjall before 
hia death, was in every reipect onawerable to his groat life ; and I 
belieTe no man ever vent oat of this world with greater contempt of 
it, or a more lirelj faith in eTOr; thing that waa revealed of the world 
to come. I adminiatered the Hoi; Sacrament twice in hia illoeH to 
him, and had administered it a third time, but for a sudden St of illness 
that happened at the appointed time of administering of it. Twice I 
gave him the abaolution of the Chureb, which be desired, and received 
with all reverence and comfort ; and I never attended an j eick or dying 
peraon that djed with so munh Chriatien greatnesae of mind, or a mon 
livelj Mnae of immortality, or ao much fortitude and patience, in so 
long and sharp a trjall, or greater resignation to the will, which he ' 
moat devontlj acknowledged to be the wisdom of God; and I doubt not 
but he ia now a verj blessed spirit, according to his motto, hbxs

Samne] Pepjs, by hia will dated May, 1708, lefl hiH 
estate at Brampton, and the residae of hia property, 
charged with a few legacies, to his nephew, John Jack- 
son; to whom he also gave the use of his valuable 
Library and Collection of Prints, for his life, and directed 
that they should afterwards be removed to Magdalcno 
College, Cambridge,' and placed for ever, anbject to cer- 
tmn restrictions and regnlations,' in the sole custody of 
the Master for the time being. He seemed conscioas 
that his heirs would not feel satisfied with his testamen- 
tary dispositions, and accordingly inserted the following 
clause in his will : — 

" I earnestly recommend it to my said Nephews to Join 
with me in not repiniug at any disappointmeut they may, 
by the late public Providence of God, meet with in what 
they might otherwise have reasonably hoped for from roe 
at my death ; but receive with thankfulness, from Ood's 
hands, whatsoever It will prove, remembering it to be 
more than what either myself, or they, are born to, and 
therefore endeavouring, on their part, by all humble and 
honest endeavours, to improve the same." 

He died, in fact, in very reduced circanstances ; nor " 
coald it be otherwise, since he never received any pension 
or remaneration for his long official labours, subsequently 
to his retirement at the Revolution ; while the habits of 
generosity and hospitality, in which he had indulged, 
when his means were more ample, terminated only with 
his life : and these expenses, added to the charges entailed 
upon him for the education of his Nephews, and the ex 
tensive addiUons which he was constantly making to his

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library, would have absorbed a lai^r income than he had 
ever possessed. There van indeed a balance of 28,0071. 
2». Hd. due to him from the Crown, on a long unsettled 
account, which had grown up during his employments 
as Treasarer for Tangier, Clerk of the Acts, and Secre- 
tary to the Admiralty; and which he bequeathed specifi- 
cally to be laid out in the purchase of lands for the use 
of his Kephew and his heirs. The original Voaclters 
relating to this transaction, as verified on oath by the 
claimant himself, before Chief Baron Warde, are still in 
the possession of the Cockerell family; but the times 
which. immediately preceded and followed his decettse 
were unfavourable to the liquidation of the debt, however 
due as an act of justice, as well as a tribute to the memory 
of eo good and faithful a servant of the public. It is 
farther to be remarked, that though Pepja's funeral was 
conducted in a manner suitable to the station which he 
had adorned,' no stone, however humble, marks the spot 
within St, Olave's Church in which his remains were 
deposited ; the vault is, however, probably contiguous to 
the monument erected by him to his wife, still to be seen 
in the chancel.^ 

In conclusion, I feel tempted to insert the character of 
Pepys, given in the Supplement to Collier's Dictionaiy, 
though drawn perhaps by a too partial hand, and from

"It may be affirmed of this Gentlemao," (says hie cod- 
temporaaeous biographer,) " that he was, without excep- 
tion, the greatest and moat uBefnl Minister that ever filled 
the same situations in England ; the Acia and Ee^sters 
of the Admiralty proving this fact beyond contradiction. 
The principal rules and establishments in present use in 
those offices are welt known to have been of his intro- 
ducing, and most of the officers serving therein, since the 
Bestoration, of his bringing up. He was a moat stndious 
promoter and strenuous aasertor of order and discipline 
through all their depeudenues. Sobriety, diligence, 
capacity, loyalty, and subjection to command, were 
essentials required in all whom he advanced. Wliere any 
of these were found wanting, no interest or authority was 
capable of moving him in favour of the highest preten- 
der; the Royal command only excepted, of which he was 
also very watchful, to prevent any undue procurements. 
Dischai^ing his duty to his Prince and Country with a 
religious application and perfect integrity, he feared no 
one, courted no one, and neglected bis own fortune. 
Besides this, be was a person of universal worth, and in 
great estimation among the Literati, for his unbounded 
reading, his sound judgment, his great elocution, bis 
mastery in method, his singular curiosity, and his un- 
common munificence towards the advancement of learn- 
ing, arts, and industry, in all degrees: to which were 
joined the severest morality of a philosopher, and all the 
polite accomplishments of a gentleman, particularly those 
of music, languages, conversation, and address. Ho 
assisted, as one of the Barons of the Cinque Ports, at the 
Coronation of James 11^, and was a standing Qovemoi' 
of all the principal houses of charity in and about Lon- 
don, and sat at the head of many other honourable 
bodies, in divers of which, as he deemed their constitu- 
tion and methods deserving, he left lasting monuments 
of hia bounty and patronage." 
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Annexed is an engraving of a large Bowl and Cover 
of silver gilt, and the outside enriched with froat work, 
weighing 166 oz., presented by Pepys to the Clothworkers' 
Company, of which he was Master in 1677, and etill 
constantly used at their Festivals. He also gave them a 
gilt Ewer and Bason of the weight of 196 oz.

is believed that neither they nor the people will be satisfied 
till the House be filled. My own private conditioa very hand- 
Bome, and esteemed rich, but indeed very poor ; besides my 
goods of my house, and my office, which at present is sdmewhat 
certain.

The House was 
to-day upon finishing the act for the Council of State, which 
they did ; and for the indemnity to the soldiers ; and were to 
sit again thereupon in the afternoon. Great talk that many 
places had declared for a free Parliament ; and it is believed 
that they will be forced to fill np the House with the old 
members.

It 
haa reeentl; been painted oat to me, tbat Uie llnea-vere not originally eompoaed 
b; 7^T&i, being ml; a poor tnraeUUon of the a^ted llnea of Slatina ^Isanw, 
llb.T., eap.li.,1. 88: — 

"Exeidat ilia diei nro, ne poiteia oredant 
Seeula, bob certS taeeamna ; at obrata maltH 
Hoolo tagi propria patiamar orimiaa geslia." 

Tbeas Tenee were llrtt applied b; tbe Preildent da Thoa to tha mauaera of St. 
Bartholomew. 15T1 ; and in onr day, by Mr. IHtt, in hie memorable ^eoh in O* 
Boaas of Commoot, Jaunary 1703, after the marder of Lsoii XVL 
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Mr. Crewe's;' (m; wife she was to go to her father's) and 
Mr. Moore- and I and another gentleman went out and drank 
a cup of ale together in the new market, and there I eat 
Bome bread and cheese for my dinner. 

3d. To Whit« Hall, where I nnderfltood that the Parlia- 
ment had passed the act of indemnity for the soldiws and 
officers that would come in, in bo many days, and that my 
Lord Lambert should have benefit of the said act They 
had also voted that all vacancies in the House, hy the death 
of any of the old members, should be filled up ; but those 
that are living shall not be called in. 

4th. Strange the difference of men's talk. Some say 
that Lambert must of necessity yield up ; others, that he is 
very strong, and that the Fifth-monarchy men will stick to 
him, if he declares for a free Parliament. Ghillington 
was sent yesterday to him with the note of pardon aad 
indemnity from the Parliament. Wont and walked in the 
Hall, where I hoard that the Parliament spent this day in 
fasting and prayer ; and in the afternoon came letters from 
the North, that brought certain news that my Lord Lambert 
his forces were all forsaking him, and that he was left with 
only fifly horse, and that he did now decide for the Parlia- 
ment himself; and that my Lord Fairfax did also rest satis- 
fied, and had lud down his arms, and that what be had done 
was only to secure the country against my Lord Lambert his 
raising of money, and free quartor. I met with the clerk 
and quarter-master of my Lord's* troop, and Mr. Jenkins 
showed me two bills of exchange for money to receive upon 
my Lord's and my pay. 

5th. I dined with Mr. Sbepley,' at my LoimI's lodgings, 
upon his turkey-pie. And so to my office again ; where the 
Excise money was brought, and some of it told to soldiers 
till it was dark. Then I went home, after writing to my

Then my wife and I, it being a great 
frost, went to Mrs. Jem's,' in expectation te eat a sack-posset, 
bnt Mr. Edward not coming, it was put off; and I left my 
wife playing at cards with her, and went myself to Mr. Fage, 
to consult coQcemiog my nose, who told me it was nothing 
bnt cold. Mr. Fage and I did discourse concerning pnblic 
business ; and he told me it is true the City had not time 
enough to' do much, but they are resolved to shake off the 
soldiers ; and that, nnlees there be a free Parliament chosen, 
he did believe there are half the Common Council will not 
levy any money by order of this Parliament. 

6th. This morning Mr. Shepley and I did eat our break- 
fast at Mrs. Harper's, (my brother John^ being with me,) 
upon a coM torkey-pie and a goose. At my office, where we 
piud money to the soldiers till one o'clock ; and I took my 
Trife to my cosen, Thomas Pepys, and found them just sat 
down to dinner, which was very good ; only the venison pasty 
was palpable mutton, which was not hands<»ne. 

7th. At my office receiving mimey of the probate of wills. 

8th. (Lord's day.) In the morning went to Mr. Gunning's, 
where a good sermon, wherein he showed the life of Christ, and 
told as good authority for us to believe that Christ did follow 
his father's trade, and was a carpenter till thirty yean of age. 
• 9th. I rose early this morning, and looked over and

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corrected my brother John's speech, which he is to make the 
next opposition.' I met with W. Simons, Maddiman, and 
Jack Price, and went with them to Harper's, and staid till 
two of the clock in the afternoon. I fotmd Muddimon a 
good scholar, an arch rogue ; and own^ that though he writes 
new books for the Parliament, yet he did declare that be did 
it only to get money ; and did talk very basely of many of 
them. AicoDg other things, W. Simons told me how bia 
uncle Scobell' was on Saturday last called to the bar, for 
entering in the journal of tbe House, for the year 1653, these 
words : " This day his Excellence the Lord General Cromwell 
dissolved this House;" which words the Parliament voted 
a forgery, and demanded of him how they came to be 
entered. He Sfud that they were his own handwriting, and 
that he did it by rights of his office, and the practice of his 
predecessor ; ^ and that the intent of the practice vba to let 
posterity know how such and such a Parliii- twas dissolved, 
whether by tbe command of the King, or by their own 
neglect, as the last House of Lords was ; and that to this 
end, be had said sod writ thut it was.difiBolved by his Excel- 
lency the Lord Q, ; and that for the word dissolved, be never 
at the time did hear of any other term ; and desired pardon 
if he would not dare to make a word himself what it was six

He told me also, that there was 100,000^ 
offered, sod wonld have been taken, for his restitution, had 
not the Farliament come in as they did again ; and that he 
do beliere that the Protector will live to give a testimony of 
his Talonr and revenge yet before he dies, and that the Fro- 
tector will say so himself Boue^ei. 

18th. I interpreted my lord's letter by his character.^ All 
the world is at a loss to think what Monk will do : the City 
Baying that he will be for them, and the Parliament saying 
he will be for them. 

Idth. This morning I was sent for to Mr. Downing, and 
at hb bed-side he told me, that he had a kindness for me, 
and that be thought that he had done me one ; and that was, 
that he had got me to be one of the Clerks of the Council ; 
at which I was a little stombled, and could not tell what 
to do, whether to thank him or no ; bnt by and by I did ; 
but not Tery heartily, for I feared that bis doing of it was 
only to ease himself of the salary^ which he gives me. I 
read the answer of the Dntch Ambassador^ to our State, in 
answer to the reasons of my Lord's coming home^ which he 
gave for his coming, and did labour to contradict my Lord's 
arguments for bis coming home. Mr. Moore and I went to 
the French Ordinary, where Mr. Downing this day feasted 
Sir Arthur Haselrigge, and a great many more of the Par- 
liament, and did stay to put him in mind of me. Here he 
gave me a note to go and invite some other members to 
dinner to-morrow. So I went to White Hall, and did stay 
at Marsh's with Simons, Luellin, and all the rest of the 
Clerks of the Council, who I hear are all turned out, only the 
two Leighs, and they do all tell me that my name was men- 
laoned last night, bnt that nothing was done in it. 

20th. In ike morning I met Lord Widdrington* in the 
street, going to seal the patents for the judges to-day, and

This day 
LcntbalP took his chair again, and the House reaolred & 
declaration to be brought in on Monday, to satbfy the world 
what they intend to do. At Westminster Hall, where Mrs. 
Lane* and the rest of the maids had their white scarfs, all 
having been at the bnrial of a jonng bookseller in the 
Hall.* 

22Dd. (Lord's day.) To chnrch in the afternoon to Mr. 
Herring,' where a laay, poor sermon. Thia day I began to 
pnt on bnckles to my shoes. 

23rd. This day the Parliament sat late, and resolved of 
tiie declaration to be printed for the people's satisfaction, 
promising them a great many good things. In the garden 
at White Hall, going throngh to the Stone Gallery,- 1 fell in 
a ditch, it being very dark. 

24th. I took my wife to Mr. Pierce's,' she in her way

25th. Coming home, heard that in Cheapside, there had 
been bnt. a little before a gibbet set up, and the picture of 
Hnson* hnng upon it in the middle of the street. I oalled at 
Paul's Churchyard, where I bought Buxtorf 's Hebrew Gram- 
mar ; and read [at Kirton's] a declaration of the gentlemen 
of Northampton which came out this af^moon. To Mr. 
Crewe's aboat a picture to be sent into the country, of Mr. 
Thomas Crewe, to my Lord. 

26th. Called for some papers at Whitehall for Mr. 
Downing, one of which was an Order of the Council for 
1800^ per annum, to be paid monthly ; and the other two, 
Orders, to the CommisBionerB of Customs, to let his goods 
pass liree. Home from my office to my Lord's lodgings, 
where my wife had got ready a very fine dinner — tjs. a dish 
of marrow-bonea ; a leg of mntton ; a loin of veal ; a dish of 
fowl, three pullets, and a dosen of larks all in a dish ; a great 
tart, a neat's tongue, a dish of anchovies ; a dish of prawns 
and cheese. My company was my father, my uncle Fenner, 
bis two sons, Mr. I^erce, and all their wires, and my brother 
Tom. The news this day is a letter that speaks absolutely 
Monk's concurrence with this Parliament, and nothing else, 
which yet I hardly believe. I wrote two characters for Mr. 
Downing, and carried them to him. 

28th. I wont to Mr. Downing, who told me that he was 
resolved to be gone for Holland this morning. So I to my 
office agun, and dispatch my business there, and came with

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Ur. Hawle; to Mr. Downing'B lodpug, and took Mr. Sqaib 
from White Hall in a coach thither with me, and thare we 
wuted in his chamber a great while, till he came in ; and, in 
the mean time, nest all hia things to the barge that lays at 
Charing Cross sturs. Then came he in, and took a very 
dvii leave of me, beyond niy expectations, for I was afraid 
that he vonld have told me something of removing me from 
my office; bnt ho did not, bat that he woold do me any 
service that lay in his power. So I went down, and sent a 
porter to my house for my best fur cap, but he coming too 
late with it, I did not present it to him ; and so I returned 
and went to Heaven,* where Luellin and I dined. 

29th. (Lord's day.) In the morning I went to Mr. 
Gunning's, whore he made an excellent sermon upon the 2d 
of the Gralatians, about the difference that fell between St. 
Paal and St. Peter, whereby he did prove, that, contrary to 
the doctrine of the Roman Chnroh, St. Paul did never own 
any dependence, or that he was inferior to St. Peter, but 
that they were equal, only one a particular charge of preaching 
to the Jews, and the other to the Gentiles. Casting up my 
accounts, I do find myself to bo worth 402. and more, which 
I did not think, but am afraid that I have forgot something. 

30th. This morning, before I was up, I fell a-singing (^ 
my song, "Great, good, and just," &c.,' and put myself 
thereby in mmd that this was the fatal day, now ten years 
since, his Majesty died. There seems now to be a general 
cease of talk, it being taken for granted that Monk do resolve 
to stand to the Parliament, and nothing else. I took my 
12L 10«. due to me for my last quarter's salary. [See p. 10.]

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81st. After dinner, to Westminster Hall, where all we 
olerks had orders to wait apon the Committee at the Star 
Chamber that is to try Colonel Jones,' and to pre an 
toooant what mone; we had paid him ; but the Committee 
did Dot sit to-day. I bought the answer to General Monk's 
tetter, which is a very good one, and I keep it by me. Thence 
to Mrs. Jem, where 1 fonnd her maid in bed in a fit of the 
ague, and Mrs. Jem among the people below at work, and by 
and by she came up hot and merry, aa if they had giren hw 
wine, at which I was troubled, but said nothing ; after a game 
at cards, I went home. Galled in at Harper's with Mr. 
Pnlsford, servant to Mr. Waterhouse,^ who tells me, that 
whereas my Lord Fleetwood^ should hare answered to the 
Parliament tcday, he wrote a letter and desired a little more 
time, he being a great way out of town. And how that he is 
quite ashamed of himself, and coBfesses how he bad deserved 
this, for his baseness to his brother. And that he is like to 
pay part of the money, paid out of the Exchequer during the 
Committee of Safety, oat of his own purse again, which I 
am glad of. I could find nothing in Mr. Downing's letter, 
which Hawley brought me, concerning my office; but I 
could discern that Hawley had a mind that I would get to 
bo Clerk of the Council, I suppose that he night have the 
greater salary ; but I think it not safe yet to change this for 
a public employment. 

February 1st. Took Gammer East, and James the porter, 
a soldier, to my Lord's lodgings, who told me how they were 
drawn into the field to-day, uid that they were ordered to 
march away to-morrow, to make room for General Monk ; 
bat they did shout their Colonel Fitch' and the rest of the 
ofEcers out of the field, and swore they would not go without 
their money, and if they would not give it them, they would

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go where the; might have it, and that was the City. So the 
Colonel frent to the Parliament, and commanded what money 
conld be got, to be got against to-morrow for them, and all 
the rest of the Boldieia in town, who in all places made » 
mntiny this day, and do agree together. 

2nd. To my office, whore I foond all the officers of th« 
regiments in town waiting to reoeiTO money, that their sol- 
diers might go ont of town, and what was in the Exchequer 
they had. Harper, Lnellin, and I vieat to the Temple, to 
Mr. Oalthrop's ohamber, and from thence bad his man by 
water to London Bridge, to Mr. Caltfart^, a grocer, and 
received 60^ for my Lord. In onr way, we talked with our 
waterman. White, ytbo told ns how the watermen had lately 
been abused by some that had a desire to get in to be 
watermen to the State, and had lately presented an address 
of nine or ten thousand hands to stand by this Parliament, 
when it was only told them that it was a petition agunst 
htickney-coaohefl ; and that to^lay they had put ont another, 
to nndeceive the world, and to clear themeetres. After I 
had received the money, we went homewards ; but over- 
againat Somerset Koose, hearing the noise of gnus, we 
landed and found the Strand full of soldiers. So I took up 
my money and went to Mrs. Johnson, my Lord's sempstress, 
and giving her my money to lay up, Doling and I went op 
stairs to a window, and looked out and saw the Foot face the 
Horse and beat them back, and stood bawling and calling in 
the street for a free Parliament and money. By and by a 
drum was heard to heat a march coming towards them, and 
they all got ready again and faced them, and they proved to 
be of the same mind with them ; and so they made a great 
deal of joy to see one another. After all this, I went home on 
foot to lay up my money, and change my stockings and shoes. 
I this day left off my great skirt suit, and pat on my white 
suit, with silver lace coat,' and went over to Harper's, where 
I met with W. Simons, Doling, Luellin, and three merchants, 
one of which had occasion to use a porter, and bo they sent 
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{or one, u>d Junes the soldier came, irho told ub hov tiie^r 
liad been »11 day and night vpoe their guard at St. Jamea's, 
and that through the vhole toim they did resolve to Btand 
to what they had begnD, and that to-morrow he did believe 
they would go into the City, and be received there. After 
this we went to a Bport called, selling of a hotve for a dish 
of eggs and herrioge, and sat talking there till almost twelve 
at night. 

8d. Drank my morning draft at Harper'B, and was tokl 
. there that the soldiers were all quiet upon promise of pny. 
Thence to St. James's Pork, back to Whitehall, where in a 
guard-^iamber I saw about thirty or forty 'prentices of the 
City, who were taken at twelve o'clock last night, and brought 
prisoners hither. Theooe to my office, where 1 paid a little 
more money to some of the soldiers under Lieut. Col. Miller 
(who held out the Tower against the Parliament, after it was 
taken away from Fitch' by the Committee of Safety, and yet 
be continued in his office). About noon, Mrs. Turner^ came 
to speak with me and Joyoe, and I took them and showed 
l^on the manner of the Houses sitting, the doorkeeper very 
civilly opening the door for us. We went walking all over 
White Hall, whither General Monk was newly come, and we 
saw all his forces march by in very good plight, and stout 
officers. After dinner, I went to hear new^ bat only found 
that the Parliament House was most of them with tioak at 
White Hall, uid that in passing through the town he had 
many calls to him for a free Parliament, but little other 
welcome. I saw in the Palace Tard how unwilling some of 
the old soldiers were yet to go oat of town without their 
money, and swore if they had it not in three days, as they 
were promised, they would do them more mischief in the 
country than if they had staid hero ; and that is very likely, 
the country being all discontented. The town and guards 
ore already full of Monk's soldiers. It growing dark, to take

4th. All the newa to-d&j is, that the Parliament tha 
morning voted the Honee to be made np four hundred forth- 
with. Discourse at an alehouse aboat Marriott, tiie great 
eater, so I vae ashamed to eat what I conld hare done. I 
met Spicer in Lincoln's Inn Conrt, buying of a hanging'^aoli 
to roast birds upon. tSj wife killed her turkeys that came 
out of Zealand with my Lord, and could not get her maid 
Jam to kill any thing at any time. 

6th. (Lord's day.) At church I saw Dick Cumberland,* 
newly come out of the country from his living. In the Conrt 
of Wards I saw the three Lords Commissioners sitting upon 
some action where Mr. Scobell was concerned, and my Lord 
Fountaine* took him np rery roughly abont some things that 
he said.^ 

6th. To Westminster, where we found the soldiers all set 
in the Palace Yard, to make way for Greneral Monk to come 
to the House. I stood upon the steps, and saw Monk go by, 
be making observance to the jndgea as be went along.* 

Ttb. Went to Paul's School, where he that made the 
speech for the seventh form in praise of the Founder,' did 
show a book which Mr. Grumlum* had lately got, which he 
believed to be of the Founder's own writing. My brother 
John came off as well as any of the rest in the speeches. To

Billing and all the Quakers, that were at a raeeting-plaoe 
there, and indeed the soldiers did ose themTerj roughly, and 
irere to blame. This day, Mr. Greve told me that my Lord 
St. John^ ia for a free Parliament, and that he ia very great 
irith Monk, vho bath now the absolute conunand and power 
to do any thing that he hath a mind to do. 
' 9th. Before I was out of my bed, I heard the soldiers very 
busy in the morning, getting their horses ready when they 
lay at Hilton's, but I knew not then their meaning in so 
doing. In the Hall I understand how Monk is this mwn- 
ing gone into London with his army; and Mr. Fage told me 
that he do believe that Monk is gone to seonre some of the 
Gommoa-cooncil of the City, who were very high yesterday 
there, and did vote that they would not pay any taxes till 
the House was filled up. I wont to my office, where I wrote 
to my Lord after I had been at the Upper Bench, where Sir 
Robert Pye this morning came to desire his discharge from 
the Tower ; but it could not bo granted.' I called at Mr. 
Hiu^r's, who told me how Monk had this day clapt np many 
of the Common-council, and that the Parliament had voted 
that he should poll down their gates and portcullises, their 
posts and their chains, which he do intend to do, and do lie 
in the City all night. 

To Westminster Hall, where I heard an action very finely 
pleaded between my Lord Dorset^ and some o^er noble per- 
sons, his lady and other ladies of quality being there, and it 
was about 830/. per annnm that was to be paid to a poor

10th. Mr. Fage told me what Honk had done in the City, 
bow he bad pulled down the most part of the gates and 
chains that they could break down, and that he waa now gone 
back to White Hail. The City look mighty blank, and cannot 
tell what in the world to do ; the Farliament having thb day 
ordered that the Common-conncil sit no more, but that neir 
ones be chosen, according to what qualifications they shall 
give them. 

11th. I heard the news of a letter from Monk, who was 
now gone into the City agun, and did resolve to stand for 
the audden filling up of the House, .and it was very strange 
how the conntenance of men in the Hall was all changed with 
joy in half an bout's time. So I went up to the lobby, 
where I saw the Speaker reading of the letter ; and aftor it 
was read, Sir A. Haselri^e came out very angry, and Billing, 
standing at the door, took him by the arm, and cried, "Thott 
man, will thy beast carry thee no longer ? thou most fall !" 
We took coach for the City to Guildhall, where the Hall 
V3A full of people expecting Monk and Lord Mayor to come 
Uiither, and all very joyfull. Met Monk coming oat of the 
chamber where he had been with the Mayor^ and Aldermen, 
but such a shout I never heard in all my life, crying out, 
" God bless your EzccUeace !" Here I met with Mr. Lock,^ 
and took him to an ale-house : when we were come together, 
he told us the substance of the letter that went from Moak 
to the Parliament ; wherein, after complaints that he and his 
officers were put upon such offices against the City as they 
could not do with any content or honour, it states, that there 
are many members now in the House that were of the late 
tyrannical Committee of Safety. That Lambert and Vane^ 
are now in town, contrary to the vote of Parliament. That

baths that ve have already taken and broken. That the late 
petition of the fanaUqne people presented by Barebonee,' for 
the impofiing of an oath Jipoa all sorts of people, was received 
b J the House with thanks. That therefore he' did desire that all 
writs for filling sp of the House be issned by Friday next, and 
that in the mean time he would retire into the City, and only 
leave them guards for the security of the House and Council. 
The occasion of this was the order that he had last night, to go 
into the City and disarm them, and take away tbeir charter; 
whereby he and bis officers eaid, that the House had a mind 
to put them upon things that should make them odious ; and 
so it would be in their power to do what they would with 
them. We were told that the Parliament had sent Scott* 
and Robinson to Monk this afternoon, but he would not hear 
them ; and that the Mayor and Aldermen had offered their 
own houses for himself and bis officers ; and that his soldiers 
would lack for nothing. And indeed I saw many people 
^ve the soldiers drink and money, and all along the streets 
cried " God bless them !" and extraordinary good words. 
Hence we went to a merchant's house hard by, where I saw 
Sir Nich. Crisp,* and bo we went to the Star Tavern, (Monk 
being then at Benson's.) In Cheapside there was a great 
many bonfires, and Bow bells and all the' bells in all the

chnrchea as ^e went home were a-ringing. Hence we went 
homewards, it being about ten at night. But the common 
joy that was everywhere to be Been ! The number of bon- 
fires, there being fonrtecn between St. Dnnstan'a and Temple 
Bar, and at Strand Bridge ' I could at one time tell thirty-one 
£reB. In King Street seven or eight ; and all along, burning, 
and roasting, and drinking for rumpa. There being rumpa 
tied upon sticks and carried up and down. The butchers at 
the May Pole in the Strand^ rang a peal with their knirea 
when they were going to sacrifice their rump. On Ludgate 
Hill there was one turning of the spit that had a rump tied 
upon it, and another basting of it. Indeed it was past imagina- 
tion, both the greatneaa and the snddenness of it. At one end 
of the street you would think there was a whole lane of fire, 
and so hot that we were fain to keep on the further side. 
^ 12th. (Lord's day.) In the morning, it being Lord's day, 
to White Hall, where Dr. Holmes^ preached; but I staid not 
to hear, but walking in the court, I heard that Sir Arthor 
Haselrigge was newly gone into the City to Monk, and that 
Monk's wife* removed from White Hall last night. Aft«r 
dinner, I heard that Monk had been at Paul's tn the morn- 
ing, and the people had shouted much at his coming out of 
the church. In the afternoon he was at a church in Broad 
Street, whereabout he do lodge. Walking with Mr. Kirton's' 
apprentice daring evening church, and looking for a tavern to 
drink at, but not finding any open, we durst not knock. To 
my father's, where Charles Glascocke was overjoyed to sec how

Barebonea' windows. 

13th. This day Monk was invited to White Hall to dinner 
by my Lords; not seeming Tilling, be would not come. I 
went to Mr. Fage from my father's, who had been this after- 
noon with Monk, who did promise to live and die with the 
City, and for the bononr of the City ; and indeed the City ie 
very open-handed to the soldiers, that they are most of them 
drunk all day, and had money given them. 

14th. My wife, hearing Mr. Moore's voice in my dresaiog- 
ohamber, got herself ready, and came down and challenged 
him for her Valentine. To Westminster Hall, there b^ng 
many new remonstrances and declarations from many cotmties 
to Monk and the City, and one coming from the Kortb from 
Sir Thomas Fairfax.' I heard that the Parliament had now 
obanged the oath so much talked of to a pron^ee ; and that, 
among other qualifications for the membera that are to be 
chosen, one is that no man, nor the son of any man, that 
hath been in arms during the life of the father, shall be capable 
of being chosen to sit in Parliament. This day, by an order 
of the HoQse, Sir H. Vane* was sent ont of town to bis house 
in Lincolnshire. 

15th. Ko news to-day, but all quiet to see what the Par- 
liament will do about the issuing of the writs to-morrow for 
the filling np of the House, according to Monk's desire. 

17th. To WeHtminstor Hall, where I heard that some of 
the members of the House were gone to meet some of the 
secluded members and G«neriU Monk in the City. Hence to 
White Hall, thinking to hear more news, where I met with 
Mr. Hunt, who told me how Monk had sent for all his goods 
that he had hero, into the City ; and yet again he told me, 
that some of the members of the House had thb day laid in 
firing into their lodgings at Whitehall for a good while, so that 
we are at a great stand to think what will become of things,

18th. This day two soldiera were hanged in the Strand for 
their late mutiny at Somerset House.' 

19th. (Lord's day.) To Mr. Gunning's and heard an excel- 
lent BermoD. Here I met with Mr. Moore, and went home 
with him to dinner, where hb told me the discourse that hap- 
pened between the seclnded members and the members of the 
House, before Monk, last Friday. How the seclsded said, 
that they did not intend by coming in to express revenge npon 
these men, but only to meet and dissolve themselves, and only 
to issue writs for a free Parliament. He told me how Hasel- 
rigge' was afraid to have the candle carried before him, for 
fear that the people, seeing him, would do him hurt ; and that 
he is afraid to appear in the City. That there is great likeli- 
hood that the secluded members will come in, and so Mr. 
Crewe and my Lord are likely to be great men, at which I 
was very glad. After dinner, there was many secluded mem- 
bers come in to Mr. Crewe, which, it being the Lord's day, 
did make Mr. Moore believe that there was something extra- 
ordinary in the business. Mr. Mosetun^ made .a very good 
sermon, but only too eloquent for a pulpit. 

20th. I went forth to Westminster Hall, where I met with 
Chetwind, Simons, and Grregory,' They told me how the 
Speaker Lenthall do refuse to sign the writs for choice of new 
members in the place of the excluded ; and by that means the 
writs could not go out to-day. Li the evening, Simons and 
I to the Coffee Club [Miles's], where I heard Mr. Harrington,

2lBt. In the momiog I saw many soldiers going towards 
Westmineter Hall, to admit the secluded membere ag^n. So 
I to Westminster Hall, and in Chancery I saw abont twenty 
of them who had been at White Hall wiUi General Monk, 
who came thither this moraisg, and made a speech^ to them, 
and recommended to them a Commonwealth, and against 
Charles Stuart. They came to the House, and went in one 
after another, and at lost the Speaker came. Bnt it is very 
strange that this could be carried so private, that the other 
members of the House heard nothing of all this, till they 
found them in the Honse, insomuch that the soldiers that 
stood there to let in the secluded members, they took for such 
as they had ordered to stand there to hinder their coming in. 
Mr. Frio ' came with an old basket-hilt sword on, and bad a 
great many shouts upon his going into the Hall. They sat 
till noon, and at their coming out Mr. Crewe saw me, and bid 
me come to his house and dine with him, which I did ; and 
he very joyful told me that the House had made General 
Monk General of all the Forces in England, Scotland, and 
Ireland ; and that upon Monk's desire, for the service that 
Lawson had Utely done in pulling down the Committee of 
Safety, he had tho command of the Sea for the time being. 
He advised me to send for my Lord fortbwitl^ and told me 
that there b no question that, if he will, he may now be em- 
ployed ^ain ; and that the House do intend to do nothing 
more than to issue writs, and to settle a foundation for a free 
Parliament. After dinner, I back to Westminster Hall with 
him in his coach. Here I met with Mr. Lock^ and Furscll,*

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Master of Musique, and went with them to the Coffee House, 
into a room next the water, by ourselres, where we spent an 
honr or two till Capt^D Taylor come and told na that the 
House had voted the gates of the City to be made up again, 
and the members of the City^ that are in prison to be set at 
liberty; and that Sir G. Booth's^ caae be brought into the 
House to-morrow. Here we had variety of brave Italian and 
Spanish songs, and a canon for eight voices, which Mr. Lock 
had lately made on these words : " Domine salvum fac Begem." 
Here out of the windows it was a most pleasant' sight to see 
the City from one end to the other with a glory about it, so 
high was the light of the bonfires, and so thick round the 
City, and the Isells rang everywhere. Mt. Fuller, of Christ's, 
told me very freely the temper of Mr. Widdrington,' how he 
did oppose all the fellows in the College, and feared it would 
be little to my brother's advantage to be his pupil. 

22d, Walking in the Hall, I saw Major-Gieneral Brown,* 
who had a long time been banished by the Rump, but now 
with his beard overgrown, he comes abroad and sat in the 
House. To White Hall, where I met with Will. Simons and 
Mr. Mabbot at Marsh's, who told me how the House had this 
day voted that the gates of the City should be set up at the 
cost of the State ; and that Major-General Brown's being 
proclaimed a traitor be made void, and several other things of 
that nature. I observed this day bow abominably Barehones' 
windows are broke again last night; Mr. Fierce told me he 
would go with me to Cambridge, where Colonel Ayres' regi- 
ment, to which he is surgeon, lieth. 

23d. Thursday, my birthday, now twenty-seven yeara.

To Westminster Hal], where, after the House rose, I met 
irith Mr. Crewe, who told me that mj Lord was chosen hy 
78 Toicea to be one of the Council of State. Mr. Picrpoint'

24th. I rose very earlj, and taking horse at Scotland 
Yard, at Mr. Garthwayt'e stable, I rode to Mr. Pierce's : we 
both mounts, and so set forth about seven of the clock ; at 
Puckridge we baited, the way exceeding bad from Ware 
thither. Then np again and as far as Fonlmer, within six 
miles of Cambridge, m; mare being almost tired : here we 
lay at the Cheqner. I lay with Mr. Pierce, who we left 
here the next morning, upon his going to Hinchingbroke,' to 
speak with mj Lord,~ before his going to London, and we two 
come to Cambridge by eight o'clock in the morning. I went 
to Magdalene College, to Mr. Hill,^ with whom I found Mr.

To ^e Three Tuns, where we drank 
pretty hard and many healths to the King, &c. : then we

I went to Magdalene CoUoge, to get the 
oertificate of the College for my brother's entrance there, 
that he might save bia year. 

27th. Up by four o'clock : Mr. Blayton and I took horse 
and straight to Saffron Walden, where, at the White Hart, 
we Bct up our borsee, and took the master of the house to 
show us Audley End House,^ who took ua on foot through 
the park, and so to the house, where the housekeeper showed 
us all the house, in which the stateliness of the ceilings, 
chimney-pieces, and form of the whole waa exceedingly worth 
aeeing. He took us into the cellar, where we drank most 
admirable drink, a health to the King. Here I played on 
my fiageolette, there being an excellent echo. He showed us

excellent pictnrea ; two especially, thoae of the four Evange- 
lista and Henry VIII. In onr going, my landlord carried 
oe tbrougli a very old hospital or almshoase, irhere forty poor 
people were maintained ; a very old foundation ; and over 
the cbimney-piece was an inscription in brass : " Orate pro 
animS Thomie Bird,'" &c.' They bronght me a draft of their 
drink in a brown bowl, tipt with silver, which I drank off, 
and at the bottom vaa a picture of the Virgin with the child 
in her arms, done in aiiver. So we took leave, the road pretty 
good, bat the weather rainy to Epping. 

28tb. Up in the morning, and had some red herrings to 
ODT breakfast, while my boot-heel was a-mending, by the same 
token the boy left the hole as big sa it was before. Then to 
horse for London, through the forest, where we found the way 
good, bnt only in one path, which we kept aa if we had rode 
throagh a kennel all the way. We found the shops all shnt, 
and tho militia of the red regiment in arms at the old Ex- 
change, among whom X found and spoke to Nich. Osborne, 
who told mo that it was a thanksgiving-day through the City 
for the return of the Parliament. At Paul's I light, Mr. 
Blayton holding my horse, where I found Dr. Reynolds^ in 
the pulpit, and Gteneral Monk there, who was to have a great 
entertainment at Grooers' Hall. I found my Lord at dinner, 
glad to see me. 

29th. To my office. Mr. Moore told me how my Lord is 
chosen Qeneral at Sea by the Council, and that it is thought 
that Monk will be joined with him therein. This day my 
Lord came to the House, the first time since he come to town; 
but he bad been at the Council before. My cousin Morton 
'gave me a brave cup of metheglin, the first I ever drank. 

March Ist. Out of the bor where my Lord's pamphlet 
lay, I chose as many as I had a mind to have for my own 
use, and left the rest. I went to Mr. Crewe's, whither Mr. 
Thomas was newly come to town, being sent with Sir H.

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Telverton,^ my old Bchoolfellow at Panl'a School, to bring the 
thanks of the comit; to General Monk for the return of di« 
Parliament. 

2d. I went early to mj Lord at Mr. Crewe's, where I 
spoke to him. Here were a great many come to eee him, as 
Secretary Thurloe,^ who is now by the Parliament chosen 
again Secretary of State. To Westnunster Hall, where I 
Baw Sir G. Booth at liberty. This day I hear the City 
militia is put into good posture, and it is thought that Monk 
will not be able to do any great matter against them now, if 
he had a mind. I understand that my Lord Lambert did 
yesterday send a letter to the Council, and that to-night lie 
18 to come and appear t^ the Council in person. Sir Arthur 
Haselri^e do not yet appear in the House. Great is the 
talk of a single person, and that it would now be Charles, 
George, or Richard again ;^ for the last of which, my Lord 
St. John* is said to speak high. Great also is the dispute 
now in the House, in whose name the writs shall ran for the 
next Parliament ; and it is said that Mr. Prin, in open house, 
said, " In King Charles's." 

8d. To Westminster Hall, where I found that my Lord 
was last night voted one of the Generals at Sea, and Monk the 
other. I met my Lord in the Hall, who bid me come to him 
at noon. After dinner, I to Warwick House,* in Holbome, 
to my Lord, where he dined with my Lord of Manchester,*

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Sir Dudley North,' my Lord Fieones,^ and my Lord Barkly,^ 
I stftid in the great hall, talking irith some gentlemen 
there, till they all come out. Xhcn I, by coach vith my 
Lord, to Mr. Crewe'e, in our way talking of public things. 
He told me he feared there wae nev design hatching, as if 
Monk had a mind to get into the saddle. Returning, met 
with Mr. GiSbrdt who told me, aa I hear from many, that 
things are in a very doubtful posture, some of the Parliament 
being willing to keep the power in their hands. After I had 
left him, I met vith Tom Harper ; he talked huge high that 
my Lord Protector would come in place again, which indeed 
is much discoursed of again, though I do not see it possible. 

5th. To WoBtminster by water, only seeing Mr. Pinkny* 
at his own house, where ho showed me how he had always 
kept the Lion and Unicome, in the back of his chimney, 
bright, in expectation of the King's coming again. At home 
I found Mr. Hunt, who told me how the Parliament had 
voted that the Covenant be printed and hong in churches 
again. Great hopes of the King's coming agab. 

6th. Shrove Tuesday. I called Mr. Sheplcy, and we both 
went up to my Lord's lodgings at Mr. Crewe's, where he 
bids us to go home again, and get a fire against an hour 
after ; which we did, at White Hall, whither he came, and

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after talking ^th him about our going to sea, he called me 
b; myself into tlie garden, where he asked me how things 
were with me. He bid me look ont sow at this turn some 
good place, and he would use all his own, &nd all the interest 
of his friends that he had in England, to do me good ; and 
asked me whether I could, without too much inconvenience, 
go to sea as his secretary, and bid me think of it. He also 
began to talk of things of State, and told me that he ahould 
want one in that capacity at sea, that he might trust in, and 
therefore he wonld have me to go. He told me also, that he 
did beliere the King woald come in, and did discourse with me 
about it, and about the affection of the people and City, at 
which I was full glad. Mr. Hawlej brought me a seaman 
that had promised 10^ to him if he get him a punter's place, 
which I think to endeavour to do. My uncle Tom inquires 
about the Knights of Windsor, of which he desires to be one. 
To Bee Mrs. Jem, at whose chamber door I found a couple of 
ladies, but she not being there, we hunted her out, and found 
that she and another had hid themselves behind a door. Well, 
they all went down into the dining-room, where it was fall of 
tag, rag, aad bobtail, dancing, singing, and drinking, of which 
X was ashamed, and after I had stud a dance or two, I went 
away. Wrote by the post, by my Lord's command, for L 
Goods to come up presently ; for my Lord intends to go forth 
with Goods to the Swiftsure till the Nazeby be ready. This 
day Z hear that the Lords do intend to sit, a great store of 
them are now in town, and, I see, in the Hall to-day. Overton' 
at Hull do stand out, but can, it is thought, do nothing ; and 
Lawson, it is said, is gone with some ships thither, but all 
that is nothing. My Lord told me, that there was great en- 
deavours to bring in the Protector again ; but he told me, 
too, that he did believe it would not last long if he were 
brought in ; no, nor the King neither, (though he seems to 
think that he will come in,) unless he carry himself very 
soberly and well. Every body now drinks the King's health 
without any fear, whereas before it was very private that a 
man dare do it. Monk this day is feasted at Mercers' Hall,

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and is invited one after another to the twelve HalU in London. 
Manj think that he is honest yet, and some or more think 
liim to be a fool that would raise Limaelf, but think that 
ke irill undo himself by endeavoriBg it. 

7th. Ash Wednesday. Washington told me, upon myquestion 
whether he knew of any place now ready that I might have 
by power over friends, that this day Mr. G. Montagu' was to 
be made Gustos Kotulomm for Westminster, and that I might 
get to be named by him GWk of the Peace ; but my Lord he 
believes Mr. Montagu had already promised it, and that it was 
given him only that he might gratify one person with the place 
I look for. Going homeward, my Lord overtook me in his 
ooach, and called me in, and so Iwent with him to St. James's, 
and G. Montagu being gone to White Hall, we walked over 
the ^rk thither, all the way he discoursing of the times, and 
of the change of things since the last year, and wondering how 
he could bear with so great disappointment as he did. He did 
give me the best advice that he could what was beat for me, 
whether to stay or go with him, and offered all the ways that 
could he, how he might do me good, with the greatest liberty 
and love that could be. This day, according to*order. Sir 
Arthur ' appeared at the House ; what was done I know not, 
but there was all the Rumpers almost come to the House to- 
day. My Lord did seem to wonder much why Lambert was 
BO willing to be put into the Tower, and thinks he has some 
design in it ; but I think that he is so poor that he cannot use 
his tiherty for debts, if he were at liberty ; and so it is as good 
and better for him to he there, than any where else. My 
father left my uncle with his leg very dangerous, and do be- 
lieve he cannot continue long. My uncle did acquaint him, 
that he did intend to make me his heir, and give my brother 
Tom something, fand to leave] something to raise portions for 
Job. and F&ll.^ I pray God ho may be as good as bis word :

8th. To Westminster Hall, where there was a general damp 
over men's miuda and faces upon some of the Officers of the 
Army being about making a remonstrance upon Charles 
Stuart or any single person ; but at noon it was told, that the 
Gleneral had put a stop to it, so all was well again. Here I 
met with Jasper, who was to bring me to my Lord at the 
lobby ; whither sending a note to my Lord, he comes out to 
me and gives me directions to look after getting some money 
for him from the Admiralty, seeing that things are so unsafe, 
that he would not lay out a farthing for the State, till he had 
received some money of theirs. This afternoon some of the 
Officers of the Army, and some of the Parliament, had a con- 
ference at White Hall, to make all right again, but I know not 
what is done. At the Dog ' tavern, Captain Philip Holland, 
with whom I advised bow to make some advantage of my 
Lord's going to sea, told me to have five or six servants en- 
tered on board as dead men, and I to give them what wages I 
pleased, and bo their pay to be mine ; he also urged me to take 
the Secretary's place that my Lord did proffer me. Then in 
comes Mr. Wade and Mr. Sterry, secretary to the plenipo- 
tentiary in Denmark, who brought the news of the death of the 
King of Sweden* at Oottenburgh, the 3rd of last month, and 
he told me what a great change he found when he came here, 
the secluded members being restored. 

9th. To my Lord at his lodging, and came to Westminster 
with him in the coach ; and Mr. Budley and he in the Punt«d 
Chamber walked a good while ; and I telling him that I was 
willing and ready to go with him to sea, ho agreed that I 
sbonld, and advised me what to write to Mr. Downing about 
it. This day it was resolved that the writs do go out in the 
name of the Keepers of the Liberty, and I hear that it is re- 
solved privately that a treaty be offered with the King ; and that 
Monk did check bis soldiers highly for what they did yesterday.

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10th. To mj father in his catting ' bouse, and told him my 
rasolutioD tck go to sea with my Lord, and ve resolved tX 
letting my vife be at Mr. Bowyer'a.^ 

12th. Rode to Hontsmore^ to Mr. Bovyer's, irfaere I found 
him, and all well, and willing to hare my wife come and board 
with them \^le I was at sea. Here I lay, and took a ipoon- 
ful of honey and a nutmeg, scraped for my cold, by Mr. 
Bowyer's direction. 

13tb. At my Lord's lodgings, who told me that I was to be 
secretary, and Crewe deputy treasurer to the Fleet, at which 
I was troubled, hut I could not help it. This day the Parlia- 
ment voted all that had been done by the former Rump against 
the House of Lords to be void, and to-night that the writs go 
out without any qualification. Things seem very doubtful what 
will be the end of all ; for the Parliament seema to be strong 
for the King, while the soldiers do all talk against. 

14th. To my Iiord's, where infinity of applications to him 
and to me. To my great trouble, my Lord gives me all the 
papers that was given to him, to put in order and to give him 
an account of them. Here I got half a piece of a person of 
Mr. Wright's recommending to my Lord, to be Chaplain of 
the Speaker frigate. I went hence to St. James's, to speak with 
Mr. Clerke,* Monk's secretary, about getting some soldiers 
removed out of Huntingdon to Oimdle, which my Lord told 
me he did to do a courtesy to the town, that he might have the 
greater interest in them, in the choice of the nest Parliament ; 
not that he intends to be chosen himself, but that he might 
have Mr. G. Montagu and my Lord Mandeville* chose there 
in spite of the Bernards.* This done I saw Gteneral Monk, and

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methonglkt he seemed a dull he^Tj mfta. I did pronuBe to 
give mj wife oil that I have in the world, bntday books, in 
case I should die at sea. After supper, I went to Weatmin- 
ster Hall, and the Parliament sat till ten at night, thinking 
and being expected to dtseolre themselrefl to-day, but they 
did not. Great talk to-night that the discontented officers 
did think this night to make a stir, but prevented. 

15th. Early packing up my things to be sent by cart with 
the rest of my Lord's. At Will's I met Tom Alcock, one 
that went to school with me at Huntingdon, but I had not 
seen him these sixteen years. 

16th. To Westminster Hall, where I heard how the Par- 
liament had this day dissolved themselves, and did pass very 
cheerfully through the Hall, and the Speaker without his 
mace. The whole Hall was jojrful thereat, as well as them- 
selves, and now they begin to talk loud of the King. To- 
night I am told, that yesterday, about five o'clock in the 
afternoon, one came with a ladder to the Grreat ' Exchange, 
and wiped with a brush the inscription that was on King 
Charles, and that there was a great bonfire made in the 
Exchange, and people called out, " God blese King Charles 
the Second!"' 

17th. This day, before I went out with my wife, I did seal 
my will to her, whereby I did give her all that I have in the 
world, but my books, which I give to my brother John, ex- 
cepting only Fr^ch books, which my wife is to have. 

18th. (Lord's day.) I gave Captain Williamson hb com- 
misision to be Captain of the Harp, and he gave me a piece 
of gold, and 20a. in silver. To Mr. MoBsnm's, whore be

19th, Early to my Lord, -where infinity of baeincBs to do, 
irhich makes my head inll ; and, indeed, for these two or 
three days I hare not been without a great many cares. 
After that, to the Admiralty, where a good while with Mr. 
Blackbume, who told me that it was mnch to be feared that 
the King wonld oome in, for all good men and good thin^ 
were now discouraged. Thence to Wilkinson's, iriiere Mr. 
Bhepley and I dined ; and while we wore at dinner, my Iiord 
Honk's life-gaard come by with the Sei^aot-at-Anns before 
them, with two Proclamations, that all Cavaliers do depart 
the town ; but the other, that all officers that were lately dis- 
banded should do the same. The last of which, Mr. R. 
Greed,' I remember, said, that he looked upon it as if they 
had said, that all God's people should depart the tows. All 
the discourse now-a-day is, that the King will come again ; 
and for all I see, it is the wisbeB of all ; and all do believe 
that it will be so. My mind is still much troubled for my 
poor wife, but I hope that this undertaking will be worth my 
piuns. This day, my Lord dined at my Lord Mayor's 
[Allen], and Jaspar was made drank, which my Lord was 
very tmgry at. 

20Lh. I took a short melancholy leave of my father and 
mother, without having them to drink, or say anything of 
bosioess one to another. At Weettninster, by reason of rain 
and an easterly wind, the water was so high that there was 
boats rowed in King Street, and all our yards was drowned, 
that one could not go to my house,^ so as do man has seen 
the like almost, and most houses full of water.'

Lord, and so did the rest of the Commanders of the frigates 
that were thereabouts. We were late writing of orders for 
the getting of ships ready, &e. ; and also making of others to 

. all the sea-ports between Hastings and Yarmouth, to stop &U 
dangerous persons that are going or coming between Flanders 
and there. The cabin allotted to me was the best that any 
had that belonged to my Lord. 

24th. At work hard all the day writing letters to the 
Council, &c. Mr. Creed* came on board, and dined very

beer npon my papers, which made me give him a box of the 
ear, it having cost me a great deal of work. 

25th. (Lord's day.) About two o'clock in the morning, 
letters came from London by onr cosoa, so they waked me, 
bot I bid him stay till morning, which he did^ and then I rose 
and carried them into my Ixird, who read them s-bed. Among 
the rest, there was the writ and mandate for him to dispose 
to the Cinque forts 'for choice of Parliament-men. There 
was also one for me from Mr. Blackhurne, who mth his own i 
hand superscribes it to S. P., Esq.,' of which God knows I [ 
was not a little proud. I wrote a letter to the Clerk of Dorei 
Castle, to come to my Lord about issuing of those write. Mr. 
Ibbott' prayed, and preached a good sermon. At dinner, I 
took place of all but the Captain. After that, sermon again, | 
at which I slept, God forgive me ! 

26tb. This day it is two years since it pleased God that I 
was cut for the stone at Mrs. Turner's in Salisbury Court ; 
and did resolve while I live to keep it a festival, as I did the 
last year at my house, and for ever to have Mrs. Turner and 
her company with me. But now it pleased God that I am 
prevented to do it openly ; only within my soul I can and do 
rejoice, and bless God, being at this time, blessed be his holy 
Dame, in as good health as ever I was in my life. This morn- 
ing I rose early, and went about making of an establish- 
ment. of the whole Fleet, and a list of all the ships, with the 
number of men and guns. About an hour after that, we 
had a meeting of the principal commanders and seamen, to 
proportion out the number of these things. All the after- 
noon very many orders were made, till I was very weary. 
At night, the Captiun [Cuttance] came, and sat drinking 
(|with us} Ull eleven, a kindness ho do not often do the 
greatest officer in the ship.

This morning, the wind came about, and ire fell into 
the Hope ; and in our passing by the vicc-admir&I, he and 
the rest of the frigates did give ns many guns, and we him, 
and the report of them broke all the windows in mj cabin. 
I sat the first time with my Lord at table since my coming 
to sea. AH the afternoon exceeding busy in writing of letters 
and orders. In the afternoon, Sir Harry Wright' come on 
houMl ns, about his business of being chosen a Parliament- 
man. My Lord brought him to see my cabin, where I was 
hard a-writing. At night rapped with my Lord too, with the 
Captain. 

28th. This morning and the whole day busy. At night, 
there was a gentleman very well bred, his name was Bancs, 
going for Flushing, who spoke French and Latin rery well, 
brought by direction from Captain Clerke hither, as a 
prisoner, because he called out of the vessel that he went 
in, "Where is your King, we have done our businese, 
Vive le Roi!" He confessed himself a Cavalier in hia 
heart, and that he and his whole family had fought for the 
King; but that he was then drunk, having been tating 
his leave at Gravesesd the night before, and so could not 
remember what it was that he said ; but in his words 
and carriage showed much of a gentleman. My Lord had 
a great kindness for him, hut did not think it safe to 
release him, though he had a supper in the master's cabin. 
But a while after, he sent a letter down to my Lord, which 
my Lord did like very well, an^ did advise ^vith me that 
the gentleman was to be released. So I went up and sat 
and talked with him in Latin and French ; and about eleven 
at nigbt he took boat again, and so God hlcsa him. This day 
we had news of the election at Huntingdon for Bernard' and 
Pedly, at which my Lord was much troubled for his friends' 
missing of it.

At night 
Mr. Shepley returned from London, and told ob of several 
elections for the next Farliameat. That the King's effigies 
was new making to be set up in the Exchange again. This 
evening was a great whimpering that some of the Vice- 
Admiral's captains were dissatisfied, and did intend to fight 
themselrea, to oppose the General. But it was soon hushed, 
and the Vice-Admiral did wholly deny any such thing, and 
protested to stand by the General. 

SOth. I was saluted in the rooming with two letters, from 
«Mi)e that I had done a favour to, which brought me in each 
a piece of gold. This day, while my Lord and we were at 
dinner, the Nazeby came in sight towards as, and at last 
eome to anchor close by us. My Lord and many others 
went on board her, where every thing was- out of order, and 
a new chimney made for my Lord in his bed-^homber, which 
be was much pleased with. My Lord, in his disconree, dis- 
covered a great deal of love to this ship.' 

April Ist, (Lord's day.) This morning, I gave Mr. Hill, 
that was on board witli the Vice-Admirai, a bottle of wine, 
ftnd was exceedingly satisfied with the power I have to make 
my friends welcome. Mr. Ibbott preached very well. After 
dinner, my Lord did give me a private list of all the ships 
that were to be set out this summer, wherein I do discover 
that he hath made it bis care to put by as mucb of the 
Anabaptists as he can. By reason of my Lord and my being 
busy to send away tfae packet by Mr. Cooke of the Nazeby, 
it was four o'clock before we could begin sermon again. This 
day, Captain Guy come on board the Dunkirk, who tells 
me that the King will come in, and that the soldiers at 
Dunkirk do drink the King's health in the streets. I made 
a commiBsion for Captain Wilgness, of the Bear, to-night, 
which got me 30i. 

2d. Up very early, and to get all my things and my 
boy's packed up. Great concourse of commanders here this 
morning, to take leave of my Lord upon his going into the

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Nazeby. My cabm little, tut very conyenient, with two 
windows 4nd a good bed. This morning cornea Mr. Edward 
Picl cring,' like a coxcomb as he always was : he tells me that 
the King will come in, but that Monk did resolve to have 
the doing of it himself, or else to hinder it. 

8d. There come maay merchants to get convoy to the 
Baltiqne, which a course was taken for. They dined with 
my Lord, and one of them, by name Alderman Wood, talked* 
much to my Lord of the hopes that he had now to be settled, 
(under the King, he meant) ; but my Lord took no notice of 
it. This day come the Lieutenant of the Swiftsnre, who waa 
Bent by my Lord to Hastings, one of the Cinque Ports, to 
have got Mr. Edward Montagu to have been ono of their 
burgeBsea, but could not, for they were ail promised before. 
My heart exceeding heavy for not hearing of my dear wife. 

4tb. This morning come Colonel Thomson with the wooden 
leg, and General Fen, and dinod with my Lord and Mr. 
Blackbume, who told me that it wae certain now that 
the King must of necessity como in, and that one of the 
Council told him there is something doing in order to a treaty 
already among them. And it was strange to hear how Mr. 
Blackbnrne did already begin to commend him for a sober 
man, and how quiet he would be under his government, fcc 
The Commissioners come to-Jay, only to consult about a 
further reducement of the Fleet, and to pay them as fast as 
ihey can. At night, my Lord resolved to send the Captain

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of our ship to Waymouth, and promote his being chosen there, 
which he did pat himeelf into readiness to do the next 
- morning. 

5th. Wo set sail aX noon, and come in the evening to Lee 
roada and anchored. To the castles* about Deab, where onr 
fleet lay, and anchored ; great vas the shoot of gans from 
tho castles, and ships, and our au'^wers. 

6th. Under sail as far aa the Spitts. 

7th. The vind grew high, and we, being among the sands, " 
lay at anchor ; I began to be dizzy and squeamish. 

8th. (Lord's day.) The lieutenant and I looked through 
his glass at two merchantmen, and at the women on board 
them, being pretty handsome. 

9th. In Bight of the North and South Forelands. This 
afternoon I first saw France and Calais, with which I was 
much pleased, though it was at a distance. 

10th. Most of the commanders in the fleet came on board, 
and the Vice-Admiral to ua, who sat and talked, and seemed 
a very good-natured man. 

11th. Lord Goring' returned from France, and landed 
at Dover. A gentleman came from my Lord of Manchester 
to my Lord for a pass for Mr. Boyle,' which was made him. 
All the news from London is that things go on further 
towards a King. That the Skinners' Company the other 
day, at their entertaining of General Monk,* had took down 
the Parliament Arms in their Hall, and set up the King's. 
My Lord and I had a great deal of discourse about the 
several Captains of the Fleet and his interest among them, 
and had his mind clear to bring in the King. He confessed

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to me that he was not Bure of his oTrn Oftptua [Cnttanca], to 
be true to him, and that he did not like Captain [John] Stokes. 
Came two letters from my dear wife. 

12th. Weather bad. Twenty strangers aboard. 

14th. This day I was informed that my Lord Lambert 
is got out of the Tower,' and that there is 1002. proffered 
to whoever shall bring him forth to the Council of State. 
My Lord is chosen at Waymouth this morning; my Lord 
had his freedom brought him by Captain Tiddiman of the 
port of Dover, by which be is capable of being fleeted for 
them. This day I heard that the Army bad in general 
declared to stand by what the next Parliament shall do. 

IStb. (Lord's day.) To sermon, and then to dinner, 
. where my. Lord told us that the Unirereity of Cambridge 
had a mind to choose him for their burgess, which he pleased 
himself with, to think that they do look upon him as a 
thriving man, and said bo openly at table. At dinner-time, 
Mr. Cooke came back from London with a packet which 
caused my Lord to be full of thoughts all day, and at night 
ho bid me privately to get two commissions ready, one for 
Gaptun Robert Blake to be captEuu of the Worcester, in the 
room of Captain Dekings, an Anabaptist, and one that had 
witnessed a great deal of discontent with the present pro- 
ceedings. The other for Captain Coppin to come out of that 
into the Newbury in the room of Blake, whereby I perceive

Whereapan 
he earned her to rite, and carried her before the oSetr in the Tower, and [abe] 
waa commitled to cnalodj. Soma aaid that a Udj knit for him a gaiUr ot 
allk, b7 whicb he wM ooiiTejad down, and that ibs received 1001. for her 
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tfaat General Monk do resolre to make a thorongh change, 
to make way For the King, From Iiondon I hear that, 
since Lambert got out of the Tower, the Fanatiqaee had 
held np their heads high, but I hope all that will come to 
nothing. 

17th. All the morning getting ready oommisiiioDS fw the 
Vice-Admiral * and the Rear- Admiral,' wherein my Lord was 
very careful to express the utmost of his own power, com- 
manding them to obey what orders they should receive from 
the Parliament, &c., or both or either of the Generals.' My 
Lord told me clearly his thoughts that the King would carry 
it, and that he did think himself very happy that he was now 
at sea, as well for his own sake, as that he thought fae might 
do his country some service in keeping things qniet. My 
Lord did give the Vice-Admiral his commisuon. 

18th. Mr. Gooke returned from London, bringing me 
this news, that the Cavaliers are something unwise to talk bo 
high on the other side as they do. That the Lords do meet 
every day at my Lord of Manchester's, and resolve to sit the 
first day of the Parliament. That it is Evident now that 
the General and the Council do resolve to make way for the 
King's coming. And it is clear that either the Faaatiqnes 
must now be undone, or the gentry and citiiena throoghout 
England, and clergy most fall, in spite of their militia and 
army, which is not at all possible, I think. Mr. Edward 
Montagu come on board, making no stay at all. Sir R. 
Stayner, Mr. Shepley, and as many of my Lord's people 
as could be spared, went to Dover, to get thmgs ready for 
the Election to-morrow. 

19th. At dinner, news brought us that my Lord was chosen 
at Dover. 

20th. This evening come Mr. Boyle on board, for whom

He 
rapped vith my Lord, my Lord naing him as a person of 
hoQonr. Mr. Sheple; told me that he heard for certain at 
Dover that Mr. Edward Montagu ' did go beyond sea when 
he was here first the other day, and I am apt to believe that 
he went to epeak with the King. This day, one told me 
how that at the election at Cambridge for knights of the 
shire, Wendhy and Thornton, by declaring to stand for the 
Parliament and a King and the settlement of the Church, 
did carry it against all expectation against Sir Dudley North 
and Sir Thomas WUlis.' 

2l9t. This day dined Sir John Boys^ and some other gentle- 
men, formerly great CaralierB, and among the rest one Mr. 
Norwood,* for whom my Lord giye a convoy to carry him to 
the Brill, but he is certainly going to the King ; for my Lord 
Qonuq^ded me that I should not enter his name in my book. 
My Lord do show them and that sort of people great cirility. 
All their discourse and others are of the King's comiog, 
and we begin to speak of it very freely ; and heard how in 
many churches in London, and upon many signs there, and 
upon merchants' ships in the river, they had set up the King's 
arms. -■ This night there came one with a lettw from Mr. 
Edward Montagu to my Lord, with command to deliver it to 
hia own hands. I do believe that he do carry some close 
bnainess on for the King. This day I had a large letter from 
Mr. Moore, giving me an aocooot of the present dispute at 
London that is like to be at the beginning of the Parliainent, 
about the House of Lords, who do resolve to eit with the 
Gommona, as not thinking themselves dissolved yet, which, 
whether it be granted or no, or whether they will sit or no, 
it will bring a great many inconveniences. His letter I keep, 
it being a very well writ one.

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22d. (Eastor Sunday.) Several Londoners, strangera, 
friends of the Captains, dined h«re, who, among other things, 
to]d OS, how the King's Arms are ereiy day set up in houses 
and churches, particularly in Allhallows' Chnrch in Thames 
Street, John Simpson's church, which, being privately done, 
was a great eyesore to his people when they came to church 
and saw it. Also, they told us for certain, that the King's 
statue is making by the Mercers' Company, (who are bound 
to do it') to set up in the Exchange. 

23d. I had 40i. given me by Captain Cowea of the Paragon. 
In the evening, for the first time, extraordinary good sport 
among the seamen, after my Lord had done playing at nine- 
pins. That being done, he fell to singing a song upon the 
Rump, to the tune of " The Blacksmith." 

24th. To dine with the Vice- Admiral ' on board the London, 
which had a state-room mach bigger than the Nazeby, bat 
not so rich. After that, with the Captain on board our own 
ship, where we were saluted with the news of Lambert's being 
taken, which news was brought to London on Sunday last. 
He was taken in Northamptonshire by Colonel Ingoldsby,^ at 
the head of a p&rty, by which means their whole design is 
broke, and things now very open and safe ; and every man 
begins to be merry and full of hopes. 

25th. Dined to-day with Captain Robert Clerke on hoard 
the Speaker, (a very brave ship,*) where was the Vice-Admi- 
ral, Bear-Admiral, and many other conuaanders. After 
dinner, home, not a little contented to see how I am treated, 
and with what respect made a fellow to the best commander 
ID the Fleet. 
. 26th. This day come Mr. Donne' back from London, who

liament yesterday. And in the afternoon, by other letters, I 
hear, that about twelve of the Lords met and had chosen my 
Lord of Manchester Speaker of the House of Lorda (the 
yonag Lords that never sat yet do forbear to sit for the pro- 
sent) ; and Sir Harbottle Grimston,' Speaker for the House 
of CommonB, which, after a little debate, was granted. Dr. 
Reynolds preached before the Commons before they sat. My 
Lord told me how Sit H. Telverton^ (formerly my school- 
fellow) ma chosen in the first place for Northamptonshire, 
and Mr. Crewo in the second ; and told me how he did be- 
Ueve that the GaTalierfl bare now the npper hand clear of the 
Preebyterians. 

27th. This morning, Pirn [the tailor] spent in my cabin, 
putting a great many ribbons to a suit. After dinner, came 
on board Sir Thomas Hatton^ and Sir R. Maleverer/ going 
for Flushing ; but all the world know that they go where the 
jest of the many gentlemen go that every day flock to the King 
at $wda. They Bupped here, and my Lord treated them, as 
he do the rest that go thither, with a great deal of civili^. 
While we were at supper, a packet came, wherein much news 
from several friends. The chief is, that that I had from Mr. 
Moore, viz., that he fears that the Cavaliers in the House will 
be so high, that the others will be forced to leave the House 
and fall in with Qeneral Monk, and so offer things to the 
King so high on the Presbyterian accoont that he may refuse, 
and so they will endeavour Bome more mischief; but when I 
told my Lord it, he shook his head, and told me that the 
Presbyterians are deceived, for the General is certainly for 
the King's interest, and so they will not be able to prevail that 
way with him. After supper, the two knights went on board 
the Grantham, that is to convey them to Flushing. I am 
informed Uiat the Exchequer is now so low, that there is not

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201. there, to give the messenger diat bronght the news of 
Lambert's being t^en ; vhicli story is rery strsage that lie 
shoold lose his repatatioa of being a man of covtrage now at 
one blow, for that he was not able to fight one stroke, bat 
desired of Colonel Ingoldeby several times to let bim escape. 
Late reading my letters, my mind being moch troubled to 
thiol thai, ^%er all oar hopes, we should have any caose to 
faar any more diBappointments therein. 

29th. (Stinday.) After sermon in the momiog, Hr. Cooke 
came from London with a packet, brining news how all the 
young lords that were not in arms against the Parliament 
do now eit. That a letter is come from the King to the 
Hcose, which is locked np by the Conncil till next Thm^day, 
that it may be read in the open House when they meet 
again, they having adjourned till then to keep a fast to- 
morrow. And BO the contents are not yet known. 13,0002. 
of the 20,0002. given to General MoiJi is paid ont of Uie 
Exchequer, be giving 121. among the teller's clerks of 
Exchequer. My Lord called me into the great cabin below, 
where he told me that the Presbyterians are quite mastered 
by the Cavaliers, and that he fears Mr. Crewe did go a little 
too far the other day in keeping out the young lords from 
sitting. That he do expect that the King shoiild be brought 
over suddenly, without staying to make any terms at all, 
saying that the Presbyterians did intend to have brought 
bim in with such conditions as if he bad been in chains. 
Bot he shook his shoulders when be told me how Monk bad 
betrayed them, for it was Monk that did put them upon 
standing to put ont the lords and other members thatKiome 
not within the quali£cationB, which Montagu did not like, 
bat however Monk bad done his business, though it be with 
some kind of baseness. After dinner, I walked a great while 
upon the deck with the chimrgeon and purser, and other 
officers of the ship, and they all pray for the King's coming, 
which I pray God send. 

80th. Mr. Sbepley and I got my Lord's leave to go on 
shore, it being very pleasant in the fields, but a very pitiful 
town Deal is.

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May lat. It being a very pleasant day, I wished mjsetf 
in Hyde Park. At supper, hearing a great noise, ve all 
rose, and fouad it was to save the coxon of the Cheriton, 
who, dropping overboard, was drowned. To-day, I hear they 
were very merry at Deal, setting up the king's flags apon 
one of their maypoles, and drinking his health upon their 
knees in the streets, and firing the guns, which the soldiers 
of the Castle threatened, but durst not oppose. 

2d. Mr. Donne from London, with letters that tell us the 
welcome news of the Parliament's rotes yesterday, which will 
be remembered for the happiest Mayday that hath been many 
a year to England. The King's letter was read in the 
Hoose, wherein he submits himself and all things to them, 
BB to an Act of Oblivion to all, unless they shall please to 
except any, as to the confirming of the sales of the King's 
and Church lands, if they see good. The House, upon 
reading the letter, ordered 50fi00l. to be forthwith provided 
to send to His Majesty for hia present supply ; and a com- 
mittee chosen to return an answer of thanks to His Majesty 
for his gracious letter ; and that the letter be kept among 
the records of the Parliament ; and in all this not so much 
as one No. So that Lnke Robinson' himself stood up, and 
made a recantation for what he had done, and promises to be 
a loyal subject to his Prince for the time to come. The City 
of London have put out a Declaration, wherein they do dis- 
claim their owning any other government bat that of a King, 
Lords, and Commons. Thanks were given by the Honae to 
Sir John Greenville,^ one of the bedchamber to the King, who 
brought the letter, and they continued bare all the time it 
was reading. Upon notice from the Lords to the Commons, 
of their desire that the Commons would join with them in 
Aeir vote for King, Lords, and Commons ; the Commons 
did concur, and voted that all books whatever that are out 
against tbe Government of King, Lords, and Commons,

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ahoold be brought into the HosBe and bomed. Great joy 
all yesterd&j at London, add at night more bonfires than 
ever, and ringing of belle and drinking of the King's health 
upon their knees in the streets, which nethinbs is a little too 
much. But every body seems to be very joyful in the busi- 
ness, insomuch that our eea-conunanders now begin to say so 
too, which a week ago they would not do.' And our acamen, 
as many as had money or credit for drink, did do nothing 
else this evening. This day come Mr. North' (Sir Dudley 
Korth's son) on board, to spend a little time here, which my 
Lord was a little troubled at, but he seems to be a fine gen- 
tleman, and at night did play his part exceeding well at first 
sight. 

3d. This morning my Lord showed me the King's dedans 
tion and his letter to the two Generals to be communicated 
to the fleet. The contents of the latter are Ma offer of grace 
to all that will come in within forty days, only excepting 
them that the Parliament shall hereafter except. That the 
gales of lands daring these troubles, and ^1 other tbiugs, 
shall be left to the Parliament, by which he will stand. The 
letter dated at Breda, April j% 1660, in the twelfth year 
of his reign. Upon the receipt of it this morning by an 
express, Mr. Phillips, one of the messengers of the Council 
from General Monkj my Lord sunmioned a council of war, 
and in the mean time did dictate to me how he would have 
^e vote ordered which be would have pass this council. 
Which done, the Commanders all came on board, and the 
council sat in the coach ' (the first council of war that had 
been in my time), where I read the letter and declaration ; 
and while they were discoursing upon it, I seemed to draw 
np a vote, which, being offered, they passed. Kot one man 
seemed to say No to it, though I am confident many in their

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tearts were against it. After this was done, I went up to 
the quarter-deck with my Lord and the Commandera, and 
there read both the papers and the rote; which done,. and 
demanding their opinion, the seamen did all of them cry 
out, "Qod bless King Charles !" with the greatest joy 
imaginable. That being done, Sir R. Stayner, who had 
invited as yesterday, took all the Commanders and myself on 
board him to dinner, which not being ready, I went with 
Captain Hayward to the Plimonth and Essex,' and did what 
I had to do, and returned, where very merry at dinner. 
After dinner, to the rest of the ships quite through the fleet, 
which was a very brave sight to visit all the shipB, and to be 
received with the respect and honour that I was on board 
them all ; and mach more to see the great joy that I brought 
to sU men ; not one through the whole fleet shoinng me the 
least dislike of the business. In the evening, as I was going 
on board the Vice-Admiral, the General began to fire his 
guns, whieh he did all that he had in the ship, and so did 
all the rest of the Commanders, which was very gallant, and 
to hear the bullets go hissing over our heads as we were in 
the boat. This done> and finished my Froclamation, I 
returned to the Nazeby, where my Lord was much pleased 
to hear how all the fleet took it in a transport of joy, showed 
me a private letter of the King's to him, and another from 
the Duke of York, in such familiar style as their common, 
friend, with all kindness imaginable. And I found by the 
letters, and so my Lord told me too, that there had be^i 
many letters passed between them for a great while, and I 
perceive unknown to Monk. And among the rest that had 
carried these letters Sir John Boys' ie one, and Mr. Norwood, 
which bad a ship to carry him over the other day, when my 
Lord would not have me put down bis name in the book. 
The King speaks of his being courted to come to the Hague, 
but do desire my Lord's advice where to ctune to take ship ; 
and the Dnke offers to learn the seaman's trade of him, in

Bnch familiar vorda bb if Jack Cole and I had irrit them. 
This vae very strange to me, that mj Lord should carry all 
things BO wisely and prudently aa he do, and 1 was over- - 
joyfbl to see him in so good condition, and he did not a little 
please himself to tell me how he had provided for himself so 
great a hold on the Bong. Ailer this to supper, and then to 
irriting of letters till twelve at night, and so np again at 
three in the morning. My lord seemed to put great con- 
fidence in me, and would take my advice in many things. I 
perceive his being willing to do all the honour in the world 
to Monk, and to let him have all the lionour of doing the 
business, though he will many times express his thoughts of 
him to be but a tbick-soulled fool. So that I do believe 
there is some agreement more than ordinary between the 
King and my Lord to let Monk carry on the business, for it 
IB he that can do the business, or at least that can hinder it, 
if he be not flattered and observed. This my Lord will hint 
himself sometimes. My Lord, I pero^Ve by the King's 
letter, had writ to him about his father, Crewe,* and the 
King did speak well of him ; but my Lord tells me, that he 
is afraid that he hath too much concerned himself with the 
Presbyterians against the House of Lords, which will do him 
a great discourtesy. 

4tk. I wrote this morning many letters, and to all the 
copies of the vote of the council of war I put my name, that 
if it should come in print my name may be to it. I sent a 
copy of the vote to Doling, inclosed in this letter : — 



"He that can fancy a fleet (like ours) in her pride, with 
pendants loose, guns roaring, caps flying, and the loud "Vive 
la Roys!" echoed from one ship's company to another, he, 
and he only, can apprehend the joy this inclosed vote was 
received with, or the blessing he thought himself possessed ot 
that bore it, and is 

"Tour humble servant." 
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About nine o'clock I got &11 mj letters done, and sent 
them bj the messenger that come yesterday. This morning 
come Captain Isbam on board with a gentleman going to 
the King, by vhom very cnnningly, my Lord tells me, lie 
intends to eend an account of this day's and yesterday's 
actions here, notwithstanding he had writ to the Farliameot 
to have leave of them to send the King the answer of the 
fleet. Since my writing of the last pu'agraph, my Lord 
called me to htm to read hia letter to the King, to see 
whether I could find any slipB in it or no. And as much of 
the letter ' aa I can remember is thus : — 

"May it please your Most Excellent Majesty," and so 
b^ins. 

That he yesterday received from General Monk his 
Majesty's letter and direction ; and that Gmeral Monk had 
desired him to write to the Parliament to have leave to send 
the vote of the seamen before he did send it to him, whioh 
he had done by writing to both Speakers ; but for his private 
satisfaction he had sent it thna privately, (and so the copy of 
the proceedings yesterday was scot him) and that this come 
by a gentleman that come this day on board, intending to 
wait upon his Majesty, that he is my Lord's countryman, 
and one whoso friends have suffered much on his Majesty's 
behalf. That my Lords Pembroke^ and Salisbury^ are pot 
out of the House of Lords. That my Lord is very joyful 
that other oountries do pay him the civility and respect due 
to bim ; and that he do much rejoice to see that the King do 
receive none of their assistance (or some such words) from 
them, he having strength enough in the love and loyalty of 
his own sabjects to support him. That bis Majesty had 
chosen the best place, Scbeveling, for his embarking, and 
that there is nothing in the world of which he ia moro 
ambitious than to have the honour of attending his M^esty,

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Thioh he hoped would be speedy. That ho h&d commanded 
the vessel to attend at Helvetslnce till this gentlemaa retnrne, 
that so if his Majesty do not think it fit to command the fleet 
himself, yet that he may be there to receive his commands 
Knd bring them to his Lordship. He ends his letter, that he 
is confonnded with the thonghta of the high expressions of 
love to him in the King's letter, and concludea, 

" Your most loyall, datifoll, faithful!, and obedient subject 
and servant, "E. M." 

After supper at the table in the coach, my IJord talking 
OOBGerDing the onoerttusty of the places of the Exchequer 
to them that had them noir ; he did at last think of an office 
vhich do belong to him in case the King do restore every 
man to his places that ever had been patent, which is to be 
one of the clerks of the signet, which will be a fine employ- 
aient for one of his sons. 

In the afternoon come a minister oq board, tme Mr. Sharpe, 
who is going to the King ; who tells me that Commissioners 
are chosen both of the Lords and Conmions to go to the King ; 
and that Dr. Glarges' is going to him from the Army, and 
that he will be here to-morrow. My letters at night tell me, 
that the House did deliver their letter to Sir John Greenville, 
in answer to the King's sending, and that they give him 500JL 
for his pains, to buy him a jewel, and that besides the 50,0002. 
ordered to be borrowed of the City for the present use of the 
King, the twelve companies of the City do give every one of 
them to his Majesty, as a present, 1000/. 

5th. All the morning very busy writing letters to London, 
and a packet to Mr. Downing, to acquaint him with what bad 
been done lately in the fleet. And this I did by my Lord's 
command, who, I thank him, did of himself think of doing it, 
to do me a kindness, for he writ a letter himself to him, 
thanking him for his kindness to mc. This evening come 
Dr. Clarges to Deal, going to the King ; where the towns- 
people strewed the streets with herbs against his coming, for 
joy at his going. Kever was there so general a content aa 
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there is now: I cannot but remember that our parson did, 
in his prayer to-night, praj for the long life and happiness 
of onr King and dread Soreraigne, that may last as long as 
the sun and moon endnreth. -f 

6th. (Lord's day.) Dr. Clarges and a dozen gentlemen to 
see my Lord, and after sermon dined -with him : last night, 
my Lord told me that he was a man of small entendtmierOo. 
It fell very well to^lay, a stranger preached here for Mr. 
Ibhott, one Mr. Stanley, who prayed for King Charles, by 
the Grace of God, &c., which gave great contentment to tie 
gentlemen that were on board here, and they said they would 
talk of it, when they come to Breda, as not baring it done 
yet in London so pnblickly. After they were gone from on 
hoard, my Lord writ a letter to the King, and ^re it to me 
to carry privately to Sir "William Gompton,' on board the 
Assistance, which I did, and after a health to his Majesty on 
board there, I left them nnder sail for Breda. I find that, 
all my debts paid and my preparations to sea, I hare 401. 
clear in my parse, and bo to bed. 

7th. My Lord went diis morning about the flag-ships in a 
boat, to see what alterations there most be, as to the arms 
and fl^s. He dtd give me orders also to write for silk flags 
and scarlet waistcloathes.* For a rich barge ; for a notse of 
trompets, and a set of fiddlers. Very great deal of com- 
pany come to-day, among others Mr. Bellassos,^ Sir Thomas 
Leuthropp,* Sir Henry ChicUey, Colonel Philip Honiwood,* 
and Captain Titua,' the last oPwhom my Lord showed all onr

8tb. After dinner come seTcral persons of hononr, as my 
Lord St. John and others, for convoy to Flushing, and great 
giving of them salutes. M; Lord and we at nine-pins ; ' 
I lost 9«. Mr. Cooke brings me news of my wife. He , 
vent to Huntsmore' to see her, and brought her and my 
father Bowyer to London, where he left her at my father's, 
very well, and speaks very well of her love to me. My letters 
to-day tell me how it was intended that the King should 
be proclaimed to-day in London, with a great deal of pomp. 
I had also news who they u'e that are chosen of the Lords 
and Commons to attend the King ; and also the whole story 
of what we did the other day in the fleet, at reading of 
the King's declaration, and my name at the bottom of it. 

^h. Up very early, writing a letter to the King, as from 
the two Generals of the fleet, in answer to his letter to them, 
wheroin my Lord do give most hnmble thanks for his gracious 
letter and declaration ; and promises all dnty and obedience 
to him. This letter was carried this morning to Sir Peter 
Killigrew,^ who come hither this morning early to bring an 
order from the Lords' House to my Lord, giving him power 
to write an answer to the King. 7his morning my Lprd 
8t. John and other 'persons of bonoar were here to see my 
Lord, and so away to Flushing. As we were sitting down 
to dinner, in comes Noble with a letter, from the House of 
Lords to my Lord, to desire him to provide ships to transport 
the Commissioners to the King, which are expected here this 
week. He brought us eert^n news that the King was pro- 
claimed yesterday with great pomp, and brought down one 
of the Proclamations, with great joy to us all ; for which God 
be praised. This morning come Mr. Saunderson,^ that writ

10th. Come on board Mr. Pinkne; and his son, gcdng 
to the King with a petition finely writ by Mr. Where, for 
to b« the King's embroiderer ; for whom and Mr. Sann- 
derson I got a ehip. Lord Winchilsea' and a great deal of 
company dined here. Mr. Edward Montagu, my Lord's son,* 
come on board, with Mr. Pickering. The child was sick. 
At night, while my Lord waa at supper, in comes my Lord 
Lauderdale^ and Sir John OreenvDIe, who sapped here, and 
80 went away. After they were gone, my Lord called me 
into bis cabin, and told me bow be was commaDded to set 
sail presently for the King,* and was very glad thereof. I 
got him afterwards to sign thit^ in bed. 

11th. This morning we began to pull down all tbe 
States' arms in the fleet, having first sent to Dover for 
painters and others to come to set up the King's. Th^e 
dined here my Lord Crafibrd' and my Lord Gavendisb,* and 
other Scotchmen, whom I afterwards ordered to be received 
on board the Plymouth, and to go along with ua. After 
dinner, we set sail from the Downs._ Li the afternoon over- 
■ took us three or fonr gentlemen ; two of the Berties,' and one

arms, which after dinner waa finished and Bet up. Thia mom 
Sir J. Boya and Captain Isham met ns in the Nonsuch, the 
first of whom, after a word or two with my Lord, went for- 
ward, the other staid. I heard by them how Mr. Downing 
had never made any address to" the King, and for that was 
hated exceedingly by the Court, and that be was in a Dutch 
ship which sailed by us, then going to England with disgrace. 
Also how Mr. Morland ' was knighted by the King, this week, 
and that the King did give the reason of it openly, that it 
was for bis giving him intelligence all the time be was clerk 
to Secretary Thurloe. In the afternoon a coun<Hl of war, 
only to acciuaint them that the Harp must be taken out of 
all their flags, it being very offensive to the King.^ Mr. 
Cook brought me a letter from my wife, and a later lett«r 
from my brother John, with both of which I was exceedingly 
pleased. No sermon all day, we being under sail, only at 
night prayers, wherein Mr. Ibbott prayed for all such as were 
related to bs in a spiritual and fleshly way. Lat« at night we 
writ letters to the King of the news of our coming, and Mr. 
Edward Pickering carried them. Captain Isham went on 
shore, nobody showing of him any respect ; so the old man 
very fairly took leave of my Lord, and my Lord very coldly 
bid him *' 6od be with you," which was very strange, but that 
I bear that he keeps a great deal of prating and talking on 
shore, on board, at the King's Courts, what command he had 
with my Lord, &c. ■; 

14th. In the morning the Hague was clearly to be Be«t

Mj Lord went up in his night-gown into the caddy, 
to see hov to dispose thereof for himself and tta thftt belong 
to him, to give order for onr remoYol to-day. Som« nasty 
Dutchmen c&me on board to proffer thdr boats to carry 
things from as on shore, &c., to get money by ns. Before 
noon some gentlemen came on board from the shore to ki«i 
my Lord's hands. And by and by Mr. North and Dr. 
Clerke went to kiss the Qneea of Bohemia's hands, from my 
Lord, with twelve attendants from on board to wait on them, 
among which I sent my boy,^ who, like myself, is with child 
to see any strange thing. After noon tbey came back again, 
after baring kissed the Queen of Bohemia's^ hand, and were 
soot again by my Lord to do the same to the Prince of 
Orange.^ So I got the Captain to ask leave for me to go, 
which my Lord did give, and I, taking my boy and Judge 
Advocate with me, went in company with them. The weather 
bad ; we were sadty washed when we come near the shore, 
it being very hard to land there. The shore is so, all the 
country between that uid the Hague, all sand. The rest of 
the company got a coach by themselves ; Mr. Creed and I 
went in the fore part of a coach, wherein were two very 
pretty ladies, very fashionable, and with black patches, who . 
very merrily sang all the way, and that very well, and were ' 
very free to kiss two blades that were with them. The Hague 
is a moat neat place in all respects. The houses so neat in 
all places and things as is-pesuble. Here we walked up and 
down a great while, the town being now very full of English- 
men, for that the Londoners were come on shore to-day. 
But going to see the Prince,* he was gone forth with his 
'governor, and so we walked up and down the town and 
court to see thfe place ; and by the help of a stranger, an 
Englishman, we saw a great many places, and were made to 
onderstsnd many things, as the intention of may-poles, which 
we saw there standing at every great man's door, of different

gre&tness according to tfae quality of the perBon. Aboiit 
tea at night the Prince comes home, and -we toxoid an easy 
admission. His attendance veiy inconsiderable as for a 
Prince ; but yet handsome, and his tutor a fine man, and 
himself a very pretty boy. This done, we went to a place 
we had taken to snp in, where a sallet and two or three bones 
of mutton were provided for a matter of ten of ns, which was 
very strai^. The Judge and I lay iu one press bed, there 
being two more in the same room; my boy sleeping on a 
bench by me. 

15th. We lay till past three o'clock, then up and down 
the town, to see it by daylight ; where we saw the soldiers 
of the Prince's guard, all very fine, and the burghers of the 
town with their muskets as bright as silver. A schoolmastw, 
that spoke good English and French, showed us the whole 
town, and indeed I cannot speak enough of the gallantry of 
^e town. Every body of fashion speaks French or Latin, 
or both. The women many of them very pretty and in good 
habits, fashionable, and black spots. We bonght a couple of 
baaketa for Mrs. Pierce and my wife. The Jndge and I to 
the Grande Salle, where the States sit in council. Tfae hall 
is a great place, where the flags that they take from their 
enemies are all hung up; and things to be sold, as in West- 
minster Hall, and not much unlike it, but that not so big. 
To a bookseller's, and bought for the love of the binding three 
books : the French Psalms, in four parts, Bacon's Organon, 
and Famab. Rhetor. By coach to Scheveling again, the 
wind being very high. We saw two boats overset, and the 
gallants forced to be pulled on shore by the heels, while their 
trunks, portmanteaus, hats, and feathers, were swimming in 
the sea. Among others, the ministers that come with the 
Commissions (Mr. Case' among the rest) sadly dripped. 
Being in haste, I lost my Copenhagen knife. A gentleman 
going to kiss my Lord's hand, from the Queen of Bohemia, 
and I hired a Datch boat for four rix-dollsrs to carry us on

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board. We were fain to wait a great while before we could 
get off from the ahore, the sea being very foul. The Dntch- 
mao would fain have made all pay that come into our boat 
besides onr company, there being many of onr ship's company 
got in, but some of them had no money, having spent all on 
ehore. Coming on board, we found all the Commiseioners 
of the House of Lords at dinner with my Lord, who after 
dinner wont away for shore. Mr. Morland, now Sir Samuel, 
■was here on board, but I do not find that my Lord or any 
body did give him any respect, be being looked upon by him 
and all men as a knave. Among others, he betrayed Sir 
Richard Willis that married I>r. F. Jones's daughter, who had 
paid him 1000?. at one time by the Protector's and Secretary 
Thurloe's order, for intelligence that he sent concerning the 
King.' In the afternoon my Lord called me on purpose to 
show me his fine cloathes which are now come hither, and 
indeed are very rich as gold and silver can make them, only 
his Bword he and I do not like. In the afternoon my Lord 
and I walked together in the coach two bours, talking together 
upon all sorts of discourse: as religion, wherein he is, I 
perceive, wholly sceptical, saying, that indeed the Protestants 
as to the Church of Home are wholly fanatiqaea ; he likes 
uniformity and form of prayer : about State-business, among 
other things he told me that his conversion to the King's 
cause (for I was saying that I wondered from what time the 
King could look upon him to become his friend) commenced 
from his being in the Sound, when he found what usage he 
was likely to bare from a Commonwealth. My Lord, the 
Captain, and I, supped in my Lord's chunber, where I did 
perceive that he did begin to show me much more respect 
than ever he did yet. After supper, my Lord sent for me, 
intending to have me play at cards with him, but I not 
knowing cribbage, we fell into discourse of many things, and 
the ship rolled so much that I was not able to stand, and so 
be bid me go to bed. 

16th. Come in some with visits, among the rest one from 
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Admiral Opdam,' who spoke Latin well, bat DOt Freneh not 
Englifih, whom my Lord made me to eDtertain : he hroaght 
my Lord a tierce of wine and a barrel of batter, as a present. 
Commissioner Pett* waa now oome to take care to get all 
things ready for tbe King on board. My Lord in lus best 
sait, this the first day, in expectation to wut npon the King. 
But Mr. Edward Pickering coming from the King, brooght 
word that the King would not put my Lord to tbe trouble of 
coming to Mm ; but that he would come to the shore to look 
npon the fleet to-day, which we expected, and had our gnns 
ready to fire, and oar scarlet waist-cloathes oat and silk 
{tendants, bat he did not come. This evening came Mr. Jobs

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Pickering' on board, like ui ub, with his feathers and new 
stdt that be had made at tbe Hague. My Lord very angry 
for hifl staying on shore, bidding me a little before to send for 
him, telling me that he was afraid that, for his father's sake, 
he might have some mischief done him, onlesa he used the 
General's name. This afternoon Mr. Edward Pickering told 
me in what a sad, poor condition for clothes aod money the 
King was, and all his attendants, when ho came to him first 
from my Lord, their clothes sot being worth forty shillings the 
b«8t of them.^ And how overjoyed the King was when SlrJ. 
Greenville brought bim some money ; so joyful, that he called 
the Princess Royal ' and Duke of York to look npon it, as it lay 
in the portmanteau, before it was taken out* My Lord told me, 
too, that the Dtdce of York is made High Admiral of England. 
ITth. Dr. Gierke came to tell me that he beard this morn- 
ing, by some Dutch that are come on board already to see 
the ships, that there was a Portuguese taken yesterday at the 
Hague, that had a design to kill the King. But this I beard 
afterwards was only the mistake open one being observed to 
walk with his sword naked, he having lost his scabbard. Before 
dinner, Mr. Edward Pickering and I, W. Howe, Pim, and my 
boy,' to Scheveling, where we took coach, and so to the 
Hague, where walking, intending to find one that might show 
OS the King Incognito, I met with Captain Whittington,

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(tbat had formerly brought » letter to mj Lord from the 
Mayor of London) and he did promise me to do it, but first 
we went and dined at a French house, but paid 10s. for oor 
part of the club. At dinner in came Dr. Cade, a merry nwd 
parson of the King's. And they two got the child and me 
(the others not being able to crowd in) to see the King, who 
kissed the child very affectionately. Then we kissed his, and 
the Duke of York's, and the Princeas Boyal's hands. The 
King Bcemed to be a very sober man ; and a very splendid 
Court he hath in the number of persons of quality that are 
about him, English, very rich in habit. From the King to 
the Lord Chancellor, who did lie bed-rid of the gont: be 
spoke very merrily to the child and me. After that, going 
to sec the Queen of Bohemia, I met Dr. Fuller, whom I sent 
to a tavern with Mr. Edward Pickering, while I and the rest 
went to see the Queen, who used us very respectfully : her 
hand we all kissed. She seems a very debonair, but a plain 
lady. In a coach of a friend's of Dr. Cade, we went to see a 
house of the Princess Dowager's, in a park about a mUe fi-om 
the Hagne, where there is one of the most beautiful rooms for 
pictures in the whole world. She had here one pictnre upon 
the top, with these words, dedicating it to the memory of her 
husband: — " Incomparabili marito, inconsolabilis vidua."' 

X8th. Very early up, and, hearing that the Duke of York, 
our Lord High Admiral, would go on board to-day, Mr. 
Pickering and 1 took waggon for Scheveling, leaving tbo 
child in Mr. Pierce's bands, with directions to keep within 
doors all day. Sut the wind being so very high that no boats 
could get off from shore, we returned to the Hague (having 
breakfasted with a gentleman of the Duke's and GommiBsicmer 
Pett, sent on purpose to give notice to my Lord of his com- 
ing) ; where I hear that the child is gone to Delfe to see the 
town : so we took a scout,^ very much pleased with the man- 
ner and conversation of the passengers, where most speak 
Freneh ; went after them, and mot them by the way. We 
got a smith's boy of the town to go along with us, uid he 

oo, ahe mi nid M b» nuiiad dandMUodj. 
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showed UB the church where Van Tramp lies entombed with 
a very fine monument. Hib epit&ph is conolnded thus: — 
"Tandem Bello Anglico tantnm non Tictor, cert^ invictua, 
Tivere et vincere desiit." There is a sea-fight cnt in marble, 
with the smoke, the best expresBed that ever I saw in my life. 
From thence to the great chnrch, ^t stands in a fine great 
market-place, over against the Stadt-IIouse, and there I saw a 
stately tomb of an old Prince of Orange, of marble and 
brass ; wherein, among other rarities, there are the angels 
with their trumpets expreased as it were crying. Here were 
very fine organs in both the churches. It is a moat sweet 
town, with bridges, and a river in every street. In every 
house of entertainment there hangs in every room a poor 
min's box, it being their onstom to confirm all barguns by 
putting something into the box, and that binds as fast as 
anything. We also saw the Guest-bouse, where it was plea- 
sant to see what neat preparation there is for the poor. We ' 
saw one poor man a dying there. We light by chance of an 
English bonae to drink in, where disconrse of the town and 
tbc thing that hange tip in the Stadt-bouse like a bushel, 
which is a sort of punishment for offenders to carry through 
the streets over his head, which is a great weight. Back by 
water, where a pretty, sober, Dutch lass sat reading all the 
way, and I could not fasten any discourse upon her. We met 
with Commissioner Pett going down to the water-side with 
Major Harly,' wbo is going npon a dispatch into England. 

19th. Up early and went to Scheveling, where I found no 
getting on board, though the Duke of York sent every day to 
see whether he could do it or no. By waggon to Lansdune, 
where the 865 children were bom. We saw the hill where 
they say the house stood wherein the children were bom. 
The basins wherein the male and female children were bap- 
tized do stand over a large table that hangs upon a wall, with 
the whole story of the thing in Dutch and Latin, beginning,

20th. (Lord's day.) Commiasioner Pett at last came to our 
lodging, and caused the boats to go off ; bo some in one boat 
and some in another, we all bid adieu to the shore. But 
through the badness of weather we were in great danger, and 
a great while before we could get to the ship. This hath not 
been known four days together such weather this time of 
year, a great while. Indeed, onr fleet was thought to be in 
great clanger, but we found all well, ' 

21st. The weather foul all this day also. After dinner, 
about writing one thing or other all day, and setting my 
papers in order, bearing, by letters that came hither in my 
absence, that the Parliament had ordered all persons to be 
secured, in order to a trial, that did sit aB judges in the late 
King's death, and all the officers attending the Court. Sir 
John Lenthall^ moving in the Honse that all that had borne 
anus against the King should be exempted from pardon, he 
was called to the bar of the Honse, and after a severe reproof, 
he was degraded his knighthood. At Court I find that all 
things grow high. The old clergy talk as being sure of their 
lands again, and laugh at the Presbytery ; and it is believed 
that the sales of the King's and Bishops' lands will never be 
confirmed by Parliament, tbere being nothing now in any 
man's power to hinder them and the King from doing what 
they had a mind, bnt every body willing to submit to any 
thing. We expect every day to have the King and Duke on 
board as soon as it le fair. My Lord does nothing now, but

22d. Up, and trimmed hy a barber that baa not trimmed 
me yet, my Spaniard being on shore. News brought that the 
two Dukes are coming on board, which, by and by, they did, 
in a Dutch boat, the Dake of York in yellow trimmings, the 
Dake of Gloucester in grey and red. My Lord went in a 
boat to meet them ; the Captain, myself, and others, stand- 
ing at the entering port. So' soon as they were entered, we 
shot the gnna <^ ronnd the fleet Afl«r that, they went to 
view the ship all over, and were most exceedingly pleaded 
■with it. They seem to be very fine gentlemen. After that 
done, upon the quarter-deck table, under the awning, the 
Duke of York and my Lord, Mr. Coventry,' and I, spent an 
hour at allottiog to every ehip their service, in their return 
to England ; which being done, they went to dinner, where 
the table vas very fnlt ; the two Dukes at the upper end, my 
Lord Opdam next on one side, and my Lord on the other. 
Two guns given to every man while he was drinking the 
King's health, and so likewise to the Duke's health. I took 
down Monsieur d'Eaqnier to the great cabin below, and dined 
witli him in state along with only one or two friends of hig. 
All dinner, the harper belonging to Captain Sparling played 
to the Dukes. After dinner, the Dukes and my Lord to sea, 
the Vice and Bear-Admirals and I in a boat after them. After 
that done, they made to the shore in the Dutch boat that 
brought tbem, and I got into the boat with them ; but the 
shore waa full of people to expect their coming. When we 
came near the shore, my Lord left them, and come into hia

vorj well pleased witb this day's work. By the time wo came 
on board again, news is sent us that the King is on shore ; 
80 my Lord fired all his guns round twice, and all the fleet 
after him, which, in the end, fell into disorder, which seemed 
very handsome. The gun over against my cabin I flred 
myself to the King, which was the first time that he had 
been saluted by his own ships since this change ; but, holding 
my head too much over the gun, I had alm(»t spoiled my 
right cje. Nothing in the world but giving of guns almost 
all this day. In the evening we began to remove cabins ; I 
to the carpenter's cabin, and Dr. Gierke with me, who came 
on board this afternoon, having been twice ducked in the sea 
to-day, and Mr. Xorth and John Pickering the like. Many 
of the King's servants come on board to-nigbt ; and so many 
Dutch of all sorts come to see the ship till it was quite dark, 
that we could not pass by one another, which was a great 
trouble to us all. This afternoon, Mr. Downing (who was 
knighted yesterday by the King) was here on board, and had 
a ship for his passage into England with his lady and ser- 
vants. By the same token, he called me to him when I was 
going to write the order, to tell me that I must write him Sir 
G. Downing. My Lord lay in the roundhouse to-night. This 
evening, I was late writing a French letter by my Lord's 
order to Monsieur Wragh, Embassadenr de Denmarke il la 
Uaye, which my Lord signed in bed. 

23d. In the morning come infinity of people on board frtnn 
the King to go along with him. My Lord, Mr. Crewe, and 
others, go on shore to meet the King as he comes off from 
shore, where Sir R. Stayner, bringing his Majesty into the 
boat, I hear that his Majesty did with a great deal of affec- 
tion kiss my Lord upon his first meeting. The King, with 
tho two Dukes and Qiieen of Bohemia, Princesse Royalle, and 
Prince of Orange, come on board, where I, in their coming 
in, kissed the King's, Queen's, and Princesse's hands, having 
done the. other before. Infinite shooting off of the guns, 
and that in a disorder on purpose, which was better than if it 
had been otherwise. Ail day, nothing but Lords and personi 
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of honour on I)oard, that ve were exceeding full- Dined 
in a great deal of state, the Boyalle company bj themselves 
in the coach, which was a blessed sight to see. After dinner, 
the King and Doke altered the name of some of the ships, 
viz., the Nazeby into Charles;' the Richard, James; the 
Speaker, Mary ; the Dunbar (which, was not in company 
with us), the Henry; Winsly, Happy Kettim; Wakefield, 
Sichmond ; Lambert, the Henrietta ; Gheriton, the Speed- 
well ; Bradford, the Successe.' That done, the Queen, 
Frincesse Koyalle, and Prince of Orange, took leave of the 
King, and the Duke of York went on board the Londop, 
and the Duke of Gloucester, the Swifitsure, which done, we 
weighed anchor, and with a fresh gale and most happy 
weather we set sail for England. All the afternoon the ^ag 
walked here and there, np and down, (quite contrary to what I 
thought him to have been), very active aild stirring. Upon 
the quarter-deck he fell into discourse of his escape from 
Worcester, where it made tne ready to weep to hear the stories 
tiiat ho told of his difGcnltiee that he had passed through, 
as his travelling four days and three nights on foot, every 
step up to his knees in dirt, with nothing but a green coat 
and a pur of country breeches on, and a pair of country shoes 
that made him so sore all over bis feet, that he could scarce 
stir. Yet he was forced to run away from a miller and 
other company, that took them for rogues. His sitting at 
table at one place, where the Blaster of the House, that had 
not seen him in eight years, did know him, but kept it 
private; when at the same table there was one, that bad 
been of his own regiment at Worcester, could not know him, 
but made him drink the King's health, and said that the 
King was at least four fingers higher than he. At another 
place, he was by some servants of the house made to drink, 
that they might know that he was not a Koundhead, which 
they swore he was. In another place, at his ino, the master

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of the house, as the King was standing with his bands npon 
the bftck of a chair h; the fireside, kneeled down and kissed 
his hand, privately, saying, that he would not aek him who 
he was, bnt bid G-od bleaa him whither he was going. Then 
the difficulties in getting a boat to get into France, where 
he was faia to plot with the master thereof to keep his 
design from the foreman and a boy, (which was all the 
ship's company), and so get to Fecamp, in France. At 
Ronen he looked so poorly, that the people went into 
the rooms before he went away, to see whether he had not 
stole something or other. In the evening, I went np to my 
Lord, to write letters for England, which we sent away with 
word of our coming, by Mr. Edward Pickering. The King 
supped alone in the coach ; after that I got a ^b, and we 
four supped in my cabin, as at noon. About bed-time, my 
Lord Bartlett ' (who I had offered my service to before) sent 
for me to get him a bed, who with much ado I did get to 
bed to my Lord Hiddleses,* in the great cabin below, but I 
was cruelly troubled before I could dispose of him, and qnit 
myself of him. So to my cabin agiun, where the company 
still was, and were talking more of the King's difficulties ; 
as how he was fain to eat a piece of bread and cheese out of 
a poor body's pocket ; how, at a Catholic house, he was fun 
to lie in the priest's hole a good while in the hoase for his 
privacy. After that, our company broke up. We have all 
the Lords Commissioners on board us, and many others. 
Under sail all night, and most glorious weather. 

- 24th. Up, and made myself as fine as I could, with the 
libning stockings on and wide canons' that I bought the other 
day at Hague. Extraordinary press of noble company, and 
great mirth all the day. There dined with me in my cabin 
(that is, the carpenter's) Dr. Earle,* and Mr. Hollis the King's

fine gentlemen) the King's servants ; where we had brave dis- 
coarse. Walking npon the deck, where persons of bononr 
all the af^moon, among others, Thomas Eilligrew,' (a merry 
droll, but a gentleman of great esteem with the King) who 
told OS manj meiry stories : one, bow he wrote a letter three 
or fonr days ago to the Princess Royal, about a Qoeen Dow- 
ager of Judaea and Palestine, that wa« at the Hague incognita, 
that made love to the King, which was Mr. Cary (a courtier's) 
wife, that had been a nun, who are all married to Jesus. At 
supper, the three Doctors of Physique again at my oabin ; 
where I put Dr. Scarborough in mind of what I heard him 
say, that children do, in every day's experience, look several 
vays.with both their eyes, till custom teaohra them otherwise ; 
and that we do now see but with one eye, our eyes looking 
in parallel lines. After this discourse, I was called to write 
a pass for my Lord Mandeville to take up horses to liondon, 
which I wrote in the King's name,* and carried it to hjm to 
ugn, which was the first and only one that ever he signed in 
the ship Charles. To bed, coming in sight of land a little 
before night. 

25th. By the morning we were come close to the land,

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and everybody made ready to get on store. The King and 
the two I>nke3 did eat their breakfast before they went ; and 
there being set eotne ship's diet before them, only to ahow them 
the manner of the ship's diet, they eat of nothing else bnt 
pease and pork, and boiled beef. I had Mr. Darcy in my 
cabin; and Dr. Gierke, who eat with me, told me how the 
King had given 501. to Mr. Shepley for my Lord's servants, 
and 5001. among the officers and common men of the ship. 
I spoke to the Duke of York about business, who called me 
Pepys by name, and upon my desire did prpmise me his future 
favour. Great expectation of the King's making some 
Knights, hut there was none. About noon (though the brigan* 
tine that Beale made was there ready to carry him) yet he would 
go in my Lord's barge with the two Dukes. Our Captun 
steered, and my Lord went along bare with him. I went, and 
Mr. Manaell, and one of the King's footmen, and a dog that 
the King loved, in a boat by ourselves, and so got on shore 
when the King did, who was received by General Monk with 
all imaginable love and respect at his entrance upon the land 
at Dover. Infinite the crowd of people and the gallantry of 
the horsemen, citizens, and noblemen of all sorts. The Mayor 
of the town come and give bim his white staff, the badge of 
his place, which the King did give him again. The Mayor 
also presented him from the town a very rich Bible, which 
he took, and said it was the thing that he loved above all 
things in the world. A canopy was provided for him to stand 
under, which he did, and talked awhile with General Monk 
and others, and bo into a stately coach there set for bim, and 
so away through the town towards Canterbury, without making 
any stay at Dover. The shouting and joy expressed by alt is 
past imagination. Seeing that my Lord did not stir out of 
his barge, I got into a boat, and so into his barge, and we 
back to the ship, seeing a man almost drowned that fell into 
the sea. My Lord almost transported with joy that he had 
done all this without any the least blur or obstruction in the 
world, that could give offence to any, and with the great honour 
he thought it would he to him. Being overtook by the bri- 
gantine, my Lord and we went ost of our barge into it, and 
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80 Trent on board with Sir W. Batten ' and the Vice and Rear- 
Admirals. At night I supped with the Captun, who told me 
what the King had given iis. My Lord returned late, and at 
hia coming did give aie order to canse the mark to be gilded, 
and ft Crown and C. R. to be made at the head of the coach 
table, where the King to-day with hie own hand did mark hia 
height, which accordingly I caused the painter to do, and is 
now done, as is to be seen. 

26th. Mr, North, and Dr. Gierke, and all the great com- 
pany being gone, I found myself very uncouth all this day 
for want thereof. My Lord dined with the Vice-Admiral 
to-day, (who is as officious, poor man ! ae any spaniel can be ; 
but I believe all to no purpose, for I believe he will not hold 
his place ;) so I dined commander at the coach table to-day, 
and all the officers of the ship with me, and Mr, White of 
Dover. After a game or two at nine-pins, to work all the 
afternoon, making about twenty orders. In the evening, my 
Lord having been ashore, the first time that he hath been 
ashore since he come out of the Hope, (having resolved not 
to go till he had brought his Majesty into England,) returned 
on board with a great deal of pleasure. The Captain fRoger 
Cuttance} told me that my I<ord had appointed me 801. 
out of the 1000 ducats which the King had given to the 
ship. 

27th, (Lord's day.) Galled up by John Gkiods to see the

For thia aoC of treachery 
he wat knighted and made a Rear-Admiral by Princo Cbarlct. We bear no mors 
of Batten till the ReBtorvtian, when be became a CoDnniiaioner of tbe Navy, and 
wu won after H.P. for Racbeater. Sea an accoont of hii teeoDd wife. In note to 
Rot. 34, leSO; and of his illnem nnd deatb, 5tb October, ICtT. He bad a aoii, 
BeDJamin, and a daughter, Martha, bj bi« Bret lady. 
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Garter and Heralds' coat, which lay in the coach, broi^ht 
by Sir Edward Walker, King at Anns, thia morning, for my 
Lord. My Lord had summoned all the Commanders on 
board him, to see the ceremony, which was thus : Sir Edward, 
putting on his coat, and having laid the George and Garter, 
and the King's letter to my Lord, upon a crimson cushion, 
(in the coach, all the Commanders standing by) males three 
congees to him, holding the cushion in his arms. Then, lay- 
ing it down with the things upon it upon a chair, he takes 
the letter, and delivers it to my Lord, vhich my Lord breaks 
open and gives him to read. It was directed to our trusty 
and well-bcloved Sir Edward Montagu, Knight, one of our 
Generals at sea, and our Companion elect of oar Noble Order 
of the Garter. The contents of the letter ate to show that 
the Kings of England have for many years made use of this 
honour, as a special mark of favour, to persons of good 
extraction and valour, and that many En^rora, Kings, and 
Princes of other countries have borne this honour ; and that 
whereas my Lord is of a noble family, and hath now done 
'the King such service by sea, at this time, as he hath done ; 
he do send him this George and Garter to wear as Kmght of 
the Order, with a dispensation for the other ceremonies of 
the habit of the Order, and other things, till hereafter, when 
it can be done. So the herald putting the ribbon about his 
neck, and the Garter on hb left leg, he saluted him with joy 
as Knight of the Garter. And after that was done, he took 
his leave of my Lord, and so to shore again to the King at 
Canterbury, where he yesterday gave the like honour to 
General Monk,' who are the only two for many years that 
have had the Garter given them, before they had honours of 
Earldom, or the like, excepting only the Duke of Buckingham, 
who was only Sir George Yiltiers when he was made Knight 
of the Garter.* The officers being all on board, there was 
no room for me at table, so I dined in my cabin, where Mr.

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Dram brought me a lobster aod a bottle of oil, instead of 
Tinegar, wherebj I spoiled my dinner. Late to a sermon. 

28tb. Called ap at two in the morning, for letters for m^r 
Lord from the Dnle of ¥ork. The Captain did give ever; 
one of the men (not the boys) a ducat of the King's money 
that he gave the ship; and the officers acctn-ding to their 
quality. I received in the Captain's cabin, for my share, 
sixty ditcats. 

29th. The King's birthday. Abroad to shore ^th my 
Lord, (which he offered me of himBelf, saying that I bad a 
great deal of work to do this month, which was very true). 
On shore, we took horses, my Lord and Mr. Edward, Mr. 
Hetly, and I, and three or foor servants, and had a great 
deal of pleasure in riding. Among other things, my Lord 
showed me a house that cost a great deal of money, and is 
bailt in so barren and inconvenient a place, that my Lord 
calls it the fool's honse. At last, we came upon a very high 
eliff by the seaside, and rode nnder it ; we having laid great 
wagers, I and Dr. Mathews, that it was not so high as 
Faul's ; my Lord and Mr. Hetly, that it was. But we riding 
under it, my Lord made a pretty good measure of it with 
two sticks, and found it to be not above thirty-five yards 
high, and Paul's is reckoned to be aboat ninety. From 
thence toward the barge again ; and in our way found the 
people at Deal going to make a bonfire for joy of the day, it 
being the King's birthday, and had some gosa which they 
did give fire to at my Lord's coming by, for which I did 
give twenty shillings among them to drink. While we were 
on the top of the tAiS, we saw and heard our gans in the 
'fleet go off for the same joy ; and it being a pretty fair day, 
we could see above twenty miles into France. Being returned 
on board, my Lord called for Mr. Shepley's book of Paul's, 
by which we were confirmed in our wager. This day, it is 
thought, the King do enter the City of London.'

, 80th. I dkl eat ft dish of mackarel, newly oatebed for nij 
breakfast. All this momiag mftkiog op my sccouDtB, in 
wbicb I counted tbat I had made myself now irorth abont 
SOI., at which my heart was glad, and blessed Ood. 

Slst. Captftin Sparling,' of the Assistance, bronght me a 
pair of silk stockings of a light blue, which I was much 
pleased with. This day the month ends. I in very good 
health, and all the world in a merry mood, becaose of the 
King's coming. I begin to teacb Hr. Edward,' who baa a 
very good foundation laid for his Latin, by Mr. Fuller. 

June Ist. Of the money that Uie Duke of York did gin 
my Lord's serrants, 22 dncatoons came to my ehare. I did 
give Mr. Sheple; the fine pair of buckskin glores that I 
bought for myself five years ago. Many Dover men oome 
and dine with my Lord. My Lord at nine^uns in the 
afternoon. Mr. Shepley tells me how my Lord hath put me 
down for 70 guilders among the money given to my Lord's 
servants, whidi my heart did much rejoice at. Sir R. 
Stayoer told us how some of his men did grumble that no 
more of tbe Duke's money do come to their share, and so 
would not recdve uiy, whereupon he called up Uiose that 
had taken it, and give them three shares apiece more, which 
made good sport among the seamen. At night, Mr. Cooke 
comes from London with letters, leaving all things there very 
gallant and joyful ; and bronght us word that the Parliament 
had ordered the 29th of May, the King's birthday, to be for 
ever kept as a day of thanksgiving for our redemption from 
tyranny, and the King's return to his government, he entering 
IjondoD that day. My poor wife has not been well : 
she would fain see me and be at her bonse again, but we 
most be content. She writes how there was a talk that I 
should be knighted by the King, which they (the Joyces) 
laogh at ; but I think myself happier in my wife and estate 
than they are. The Captain come on board quite fuddled; 
the Vice-Admiral, Rear-Admiral, and he, had been drinking 
all day. My Lord being now to sit in the House of Peers,

and Mr. Greorge for Itpver. 

2d. Being with my Lord in the morning about bnsiDesa in 
his cabin, I took occasion to give thanks for his love to me in 
the share that he had given me of his Majesty's money, and 
the Duke's. He told me he hoped to do me a more lasting 
kindness, if all things stand as they are now between him and - 
the King; bat, says he, "We must have a little patience, and 
we will rise together ; in the mean time, I will do yet all die 
good jobs I can." "Which was great content for me to hear 
from my Lord. All the morning with the Captwn, computing 
how much the thirty ships that come with the King from 
Scheveling their pay comes to for a month (because the King 
promised to give them all a month's pay, and it comes to 
6538;., and the Charles particularly 777/. I wish we had the 
money. 

Sd. (Lord's day.) Captain [Philip] Holland is come to 
get an order for the setting out of hia ship, and to renew his 
commission. He tells me how every man gees tc the Lord 
Mayor to set down their names, as such as do accept of his 
Majesty's pardon, and showed me a certificate under the Lord 
Mayor's hand, that he had done so. 

At sermon in the morning : after dinner into my cabin, to 
cost my accounts up, and find myself to be worth near 100/., 
for which I bless Almighty Gx>d, it berag more than I hoped 
for so soon, being, I believe, not clearly worth 25/. when I 
come to sea, besides my bouse and goods. 

4tfa. This morning my Lord went on shore with the Vice- 
Admiral a-fishing. The Assistance being to go to Middle- 
bnrgh, for the King's goods, I sent mj Dntch money, 70 
dncatoons and 29 gold dncats, to be changed for English 
money, which is the first ventare tliat ever I made, and so I 
am afraid of it. The King's proclamation agunst drinking, 
swearing, and debauchery, was read to our ships' companies 
in the fleet, and indeed it gives great satisfaction to all. 

5th. My Lord called for the lieutenant's cittern, and 
with two' candlesticks, with money in them, for symbols,' 
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we mado barber's music,* with vhich my Lord was well 
pleased. 

6th. In the morning I had letters come, that told me, 
among other things, that my Lord's place of Clerk of the 
Signet was fallen to him, which he did most lovingly tell me 
that I should execute, in cue he ooold not get a better em- 
ployment for me at the end of the ye&r, because he thought 
' that the Duke of York would command all ; but he hoped 
that the Duke would not remove me but to my advantage. 

My letters tell me, that Mr. Galamy' had preached before 
the King in a surplice, (this I heard afterwards to be false) ; 
that my Lord, <jeneral Monk, and three more lords, are made 
Oommissioners for the Treasury; that my Lord had some 
great place conferred on him, and they say Master of the 
Wardrobe ; that the two Dukes do haunt the Park much, and 
they were at a plt^Ji Madam Epicene,^ the other day ; that 
Sir Anthony Cooper,* Mr. Hollis,^ and Mr. Annesly,* late 
Preaideats of the Council of State, are made Privy Council- 
lors to the King. 

7th. After dinner come Mr. John Wright and Mr. Moore, 
with the sight of whom my heart was very glad. They 
brought an order for my Lord's coming up to London, which 
my Lord resolved to do to-morrow. All the afternoon get- 
ting my things in order to Bet forth to-morrow. At night 
walked up and down with Mr. Moore, who did give me an 
account of all things at London. Among others, how the 
Presbyterians would be angry if they durst, but they will not 
be able to do any thing. Most of the commanders on board, 
and supped with my Lord. Laid out all my things against 
to-morrow, to put myself in a walking garb.

12th. With my Lord to the Duke of Gloucester. The two 
Dukes dined with the Speaker, and I saw there a fine enter- 
tainment, and dined with the pages. 

13th. By water with my Lord in a boat to Westminster, 
apd to the Admiralty, now in a new place, and to the Trea- 
Bnrer of the Mavy. 

14th. To my Lady Kckeriog, with the plate that she did 
give my Lord the other day. 

15th. My Lord told me how the King had given him the 
place of the great wardrobe.^ 

16th. To my Lord, and so to White Hall with him about 
the Clerk of the Privy Seal's place, which he is to have. 
Then to the Admiralty, where I wrote some letters. Here 
Colonel Thompson told me, as a great secret, that the Kazeby 
was on fire when the King was there, but that is not known ; 
when God knows it b quite false. Got a piece of gold from 
Major Holmes' for the horse I brought to town. 

17th. (Lord's day.) To Mr. Mossum's ; a good sermon. 
This day the organs did begin to play at White Hall before 
the King. After ditner to Mr. Moagum'e again, and so in 
the garden, and heard Ghippell's father preach, that was p^e

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to the Protector. By the window that I etood at 8»t Mrs. 
Butler,* the great hcautj. Mr. Edward aad I into Gray's 
Ina walkg, and saw many beantiea. 

18th. To my Lord's, where much business. With him to 
the Parliament House, where he did intend to have made his 
appearance to-day, but he met Mr. Crewe upon the stairs, 
and would not go in, He went to Mrs. Brown's, and staid 
till word was brought him what was done in the Honse. This 
day they made an end of the twenty men to be excepted from 
pardon to their estates. By barge to Stepny with my Lord, 
iriiere at Trinity Home we had great entertainment. With 
my Lord there went Sir W. Pen,' Sir H. Wright, Hetly, 
Pierce, Creod,^ Hill, I, and other servants. Back again to 
the Admiralty, and -so to my Lord's lodgings, where he told 
me that he did look after the place of the Clerk of the Acta 
for me. Murford showed me five pieces to get a business 
done for him, and I am resolved to do it. 

19th. Much business at my Lord's. , This morning my 
Lord went into the House of Commons, and there had the 
thanks of the House, in the name of tlie Parliament and

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CommonB of England, for his I&te service to his King uul 
coantrj. A motion was made for a reward for him, but it 
was quashed by Mr. Annesly, who, above most men, is en- 
gaged to my Lord's and Crewe's favourB. Ladj Pickering 
told me the story of her husband's case, and desired my 
assistance with my Lord, and did give me, wrapped up in paper, 
51. in silver. With my Lord to White Hall, and my Lady 
Piclcering. My Lord went at night with the King to Bay- 
nard's Castle to supper, and I home. My wife and the girl 
and dog came home to-day. I found a qoantity of chocolate 
left for me, I know not firom whom. 

20th. With my Lord (who lay long in bed this day, be- 
cause he came home late from supper with the King) to the 
Parliament House, and, after that, with him to General 
Monk's, where he dined at the Cockpit. Thence to the 
Admiralty, and despatched away Mr. Cooke to sea; whose 
bosinees was a letter from my Lord about Mr. G. Montagn 
to be chosen as a Parliament-man in my Lord's room at 
Dover ; and another to the Vice-Admiral to give my Lord 
a constant account of all things in the fleet, merely that 
he may thereby keep up- his power there ; another letter to 
Captain Cuttanoe to send the barge, that brought the King on 
shore, to Uinchingbroke by Lynne.' 

21st. To my Lord, mnch business. At the Dog Tavern, 
Captain Curie, late of the Maria, gave me fire pieces in gold 
and a silver can for my wife, for the commission I did give 
him this day for hb ship, dated April 20, 1660. With my 
Lord to the Council Chamber, where he was sworn ; and the 
charge of his being admitted Privy Councellor is 262. Thence 
to the Parliament door, and with my Lord to see the Great 
Wardrobe, where Mr. Townsend brought us to the governor 
of some poor children in tawny clothes, who had been main- 
tained there these eleven years, which put my Lord to a stand 
how to dispose of them ; bnt he may have the house for his 
own use. The children did sing finely, and my Lord bid me 
give them five pieces in gold at his going sway. To White 
Hall, where, the King being gone abroad, my Lord and I

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valked a great vLile, diaconrsing of the simpUci^ of the 
Protector, in Us losing all that his father had left him. My 
Lord told me, that the last vorda that he parted with the 
Protector with (when he vent to the Sound), were, that be 
should rejoioe more to see him In his grave at bis return 
home, than that he should give way to each things as were 
then in hatching, and afterwards did nun h'\m : and that the 
Protector said, that whatever G. Montagu, my Lord Broghill,* 
Jones, and the Secretary, would have him to do, he would do 
it, be it what it would. To my father's, where Sir Thomas 
HoneywDod and his family were come of & sudden, and so we 
forced to lie altogether in a little chamber, three stories high. 

22d. To my Lord, where much business. With him to 
Whitehall, where the Duke of York not being up, we walked 
a good while in the Shield Gallery. Mr. Hill {who for these 
two or three days hath constantly attended my Lord) told me 
of an offer of 600^. for a baronet's dignity, which I told my 
Lord of in the balcony of this gallery, and he said he would 
think of it. My dear friend Mr. Fuller of Twickenham and 
I dined alone at the Sun Tavern, where he told me how he had 
the grant of being Dean of St. Patrick's, in Ireland ; and I 
told him my condition, and both rejoiced one for another. 
To give order for hqirses to be got to draw my Lord's great 
coach to Mr. Crewe's. Thence to my Lord's, and had the 
great coach to Brighftm's, who give me a caee of good julep, 
and told me how my Lady Monk deals with him and others 
for their places, asking him 5001., though he was formerly 
the King's coacbmaker, and sworn to it. To bed the first 
time since my coming from sea, in my own house, for which 
God be praised. 

23d. To my Lord's lodgings, where Tom Guy come to 
me, and there staid to see the King touch people for the 
King's evil.^ But he did not come at all, it rained so ; and

Dined with young 
Mr. Powell, lately come from the Sound, being amused at 
our great charges here, and Mr. Sontheme, now Clerk to

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Mr. Coventry, at the L^ in King Street. Thence to the 
Admiralty, where I met Mr. Tomer, of the Navy OEBce, 
who did look after the place of Clerk of the Acts. He was 
very civil to me, and I to him, and ehsU be eo. There 
come a letter from my Lady Monk to my Lord abont it tfaia 
evening, bat he refused to come to her, but meeting in Whita 
Hall with Sir Thomas Clargee, her brother, ny Lord 
returned answer that he could not desist in my business; 
and that he believed that General Monk would take it ill if 
my Lord should name the officers in his army ; and therefore 
he desired to have the naming of one officer in the fleet. 
With my Lord by coach to Mr. Crewe's, and very merry by 
the way, discoursing of the late changes and his good fortune. 
Thence home, and then with my wife to Dorset House, to 
deliver a, list of the names of the justices of peace for 
Huntingdonshire.

Mr. Watta, a mcrchaat, offered me 500/. if I 
would desist from the Clerk of the Acts place. I pray God 
direct me in what I do herein. With Mr. Townsend to 
Backewell,' the goldsmith's, and there we chose lOOi. worth 
of plate for my Lord to give Secretary Nicholas. 

27th, With my Lord to the Duke, where he spoke to Mr.

dressed, but vory good fish, and plenty. By coaoh to tha 
Speaker's, where my Lord sopped with the King, but I coald 
not get in. 

28th. to Sir G. Downing, the first visit I hare made him 
wnce he come. He is so stingy a fellow I care not to see 
him ; I qaite cleared myself of his office, and did give him 
liberty to take anybody in. After this to my Lord, who lay 
a-bcd till eleven o'clock ; it being almost five before he went 
to-hed, they Biq)ped so late last night with the King. This 
mortung I saw poor Bishop Wren' going to chapel, it being 
a thankegiving-day for the King's retom. 

29tb. Up and to White Hall, where I got my warrant 
from the Duke to be Clerk of the Acts. Also I got my 
Lord's warrant' from the Secretary for his honour of Earl of 
Portfimonth and Visconnt Uontagu of Hinchingbroke. So 
to my Lord, to give him an account of what I had done. 
Then to Sir Gefiery Palmer,^ who told me that my Lord 
must have some good Latinist to make the preamble to bis 
Patent, which most express his late service in the beat terma 
that he can ; and be told me in what high fiaonting terms 
Sir J. Greenville had caused his to be done, which he do not 
like ; but that Sir Richard Fanshawe^ had done General 
Monk's very well. Then to White Hall, where I was told 
by Mr. Hutchinson at the Admiralty, that Mr. Barlow, my 
predecessor, Clerk* of the Acts, is yet alive, and coming up 
to town to look after bis place, which made my heart s&d a 
little. At night told my Lord thereof, and he bad me get 
possession of my Patent ; and he would do all that could be

This night m; Lord and I looked 
over the list of the Gaptune, and marked aomo that my Lord 
had a mind to pat oat. 

30th. B^ times to Sir R. Fanshave, to draw u[r the pre- 
amble to raj Lord's Patent.* So to my Lord, and with him 
to White Hall, where I saw a great many fine antique heads 
of marble, that mj Lord Korthomherland ' had girei^ the 
King. Meeting Mr, De Oretz,* we looked over some of the 
pieces in the gallery, and he told me [by] whose hands they 
were, with great plessnre. With Sir Edward Walker for 
my Lord's pedigree. To White Hall with Mr. Moore, where 
I met with a letter from Mr. Turner, offering me 150/. to be 
joined with me in my patent, and to advise me how to im- 
prove the advantage of my place, and to keep off Barlow. 
This day come Will [Wayneman], my boy, to me : the inMd 
continoing lame, so that my wife could not be longer without 
help. 

July lat. (Lord's day.) Infinite of business, my heart and 
head full. Mot with Purser Washington,* with whom and a 
lady, a friend of his, I dined at the Bell Tavern in King 
Street, but the rogue had no more manners than to invite me, 
and to ict me pay my club. This morning come home my 
fine camlet cloak, with gold buttons, and a silk suit, which 
cost me much money, and I pray Qod to make me able to pay 
for it. In the afternoon to the Abbey, where a good sermon 
by a stranger, but no Common Prayer yet. 

2d. All the afternoon with my Lord, going up and domi 
the town : at seven at night he went home, and thore the 
principal Officers of the Navy,* among the rest myaolf was

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reckoned one. We had order to meet t»-morrow, to draw np 
gnch aa order of the Coancil as would pat ns into action be- 
fore our patents were paeaed. At which my heart was glad. 
At night supped with mj Lord, be and I together, in the 
great dining-room alone hy oorselveB, the first time I ever 
did it in London. 

34. The Officers and Commissioners of the Nary all met 
at Sir G. Carteret's ' chamber, and agreed upon orders for 
the Conucit to supersede the old ones, and empower us to act. 
Dined with Mr. Stephens, tilie Treasnrer of the Kavj, and 
Mr. Tomer, to whom I offered 501. out of my own purse for 
one year, and the benefit of a Clerke's allowance beside, 
which he thanked me for ; bat I find he hath some design yet 
in his head, which I could not think of. In the aftomooa 
my heart was quite palled down, by being told that Mr. "Bar- 
law was to inquire to-daj for Mr. Coventry ; bat at night 1 
met with my Lord, who told me that I need not fear, for he 
would get me the place against the world. And wheii I come 
to W. Howe, he told me that Dr. Petty had been with my 
Lord, and did tell him that Barlow was a sickly man, and did 
not intend to execute the place himself, which put me in great 
comfort again. 

4th. Up early, and with Gommiesioner Fett to view the 
houses in Seething Lane, belonging to the Mavy, where I 
find the worst very good, and had great fears that thoy will 
shoffle me oat of them, which troubles me. To Mr. Backe- 
well'e, the goldsmith, where I took my Lord's 100^ in plate 
for Mr. Secretary JSicholas, and my own piece of plate, being 
a state dish and cup in chased work for Mr. Coventry, cost 
me about 19/. Carried these and the money by coach to my 
Lord's at White Hall, and from thence carried Nicholas's 
plate to his hoase and left it there, intending to apeak with

So to Jbj Lord's, and -nalking all the afternoon 
in White Hall Gonrt, in expectation of what shall be done in 
the Coancil aa to our hnsinesa. It was strange to see how all 
the people flocked together bare, to boo the King looking out 
of the Coancil window. At night my Lord told me how my 
orders that I drew last night, about giving us power to act, 
are granted by the Gooncil, at wUoh I was very glad. 

Sth. This morning, my brother Tom bronght me my jacka- 
napes coat irith silver bnttons. It rained this morning, which 
makes ns fear that the glory bf this day will be lost ; the 
King and Parliament being to be entertiuned by the City to- 
day with great pomp.^ Mr. Hater' was with me to-day, and 
I agreed with him to be my clerke. Being at White Hall, I 
saw the King, the Dnkes, and all their attendants go forth in 
the rain to the City, and it spoiled many a fine suit of clothes. 
I was forced to walk all the morning in White Hall, not 
knowing how to get out because of the rain. Met with Mr. 
Cooling,' my Lord Chamberlain's secretary, who took me to 
dinner among the gentleman waiters, and after dinner into 
the wine-cellar. He told me how he had a project for all na 
Secretaries to join together, and get money by bringing all 
business into our hands. Thence to the Admiralty, where 
Mr. Blackbume and I (it beginning to hold up) went and 
walked an hour or two in the Park, he giving of me light in 
many things in my way in this office that I go about. And 
in the evening I got my presents of plate carried to Mr. 
Coventry's. At my Lord's at night comes Dr. Petty to me, 
to tell me that Barlow was come to town, and other things, 
which put me into a despur, and I went to bed very sad.

At ' 
my Lord's in the dark. Wniiam Howe and I did eing 
extempores. 

Tth. I took on order for the advance of the salaries of the 
officers of the Navy, and mine is raised to SdOZ. per annnm. 

8th. (Lord's day.) To White Hall chapel, where I got in 
with ease by going before the Lord Chancellor with Mr. 
Kipps. Here t heard very good mnsiqne, the first time that 
ever I remember to hare heard the organs, and siugiog-meo 
in surplices in my life. The Bishop of Chichester' preached 
before the King, and made a great flattering sermon, which I { 
did not like that the clergy should meddle with matters of 
State.

Ihia day I put od mj new silk suit, the first that 
ever I wore in my life. Home, and called my wife, uid took 
her to Clodin's to a great wedding of Nan Hartlib to Mynheer 
Roder,' which waa kept at Groring Honse^ with very great 
Btate, cost, and noble company. Bnt among all the beantiea 
there, my wife was thought the greatest. And finding my 
Lord in White Hall garden, I got him to go to the Secretary's, 
which he did, and desired the despatch of his and my bills to 
be signed by the King. .

Viscount Hinchingbroke, and Baron of St. Keot's. Home, 
with my mind pretty quiet : not retumiDg, as I said I would, 
to see the- bride put to bed. 

11th. With Sir W. Pen by water to the Navy Office, 
where we met, and despatched business. And that being 
done, we went all to dinner to tbe Dolphin, upon Major 
Brown's invitation. After that, to the office again, where I 
was vexed, and so was Commissioner Fett, to see a busy 
fellow come to look out the best lodgings for my Itord Barkley, 
[of Stratton,] and the combining between faim and Sir W. 
Fen ; and, indeed, was troubled much at it.

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12Ui. Up eariy, and by coach to White Hall with Com- 
miaeioner Pett, vhere, afler ire had talked with my Lord, I 
went to the Privy Seal, and got my Ull perfected there, and 
at the Signet; and then to the House of Lords, and met with 
Mr. Ktpps, who directed me to Mr. Beale to get my patent 
engroBSed ; but, he not having time to get it done in Oban- 
eery-hand, I was forced to nm all np and down Chancery 
Lane and the Six Clerks' Office, but could find none that 
coold write the hand that were at leisure. And so in despair 
went to the Admiralty, where we met the first time there, 
my Lord Montagu, my Lord Bwkley, [of Stratton,] Mr.

Eipps (a strange providence that he should now be in a con> 
dition to do me a kindness) got me the ChanoeUor'a reinpe to

Kipps's means, and my pressing in Qenersl Montagu's name 
to the Chancellor, I did, beyond all expectation, get my seal

Late writing letters ; and great doings of 
mnaique at the next house, which was Whally's ; the King 
and Diihee there with Madame Palmer,^ a pretty woman 
that they had a fancy to, to make her hosband a cackold. 
Here at the old door that did go into hia lodgings, my Lord, 
I, and W. Howo, did stand listening a great while to the 
mnsiqne. 

14th. Comes in Mr. Pagan Fisher,^ the poet, and promisee 
me what he had long ago done, a book in praise of the King 
of France, with my arms, and a dedication to me, very hand- 
some. Took Mr. BnUer (Monsieur L'Impertinent) to see my 
hoose, and did give him a gUsa of wine at BawUnson's, and 
was trimmed in the street. 

15th. (Lord's day.) My wife and I mightily pleased with 
onr new hoose that we hope to have. My patent has coat 
me a great deal of money ; about 402. In the afternoon to 
Henry the Seventh's Chapel, where I heard servioe and a 
sermon. Dined with my Lord, whom I find plunly to

60t per aonnm if my salary be not 
increased, and 1002. per annum in cose it be iSOL, at which 
he vae very well pleased to be paid as I received my 
money, and not otherwise ; so I brought him to my Lord's 
bedside, and he and I did agree togeUier. Will,^ Mr. , 
Blackbnme's nephew, is so obedient, that I am greatly glad 
of him. 

18tb. This morning we met at the office : I dined at my 
house in Seething Lame. 

19th. At the Dog TaTem. We did talk of our old dis- 
course when we did use to talk of the King, in the time of 
the Rump, privately ; after that to the Admiralty OfEtce, m 
White Hall, where I stayed and writ my late obserTationg 
for these four days last past. Great talk of the difference 
between the Episcopal and Presbyterian Clergy, but I behevo 
it will come to nothing.

I left him, and went to walk in 
the inward Park, but conld not get La ; one man was basted 
by the keeper, for carrying some people over on his back 
throngh the water. Home, and at night had a chapter 
read ; and I read prayers out of the Common Prayer Sook, 
the first time that ever I read prayers in this honse. So 
to bed.

After dinner to my Lord, who took me to Secretary Nicholas ; ' 
and before him and Secretary Morris,^ my Lord and I upon 
our kneee together took our oaths of Allegiance and Supre- 
macy, and the Oath of the Frivy Seal, of which I was much 
glad, though I am not likely to get any thing by it at present ;

26tli. Early to White Hall, thmking to have a mestiiig of 
my Lord aod the principal officers, but my Lord could not, 
It-being the day that he was to go and be admitted in the 
House of L<vds, his patent being done, vhioh he presented 
upon his knees to the Speaker ; and so it irss read in the 
House, and he took his place. T. Doling carried me to St. 
James's Fair,' and there meeting with W. Symons and his 
-wife, and Lurilin, and D. Scobell's wife and cousin, we went 
to Wood's at the Fell Hell (our old house for dabbing), and 
&ere we spent till ten at night. 

27th. I find myself worth about lOOf. after all my expenses. 
We got a coach, but the horses were tired, and could not 
carry us further than St. Dunstan's.

Both. This afternoon I got my 501, due to me for my first 
quarter's salary as Secretary to my Lord, piud to Thomas 
Hater for me, which he received and brought home to me, of 
which I felt glad. At the Rhenish wine-house, drinking. 
The Bword-bearer of London (Mr. Man) came to ask for us, 
with whom we sat late, discoursing about the wortb of my 
office of Clerk of the Acts, wluch he bath a mind to buy, and 
I asked four yeara' purchase. . 

Stst. To WMte Hall, where my Lord and the principal 
officers met, and had a great discourse about raising of money 
for the Navy, which is in very sad condition, and money must 
be raised for it. Mr. Blackbume, Dr. Gierke, and I, to the 
Quakw, and dined there. I back to the Admiralty, and there 
was doing things in order to the calculating of the debts of 
the Kary and other busidess, all the afternoon. At night I 
went to the Privy Seal, where I found Mr. Crofts and 
Mathews making up all their things to leave the office to- 
morrow, to tboas that come to wait the next month. 

August lat. In the afternoon at the office, where we had 
many things to sign ; and I went to the Council Chamber, 
and diere got my Lord to sign the first bill, and the rest all 
myself; but received no money to-day. 

2d. To Westminster by water with Sir W. Batten and Sir 
W. Pen, (our servants in another boat) to the Admiralty ; 
and from thence I went to my Lord's to fetch him thithor, 
where we stayed in the morning about ordering of money for 
the victuallers, and advising how to get a sum of money to 
carry on the business of the Navy. From thence W. Hewer 
and I to the office of Privy Seal, where I stayed all the after- 
noon, and received about 40/. for yesterday and to-day, at

To the office, and after dtiuier b; water'to White 
Sail, where I fonad the King gone this rooming by five of 
tbfi clock to see a Dutch pleasure-boat * below bridge, where 
he dines, and my Lord with him. The King do tire all his 
people that are abont him with early rising since be come. 

16th. My Lord took leave, and so for Hinchingbroke. 
My Lady Jemimah and Mr. Thomas Crewe in the coach 
with him. 

17th. At the Half Moon I saw Mr. Creed show the strangest 
emotions to shift off his drink I ever saw. 

18th. Towards Westminster by water. I landed my wife 
at VHiitefriars, with 5L to buy ber a petticoat, and my father 
persuaded her to buy a most fine cloth, of 26*. a yard, and a 
rich lace, that the petticoat will come to 51. ; but she doing it 
very innocently, I could not be angry. Captain Ferrers took 
me and Creed to the Cockpit play, the first that I have had 
time to aee since my coming from sea, " The Loyall Subject,"* , 
where one Kinaston,* a boy, acted the Duke's sister [OlympisJ, 
but made the loveliest lady that ever I saw in my life.

Here I staid, and saw my Lord Chan- 
cellor come into his Great Hall, where wonderful how much 
company there was to expect him. Before he would be^n 
any business, he took my papers of the state of the debts of 
tlie Fleet, and there viewed them before all the people, and 
did give me his advice privately how to order things to get aa 
much money as we can of the Parliament. 

2lBt. I met Mr. Crewe aod dined with him, where there 
dined one Mr. Hickeman,^ an Oxford man, who spoke very 
much against the height of the now old clergy, for putting 
out many of the religious fellows of colleges, and inveighing 
against them for their being drunk.

By water to Doctors' Commons, to Dr. Walker,* to 
give him mj Lord's papers to Tiew over, concerning his being 
empowered to be Vice-Admiral under the Duke of York. 
With Sir W. B. and Sir W- P- to dinner at a taTem in 
Thames Street, where they were invited to a roasted hsimeh 
of renison and other very good victuals and company. 
Thence by water to White Hall, to the Parliament Hoose, 
where I spoke with Colonel Birch,^ and so to the Admiralty 
chamber, where we and Mr. Coventry had a meeting iU>OBt 
several businesaea. Amongst others, it wai moved that 
Phineas Pett,* (kinsman to the OommiBsioner) of Chathun, 
should be suspended his employment till he had answered 
some articles put in agunst him, as that he should formerly 
say that the Kbg was a bastard and his mother a strumpet

25th. This night W. Hewer brought me home from Mr. 
I^'s my velvet coat and cap, the first that ever I had. 

26th. (Lord's day.) To the parish church, where we are 
placed in the highest pew of all. A stranger preached a 
tedious long sermon.' To church ^ain in the afternoon with 
my wife ; in the garden and on the leads at night, 

27th. Come a vessel of Northdown ale from Mr. Pierce, 
the purser, to me, and a brave Turkey-carpot and a jar of 
olives from Captain Cuttance, and a pair of fine turtle-doves 
from John Burr to my wife. Major Hart come to tne,

My wife discovered my boy Will's [Wayneman] 
theft, and a great deal more than we imagined, at which I 
was vexed, and intend to pat him away. 

80th. To White Hall, where I met with the Act of 
Indemnity, (so long talked-of and hoped for) with the Act of 
Bate for Poll-money, and for judicial proceedings. This the 
first day that ever I saw my wife wear black patches since 
we were married. My Lord come to town to-day. 

Slst. With my Lord to the Duke's chamber. He is 
Iffdered to go suddenly to sea. 

September 1st. All this afternoon sending express to the 
fleet, to order things against my Lord's coming ; and taking 
direction of my Lord about some rich furniture to take along 
with him for the Princess.^ And talking after this, I hear 
hy Mr. Townsend that there is the greatest preparation 
against the Prince de Ligne's' coming over from the King of 
Spain, that ever was in England, for their Embassador. 

2d. Sunday to St. Margaret's ; heard a good sermon upon 
" Teach us the right way," or something like it, wherein he 
£the preacher] mn over all the new tenets in policy and 
religion, that had brought as into all our late divisions. 

3d. Up, and to Mr. , the goldsmith, where I bought 

my wedding-ring, uid there, with much ado, got him to put

4th. Looking over the joiners, flooring my dining-room. 

5th, I pot away my hoy,' and tore his indentures. Great 
news now-a-day of the Duke d'Atijou's' desire to marry tbe 
Princess Henrietta. Hngb Peters is said to be taken. The 
Duke of Gloucester is ill, and it is said it will prove tbe 
small-pox. 

6th, Sir W. Batten told me how CommisBioner Pett did 
pay himself for the entertMnment that be did give the King 
at Chatham at his coming in, and 20i. a day all the time he 
waa in Holland, which I wonder at. I am unwilling to mix 
my fortune with bim that is going down the wind. Sent all 
my books to my Lord's, in order to send tbem to my bouse 
that I now dwell in. 

7th. My Lord set sail from the Downs for Holland. 

8tb. Drinking a glass of wine late and discoursing witb 
Sir W. Pen. I find bim to be a very sociable man, and an 
able man, and very cunning. , 

9tb. (Sunday.) Major Hart come to see me in tbe garden, 
wbo tells me that we are all like to be speedily disbanded,* 
and then I lose tbe benefit of a muster. 

lOtb. News of tbe Duke's intention to go to-morrow to 
tbe fleet for a day or two to meet his sister. 

lltb. Landing at the Bear, at tbe Bridge foot, we saw 
Southwark fair, I having not at all seen Bartholomew fair. 
I caused the girl to wash the wainscot of our parlour, which 
she did very well, which caused my wife and I good sport.

To Westminster, where I met with Dr. Castles, who 
chid me for some error in our Privy Seal business ; among 
the rest, for letting the fees of the six judges pass nnpud, 
vhich I know not what to say to, till I speak to Mr. Moore. 
I was much troubled, for fear of being forced to pay the 
money myself. Called at my father's going home, and be- 
spoke mourning for myself, for the death of the Duke of 
Gloucester. 

16th. (Lord's day.) My Lord of Oxford," I am told, is also 
dead of the smallpox ; in whom his family dies, after 600 jcam 
having that hooonr in their family and name. To the Park, 
where I saw how far they had proceeded in the Pell-mell, and 
in making a river through the Park, which I had never seen 
before unce it was begun. Thence to White Hall Garden, 
where I saw the King in purple' mourning for his brother.

To Major Hart's lodgings in Gannon Street, who 
used me very kindly with wine and good diBCOorse, particn- 
larly upon the ill method which Colonel Birch and the Com- 
mittee use in defending of the army and the navy; promising 
the Parliament to a&ve them a great deal of money, when we 
judge that it will cost the King more than if they had no- 
thing to do with it, by reason of their delays and ecmpulons 
inquiries into the account of both.

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Mr. Sjmona'a pew I heard Mr. Rove. Before sermon I 
laughed at the reader, who in his prayer deeirca of God that 
He would imprint his word on the thnmbe of our right hands, 
and on the right great toes of onr right feet.

To the Hope Tavern, 
and sent for Mr. Chaplin, who with Nicholas Osborne and 
one Daniel come to us, and we drank off two or three quarts 
of wine, which was very good ; the drawing of our wine 
causing a great quarrel tn the house between the two drawers 
which should draw us the beet, which caused a great deal of 
noise and falling out till the master parted them, and came 
np to us, and did give a long account of the liberty that he 
^ves hia servants, all alike, to draw what wine they will to 
please hia customers ; and [we] eat above 200 walnnts.* 
mcholas Osborne did give me a barrel of samphire, and 
showed me the keya of Mardyko' Fort, which he that was 
commander of the fort sent him as a token when the fort was 
demolished, and I will get them of him if I can. 

24th. I arose from table, and went to the Temple church, 
where I bad appointed Sir W. Batten to meet him; and 
there at Sir Heneage Fioch Solieitor General's chambers, 
before him and Sir W. Wilde, Recorder of London, (whom 
we sent for from his chamber) we were sworn justices of peace 
for Middlesex, Essex, Kent, and Southampton ; with which 
honour I did find myself mightily pleased, though I am 
'wholly ignorant in the duties of a justice of peace. I went 
with MoiiBieur L'Impertinent [Mr. Butler] to a dancing 
meeting in Broad Street, at the house that was formerly the 
glass-house, Luke Channell mbster of the school, where I saw 
good dandng.

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25th. I did seod for a cup of tee,' (a China driiik) of which 
I nerer had drank before, and went away (the King and the 
Fnnceaa coming up the river' this afieruooa as we were at 
oar pay). M; Iiord told me how the ship that brought the 
Princess and him (the Tredagh) did knock six times upon the 
Kentish Knock, which put them in great fear for the ship ; 
but got off well. He told me also how the King had knighted 
Vice-Adnural Lawson and Sir Richard Stayner. 

26th. To the church, to consult about our gallery. 

28th. All the afternoon among my workmen, and did gire 
them drink, and very merry with them, it being my luck to 
meet with a sort of drolling workmen on all occasions. 

29tb. This day, or yesterday, I hear, Prince Rupert^ is 
come to Court ; bnt welcome to nobody. 

October lat. Mr. Manaell, a poor Reformado* of the 
Charles's, came to aee me. 

2d. At Will's I met with Mr. Spicer, and with him to the 
Abbey to see them at vespera. There I found but a thin 



3d. To my Lord's, who sent a great iron chest to White 
Halt ; and I saw it carried Ibto the King's closet, where I saw 
most incomparable pictures. Among the rest a book open 
npon a desk, which I durst have sworn was a real book. 
Back again to my Lord, and dined all alone with him, who 
did treat me with a great deal of respect ; and after dinner 
did discourse an hour with me, dnd advise about some way to 
get himself some money to make up for his great expenses,

This day I heard the Duke speak 
of a great design that he and my Lord of Pembroke have, 
and a great many others, of sending a venture to some puts 
of Africa to dig for gold ore there. Dhey intend to admit aa 
many as will ventare their money, and so make themselves a 
company. 2SQI, is the lowest share for every man. Bnt I 
do not find that my Lord do much like it. 

4th. I and Lieutenant Lambert ^ to Westminster Abbey, 
where we saw Dr. Frewen' truislated to the Archbishopriok 
of York. Here I saw the Bishops of Wincheeter,^ Bangor,* 
Rochester,^ Bath and Wells,* and Salisbnry,^ all in their 
habits, in King Henry Seventh's ohapel. But, Lord ! at 
their going out, how people did most of them look upon them 
as strange creatures, and few with any kind of love or respect. 

6th. Office day ; dined at home to see my painters now at 
work upon my house. 

6th. Colonel Slingaby' and I at the office, getting a catch* 
ready for the Prince de Ligne to carry his things away to-day, 
who ia now going home again. I was to give my Iiord an 
acconnt of the stations and victuals of the fleet, in order to 
the choosing of a fleet fit for him to take to sea, to bring over 
the Queen. 

7th. (Lord's day.) To White Hall on foot, calling at my 
father's to change my long blade cloak for a short one (long 
cloaks being now quite out) ; but he being gone to church, I 
could not get one. I heard Dr. Spomtow "^ preach before the 
EjDg a poor dry sermon ; but a very good anthem of Gap- 
tain Cooke's afterwards. To my Lord's, and dined with him;

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lie all dinaer-time talking French to me, and telling me the 
story how the Duke of York hath got my Lord Chancellor's 
daughter with child, and that she do lay it to him, and that 
for certain he did promise her maniage, and had signed it 
with his blood, bat that he by stealth had got the paper cot 
of her cabinet. And that the King would have him to many 
her, but that he will not.' So that the thing is very bad for 
the I>nke and them all ; bat my Lord do make light of it, as 
a thing that he beliereB is not a new thing for the Duke to 
do abroad. After dinner to the Abbey, where I heard them 
read Uie church eerrice, but very ridicaloaely. A poor cold 
sermon of Dr. Lamb's,' one of the prebendaries, in his habit, 
come afterwards, and so all ended. 

8th. At ny father's aboat gilded leather for my dining- 

9th. This morning Sir W. Batten with Colonel Birch to 
Deptford, to pay off two ships. Sir W. Pen and I staid io 
do business, and afterwards together to White Hall, where I 
went to my Lord, and saw in his chamber his pictnre, very 
well done ; and am with child till I get it copied out, which 
I hope to do when he is gone to sea. Oar gentlemen and 
Mr. Prin [Prynne] dined together. I found Mr. Prin a 
good, honest, plain man, but in bis discourse not very free or 
pleasant. Among all the tales that passed among us to-day, 
he told OB of one Damford, that, being a black man, did scald 
his beard with mince-pie, and it camo up again all white in 
that place, and continued to his dying -day. 

10th. At night comes Mr. Moore, sod tells me how Sir 
Hards. Waller' (who onlypleads guilty), Scott, Coke,* Peters,* 
Haitison, kc., were this day arraigned at the bar of the 
Sessions House, there being upon the bench the Lord Mayor, 
General Monk, my Lord of Sandwich, &c. ; such a bench of 
noblemen as had not been erer seen in England ! They all

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seemed to be difimayed, snd will all be condemned witlioot 
qaestion. In Sir Orlando Bridgman's cbarge,' he did wholly 
rip up the onjuBtness of the war against the King from the 
begiiming, and bo it much reflects upon ^l the Long Par- 
liament, though the King had pardoned them, yet they must 
hereby confess that the King do look np<m them as traitors. 
To-morrow they are to plead what they liaye to say. 

11th. To walk in St. James's Parli:, where we observed the 
several engines at work to draw up water, with which sight 
I was very much pleased. Above all the rest, I liked that 
which Mr. Greatorex' brought, which do carry up the wat«r 
with a great deal of ease. Here, in the Park, we met with 
Mr. Salisbury, who took Mr. Greed and me to the Cockpit to 
see "The Moor of Venice," which was well done. Burt 
acted the Moor ;' by the some token, a very pretty lady that I 
sat by me called out, to see Desdemona smothered. Witli 
Mr. Creed to Hercules Pillars,* where we drank. 

12th. My Lady Sandwich come to town, and showed me 
most extraordinary love and kindness. 

ISth. I went oat to Charing Cross, to see Major-General 
Harrison^ hanged, drawn, and quartered; which was done 
there, he looking as cheerful as any man could do in that 
oouditJOQ. He was presently cut down, and his head and 
heart shown to the people, at which there was great shouts of 
joy. It is said, that he said that he was sure to come shortly 
at the right hand of Chrkt to judge them that now had 
judged him ; and that his wife do expect his coming agwn. 
Thus it was my chance to see the King beheaded at White

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Hall, and to see the first blood shed in revenge for the King 
at Charfng Cross. Setting up shelves in my study. 

14th. (Lord's day.) To White Hall chapel, where one Dr. 
Crofts made an indifferent sermon, and after it an anthem, 
ill-song, which made ,the King langh. Here I first did see 
the Frincees Royal since she came into England. Here I 
also observed, how the Duke of York and Mrs. Palmer did 
talk to one another very wantonly through the hangings that 
part the King's closet and the closet where the ladies sit. 

15th. This morning Mr. Garew' was hanged and quartered 
at Charing Cross ; hut his quarters, hj a great favour, are 
not to be hanged up. 

16th. Being come home, Will [Hewer] told me that my 
Lord had a mind to speak with me to-night ; so I returned 
by water, and, coming there, it was only to inquire how the 
■hips were provided with victuals that are to go with him to 
fetch over the Queen, which I gave him a good account of. 
He seemed to be in a melancholy humour, which, I was told 
by W. Howe, was for that he had lately lost a great deal of 
money at cards, which he fears hq do too mnch addict him- 
self to now-a-days. 

18th. This morniDg, it being expected that Colonel Hacker^ 
and Axtell^ should die, I went to Kewgate, but found they 
were reprieved till to-morrow. The. Turner sent for a pair 
of doves that my wife had promised her ; and because she did 
not send them in the best cage, she sent them back agtdn 
with a scornful letter, with which I was angry, but yet pretty 
well pleased that she was crossed. 

19th. This morniug my dining-room was finished with 
green serge hanging and gilt leather, which is very handsome. 
This morning Hacker and Axtell jrere hanged and quartered, 
as the rest are. This night I sat up late to make up my 
accounts ready against to-morrow for my Lord. 

20th. I dined with my Lord and Lady; he was very 
merry, and did talk very high how he would have a French

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cook, and a muter of his horse, and his lady and child to 
wear black patches ; which mcthoaght was strange ; but he is 
become a perfect courtier ; and, among other things, my Lady 
saying that she could get a good merchant for her daughter 
Jem., he answered, that he would rather see her with a ped- 
lar's pack at her back, bo she married a gentleman, than she 
should marry a citizen. This afternoon, going through Lon- 
don, and calling at Crowe's,' the upholsterer's, in Saint Bar- 
tholomew's, I saw the limbs of some of our new traytors set 
upon Aldersgate, which was a sad eight to see ; and a bloody 
week this and the last have been, there being ten hanged, 
drawn, and quartered. 

2lBt. (Lord's day.) George Vines carried me up to the top 
of his turret, where there is Cooke's head set up for a traytor, 
and Harrison's Set up on the other side of Westminster Hall. 
Here I could see them plainly, as also a very fair prospect 
-about London. 

22d. All preparing for my Lord's going to sea to fetch the 
Queen to-morrow. At night my Lord come home, with whom 
I staid long, and talked of many things. I got leare to have 
his picture, that was done by Lilly, copied.^ He told me there 
hath been a meeting before the King and my Lord Chancellor, 
of some Episc<^lian and Presbyterian Divines; but what 
had passed he could not tell me. 

23d. One of Mr. Shepley's pistols, charged with bullets, 
flbw off, and it pleased God that the mouth of the gun being 
downwards, it did us no hurt ; but I think I never was in 
more danger in my life. About eight o'clock my Lord went ; 
and going through the garden, Mr. William Montagu told 
him of an estate of land lately come into the King's hands, 
that he had a mind my Lord should beg. To which end my 
Iiord writ a letter presently to my Lord Chancellor to do it 
for him, which (after leave taken of my Lord at White Hall 
bridge) I did carry to Warwick Honse to him ; and had a fair

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promise of bim, that he would do it this d&y for nj Lord. 
In vaj way thither I met the Lord Chancellor and all the 
Judges riding on horseback and going to Westminster Hall, 
it being the first day of the term. Carried my Lord's piotore 
to Mr. de Cretz to be copied. 

24th. Mr. Moore tells me, among other things, that the 
Duke of York is now sorry for bis amour with my Lord 
Chancellor's daughter, wbo is now brought to bed of a boy.' 
To Mr. Lilly's,* where not finding Mr. Spong, I went to Mr. 
CIreatorex, where I met him, and where I bought of him a 
drawing pen ; and he did show me the manner of the lamp- 
glasses, which carry the light a great way, good to read in 
bod by, and I intend tO'have one of them ; and we looked at 
his wooden jack in his chimney, that goes with the smoake, 
which is indeed very pretty. So to Mr. Lilly's with Mr. 
Spong, where well received, there being a clubb to-night 
among his friends. Among the rest. Esquire Ashmole,^ who 
I found was a very isgenions gentleman. With him we two 
sang afterwards in Mr. Lilly's study. That done, we all 
parted ; and I home by coach, taking Mr. Rooker* with mo, 
who did tell me a great many fooleries, which may bo done 
by tuutirities, and blaming Mr. Lilly for writing to please hil 
friends and to keep in with the times (as he did formerly to 
hia own dishonour), and not according to the rules of art, by 
which he could not well erre, as he had done. 

25th. All day at home, doing something in order to the 
fitting of my house. 

26th. By Westminster to White Hall, where I saw the 
Duke de Soissons' go from his audience with a very great

To Weatmineter Hall, and bought, 
wnong other books, one of the Life of our Qneen, which I 
read at home to my wife ; but it was so silily writ, that we 
did nothing but laugh at it : among other things, it is 
dedicated to that paragon of rirtne and beauty, the DucbosB 
of Albemarle. Great talk as if the Duke of York do now 
own the marriage between him and the Chancellor's daughter. 

2Tth. I went by chance to my new Lord Mayor's house, 
(Sir Richard Browne) by Goldemitha' Hall, which is now 
fitting, and indeed is a very pretty house. Coming back, I 
called at Paul's Churchyard, and bought Alstead'e Encyclo- 
psedia, which cost me 88». I dined with my Lady, my 
young Lord [Knchingbroke^t and Mr. Sidney ("Montagu}, 
who was sent for from Twickenham to see my Lord Mayor's 
show to-morrow. To Westminster Abbey, where, with much 
difficulty, going round the cloyeters, I got in ; this day being 
a great day for the consecrating of five Bishopps, which was 
done after sermon ; but I could not get into Henry the 
Seventh's chappel. After dinner to White Hall chappel; 
my Lady and my Lady Jemimah and I up to the King's 
closet (who ia now gone to meet the Queen.) So meeting 
with one Mr. Hill, that did know my Lady, he did take ns 
into the King's closet, and there we did stay all service-time, 
which I did think a great honour. 

29th. I up early, it being my Lord Mayor's day' (Sir 
Richard Browne), and neglecting my office, I went to the 
Wardrobe, where I met my Lady Sandwich and all the 
ehiidren; and after drinking of some strange and incom- 
parable good clarett of Mr. Rembalt's,' he^ and Mr. Town- 
aend^ did take us, and set the young Lords at one Mr. 
Kevin's, a draper in Paul's churchyard ; and my Lady, and 
my Lady Pickering* and I to one Mr. Isaacson's, a linen-

of fine ladies, and we were very ci\'illy treated, and had a 
very good place to see the pageants, which were many, and 
I believe good for such kind of things, but in themselves but 
poor and absurd. The show being done, we got to Faul'B 
with much ado, and I went on foot with my Lady Pickering 
to her lodging, which was a poor one in Blackfryars, where 
she never invited me to go in at all, which methought was 
very strange. Lady Davis is now come to our next lodgings, 
and has locked up the leads' door from me, which puts me 
- in great disquiet. 

30th. I went to the Cockpit all alone, and tKere saw a 
very fine play called " The Tamer Tamed ;" ' very well acted. 
I hear nothing yet of my Lord, whether he be gone fur the 
Queen from the Downea or no ; but I believe be is, and that 
he is now upon coming back again. We did read over the 
King's declaration in matters of religion, which is come out 
to-day, which is very well penned. 

Slat. Much troubled abost my walk on the leadea, but 
we are all unwilling to anger my Lady Davis.^ Resolving to 
ride to Sir W. Batten's,^ I sat up late, and was fain to cut aa 
old pair of boots to make leathery for those I was to wear. 

November Ist. This morning, Sir W. Pen and I were 
mounted early, and bad very merry discourse all the way, he 
being very good company. We come to Sir W. Batten's, 
where he lives like a prince, and we were made very welcome. 
Among other things, he showed me my Ijady's closet, wherein 
was great store of rarities ; as also a cb^r, which he calls 
/ King Harry's ohaire, where he that sits down is catcbed with 
two irons, that come round about him-, which makes good 
sport. Here dined with ua two or three more country gen- 
tlemen ; among the rest, Mr. Ghristmaa, my old school- 
fellow, with whom I had much talk. He did remember that 
I was a great Roundhead when I was a hoy, and I was mach 
afraid that he would have remembered the worda that I said

. school before that time. He did make us good aport in imi- 
tating Mr. Case,' Ash, and Nye, the ministers ; hut a deadly 
drinker he is, and grown very fat. 

2d. I went and saw some silver crosses put upon my Bible, 
which cost me 6«. Qd. the making, and Ts. 6d. the silver; the 
book comes in all to 11. 3«. &d. To White Hall, where I 
saw tlie boats coming very thick to Lambeth, and all the 
Btairs to be full of people. I was told the Queen was. 
a-comiog;' so I got a sculler for sixpence to carry me thither 
and back again, bat I could not get to see the Queen ; ao 
come back, and to my Lord's, where he was come ; and I 
Bupt with him, he being very merry, telling me stories of the 
country mayors, how they entertained the King all the way 
as be come along; and how the country gentlewomen did 
hold up their heads to be kissed by the King, not taking hU 
hand to klas, aa they should do. I took leave of my Lord 
and Lady, and so took coach at White Hall, and carried Mr, 
Childe' as far as the Strand, and myself got as far as Ludgate 
by all the bonfires, but with a great deal of trouble ; and 
there the coachman desired that I would release him, for 
he durst not go further for the fires. In Paul's Chnrch-yard 
I called at Kirton's,' and there they had got a masse book for 
me, vhich I bought, and cost me twelve shillings; and, 
when I come home, sat up late and read in it with great 
pleasure to my wife, to hear that she was long ago acquainted 
with it. I observed this night very few bonfires in the City,

whereby I guess that (aa I beliered before) her coming do 
please but very few. 

8d. Saturday. In the afternoon to White Hall, where my 
Lord and Lady were gone to kiss the Queen's hand. 

4th (Lord's day.) In the morn to our own chnrch,' where 
Mr. Mills did begin to nibble at the Common Prayer, by say- 
ing "Glory be to the Father," &c., after be bad read the 
two psalms : but the people bad been so little used to it, that 
they could not tell what to answer. This declaration of the 
King's do give the Presbyterians some satisfaction, and a pre- 
tence to read the Common Prayer, which they would not do 
before because of their former preaching against it. After 
dinner to Westminster. In our way we called at the Bell, to 
see the seven Flanders mares that my Lord has bought 
lately. Then I went to my Lord's, and, having spoke with 
him, I went to the Abbey, where the first time that ever I 
heard the organs in a cathedral. My wife seemed very pretty 
to-day, it being the first time I had given her leave to weare 
a black patch. 

5tb. At the office at night, to make up an account of what 
tbe debts of nineteen of the twenty-five ships that should 
have been paid off, is increased since the adjournment of the 
Parliament, they being to sit again to-morrow. This 5th of 
November is observed exceeding well in the City; and at 
night great bonfires and fireworks. 

6tb. Mr. Chetwind told me that he did fear that this late 
business of tbe Duke of York's would prove fatal to my 
Lord ChanceUor. To our office, where we met all, for the 
sale of two ships by an inch of candle, (the first time that 
ever I saw any of this kind) where I observed how they do 
invite one another, and at last how they all do cry,' and we 
have much to do to tell who did cry lost. The ships were 
the Indian, sold for 15001., and the Half-moone, sold for 8301. 
Fell a-reading of the tryalls of tbe tate men that were banged 
for the King's death, and found good satisfaction in reading 
thereof.

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7th. Went by irater to my Lord, where I dined with him, 
and be in a very merry humour (present Mrs. Borkett and 
Childo) at dinner : he, in discourse of the great opinion of 
the virtue — gratitude, (which he did account the greatest thing 
in the world to him, and had, therefore, in Me mind been 
often troubled in the late times how to answer hia gratitude 
to the King, who raised his father) did say it was that did 
bring Mm to Mb obedience to the £jng ; and did also bless 
himself with his good fortune, in comparison to what it was 
when I was with him in the Sound, when he durst not own 
his correspondence with the King ; which is a thing that I 
never did hear of to this day before ; and I do fr<An this raise 
an opinion of him, to be one of the most secret men in the 
vorld, wMch I was not so convinced of before. After dinner 
be bid all go out of the room, and did tell me how the King 
had promised Mm 4000f, per annum for ever, and had already 
given him a bill undw his hand (which he showed me) for 
40001. that Mr. Fox' is to pay him. My Lord did advise 
with Qie how to get this received, and to pat out 3000Z. into 
safe hands at use, and the other he will make use of for his 
present occasion. TMs he did advise with me about with 
great secresy. After all tMs, he called for the fiddles and 
books, and we two and W. Howe, and Mr. CMlde, did sing 
and play some paalmes of Will Lawes's,^ and some songs ; 
and so I went away. ,To Mr. Fox, who did use me very 
civilly, but I did not see his lady, whom I had so long known 
when she was a maid, Mrs. WMttlc.^ Ifotwithstanding this 
was' the first day of the King's proclamation against hackney- 
coaches* coming into streets to stand to be hired, yet I got 
one to carry me home.

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8tli. On board the jacht,' which indeed is one of the finest 
things that Gver I saw, for neatness and room, in bo flmall a^ 
vessel. Home at two in the morning. My wife up, who 
showed me her head, which waa very well dressed. , 

9th. At the Sope Tavern, dinner given us by Mr. Ady 
and Mr. Wire, the King's fishmonger. Good sport with Mr. 
Talbot, who eats no sort of fish, and there was nothing else 
till we sent for a neat's tongue. My Lord had an organ set 
np to-day in his dining-room, an ngly one, in the form of 
Bridewell. To wait at Sir Harry Wright's, where my Lord 
was bnsy at cards. 

10th. The Comptroller' and I to the coffee-house, where 
he showed me the state of his case ; how the King did owe 
him above 6000Z. But I do not see great lifcelihood for 
them to be paid, since they begin already in Parliament to 
dispute the paying off the just sea-debts, which were already 
promised to be paid, and will be the undoing of thousands 
if they be not paid. I bought Montclion,^ which this year 
do not prove so good as the last was ; so after reading it I 
burned it : reading of that and the comedy of the Bump, 
also very silly, I went to bed. Going home, I bought » 
goose. 

11th. (Lord's day.) To church in our new gallery, the 
first time it was used. There being no woman this day, W6 
sat in the foremost pew, and behind our servants, and I hope 
it will not always he so, it not being handsome for our 
servants to sit so equal to us. I went to Mr. Fox at White 
Hall, when I first saw his lady, formerly Mrs. Elizabeth 
Whittle, whom I had formerly a great opinion of, Mid did 
make an anagram or two upon her name when I was a boy. 
She proves a very fine lady, and mother to fine children. I

12th. To the Comptroller's house in Lime street, a fine 
house, where I never was before. Agreed with Jack Spicer 
to help me to tell money this afternoon. My father and I 
diECOursed serionslj about my sister's coming to live me, and 
yet I am much afraid of her ill nature. I told her plainly 
my mind was to have her come not as a sister but as a 
Bervant,' which she promised mo that sho would, and with 
many thanks did weep for joy. 

18th. By water to the Wardrobe. A great deal of room 
in the house, bat very ugly, till my Lord bad bestowed great 
cost upon it. Found my wife making of pics and tarts to 
try her oven with, but not knowing the nature of it, did heat 
it too hot, and so a little overbake her things, but knows how 
to do better another time. 

14th. Into Cheapaido to Mr. Beachampa, the goldsmith, to 
look out a piece of plate to give Mr, Fox from my Lord, for 
his favour, about the 40002., and did choose a gilt tankard. 

15th. My Lord did this day show me the King's picture 
which was done in Flanders, that the King did promise my 
Lord before he ever saw him, and that we did expect to have 
had at sea before the King come to us ; but it come but to- 
day, and indeed it is the most pleasant and tho most like him 
that ever I saw picture in my life. As dinner was coming 
on table, my wife came to my Lord's, and I got her carried 
in to my Lady, who was just now hiring of a French maid 
that was with her, and [they] could not understand one 
another till my wife come to interpret. Here I did leave my 
wife to dine with my Lord, the first time he did ever take 
notice of her as my wife, and did eeem to have a just esteem 
ibr her. To Mr. Fox, and by two porters carried away the 
other 1000^ I had it of his kinsman, and did give him 4tl., 
and other servants something ; but whereas I did intend to 
have given Mr. Fox himself a piece of plate of 501., I was 
demanded 501., the fee of the office, at 6ii. a pound, at which 
I was surprised, but I did leave it there till I speak with my

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Lord. Mj infe I found much Batisfied with my Lord's 
discourse and reepcct to her. To Sir W. Batten's to dinner, 
he having a couple of servants married to-daj ; and bo there 
was a great number of merchante, and others of good qnality, 
on purpose after dinner to make an offering, which, when 
dinner was done, we did, and I did give ten shillings and no 
more, though I believe most of the rcBt did give more, and 
did believe that I did bo too. 

19th. I went witb the Treasurer' in his coach to VHiite 
Hall, and in our v&j, in discourse, do find him a very good- 
natured man; and, talking of those men who now stand 
condemned for murdering the King, he says that he belieres 
that if the lav would give leave, the King is a man of bo great 
compassion that be would wholly acquit them. 

20th. Mr. Shepley and I to the new play-house^ neap 
tiincoIn's-Inn-Ficlds (which was formerly Gibbon's tennis- 
court) where the play of " Beggar's Busb"^ was newly begun; 
and BO we went id, and saw it well acted : and here I saw the 
first time one Moone,* who is said to be the best actor in the 
world, lately come over with the King, and indeed it is the 
finest play-house, I bf^Heve, that ever was in England. This 
morning I found my Lord in bed late, be having been with 
the King, Queen, and Princess, at the Cockpit [»i White- 
halQ all night, where General Monk treated them ; and afler 
supper a play,^ where the King did put a great aflront upon 
Singleton's musique," he bidding them etop, and made the 
French musique play, which, my Lord says, do much outdo 
all ours. While my Lord was rising, I went to Mr. Fox's,

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&nd there did leave the gilt tankard for Mrs. Fox, and then to 
tho coanting-honae to him, irho hath invited me and m; wife 
to dine with him on Xhorsda; next, and bo to see the Qoeeoe 
and Princesse. 

21et. This morning m^ coaen, ThoB. Pepys, the turner, 
sent me a cnpp of lignum vite for a token. My wife and I 
went to Fater-Noflter Rove, and there we bought some 
grcene-watered Moyre, for a morning waatecoate. And after 
that we went to Mr. Cade's to chooee some pictures for oar 
house. I to Pope's Head' [AUej], and bought me an aggate- 
hafted knife, which cost me 5s. At night to mjr viallin {the 
first time that I have played on it since I come to this house) 
in my dining-roome, and afterwards to my lute there, and I 
took much pleasure to have the neighbours come forth into 
the yard to hear me. 

22d. This morning come the carpenters to m^e me a 
door at the other side of my house, going into the entry. 
My wife and I walked to the Old Exchange, and ther« she \ 
bought her a white whisk,* and put it on, and I a pair of ' 
gloves. To Mr. Fox's where we found Mrs. Fox wilhin, and 
an alderman of London paying 1000^ or 14002. in gold upon 
the table for the King. Mr. Fox come in presently, and did 
receive ua with a great deal of respect ; and then did take my 
wife and I to the Queen's presencenihamber, where he ^ot my 
wife pla<»d behind the Queen's ehaire, and the two Frin- 
cesses come to dinner. The Queen a very little, plun old 
woman, and nothing more in her presence in any respect nor 
garbe than any ordinary woman. The Princess of Orange I 
had often seen before. The Princess Henrietta is very 
"■pretty, but much below my expectation ; and her dreBsing of 
herself with her haire frised short up to her eares did make 
her seem so much the less to me. But my wife standing 
near her with two or three blaek patches on, and well dressed, 
did seem to me much hands<Hner than she. Dinner being 
done, we went to Mr. Fox's again, where many gentlemen

and m; friends, but I bringing none but myself and wife, he 
did call the Company to help to eate op bo much good 
victnalle. At the end of the dinner, my Lord Sandwich's 
health, in the gilt tankard that I did give to Mrs. Fox the 
other day. To White Hall at abont nine at night, and there, 
with Land, the page that went with me, we coold not get oot 
of Henry the Eighth's gallery into the further part of the 
boarded gallery, where my Lord was walking with my Lord 
Ormond ; and we had a key of Sir 8. Moreland's, but all 
would not do ; till at last, by knocking, Mr. HarrisoQ, the 
door-keeper, did open us the door, and, after some talk with 
my Lord about getting a Catch' to carry my Lord St. Albans's' 
goods to France, I parted and went home on foot. 

24th. Greed and Shepley and I to the Rheniah Wine- 
House,^ and there I did give them two quarts of Wormwood 
wine.* To my Lord's, where I dined with my lady, there 
being Mr. Childe and Mrs. Borkett, who are nerer i^sent at 
dinner there, under pretence of a wooing. From thence I to 
Mr. de Cretz, and did take away my LtH-d's pjctnre, which is 
now finished for me, and I paid SI. 10s. for it and the frame. 

25th. (Lcurd's day.) In the forenoon I alone to our church, 
and after dinner I went and ranged about to many churches, 
among the rest to the Temple, where I heard Dr. Wilkina* a 
little, (late Master of Trinity, in Cambridge.) I had a letter 
brought me &om my Lord to get a ship ready to curry the 
Queen's thinga over to France, she being to go within five or 
six days. 

26th. My father ccnne and dined with me, who seems to 
take much pleaanre to have a son that is neat in his house. 
X heard that my Lady Batten^ had given my wife a visit,

27th. To White HaD, where I foimd mj Lord gone abroad 
to the Wardrobe, whither he do now go every other morning, 
and do aeem to resolre to andentand and look after the 
bosineBS himself. To Westminster Hall, and in King Street 
there being a great stop of coaches, there was a falling ont 
between a drayman and my Lord Chesterfield's coatdunan, 
and one of Ina footmen killed. To my Lord's again, where I 
fonnd my wife, and she and I dined with him and my Lady, 
and great company of my Lord's friends, and my Lord did 
show us great respect. To a play — " The Scornfull Lady,'" 
and that being done, I went homewards. Mr. Moore told me 
how the Honse had this day Toted the King to have all the 
Excise for ever. This day I do also hear that the Queen's 
going to France is atopt, which do like me well, because then 
the King will be in town the next month, which is my montJi 
again at the Privy Seale. 

28th. To White Ilall to my Lord's, where Major Hart did 
pay me 2Sl. 14». Qd., due to me upon my pay in my Lord's 
troop, at the time of our disbanding.' Home, where I found 
that Mr. Creed had sent me the 11^ 5». Od. that is due to 
me upon the remaynes of accoont for my sea business, and 
my bill of impress for 802. is also cleared, so that I am wholly 
clear as to the sea in all respects. 

SOtb. Sir G. Carteret did give us an aecount how Mr. 
Holland^ do intend to prevail with the Parliament to try his

December lat. This momiDg, observing eotne things to be 
laid up not as they should be by my ^rl, I took a broom uid 
basted her till she cried extremely, which made me vexed ; 
bnt, before I went out, I left hw appeased. Went to my 
Lord St. Albans's lodgings, and found him in bed, talking to 
a priest (he looked like ene), that leaned along over the side of 
the bed ; and there I desired to know his mind abont making 
the Katch stay longer, which I got ready for him the other 
day. He seema to be a fine, civil gentleman. There feD 
into onr company old Mr. Flower and another gentlema^ 
■who did tell ns how a Scotch knight was killed basely the 
other day at the Fleece' in Covent Garden, wbere there had 
been a great many formerly killed. 

2d, (Lord's day.) To church, and Mr. Mills made a good 
sermon : so home to dinner. My wife and I all alone to a 
leg of mntton, the sawce of which being made sweet, I was 
angry at it, and eat none, but only dined upon the marrow* 
bone that we had beside. 

3d. I rose by candle, and spent my morning in fiddling 
till time to go to , the office. Come in my cozen Snow by 
chance, and I had a very good capon to dinner. So to the 
office again till night, and so home, and then come Mr. Davis 
of Deptford (the first time that ever he was at my honse), and 
after him Monsieur L'lmpertinent [Mr. Butler], who is to 
go to Ireland to-morrow, and so come to take his leave of mo.

4th. To the Duke of York, and he tooke us into his closet, 
and we did open to him our project of stopping the growing 
charge of the fleet, by paying them in band one moyety, and 
the other four months hence. This he do like. This day 
the Parliament voted that the bodies of Oliver, Ireton, Brad- 
Bhaw, and Thomas Pride, should be taken up out of their 
graves in the Abbey, and drawn to the gallows, and there 
hanged and buried under it : which (meUiinks) do trouble me 
that a man of so great courage as he was should have that 
dishonoar, though otherwise he might deserve it enough. 

5th. After dinner went to tbe New Theatre [Killigrew's]^ 
and there I saw *' He Merry Wives of Windsor" acted — 
the homonra of the cotintry gentleman and the French doctor 
very well done, but tbe rest but very poorly, and Sir J. Fal- 
stafle' as bad as any. 

6th. To my Lord, who told me of his going out of town 
to-morrow to settle the militia in Huntingdonshire, and did 
desire me to lay up a box of some rich jewels and things diat 
there [are] in it, whidi I promised to do. After much free 
discourse with my Lord, who tells me his mind as to bis en- 
larging his family, &c., and desiring me to look him out a 
Master of the Horse, and other servants, we parted. 

7th. To the Privy Scale, where I signed a deadly number 
of pardons, which do trouble me to get nothing by. I fell 
a-reading Fuller's History of Abbys,^ and my wife in Great 
Cyms^ till twelve at night, and so to bed. 

9th. (Lord's day.) Being called up early by Sir W. Batten, 
rose and went to his house, and he told me the ill news that 
he had this morning from Woolwich — that the Assurance 
(formerly Captain Holhind's ship, and now Captain Stoakes's,' 
designed for Guiny, and manned and victualled) was by a gust

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of wiDd sunk down to the bottom. Twenty men drowned. 
Sir Williams both went hj barge thither to see how things 
are, and I am sent to the Dnke of York to tell him. I went 
to the Dnke, and first calling upon Mr. Coyentry ftt his 
ohamber, I went to the Doke's bed-side, who had sat np late 
last night, and lay long this morning. This being done, I 
veDt to ohapel, and sat in Mr. Blagrare's pew, and there did 
sing my part along with another before the King, and with 
much ease. I met with a letter from my Lord, commanding 
me to go to Mr. Denham,' to get a man to go to him to- 
morrow to Hincbingbroke, to eontrivt! with him abont some 
alteracions in his house, which I did, and got Mr. Een&ard. 
Dined with my Lady, and had infinite of talk of all kind of 
things, eBpecially of beanty of men and women, with which she 
seems to be mnch pleased to talk of. With Mr. Kennard to 
my Lady, who is mnch pleased with him, and after a glass of 
sack there, we parted, having taken order for a horse or two 
for him and his servant to be gone to-morrow. Thence home, 
where I hear that the Comptroller^ had some business with 
me, scd he shewed me a design of his, by the Sing's making 
an Order of Knights of the Sea, to give an encouragement 
for persons of honour to undertake the service of the sea, and 
he had done it with great pains, and very ingenionsly. 

10th. Up exceedingly early to go to the Comptroller, but 
he not being up, and it being a very fine, bright, moonshine 
morning, I went and walked all alone twenty tumes in Com- 
hil), from Graoeebnrch street comer to the Stockes, and back 
again.^ It is expected that the Duke will marry the Lord 
Chancellor's daughter at last ; * which is likely to be the mine 
of Mr. Davis and my Lord Barkley, [of Stratton,] who have 
carried themselves so high against the Chancellor ; Sir Charles 
Barkley* swearing that he and others had intrigued with her 
often, which all believe to be a lie. ^^

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11th. My wife and I up reiy early thia d&y, uiil tfaongh 
the weather was very bad, and the wind high, yet my Ziady 
Batten and her niayde, and we two, did go by onr barge to 
Woolwich, (my Lady being very fearfdl) where we found both 
Sir Williama, and much other company, expecting the weather 
to be better, that thoy might go about weighing up the Aa- 
Burance, wbioh lies there (poor ship, that I have been twioe 
merry ia, in Captain Holland'a time) nnder water, only the 
upper deck may be seen, and the masta. Cf^tain Stoakes ia 
very melancholy, asd beong in search for some clothes and 
money of hb, which be says he bath lost out of his cabin. I 
did the first office of a Justice of Peace to examine a seanuui 
thereupon, but could find no reason to oomiait him. This 
last tide the Kingsale was aW nm aboard, and lost her mun- 
nast, by another ship, which makes ns think it ominous to 
the Guiny voyage, to have two of her shipa spoilt before they 
go out After dinner, my I<ady being very fearfoll, she staid 
and kept my wife there, and I and another gentleman, a 
friend of Sir W. Pen's, went back in the barge, very merry 
by the way, as far ae White Hall in her. Mr. Moore haUi 
persuaded uie to put out 250?. for 50^ per anoum for eight 
years, and I think I shall do it. 

12th. To the Exchequer, and did give my mother Bowyer 
a visit, and her daughters, the first time that I did see them 
since I went last to sea. My father did offer me six pieces 
of gold, in lien of six pounds that he borrowed of me the 
other day, but it went against me to take it of him, and there- 
fore did not. Home and to bed, reading myself aale^, while 
the wench sat mending my iHreeehes by my bedside. 

14th. The Comptroller told me among other persons that 
were heretofore the principal officera of the Navy, there was 
one Sir Peter Buck,' a Clei^ of the Acts, of which to myself 
I was not a little proud. 

16th. In the afternoon I to White Hall, where I was snr-

17tb. To the office, where both Sir Williams were come 
from Woolwich, and tell us that, contrary to their expecta- 
taons, the Assurance is got up, without much dunsge to her 
body, only to the goods that she had within ber, which argues 
her to be a strong, good ship. Thjs day my parlour is ^Ided, 
which do please me well. 

ISth. All day at home, withont stirring at all, looking after 
my workmen. 

19th. This night Hr. Gaaden' sent.me a great chine of 
beef, and half a dosen of tongues. 

20th. All day at home with my workmen, that I may get 
■11 done before Christmas. This day I hew that the Princess 
Boyall has the Anallpox. 

2lBt. They told me that this is St. Thomas's, and that, by 
on old customs, this daythe Exchequer men had formerly, 
and do intend Uiis night to have a supper ; which, if I could, 
I promised to come to, but did not. To my Lady's and 
dined with her : she told me how dangerously ill the Princess 
Boyal is : and that this morning she was said to be dead.

Cattance, and one Mr. Lawrence' (a fine gentleman, now 
going to Algiers), and other good company, where we had a 
very fine dinner, good mosiqae, and a great deal of wine. I 
very merry. Went to bed : my head aching all night. 

23d. (Lord's day.) In the morning to Cbnrch, where our 
pew all covered with rosemary and baize. A stranger' made 
» dull sermon. Home, and fotmd my wife and maid with 
much ado had made shift to spit a great turkey sent me this 
week from Charles Carter, my old colleague, now minister in 
Huntingdonshire, but not at all roasted, and bo I was fain to 
stay till two o'clock, and after that to church with my wife, 
and a good sermon there was, and so home. 

24th. Commiagioner Pett told me that he had lately 
presented a piece of plate (being a couple of flaggons) to Mr. 
Coventry, but he did not receive them, which also pat me 
upon doing the same, too ; and so after dinner I went and 
chose a payre of candlesticks to be mode ready for me at 
Alderman Backwell's. This day the Princess Royall died at 
White Hall. 

25th. (Christmas Day.) In the morning to church, where 
Mr. Mills made a very good sermon. Home to dinner, 
where my brother Tom (who thb morning come to see my 
wife's new mantle pat on, which do please me very well) to a 
good shoulder of mutton and a chicken. After dinner to 
church again, my wife and I, where we hod a dull sermon of 
» stranger, which made me sleep. 

26th. To my Lord's, where I found Sir Thomas Bond^

My Lord did dine this day with Sir Henry Wright, in order 
to hia going to sea nith the Queen. 

27th. To Alderman Backwell's again, where I found the 
candlesticks done, and went along nith him in his coach to 
my Lord's, and left the candlesticks with Mr. Sheplcy. Thia 
afternoon there came In a strange lord to Sir William Batten's 
by a mbtak«, and takes discourae with him, so that we eoali 
not b« rid of him till Sir Arn [old] Breames,^ and Mr. Bens, 
and Sir W. Pen, fell a-drinldng to him till he was drank, 
and so sent him away. About Uie middle of the night I 
was Tery ill -— I think with eating and drinking too ranch — 
and so I was forced to call the mayde, who pleased my wife 
and I in lier running up and down so innocently in her smock. 

28th. Staid within all the afternoon and evening, at my 
' lute, with great pleasure. 

29tb. Several people to speak with mo : Mr. Shepley for 
100!.; Mr. Kennard and Warren^ the mercbant about dealcs 
for my Lord. Captain Robert Blake lately come from the 
StreightB about some Florence wine for my Lord. To Alder* 
man Backwell's, and took a brave state-plate and cnpp in 
lieu of tbe candleBticks that I had tbe other day, and carried 
them by coach to my Lord's, and left tbem there. Home 
with my father, be telling me what bad wives both my coien

SOth, (Lord's day.) B^g up, I went with 'Will to my 
Lord's, calling in at many churches in my way.' There I 
found Mr. Shepley in his VeneUan oap, taking physic in his 
chamber. Mr. Childe and I spent some time at the lute. I 
to the Abby, and walked there, se^g the great oonfusion of 
people that come there to hear the organs. 

8lHt. In Paul's Obnrch-yard I bought the play of Henry 
the Fourth, and 00 went to the new Theatre [Killigrew's] 
and saw it acted ; but my expectation being too great, it did 
not please me, as otherwise I believe it would ; and my having 
a book, I beUeve did spoil it a little. That being done, I 
went to my Lord'e, where I found him private at cards with 
my Lord Lauderdale and some poisons of honour, my boy 
taking a cat home. with him fron) my Lord's, which Sarah 
had given bim for my wife, we being much troubled with 
mice. At White' Hall we inquiring for a coach, there was a 
Frenchman with one eye that was going my way, so he and 
I hired the coach between us, and he set me down in Fen- 
church Street. Strange, how the fellow, without asking, did 
tell me all what he was, and how he had run away from his 
fathw, and come into England to serve the King, and now 
going back again, &c. 

1660-61. 
At the end of the last and the beginning of this year, I 
do live in one of the houses belonging to the Navy Office, as 
one of the principal officers, and have done now about half-a- 
ycar ; my family being, myself, my wife, Jane, Will. Hevror, 
and Wayneman,' my girl's brother. Myself in constant good 
health, and in a most handsome and thriving condition. 
Blessed be Almighty God for it ! As to things of State — 
The King settled, and loved of all. The Duke of York, 
matched to my Lord Chancellor's daughter, wbich do not 
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please many. The Queen upon her retumo to France with 
the Princess Henrietta.^ The Princess of Orange* lately 
dead, and yie into neir moumiiig for her. We have been 
lately frighted with a great plot,^ and many taken np on it, 
and the fright not quite over. The Faritament, which had 
done all this groat good to the King, beginning to grow 
factions, the King did dissolve it December 2dth last, and 
anotiier likely to be chosen speedily. I take myself now to 
be worth 800/. clear in money, and all my goods, and all 
manner of debts paid, which are none at alL 

1660-61. January 1st. Mr. Moore, to my great comfort, 
tells me that my fees will come to 801. clear to myself, and 
about 251. for him, which he hath got oat of the pardons, 
though there be no fees due to me at all oat of them. 
Then comes in my brother Thomas, and after him my father, 
Dr. Thomas Pepya, my uncle Fenner and his two sons, 
(Anthony's only child dying this morning, yet he was so 
civil to come, and was pretty merry) to breakfast ; and I had 
for them a barrel of oysters, a dish of neat's tongues, and a 
dish of anchovies, wine of all sorts, and Korthdown ale. We 
wore very merry till abont eleven o'clock, and then they went 
away. At noon I carried my wife by coach to my coten, 
Thomas Pepjrs, where we, with my father. Dr. Thomas, 
cozen Hardwick, Scott, and their wives, dined. Hero I saw 
first his second wife, which is a very respectfiill woman; 
but his dinner a sorry, poor dinner for a man of his estate, 
there being nothing but ordinary meat in it. To-day the 
King dined at a lord's two doors from us. Mr. Mooro and 
I went to Mr. Pierce's ; in our way seeing the Duke of 
York bring his Lady to-day to wtut upon the Queen, the

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first time that ever she did since that harness; and the 
Queen is said to receive her now with much respect and 
love ; and there he cast np the fees, and I told the money, 
by the esme token the 1001. bag, after I had told it, fell all 
about the room, and I fear I have lost some of it. Supped 
irith them and Mr. Pierce, the purser, and his wife and 
mine, where we had a c&lfB bead carboned, but it waa raw — 
- we could not eat it — and a good hen. But she is such a 
Blut that I do not lore her victualls. 

2d. My Lord did ^ve me many commands in his business: 
as abont taking care to write to my uncle that Mr. Bame- 
well's papers should be looked up, in case he should die, 
he being now suspected to be very HI. Also about oonsolting 
with Mr. W. Montague for the settling of the 4000/. a-yeor 
^at the King had promised my Lord : as also about getting 
Mr. Oeorge Montagu to be chosen at Huntingdon this next 
Parliament, &c. That done, he to White Hall stairs with 
much company, and I with him ; where we took water for 
Lambeth, and there coach for Portsmonth, The Queen's 
things were all in White Hall court, ready to be sent away, 
and her Majesty ready to be gone an hour after to Hampton 
Court to-night, and so to be at Portsmouth on Saturday next. ' 
Home to dinner, where I found Pall (my sister) was come ; 
but I do not let her sit down at table with me,' which I do 
at first that she may not expect it hereafter from me. To 
Mr. Oeorge Montagu about the business of election, and he 
did give me a piece is gold ; so to my Lord's, and got the 
chest of plate bronght to the Exchequer, and my brother 
Spicer put into his treasury. I took a tnrne in 4;lie Hall, 
and bought the King and Chancellor's speeches at the dis- 
solving the Parliament last Saturday. This day I left Sir 
W. Batten and Captain Rider my chine of beefe for to serve 
to-morrow at Trinity House, the Duke of Albemarle being 
to be there, and all the rest of the Brethren, it being a great 
day for the reading over of their new charter, which the 
King hath newly given them. 

8d. To the Theatre, where waa acted " Beggar's Bush," it 

15 * ' 6«« wnte, Hof. 12th. 
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being very well done ; and here the first time that ever I saw 
women come npoD the stage. 

4th, Office all the morning, my. wife and Pall being gone 
to my father's to dress dinner for Mr. HonJwood, my mother 
being gone ont of town. I had been early this morning at 
White Hall, at the Jewell Office,' to choose a piece of gilt 
plate for my Lord, in retome of his offering to the King 
(which it seems is usnal at this time of year, and an Earle" 
gives twenty pieces in gold in a purse to the King.) I chose 
a gilt tankard, weighing 81 onnces and a half, and he is al- 
lowed 30 ; so I paid 128. for the onnce and half over what he 
is to have : but strange it was for me to see what a company 
of small fees I was called upon by a great many to pay there, 
which, I perceive, is the manner that courticre do get their- 
estates. After dinner, Mr. Moore and I to the theatre, 
where was " The Scornefnll Lady " acted very well, it being 
the first play that ever he saw. 

5th. The great Tom Fuller come to me to desire a kind- 
ness for a friend of his,' who hath a mind to go to Jamaica 
with these two ships that are going, which I promised to do. 
Staying in Paul's Churchyard, to bespeak Ogilby'e JEsop's 
Fables and Tully's Officys to be bonnd for me. 

6th. (Lord's day.) My wife and I to church this morning. 
To church again, where, before sermon, a long Psalm was set 
that lasted an hour, while the sexton gathered his year's 
contribncion through tho whole church. After sermon home,

Tom and I and my wife 
to the Theatre, and there saw ."The Silent Woman." 
Among other things here, Kinaston, the boy, had the goodr 
torn to appear in three shapes : first, as a poor woman in 
ordinary eletbes, to please Morose ; then in fine clothes, as a 
gallant ; and in them was clearly the prettiest woman in the 
whole house : and lastly, as a man ; and then likewise did 
appear the handaomeet man in the honse. From thence by 
link to my oonsin Hardwioke's, where my father and we and 
Dr. Pepya, Scott and bis wife, and one Mr. Ward and his ; 
and after a good anpper, we bad an excellent cake, where the 
mark for the Queen was cut, and so there was two queens, 
my wife and Mrs. Ward; and the King being lost, tfaey 
choee the Doctor to be king: so we made him B^nd for some 
wine, and then home. In our way we were in many places 
strictly examined, more than in the worst of times, there 
being great fears of these Fanatiques rising again : for the 
present, I do not hear that uiy of them are taken. 

8th. To Westminster, where I dined with my Lady. 
After dinner I took my Lord Hinchiugbroke and Mr. Sidney 
to the Theatre, and shewed Aem "The Widdow,'" an 
indifferent good play, but wronged by the women's being 
mncb too sad in their parts. That being done, my Lord's 
coach mtited for ns, and eo back to my Lady's, where she 
made me drink of some Florence wine, and did give me two 
bottles for my wife. Some talk to-day of a head of Fana- 
tiques that do appear aboot, but I do net believe it. How-

bimself very hooourably, and hath caased one of tboir 
meeting-houses in London to be pulled down. 

9th. Waked in the morning about six o'clock hj people 
running up and down in Mr. Davia'a houae, talkilig that the 
Fanatiques were np in armes in the City. And so I rose 
and went forth ; where in the street I found every body in 
armes at the doors. So I returned (though with no good 
courage at all,' but that I might not seem to be afraid) and 
got my sword and pistol, which however I had no powder to 
charge ; and went to the door, where I found Sir R. Ford,* 
and with him I walked up and down as fu* as the Exchange, 
and there I left him. In our way, the streets fall of train- 
bsads, and great stir. What mischief these rogues hare 
done! and I think near a dozen had been killed this monung 
on both sides. The shops shut, and all things in trouble. 
Home to my lute till late, and then to bod, there being strict 
guards all night in the city, though most of the enemies, they 
say, are killed or taken.^ 

10th. There comes Mr. Hensly to me, and brings me my 
money for the quarter of a year's salary of my place under 
Downing that I was at sea : so I did give him half, whereof 
he did in his noblenesso give the odd Se. to my Jane. 
Talking of his wooing afresh of Mrs. Lane, and of his going 
to serve the-Bishop of London. After dinner, Will comes to 
tell mc that he had presented my piece of plate to Mr. 
Coventry, who takes it very kindly, and sends me a very 
kind letter, and the plate back again ; of which my heart ia 
very glad. Mr. Davis told us the particular examinations of 
these Fanatiques that are taken: and in short it is this, these 
Fanatiques that have routed alt the train-bands that they 
met with, put the King's life-guards to the run, killed about 
twenty men, broke through the City gates twice ; and all this 
in the day-time, when all the City was in armes ; — arc not in 
all above 31. Whereas we did believe them (because they

heard of, that ao few men should dare and do so mudb 
miBchief. Their word waa, " The King Jeans, and their 
heada npon the gates." Few of them would receive any 
quarter, but sncb as were taken by force and kept alive; 
expecting Jesus to come here and reign in the world presently, 
and win not believe yet. The King this day come to towne. 

11th. (Office day.) This day comea news, by letters from 
PortsmoQth, diat the Princeaa Henrietta is fallen Hck of the ' 
meszles on board the London, after the Queen' and she was 
nnder aiul. And so was forced to come back into Portemonth 
harbonr ; and in their way, by negligence of the pilot, mn 
upon the Hotse sand. The Qneen and sbi continaed aboard, 
and do not intend to come on ahore till she sees what will 
become of the yonng Princess. This newes do make people 
diink aconething indeed, that three of the Royal Family 
should fall sick of the same diaease, one after another. This 
monung, likewise, we had order to aee guarda set in all the 
King's yards ; and ao Sir William Batten goea to Chatham, 
Colonel Slingsby and I to Deptford and Woolwich. Ports- 
month being a garrison, needs none. To the coffee-house, 
where I met Captain Morrice, die upholsterer, who wonld fun 
have lent me a horse to-night, to have rid with him upon the 
<nty-guards, with the Lord Mayor, there being some new 
expectations of these rogues ; bat I refused, hy reason of my 
gmng out of town to-morrow. So home to bed. 

12th. With Colonel Slingsby uid a friend of his, Major 
Waters, (a deafe and moat amorous melaneholy gentleman, 
who is under a despayr in love, as the Colonel told mo, which 
makes him bad company, though a moat good-natured man) 
by water to B«driffe, and so on foot to Deptford. We fell 
to choosing fonr captains to command the guards, and choos-

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iBg the place where to keep th^n, aod other things in ord«r • 
thereunto. Never till now did I oee the great authority of 
my place, iJl the captains of the fieete coming cap in hand to 
OB. I went home with Mr. Davia,' storekeeper (whose vnfe 
is ill, and so I could not see her), and was there most prinee- 
like lodged, with so much respect and honour, that I was at 
a lose how to behave myself. 

18th. (Lord's day.) To the Globe to dinner, and then with 
CommiseioQer Pett to his lodgmgs there (which be hath for the 
present, while he is in building the King's yacht, which will 
be a very pret^ thing, uid much beyond the Dnchman's), 
and from thenoe by coach to Oreenwich church, where a good 
sermon, a fine ohoroh, and a great company of handsome wom^i. 
And so I to Mr. Davis's to bed again. Bat so sooner in bed, 
but we had an idwme, and so we rose: and the Comp- 
troller^ cornea into the yard to us ; uid seamen of all the ships 
present repMr to us, and th^re we armed with every one a 
handspike, with whiob they were as fierce as oonld be. At 
last we hear that it |Was fire or six men that did ride throng 
the guard in the towne, without stopping to the guard tiiat 
was there; and, some say, shot at them. But ^1 bang 
quiet thore, we caused the aeamen to go on board again. 

14th. The armes being oomo this morning from the Tower, 
we oanaed them to be distributed. I spent much time with 
Lieutenant Lambert, walking up and down the yards, and be 
dined with us. After dinner, l/bre.- Pett lent us her coach, 
and carried us to Woolwich, which we did also diapoee of die 
arms there, and settle the guards. 

15th. Up and down the yard all die morning, and seeing 
the seamen exorcise, which th^ do already very handsomely. 
Then to dinner at Mr. Ackworth's,' where there also dined 
with us (me Captain Bediell, a friend <^ the Comptroller's. A 
good dinner, and vety handsome. After that, and taking of 
our leave of the officers of the yard, we walked to the wat«s 
side, and in onr way walked into the rope-ysrd, where I do

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look into the tar-hoiues and o^er places, and took great 
notice of all the aevenl worln belonging to the maJbong of a 
cable. Bo after a onpp of btinit wine at the taveme there, 
we took barge and went to Blackwall, and viewed the dock, 
and the sew We«t dock, which is newl; made there, and a 
brave new niM'i^iantman whicdi is to be lanac^ied ehortlj, and 
the^ say to be called the Royal Of^e. Hence we walked to 
Dick-Shoare,' and thence to the Towre, and so home. I per- 
cedve lUMie of oar officers care uoch {or one another, but I do 
ke^ in with them all as much as I oan. This da; I hear 
the Princess is recovered again. . The King hath been this 
aflemoon at Deptford, to see the ;«oht^ ^t Conmissioner 
Fett' is baildiag, whi(^ will be very pretty ; as also Uutt his 
brother* at Woolwich is making. 

16th. This morning I went early to the Ctmiptroller's, and 
BO with him by ooach to WMte Hall, to wait upon Mr. Co- 
ventry, to give him on account of what we hare done, which 
having done, I went away to wait i^n my Lady ; but com- 
ing to her lodj^ngs, I hear that she has gone this morning to 
Chatham by coach, thinking to meet me there, which did 
trouble me exceedingly, uid [I] did not know what to do, 
being loth to follow her, uid yet could not imagine what she 
would do when she found me not there. In this trouble, I 
went to take a walk in Westminstor Hall, and by ohanee met 
with Mr. Childe, who went forth with my Lady to-day, but his 
home Imng bad, he come back agfun, which then did trouble 
me more, so thatl did resolve to go to her ; and so by boate 
home, and put on my boots, and so over to Sonthwarke to 
the post-hoose, uid there took horse and guide to Dartford, 
uid then to Kochester, (X having good horses and good way,

before six o'clock, and I set forth after her) «h<>re I foond 
my Lady and her daughter Jem., and Mrs. Browne* and fire 
Berrants, all at a great losa, not finding me here, bnt at ray 
coming she was overjoyed. The sport was, how she had in- 
tended to have kept herself nnlcnown, and how the Oaptune* 
(whom she had Bent for) of the Charles had forsoothed^ her, 
though he knew her well enough and she him. In fine, we 
Bnpped merry, and bo to bed, there coming Bereral «f the 
Gbarlee'e men to see me before I got to bed. The page lay 
with me. 

17th. Up and breakfast with ny Lady. Then come 
Gaptun Guttance and Blake * to carry her in the barge on 
board, and so we went throngh Ham Greeke to the Soverayne 
(a goodly sight all the way to see the brave ships that lie 
here) first, which is a most noble ship. I never saw [ber] 
before. My Lady Sandwich, my Lady Jemiraah, Mrs. 
Browne, Mrs. Grace, and Mary and the page, my lady'j 
servants, and myself, all went into the lanthome together. 
From thence to the Gharles, where my Lady took great 
pleasure to see all the rooms, and to hear me tell h«- how 
things are whoi my Lord is there. After we had se^i all, 
then the officers of the ship had prepared a handsome break- 
fast for her, and while she was pledging my Lord's health 
they give her five guns. That done, we went ofi*, and then 
they give ns thirteen guns more. I confer it was great 
pleasure to myself to see the ship that I began my good 
fortune in. From thence on board the Newcastle, to show 
my Lady the difierence between a great and a small ship. 
Among these ships I did give away 11, So back again, and 
went on shore at Chatham Yard, where I had ordered the 
coach to wait for us. Here I heard that Sir William Batten

aTojd) were now gone this monimg to London. So we took 
coach, and I went into the coach, sod went through the 
towns, without making atop at our inn, bat left J. Goods to 
pay the reckdning. So I rode with my lady in the coach, 
and the page on the horae that I shoold have rid on — he 
desiring it. It began to be darke before we conld come to 
Dartford, and to rain hard, and the horses to foyle, which 
was onr great care to prevent, for fear of my Lord's dtfr- 
pleaaore : so here we sat up for the night, as also Captain 
Cuttance and Blake, who come along with us. Wo set and 
ttUked till supper. My Lady and I entwed into a great 
dispute concerning what were best for a man to do with his 
estate — whether to make his elder son heire, which my Lady 
is for, and I against, bnt rather to make all equall. This 
discourse took ns much time, till it was time to go to bed ; 
but we being merry, we bade my Lady good night, and 
intended to have gone to the Fost-honse to drink, and hear a 
pret^ girl play of the citteme (and indeed we should liaTe 
Iain there, bnt by a mistake we £d not), but it was late, and 
we could not hear her, and the guard came to ezunine what 
we were : so we returned to <»tr home and to bed, the page 
and I in one bed, and the two o^>tainB in another, all in one 
chamber, where we had very good mirth with onr most abo- 
minable lodging. 

18th. The Captains went with me to the poBt-honse about 
nine o'clock, and after a morning draught I took horse and 
guide for London ; and though some rain, and a great wind 
in my face, I got to London at eleyen o'clock. At home 
found all well, but the monkey loose, which did anger me, 
and so I did strike her till she was almost dead, that they 
might make her faat again, which did still trouble me 
more. Took Mr. Holliard ^ to the Greyhound, where he did 
advise me above all things, both as to the stone and the decay

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of 1117 memory, (of which I now coraplain to him) to avoid 
drinkiDg often, which I am resolved, if I Can, to leave off. 
Took home with me from the bookeeller's Ogilby'a Msop, 
which he had bound for mG, and indeed I am verj mnch 
pleased with the book. 

19th. To the ComptroHer'a, and with him by coach to 
White HaD ; in oar wsj meeting Veuner' and Pritchard npon 
a sledge, who with two more Fifth Monarchy men were hanged 
to-daj, and tfae two first drawn and quartered. Went to the 
Theatre, where I saw " The Lost Lady," ' which do not please 
me nmch. Here I was troubled to be eeen by four of oar 
I office clerkes, which sat in the half-crowne box, and I in the 
1(. Qd. From hence by linke, and bought two moose-trspa 
of Thomas Pepys, the Tomer. 

21st. To Westminster Hall, to the Oommissioaers for 
paying off the Army and Navy, where the Duke of Albemarle 
was ; and we satt with our hatts on, and did discourse about 
paying off the ships, and do find that they do intend to 
undertake it withont our help ; and we are glad' of it, for it is 
a work that will mnch displease the poor seamen, and so we 
are glad to have no hand in it. It is strange what weather 
we Inve bad all this winter ; no cold at all ; but the ways are 
doaty, and the fiyes fly up and down, and the rose-bnahes are 
ftill of leaves, such a time of the year as was never known in 
this world before here. This day many more of tfae E^h 
Monarchy men were hanged. 

2Sd. To the Comptroller's house, where I read over his 
proposals to the Lord Admirall for the regulating of tho 
officers of the Kavy, in which he faath taken much pams, only 
he do seem to have too good an opinion of them himself. 
From thence in his coach to Mercers' Chapell, and so up to 
the great hall, where we met with tfae King's Conncell for 
trade, upon some propoealle of theirs for settling convoys fw 
the whole English trade, and that by having 88 ships (fonr 
fourth-rates, nineteen fifths, ten sixth) settled by the King for

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that purpose, which indeed wu urged venj finely bj muiy 
persona of bonoor, and merchants that were there. It plcued 
ma much now to come in this condition to this plaoe, where 
I was once a petitioner for mj exhibition in Paul's Sohool ; 
and slao where Sir G. Downing (my late master) was chure- 
man, and so but equally eonoemed with me. I met with Br. 
Thomas FoUer : he tells me of his last and great book that ia 
coming oat: that ia, the History of all the Familiea in 
£agland ; and eoold tell me more of my owne, than I knew 
myself. And also to what perfection be hath now brought 
the art of memory ; that he did lately to four eminently great 
scholars dictate together in Latin, upon different Bubjects of 
their proposing, faster than they wure able to writ^ till they 
w«-e tired ; and that the best way of beginning a sentence, if 
a man sbonld be out and forget bis lost srateooe, (which he 
never was) that then hia last refuge is to begin with on 
Utenoque. 

2Sd. To Qresbam CoUedge, (where I nerer was before) 
and saw the nuusDW of the house, and found great company 
of persons of honour there : dtence to my bookseller's, and for 
books, and to SteveDS, the stlTersmltb, to make clean some 
plate against to-morrow, and so home, by the way paying many 
. litUe debts for wine and pictures, which is my great pleasure, 

24th. There dined with me Sir William Batten and his lady 
and daughter. Sir W. Fen, Mr. Fox, (his lady being ill could 
not come) and Captain Cuttance: the first diuner I have 
mode since I oome hither. This cost .me above 5L, and 
merry we were — only my chimn^ smokes. To bed, being 
glad that the trouble is over. 

25th. Interrupted by Mr. Salisbury's coming in, who come 
to see me, and to show me my Lord's pictnre in little, of his 
doing. Truly it is strange to what a perfection he is come 
in a year's tine. This night comes two cages, which I bought 
this evening for my canary birds, which Captain Rooth ' this 
day sent me. 

26. There dined with me this day both the Heroes^ and

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their irivee, and Captain Cnttanoe and Licntesant Lambert, 
with whom we made onrselTea very merry hj taking awa;

27th. (Lord's day.) Before Z rose, letters come to me from 
Portsmonth, telling me that the Princess is now well, and my 
Lord Sandwich set sail with the Queen and her yesterday 
from thence to France. To chnrch : a poor dnll sermon of a 
stranger. Home, and at dinner was very angry at my people's 
eating a fine pudding, (made me by Slater, the cooke, last 
Thursday) without my wife's leave. This day the parson read 
a proclamation at church, for the keeping of Wednesday nezt,^ 
the 30th of January, a fast for the morther of the late King. 

28tli. Dined at home, and after dinner to Fleet Streete 
with my sword to Mr. Brigden (lately made Captun of the 
Auxiliaries) to be refreshed, and with him to an alehouse, 
where I met Mr. Davenport, and after some talk of Cromwell, 
Ireton, and Bradshaw's bodies being taken out of their graves 
to-day,^ I went to Mr. Crewe's, and thence to the Theatre, 
where I saw agun " The Lost Lady," which do now please 
me better than before ; and here I sitting behind in a dark 
place, a lady spit backward upon me by a mistake, not seeing 
me ; bat after seeing her to be » very pretty lady, I was not 
troubled at it at all. At Mr. Holden's I bought a hat cost 
me S5s. 

29th. To Southwark, and so over the fields to Lambeth, 
it being a most glorious and warm day even to amazement 
for this time of the year. My Lady gone with some com- 
pany to see Hampton Court: so we went to Blaokfiyers,* 
(the first timel ever was there since plays begun) (md there, 
after great patience, and little expectations from bo poor be- 
ginnings, I saw three acts of " The mayd in y* Mill * acted to

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mj great content. But it being late, I left the play, and hj 
-water through bridge home, and ao to Mr. Turner's house, 
irhere the Comptroller, Sir William Batten, and Mr. Daris, 
and their ladies ; and here we had a moat neat little font costly 
and genteel snpper. After that, a great deal of 'imperduent 
mirth by Mr. Davis, and some catches, and so broke op, and 
going away, Mr. Davis's eldest sod took op my old liady 
Slingsby ' in his armes, and carried her to the coaoh, and is 
said to be able to carry three of the biggest men that were is 
the company, which I wonder at. 

SOth. (Fast day.) The first time that this day hath been yet 
observed :- and Mr. Mills made a meet exoellent eeimon upon 
" Lord, forgive ns our former iniquities ;' ' speaking excellently 
of the justice of God in punishing men for the sins of their 
ancestors. Had a letter from my brother John, a very inge- 
nioBB one, and he therein begs to have leave to come to town 
at the Coronacion. To my Lady Batten's ; where my wife 
and she are lately come back again from being abroad, and 
seeing of Cromwell, Ireton,^ and Bradshaw, hanged and buried 
at Tybume.' 

Slat. This morning about getting a ship to carry my Lord's 
dealea to Lynne,* and we have chosen the Gift. My Lady 
not well, so I eat a mouthfuU of dinner there. To the 
Theatre, and there sat in the pitt among the company of fine 
ladys, &c. ; and the house was exceeding fnll, to see Ai^aliis

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itnd Farthenia,' the first time dist it li&tli been act«d : and 
indeed it is good, tbongli wronged b; ID7 over great expecta- 
tions, a& all things else are. 

Feb. 2d. Home, where all things in a hurry for dinnw 
— a strange cooke being come in the room of SUter, vho 
could not come. There dined here my TJncle Wright and 
my Aunt, my father and mother, and my brother Tom, Dr. 
Fairbrother, and Mr. sMills, the parson, and hia wife, who ii 
a neighbour's danghter of my uncle Robert's, and knows my 
aunt Wright and all her and my friends there ; and so we 
had excellent company to-day. After dinner I was sent for 
by Sir Q. Guieret. Then home ; where I found the p&rson 
and his wife gone, and by and by the rest of the company, 
very well pleased, and I too ; it being the last ftinner I intend 
to make a great while. Three dinners within a fortnight. 

8d. (Lord's day.) This day I first begun to go forth in my 
coate and sword, as the manner now among gentlemen is. In 
my way he^d Mr. Thomas Fuller preach at the Savoy apoB 
our forgiving of other men's trespa^ee, shewing among other 
things that we are to go to law never to revenge, but only to 
repayre, which I think a good distdnction.

, land, and (by bii Hoond wlfa) ii tba dlreot anoaator of Lonii PhiUppa, Eisc of 
tha Frenoh. 
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CT7, hj mskiog nglj faces as he was stepping to the King, 
bat nadiscoTered. And how Sir Philip Warwick's ' lady did 
ironder to have Mr. Darcy* send for aeveral dozen battles of 
Khenish wine to her honse, not knowing that the wine was 
bis. Thence to my Lord's; where I am told how Sir Thomas 
Crewe's^ Pedro, with two of his eonntrymen more, did last 
night kill one soldier of fonr that qmrrolled with them in the 
street, about ten o'clock. The other two are tMkea ; bat he 
is now hid at my Lord's till night, that he do intend to nuke 
faia eecapo away. 

4th. To the Tavern, where Sir William Pen, and the Comp- 
troller, and several others were, men and w<Hnen ; and we had 
a very great and merry dinner ; and after dinner the Gomp- 
^oller begun some sports, among others, the naming of people 
round, and afterwards demanding q^aestions of them that they 
are forced to answer their names to, wtuch do make rery good | 
sport. And here I took pleasure to take forfeits of the ladiea 
who would not do their duty by kissing trf them : among others 
» pretty lady, who I found afterwards to be wife to Sir Wil- 
liam Batten's son.* We sat late, talking with my Lady and 
others, and Dr. Whistler,' who I found good company and » 
Tery ingenious man : so home and to bed. 

5th. Washing-day. My wife and I by water to Westmia- 
Bter. She to her mother's, and I to Westminster Hall, where 
I found a fall teribe, and- there saw my Lord Treasurer,* (who 
was sworn to-day at the Exchequer, with a great company of 
Lords and persons of honour to attend him) go up to tho

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Treasury Office, and take possession thereof; and also saw 
tbe heads of Cromwell, Bra«Uliaw, and Ireton, set up at the 
further end of the Hall. I went by coach to the playhouse 
at the Theatre. Our coach in King street breaking, and so 
took another. Here we saw Argalus and Parthenia, which I 
lately saw, but though pleasant toi the dancing and siDging, 
I do not find good for any wit or desigo therein. 

7th. To Westminster HalL And after a walk to my 
Lord's ; where, while I and my Lady wwe in her chamber in 
talk, in comes my Lord from eea, to our great wonder. He 
had dined at Havre de Grace on Monday last, and come to 
the Downes the next day, and lay at Canterbury that night ; 
and BO to Dartford, and theace this morning to White Hall. 
Among others, Mr. Creed and Captain Ferrers tell me the 
stories of my Lord Duke of Buckinghun's and my Lord's 
jailing out at Havre de Grace, at cards ; they two and my 
Lord St. Albans playing. The Bake did, to my Lord's dis- 
honour, often say thak he did in his conscience know the con- 
trary to what he then said, about the difference at cards ; and 
so did take up the money that he should have lost to my Lord, 
which my Lord resenting, said nothing then, but that he 
doubted not but there were ways enough to get his mopey of 
him. So they parted that night ; and my Lord sent Sir. R. 
Stayner the next morning to the Duke, to know whether he 
did remember what he said last night, and whether he would 
owne it with his sword and a second ; which he sud he would, 
end so both sides agreed. But my Lord St. Albans, and the 
Queen, and Ambassador Montagu, did way-lay them nt their 
lodgings, till the difference was made up, to my Lord's honour ; 
who hath got great reputation thereby. 

8th. Captain John Outtle, and Curtis, and Mootham,' and 
I, went to the Fleece Taverne' to drink ; and there we spent 
till four o'clock, tolling stories of Algiers, and the manner of 
life of slaves there. And truly Captun Mootham and Mr, 
Dawes' (who have been both slaves there), did make me fully 
' Pel«r MoDlham, CspUia of th« ForMigfat: klterwudi lUin in tction. 
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acqnaintod with their condition there : as, how they cat no- 
thing hut hresd and water. At their redemption they pay bo 
much for the water they drink at the public fonntaynes, during 
their being slaves. How they are beat upon the solee of their 
f^t and bellies, at the liberty of their padron. How they are 
all, at night, called into their master's Bagnard ; and there 
they lie. How the poorest men do love their slaves best. 
How Bome rogues do live well, if they do invent to bring their 
masters in so mnch a week by their industry or theft ; and 
then they are put to no other work at all. And theft there 
is counted no great crime at all. 

9th. Creed and I to Whitefriars to the Play-house, and 
saw " The Mad Lover," ' the firet time I ever saw it acted, 
which I like pretty well. 

10th. (Lord's day.) Took physique all day, aad, God for- 1 
give me, did spend it in reading of some little French ' 
romances. At night my wife and I did please ourselves talk- 
ing of onr going into France, which I hope to effect this 
summer. 

12th. By water to Salsbnry Court play-house, where not 
liking to sit, we went out agun, and by coach to the Theatre, - 
and there saw "The Scornful! Lady," now done by a 
woman," which makes the play much better than ever it did 
to me. 

13th. To Sir W. Batten's, whither I sent for my wife, 
and we chose ValentineB against to-morrow. My wife chose 
me, which did much please me; my lady Batten, Sir W. 
Pen, ftc. 

■ 14th. (Valentine's day.) Up early, and to Sir W. Batten's, 
but could not go in till I asked whether they that opened the 
doore was a man or a woman, and Mingo, who was there, 
answered a woman, which, with his tone, made me laugh ; 
80 up I went, and took Mrs. Martha' for my Valentine 
(which I do only for complacency), and Sir W. Batten he go 
in the same manner to my wife, and bo we were very merry.

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Abont ten o'clocic, we irith & ^eat de&l of compuiy vent 
doTm by oar barge to Deptforcl, and tbere only went to see 
how forward Mr. Pett's yacht is ; and eo all into the barge 
sgwn, and eo to Woolwich, on board the Rose-bush, Captain 
Brown's' ship, Uiat is brotber'^n-law to Sir W. Batten, wha« 
we had a very fine dinner, dressed on shore, and great mirth, 
and all things e&eceesfnll : the first time I erer carried mj 
wife a-ship-board, as also my hoy Waynenuui, who hath all 
this day been called young Pepys, aa Sir W. Pen's boy young 
Pen. The talk of the towne bow is, who tiie King is like to 
have for his Queen : and whether Lent shall be kept with 
the strictnesse of the King's proclamation ; which is thought 
cannot be, because of the poor, who cannot bny fish. And 
also the great preparation for the iUng's crowning is now 
much thought upon and talked of. 

I5th. Making up my accounts for my Lord to-morrow; 
and that being done, I found myself to be clear (as I think) 
S501. in the world, besides my goods in my house, and all 
things paid for. 

16th. To my Lord in the morning, who looked over my 
accounts, aod ^reed to them. I do also get him to sign a 
bill (which do make my heart merry) for 60^ to me, in oon- 
sideration of my work extraordinary at sea thb last voyage, 
which I hope to get paid. To the Theatre, where I saw the 
" Virgin Martyr,"* a good, but too sober a play for the com- 
pany. 

17th. (Lord's day.) A most tedious, wireasonahle, and 
impertinent sermon, by an Irish doctor. His text was, 
" Scatter them, Lord, ^at delight in warr." Sir W. 
Batten and I very much angry with the parson. 

18th. In the aftemooo, my wife and I, and Mrs. Martha 
Batten, my Valentine, to the Exchange, and there, upon a 
payre of embroydered and six payre of plain white gloves, I 
laid out 40«. upon her. Then we went to a mercer's, at the 
end of Lombard Street, and there she bought a suit of lut»- 
string for herself; and so home. It is much talked that the 
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King is already married to the niece of the Prince de Ligne,' 
and that he hath two sons already by her : which I am sorry 
to bd^ ; hot yet am gladder that it ehonld be so than that 
the Duke of York sad his family ehotiM come to the crowne, 
he being a professed friend to the Cathohqnes. Met with 
&r Q. Carteret : who afberwarda, with the Duke of York, my 
Lord Sandwich, and others, went into a private room to con- 
anlt : and we were a little tronbled that we were not called in 
with the rest. But I do believe it was npon something 
very private. We staid walking in the gallery; where we 
met wiUi Mr. Slkgsby,* who Bhowed me the stampe of the 
King's new coyse ; whicii is strange to see, how good they 
are in ^e stamp, and bad in the money, for lack of skill to 
make them. Bat he says Blondean^ will shortly come over, 
and then we shall have it better, and the best in the world. 
He tells me, he is snre that the King is not yet married, as it 
u said ; nor that it is known who he will have. Spent the even- 
ing in reading of a Latin play, the " Nanfraginin Jocnlare."* 

2l8t. To Westminster by coach with Sir W. Pen, and in 
ear way saw the city begin to bnild sca&blda against the 
Coronaoion. 

22d. My wife to Sir W. Batten's, and there sat a while; 
be having yesterday sent my wife half-Srdozen pur of gloves 
snd a pair of sQk stockings and garters, for her Valentine. 

28d. This my birthday, 28 years. Mr. Eartlibh told me 
how my Lord Chancellor had lately got the Dnke of York 
and Bncbess, and her woman, my Lord Osaory* and a 
Doctor to make oath before most of the Judges of the king- 
dom concerning all the oircumstancee of their marriage. 
And, in fine, it is confessed that they were not fally married 
till abont a month or two before she was brought to bed ;

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but that tbey were contractod long before, uid lime eDougb 
for the child to he legitimate.' But I do Dot hear that it 
was pat to the Judges (o deterauoe whether it was bo or no. 
To my Lord, and there spoke to him about his opinion of the 
Light, the aea-marke that Captain Mnrford is about, and do 
offer me an eighth part to concern myself with it ; and mj 
Lord do give me some enconragement in it, and I shall go 
on. To the Play-boose [Davenant's], and there saw " The 
Changeling]"' the first time it hath been acted these twenty 
years, and it takes exceedingly. Bemdes, I see the gallants 
do begin to be tyred with the vanity and pride of the theatre 
actors, who are indeed grown very prond and rich. I also 
met with the Comptroller, who told me how it was, easy for 
us all, the principal officers, and proper for ns, to Isboor to 
get into the next Parliament ; and wonld have me to ask the 
Dnko's letter,^ bnt I shall not endeavonr it. This. is now 28 
years that I am bom. And blessed he God, in a state of 
full content, and a great hope to be a happy man in all 
respects, both to myself and friends. 

24th. (Sunday.) Mr. Mills made as excellent a sermon in 
the morning against drunkenesse, as ever I heard in my 
life : another good one of his in the afternoon. My Valentine 
had ber fine gloves on at church to-day that I did give ber. 

26th. To Mr. Symons's, where we found bim abroad, but 
she, like « good lady, within, and there we did eat some nettle 
porrige, which was made on purpose to-day for some of their 
coming, and was very good. 

2eth. (Shrove Tuesday.) To Mr. Crewe's, and there 
delivered Cotgrave's Dictionary* to my Lady Jemimah. To 
Mrs. Turner's, where several friends, all strangers to me but 
Mrs. Anniger, dined. Very merry, and the best fritters that 
ever I eat in my life. After that, looked out at window : saw 
the flinging at cocks. «

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27tb. I wallced in the garden with little Ofiptfun Mnrford, 
irhere he and I bad some discourse concerning the Light- 
House again, and I think I shall appew ia the business, he 
promising me that if I can bring it about, it will be wortii 
100/. per annum. I called for a dish of fish, which we bad 
for dinner, this being the first day of Lent ; and I do intend : 
to try whether I can keep it or no. My father did show me 
a letter from my brother John, wberein be tells ns that be is 
chosen seboUsf of the bons^,^ which do please me much, 
because I do perceive now it must chiefly come from his 
merit, and not tlie power of his totor, Dr. Widdrington, who 
18 now quite ont of interest there, and bath put orer His 
pupils to tSt. Pepper, s young Fellow of &.e College. This 
day the Commissioners of Parliament begin to pay off the 
fleet, beginning with the Hampshire, and do it at Guildh^l, 
for fear of going ont of the town, into the power of the 
seamen, who are highly incensed against them. 

28th. Notwithstanding my resolution, yet, for want of j 
other -rictualls, I did eat flesh tbis Lent, bat am resolred to I 
eat aa little as I can. This month ends ffitb two great secrets 
imder dispnte, bat yet known to very few: first, Who the 
King will marry ; and What the meaning of this fleet is which 
ire are now sheathing to set out for the southward. Most think 
against Algiers, against the Turke, or to the East Indys against 
tile Dutch, who, we hear, are setting out a great fleet thitber. 

March 1st. After dinner, Mr, Shepley and I ia private 
talking about my Lord's intentions to go speedily into the 
eoontry, but to what end we know not. We fear he b to go 
to sea with this fleet now preparing. But we wish that be 
'could get his 4090Z. per annum settled before he do go. To 
White-firyars, and saw "The Bondman"' acted; an excellent 
play, and well done. Bat above all that I ever saw, Betterton 
do the Bondman the beet. Sat up late, spending my thoughts 
bow to get money in my great expense at the Coronacion, 
against which all provide, and scaflblds setting up in every 
street. I had many designs in my head to get some, but 
know not which will take.

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2d. After dinner I went to the Theatre, where I faood ao 
few people (which is gtrange, and the reaaon I do not know) 
that I went out again, and bo to Salisfanry Court, where the 
hotise aB full ai could be ; and it eeems it was a new play, 
"The Queen's Maske,"' wherein there are some good 
humours : among others, a good jeer to the old story of the 
Siege of Troy, making it to be a common country tale. But 
above all it was strange to see so little a boj ae that was to 
act Cupid, which ie one of the greatest parts in it.

Before his going 
he did ff-ie me some Jewells to keep for him, vii. Uiat that 
tiie King of Sweden did ^ve him, with the King's own 
{Hoture in it, most excellently done ; and a brave (George, all 
of diamonds, and this with ^e greatest ezpreasiona of love 
and confidence that Leonid imagine or hope for, which is a 
very great joy to me. 

8th. All the morning at the office. At noon. Sir William

Bfr. Mount, my I^dy Doohess's gentleman-nsher, stood wait- 
ing at table, whom I ever thought a man so mnch above me 
in all respects : also to hear the discoorse of so many high 
Cavaliera of things past It was a, great content and joy 
tome. 

9th. To my Lord's where we fonnd him lately come from 
Snchingbroke. I staid and dined witit him. He took ma 
aside, and asked me what the world spoke of the Eing'i 
marriage, whioh I answeriag aa one that knew nothing, he 
enquired no further of me. But I do perceive by it that 
there is somediing in it that is ready to come out that the 
world knows not of yet. 

10th. (Lord's day.) Heard Mr^ Mills in the morning, a 
good sermon. Dined at home on a poor Lenten dinner of 
Doleworts and bacon. In the afternoon again to church, and 
there heard one Castle, whom I knew of my year at Cam- 
bridge. He made a dull sermon. 

11th. After dinner I went to the Theatre, and there saw 
"Love's Mistress" done by them, which I do not like in 
some things as well aa their acting in Salisbury Court. My I 
wife come home, and she had got her teeth new done by La 
Roche, and are indeed now pretty handsome, and I wss much 
pleased with it. 

12th. To Guildhall, and there set my hand to the book 
before Colonel King for my eea-pay, and blessed be God ! 
they have cast me at midshipman's pay, which do make my 
heart very glad.

This morning early Sir William Batten went to 
Rochester, where he expects to be chosen Parliament-man. 
This day an ambassador from Florence was bronght into the 
towne in state. Yesterday was said to be the day that the 
Princess Henrietta was to marry the Dnke d'Ai^oo' in 
France. This day I fonnd in the new^booke that Bt^er 
Pepys is chosen at Cambridge for the towne, the first plaee 
that we hear of to have made their choice yet. 

Mr. Creed and I to White-fryars, where we saw 
"The Bondman" acted most excellently, and though I have 
seen it often, yet I am every time more and more pleased with 
Betterton's action. 

20th. To White Hall to Mr. Corentry, where I did sonu 
bnsinesB with him, and so with Sir W. Pen (who I found 
with Mr. Coventry teaching of him the map to nnderstand 
Jamaica). The great talk of the towne is the strange elec- 
tion that the City of London made yesterday for parliament- 
men ; via. Fowke, Love, Jones, and. ,* men that, so far 

from being episcopall, are thought to be Anabaptists ; and 
chosen with a great deale of scale, in spite of the other party 
that thought themselves so strong, calling out in the Hall, 
"No Bishops! no Lord Bishops!" It do make people to 
fear it may come to worse, by being an example to the conn- 
try to do the same. And indeed the Bishops are bo high, 
that very few do love them.

At noon dined at my Iiord'e, who was very merry, 
and aiter dinner we Bsng and fiddled a great while. Thia 
~day I Bftw the Florence Ambassador go to hia andience, the 
weather rery foule, and yet he and his company very gallant. 

22d. Abont eight o'clock I got a horse-back, and my 
Iiadj and her two danghters and Sir W. Pen into ooaob, and 
■o over London Bridge, and thence to Dartford. The day 
very pleasant, though the way bad. Here we met with Sir W.*^ 
Batten and some company along with him, who had assisted 
him in his election at Boohester ; and bo we dined, and were 
rery merry. At fire o'clock we set out again in a coach 
home, and were very merry all the way. At Deptford we 
met with Mr. Kewborne, and some other friends and their 
wives in a coach to meet as, and so they went home with us, 
and at Sir W. Batten's we snpped and then to bed, my head 
aching mightily through the wine that I drank to-day. 

23d. To the Bed Bull ' (where I had not been since playa 
oome up agsin) up to the tireing-room, where strange the 
oonfiision and disorder that there is among them in fitting 
themselves, especially here, where the clothes are very poore, 
and the actors but common fellows. At last into the pitt, 
where I think there was not ^bove ten more than myseU^ 
and not one hundred in the whole bouse.

24th. (Lord's day.) My wife and I to cbnrcb. With Sir 
W. Batten and my Lady to dinner, where very merry, and 
then to chnroh again, where Hr. Mills made a good sermon. 

25th. (Lady day.) Li the morning some workmen to begin 
of making of me a new pair of stairs tip oat of my parlosr, 
which, with other work that I have to do, I doubt will keep 
me this two months, and bo long I shall be all in dirt ; bnt 
the work do please me very well. Gome Mr. Salisbnry to 
Bee me, and shewed me a face or two of his paynting, and 
indeed I perceive that he will be a great master. I took bim 
to Whitehall with me by water, bnt he could not by any means 
he moved to go through the bridge, and we were fain to go 
ronnd by the Old Swan. To my Lord's, and there I shewed 
him the King's picture, which be intends to copy oat in little. 
After that, I and Captain Ferrers to Salisbory court by water, 
and saw* part of the "Queene's Maske." The Turner in • 
great chafe, about being disappointed of a room to stand in at 
the Coronacion. Homewards, and took np a boy that had a 
lanthome, that was picking up of rags, and got him t» light 
me home, and had great discourse with bim how he could get 
sometimes three or four bushells of rags in a day, and got Sd. 
a bushel for them, and many other disconrses, what and how 
many ways there are for poor children to get their liTings 
honestly. 

26th. This is my great day that three years ago I was cut 
of the stone, and, blessed be God, I do yet find myself very 
free from pain again. To my father's, where Mrs. Turner, 
The. Joyce, Mr. Morrice, Mr. Armiger, Mr. Pierce the sur- 
geon, and his wife, my father and mother, and myself and my 
wife. Very merry at dinner : among other things, because

27th. Up early. My brother Tom comes to me, and I 
looked over my old clothes, and did give him a euit of black 
stuff clothes, and a hat and some shoes. Sir Q. Carteret 
ctHues, and I did get him to promise me some money upon a 
bill of exchange, whereby I shall secure myself of 60^ At 
noon I found my stairs quite broke down, that I could not 
get up but by a ladder. To the Dolphin to a dinner of Mr, 
Harris's, where Sir Williams both, and my Lady Batten,* 
and her two daughters, and other company, where a great 
deal of mirth, uid there staid till eleven o'clock at night ; 
and in our mirth I sang and sometimes fiddled, (there being i 
a Doise of fiddlers there) and at last we fell to dancing, the I 
first time that ever I did in my life, which I did wonder to 
see myself to do. At last, we inade Mingo, Sir W. Batten's 
black, and Jack, Sir W. Pen's, danoe, and it was strange 
how the first did danoe with a great deal of seeming skill. 

28th. I went to Sir Robert Slingsby (he being newly 
maister of that title by being a Barronett), to discourse about 
Mr. Creed's accounts to be made up ; and from thence by 
coach to my cozen, tThomas Fepys, to borrow 10002. for my 
Lord. Then with Mr, Shepley to the Theatre, and was 
" Bollo"Mll acted. 

Slat. (Sunday.) At church, where a stranger preached like | 
a fool. Dined with my wife, staying at home, she being 
unwilling to dress herself, the house being all dirty. 

April 1st. To White&yars, and there saw part of "Bule 
a Wife, and have a Wife,"' which I never saw before, bat do 
not like it 

2d. To St James Park, where I saw the Duke of York 
playing at Pelemele,* the first time that ever I saw the sport.

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Then to my Lord's, where I dined with my Lady, and aSUr 
we had diced, in comee my Lord and Ked Pickering hungry, 
and there was not a bit of meat left in the hoose, the serrants 
having eat up all, at which my Lord was rery angry, and at 
last got something dressed. So to Whtte-fryarB, and saw 
" The Little Thiefe,"' which is a very merry and pretty play, 
and the little boy do very weU. Then to the Dolphin to Sir 
W. Batten, and Fen, and other company ; among others Mr. 
Delabar ; where strange how these men, who at other times 
are all wise men, do now, in their drink, betwitt' and reproatdi 
one another with their former conditions, and their aotions t» 
in public concerns, till I was ashamed to see it. 

8d. Up among my workmen, my head aketng all day from 
last night's debaacb. At noon dined with Sir W. Batten 
and Pen, who wonld hare me drink two good draughts of 
sack to-day, to cure me of m^ last night's disease,^ which I 
thought strange, hut I think find it true. I hear that Uie 
Dutch have sent the King a great present of money, which 
we think will atop the match widi Portugal! ; and judge this 
to be the reason that oar so great haste in sending the two 
ships to the Eaat Indya is also stayed. 

5th. Up among my workmen and so to the office, and then 
to Sir William Pen's, mth the other Sir William, and Sir 
John LawBon to dinner, and after that, with them to Mr. 
Lucy's, a merchant, where much good company, and there 
drank a great deal of wine, and in discourse fell to talk of 
the weight of people, which did occasion some wagers, and 
where among others I won half a piece to be spent. Then 
home, and at night to Sir W. Batten's, and there very merry 
with a good barrell of oysters, and this is tbe present life I 
lead. Home and to bed. 
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6th. I^jiumg otber things met with Mr. Townsend, who told 
of his mistake the other day, to put both his legs through one I 
of his ksees of his breeches, aad went so all day. Creed and 
I to Salijsbnry Court, and there saw "Love's Qn&rrell" acted 
the first time, bat I do not like the design nw words. 

7th. (Lord's day.) All the morning at home, making np my 
acGonnts (God fwgive me !) to give up to my Lord this after- 
noon. Then put in at Faul's, where I saw our minister, 
Hr. Mills, preaching before my Lord Mayor. To White 
Hall, and there I mot with Dr. Fuller' of Twickenham, 
newly come from Ireland; and took him to my Lord's, 
where he and I dined ; and he did give my Lord and me a 
good account of the condition of Ireland, and how it come to 
pass, through the joyning of the Fanatiques and the Fresby- 
terians, that the latter and the former are in their declaration 
put together under the names of Fanatiqnes. After dinner, 
my Lord and I ^d Mr. Shepley did look over om: accounts, ' 
ajid settle matters of money between us ; and my Lord did 
tell me much of hia mind about getting money, and other 
things of hb funily, tte. 

8th. About eight o'clock, we took barge at the Tower, Sir 
William Batten Mid his lady, Mrs. Turner, Mr. Fowler, and 
I, A very pleasant passage, and so to Gravesend, where we 
dined, and from thence a coaoh took them, and me, and Mr. 
Fowler, with some others, come from Rochester to meet ns, 
on horseback. At Rochester, where alight at Mr. Alcock's, 
and there drank, and had good sport, with his bringing out 
so many sorts of cheese. Then to the Hill-house at Chatham, 
where I never was before, and I found a pretty pleasant 
faonse, and am pleased with the armes that hang np there. 
Here we supped very merry, and late to bed ; Sir William 
telling me that old Edgeborrow, his predecessor, did die and 
walk in my chamber, did make me somewhat afraid, but not 
80 much as, for mirth's sake, I did seem. So to bed in the 
Treasurer's chamber.

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9th. Lay and slept well till three in the morning, and 
then waking, and b; the light of the moon I saw my [hIIow 
(which overnight I floBg from me) stand upright, bnt, not 
bethinking myself what it might be, I was a little afraid, bnt 
sleep overcome all, and so lay till nigh morning, at which 
time I had a candle brought me, and a good Sre made, and 
in general it was a great pleasure all the time I staid here 
to see how I am respected and honoured by all people ; and 
I find that I begin to know now how to receive so mnch 
reverence, which, at the beginning, I could not tell bow to 
do. Sir William and I by coach to the dock, and there 
viewed all the storehouses, and the old goods that axe this 
day to be sold, which was great pleasure to me, and so back 
again by coach home, where we had a good dinner, and, 
among other strangers that come, there was Mr. Hempson 
and his wife, a pretty woman, and speaks Latin ; Mr. Allen, 
and two daughters of hb, both very tall, and the yonngest' 
very handsome, so much as I could sot forbear to love her 
exceedingly, having, among other things, the best hand that 
ever I saw. Afler dinner, we went to fit hooks and thin^ 
(Tom Hater having this morning come to ua) for the sale, by 
an inch of candle, and very good sport we and the ladies 
that stood by had, to see the people bid. Among other 
things sold there was all the State's annes,^ which Sir W. 
Batten bonght ; intending to set up some of the images in 
bis garden, and the rest to burn on the Goronscion night. 
The sale being done, the ladies and I, and Captain Pitt, and 
Mr. Castle took barge, and down we went to see the 
Sovereigne, which we did, taking great pleaanie therein, 
singing all the way, and, among other pleasures, I put my 
Lady, Mrs. Turner, Mrs. Hempson, and the two Mrs. Aliens, 
into the lantbom, and I went in and kissed them, demanding 
it as a fee due to a principall officer, mth all which we were 
exceeding merry, and drunk some bottles of wine, and neat's 
tongue, &c. Then back again home, and so supped, and, 
after much mirth, to bed.

Pett's, the bnilder, and tfaer« wae very kindl; received; and 
unong other things he did offer mj Lady Batten a parrot, the 
beat I ever saw, that knev Mingo bo soon as it saw him, 
haying been brod formerly in the house irith them ; "but for 
talking and mnging I never heard the like. My Lady did 
accept of it. Then to see Commissioner Fett's house, he and 
his family being absent, and here I wondered bov my Lady 
Batten walked np and down with curious looks to see how 
neat and rich ererytbing is ; and indeed both the house and 
garden is most handsome, saying that she would get it, for it 
belonged formerly to the Surreyor of the Kavy.

all this sominer. Here mnch mirth, but I was a little troubled 
to Btay too long, because of going to Hempson's, which after- 
wards we did, and found it in all things a most pretty house, 
and rarel J famished, only it bad a most ill accesse on all sides 
to it, which is a p^atest fault that, I think, can be in a bouse- 
Here we had, for my safae, two fiddles, the one a base viall, 
on which he that played, played well some lyra lessons, bat 
both together made the worst musique that ever I heard. We 
had a fine collacion, bat I took little pleasure in that, for die 
illness of the muaique, and for the iatentnesse of my mind 
npon Mrs. Bebecca Allen. After we had done eating, the 
ladies went to dance, and among the men we~ bad, I was 
forced to dance, too ; and did make an ugly shift. Mrs. R. 
Allen danced very well, and seems the best hnmonred woman 
that ever I saw. About nine o'clock Sir William and my 
Lady went home, and we continued dancing an hour or two, 
and so broke up very pleasant and merry, and so walked home, 
I leading Mrs. Kebecca, who seemed, I know not why, in that 
and other things, to be desirous of my favoars, and would in 
all things show me respects. Going home, she would needs 
have me sing, and I did pretty well, and was highly 
esteemed by them. So to Captiun Allen's (where we were last 
night, and heard him play on the harpsichon, and I find him 
to be a perfect good musician], and there, having no mind to 
leave Mrs, Rebecca, I did what with .talk and singing (her 
father and I), Mrs. Turner and I staid there till two o'clock 
in the morning, and was most exceeding merry, and I had the 
opportunity of kissing Mrs. Rebecca very often. 

11th. At two o'clock, with very great mirth, we went to 
our lodging and to bed, and lay till seven, and then called ap 
by Sir W. Batten ; so I rose, and we did some business, and 
then come Captain Allen, and he and I withdrew, and sang a 
song or two, and among others, took great pleasure in " Ooe 
and bee hanged, that's twice good bye." The young ladies 
come too, and so I did again please myself with Mrs, Rebecca ; 
and about nine o'clock, after we had breakfasted, we sett forth 
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for London, and indeed I was a little troubled to part with 
Mra. EebecGB, for which God forgiye me. Tfaoa we went away 
throngh Bocfaeater. We buted at Dartford, and thence to 
London, but of all the jonrneja that erer I made, this was 
the memest, and I was in a strange moode for mirth. Among 
other tlungs, I got my Lady to let her mayd, Mrs. Anne, to 
ride all the way on hnveback, and she rides exceeding well ; 
and so I called [her] my clerk, that' she went to wut upon 
me. I met two little schoolboys going with pitchers of ale to 
their achoolmafiter to break up against Easter, and I did drink 
of some of one of them, and give him tvo-pence. By and by, 
we come to two little ^1b keeping cowes, and I saw one of 
tbem Tery pretty, so I had a mind to mikke her aske my bless- 
ing, and telling her that I was her godfather, she asked me 
innocently whether I was not Ned Warding, and I sud that . 
I was, BO she kneeled down, and very simply called, " Pray, 
godfather, pray to God to bless me," which made ns very 
merry, and I gare her two-pence. In several placea, I asked 
women whether they would sell me their children, but they 
denied me all, but said they would give me one to keep for 
tbem, if I would. Mra. Anne and I rode under the man that 
hangs upon Shooter's Hill, and a filthy sight it was to see how 
his flesh is shrunk to hia bonea. So home, and I'foond all 
well, and a good deal of work done since I went. So to bed 
rery sleepy for last night's work, concluding that it is the plea- 
•anteet journey in all respects that ever I had in my life. 

12th. Up among my workmen. Dined with Sir W. Batten, 
•11 fish dinner, it being (Jood Friday. Then into the City, 
and saw in what forwardness all things are for the Corona- 
cion, which wUl be very magnificent. Home, and to my 
chamber, to siet down, in my^aiy, 9II my late journey, which 
I do With great pleaaure ; and while I am now writing, comes 
one wUh a tickettfo invite me to Captain Bobert Blake's 
boriall, for whose death I am very sorry, and do much wonder 
at it, be being a little while since a very likely man to live as 
(my I knew. Since my going out of town, there is one Alez- 
ander Rope taken, and sent to the Counter, by Sir Thomas 
Allen, for counterfeiting my hand to a ticket, and wo this ■

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iaj, &t the office, have given order to Mr. Smith to prosecute 

18th. To Whitehall by water from Towre-wharfe, where we 
could not pass the ordinary way, because they were mending 
of the great stone steps against the Coronacion. Met my Lord 
with the Dvike ; and after a little talk with him, I went to the 
Banquet-house, and there saw the King heale, the first time 
that ever I saw him do it ; which he did with great gravity, 
and it seemed to me to be an ugly office and a simple one. 
To the huriall of Captain Robert Blake, at Wspping, and there 
had each of na a ring, but it being dirty, we could not go to 
church with them. Sir W. Batten this day gone with his 
lady to Walthamstowe to keep Easter. 

14th. (Easter. Lord's day.) In' the morning heard Mr. 
Jacomb,' at Lndgate, upon these words, " Christ loved jaa, 
and therefore let us love one another," and made a gracy 
sermon, like a Preshyterian. After dinner, to the Temple, 
and there heard Dr. Griffith," a good sermon for the day ; so 
with Mr. Moore (whom I met there) to my Lord's, and there 
he shewed me a copy of my Lord Chancellor's patent for 
Earle, and I read the preamble, which is very short, modest, 
and good. Here my Lord saw us, and spoke to me abont 
getting Mr. Moore to come and goveme his house while he 
goes to sea, which I promised him to do, and did afterwards 
speak to Mr. Moore, and be is willing. Heanng that Mr. 
Barnwell is come, with some of my Lord's little children, yes- 
terday to town, to see the Coronacion, I went and found them 
at the Goate, at Charing Gross, and there I went and drank 
with them a little wlule, whom I found in very good health, 
and very merry.

So soon as word was brought me that Mr. Coventry 
was come with the barge to the Tower, I went to him, and 
fonnd him reading of the psalms in short-haod (which he is 
now busy about), and had good sport about the long marks 
that are made there for sentences in divinity, which he is 
never like to make use of. Then we put off for Deptford, 
where we wont on board the King's pleasure-boat that Com- 
missioner Pett is making, and indeed it will be a most pretty 
thing. By the way they would have me sing, which I did to 
Mr. Coventry. 

ITth. By land, and saw the arches,' which are now almost 
done, and are very fine, and I saw the picture of the ships 
and other things this morning, set up before the East Indy 
House, which are well done.

Comes my boy to tell me that the Duke of York had 
sent for all the principal officers, &c. to come to him to-day. 
So I went by water to Mr. Coventry's, and there stud and 
talked a good while with him till all the rest come. We went 
up and Baw the Duke dress himself, and in his night habitt he 
is a very plain man.' Then he sent us to his closett, where 
we saw among other things two very fine chests, covered with 
gold and Indian varnish, given Mm by the East Indy Company 
of Holland. The Duke comes ; and after he had told us 
that the fleet was designed for Algiers (which was kept from 
us till now), we did advise about many things as to the fitting 
of the fieet, and so went away. After that, to my Lord's, 
where Sir W. Pen came to me, and dined with my Lord. 
After dinner, he and others that dined there went away; and 
then my Lord looked upon his pages' and footmen's liverys 
which are come home to-day, and will be handsome, though 
not gaudy. Then with my Lady and my Lady Wright to 
White Hall ; and iti the Banqneting-house saw the King 
create my Lord Chancellor, and several others, Earles,* and

And then he kisseth the 
King's hand, and rises and stands covered before the King. 
And the same for each Baron, only he is led ap by three of 
the old Barons. And they are girt with swords before they 
go to the King. That being done (which was very pleasant 
to see their habitts), I carried my Lady hack, and there 1 1 
found my Lord angry, for that his page had let my Lord's ^ 
new beaver hat be changed for an old hat : then I went 
away, and with Mr. Greed to the Exchange, and bongfat some 
things, as gloves, and handstrings, &c. So back to the Cock- 
pitt ; and there, by the favour of one Mr. Bowman, he and I 
got in, and there saw the King and Duke of York and his 
Duchesse (which is a plain voman, and like her mother, my 
Lady Chancellor). Andsosaw " The Humeisome Lieutenant."^ 
acted before the King, but not rery well done. But my 

'pleasure was great to see the manner of it, and so many great 
beauties, but, above all, Mrs. Palmer, with whom the King 
do discover a great deal of familiarity. So Mr. Greed and I 
(the pl>^ being done) went to Mrs. Harper's, and there sat 
and drank, it being about twelve at night. The ways being 
80 dirty, and stopped up with the raylea which are this day 

' set up in the streets, I could not go home, but went with him 
to his lodging at Mr. Ware's, and there lay all night. ^ 

21at. (Lord's day.) In the morning we were troubled to 
hear it rain as it did, because of the great show to-morrow. 
Dined with Dr. Thomas Pepys^ and Dr. Fayrehrother ; and 

'all our talk about to-morrow's show, and our trouble that it is 
like to be a wet day. All the way is so thronged with people 
to see the triumphal arcbes, that, I could hardly pass for them,

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Home, people being st chnrcb, and I got borne anseen, and 
BO up to my chamber, acd aat down theae last five or uz days 
DiaryB. 

22d. The King's going from the Tower to White EalL 
Up early, and made myself as fine as I could, and put on my 
Telvet ooat, the first day that I put it on, though made half a 
year ago. And being ready. Sir W. Batten, my Lady, and his 
two daughters, and his son and wife, and Sir W. Pen and his 
son and I, vent to Mr. Totutg's, the flag-maker in Gome-hill ; 
and there we had a good room to onrselres, with wine and 
good cake, and saw the show very well. In which it is im- 
possible to relate the glory of this day, expressed in the 
elothes of them that rid, and their horses and horse-clothes. 
Among others, my Lord Sandwich's embroidery and diuaonda 
were not ordinary among them. The Knights of the Bath 
' was a brave sight of itself ; and their Esquires, among which 
Mr. Armiger was an Esquire to one of the Knights. Be- 
marqoable were the two men tiiat represent the Dolces of Noi^ 
mandy and Aquitane. The Bishops come next after Barons, 
which is the higher place ; which makes me think that the 
next Parliament they will be called to the House of Lords. 
My Lord Monk rode bare after the King, and led in his hand 
a spare horse, aa being Master of the Horse. The King, ia 
a most rich embroidered suit and cloak, looked most noble. 
Wadlow,' the vintner, at the Devil, in Fleet Street, did lead 
a fine company of soldiers, all yooQg, comely men, in white 
doublets. There followed the Vice-Chamberlain, Sir G. 
Carteret, a company of men all like Turkes ;* but I know not 
yet what they are for. The streets all gravelled, and the 
hooBes hung with carpeta bef<CH« them, made brave show, and 
the ladies out of the windows. So glorions was the show with 
gold and silver, that we were not able to look at it, oar eyea 
at last being bo much overcome. Both the King and the 
Duke of York took notice of ob, as they saw ns at the

a^nt his soit, which was made in France, and cost him 2001, 
and very rich it is with embroidery. !Fhe show being ended, ' 
Mr. Yonng did give mb a dinner, at which we very merry, and 
pleased abore imiifpnation at what we bare seen. Sir W. 
Batten going home, he and I oaUed; and dmnk some wine, 
and lud onr wager about my Lady Fauleonbridge's name, 
which he says not to be Mary,' and so I won abore 20». So 
home, where Will and the hoy staid, and saw the show npon 
Towre-hill, and Jane at T. Pepys's the Turner, and my wife 
at Charles O^lassecocke's in Fleet Street. 



CORONACOK DAT. 

23cl. About four I rose and got \o the Abhey, where I 
followed Sir J. Denham, the surveyor, with some company he 
was leading in. And with much ado, by the favour of Mr. 
Cooper, his man, did get up into a great scaffold across tho 
North end of the Abbey, where with a great, deal of patience 
I sat from past four till eleven before the King come in. And 
a great pleasure it was to sec the Abbey raised in the middle, 
all covered with red, and a throne (that is, a chaire) and foot- 
stoole on the top of it ; and all the officers of all kinds, so 
much as the very fiddlers, in red vests. At last comes in the 
Dean' and Prebendaries of Westminster, with the Bishops, 
(many of them in cloth of gold copes,) and after them the 
Nobility, all in their Parliament robes, which was a most 
magnificent sight. Then the Duke and the King with a 
sceptre' (carried by my Lord Sandwich) and sword and wand 
before him, and the crowne too. The King in his robes, 
bare-headed, which was very fine.. And after all had pUced 
themselves, there was a sermon and the service ; and then in

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the Quire at the high altar, the King paased through all the 
cerempniea of the CoronacDn, vhich to in^ great grief I and 
most in the Abbey could not see. The crowne being put 
upon his head, a great shout began, and he come forth to the 
throne, and there passed through more ceremonies : as taking 
the oath, and having things read to him by the Biahopp ;' 
and his lords (who put on their cape* as soon as the King put 
oa his crowne) and bishops cone, and kneeled before him. 
And three times the King at Armes^ went to the three open 
places* on the scaffold, and proclaimed, that if any one could 
shew any reason why Charles Stewart should not be King of 
England, that now he should come and speak. And a Generall 
Pardon also was read by the Lord Chancellor ,and meddallq flung 
ap and down by my Lord Cornwallis,' of silver, but I could 
not come by any. But so great a noise that I could make 
but little of the musique ; and indeed, it was lost to every 
body. I went out a little while before the King bad done all 
his ceremonies, and went round the Abbey to Westminster Hall, 
all the vay witJun rayles, and 10,000 people with the ground 
covered with blue cloth ; and scaffolds all the way. Into the 
Hall I get, where it was very fine with hangings and scaffolds 
one upon another full of brave ladies ; and my wife in one 
little one, on the right hand. Here I ataid walking up and 
down, and at last upon one of the side etalls I stood and saw 
the King come in with all the persons (but the soldiers) that

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were yesterday in the cavkloade ; and a most pleaaant eight it 
woa to see them in their several robes. And the King come 
in vith his crowne on, and his sceptre in his htmd, imder a 
canopy home up by six silver staves, carried by Barons of the 
Cinfine Ports, and little bells at every end. And after a long 
time, he got op to the farther end, and all set themselvea 
down at their several tables ; and that was also a brave sight : 
and the King's first course carried up by the Knights of the 
Bath. And many fine ceremonies there was of the Heraldf 
leading up people before him, and bowing ; and my Lord of 
Albemarle's going to the kitchen and eaUng a bit of the first 
dish that was to go to the King's table. But, above all, wa* 
these three Lords, Northomberland,' and Suffolke,' and the 
Duke of Ormond,' coming before the coarses on horseback, 
and staying so all dinner-time, and at last bringing up 
[Dymock,] the King's Champion,* all in armour on horseback^ 
with his speare and targett carried before him. And a Herald* 
proclaims "That if any dare deny Charles Stuart to be 
lawful King of England, here was a Champion that would 
fight with him ;" and with these words, the Champion flings 
down hie gauntlet, and all this he do three times in his going 
Dp towuds the King's .table. To which, when he is come, 
the King drinks to him, and then sends him the cup which is 
of gold, and he drinks it ofi*, and then rides back again with 
the cup in his hand. I went from table to table to see the 
Bisfaope and all others at their dinner, and. was infinitely 
pkascd with it. And at the Lord's table, I met with 'William 
Howe, and he spoke to my Iiord for me, and he did ^ve him 
four rabbits and a pullet, and so Mr. Creed and I got Mr. 
Miosbell to.^ve us some bread, and so we at a stall eat it, aa ~

About Biz at night they had dined, and I went up to toy wife. 
And strange it is to think, that these two days hare held np 
fair till now that all is done, and the King gone out of the 
Hall ; and then it felt a-raining and thundering and lightening 
as I have cot seen it do for some years : which people did 
take great notice of;* God's blessing of the work of these 
two days, which is a foolery to take too moch notice of sudi 
tilings. I observed little disorder in all this, only the King's 
footmen had got hold of the canopy, and would keep it from 
the Barons of the Cinque Forts,' which they endeavoured to 
force from them again, but coold not do it till my Lord Dake 
of Albemarle caused it to be put into Sir R. Pye's hand till to- 
morrow to be decided. At Hr. Bowyer's ; a great deal of

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oompany, some I knew, othen I did not. Here we staid 
npon the leads and below till it was late, expecting to see the 
fire-worka, Imt tfaey were not performed to-night : only th« 
City had a light like a glory roond aboat it, with bonfiiea. 
At last, I went to King Streete, and there sent Crockford to 
my father's and my honae, to tell them I coald not come home 
, to-night, because of the dirt, and a ooach coald not be had. 
And so I took my wife and Mrs. Frankloyn (who I profered 
the civility of lying with my wife at Urs. Hnnt's to-night) 
to Axe-yard, in which, at the farther end, there were three 
great b<mfire8, and a great many galluita, men and women ; 
and they laid hold of ub, and would hare ns drink the King's 
health npon onr knees, kneeling npon a faggot, which we aQ 
^d, they drinking to ns one after another, which we thought 
a strange froliqne ; bnt theee gallants continaed there a great 
while, and I wondered to see how the ladies did tipple. At 
last, I sent my wife and her bedfellow to bed, and Mr. Hunt 
and I went in with Mr. Thomberry (who did giro the com- 
pany all their wine, he being yeoman of the winen^Uar to the 
King); and there, with. las wife and two of his sisters, and 
some gallant apsrks that were there, we drank the King's 
health, and nothing else, till one of the gentlemen fell down 
stark drunk, and there lay ; and I went to my ZfOrd's pretty 
well. But no sooner »-bed with Hr. Shepley but my head 
b^an to tnm, and I to Tomitt, and if ever I was foxed, it 
was now, which I cannot say yet, becanse I fell asleep, and 
slept till morning. Thus did the day end with joy every 
where ; and blessed -be Ood, I have not heard of any mis- 
ehance to any body through it all, but only to Serjeant Glynne,' 
whose horse fell npon him yesterday, and is like to kill him, 
which people do please themselves to see how jnet Ood is to 
punish the togae at such a time as this : he being now one of 
the King's Serjeants, and rode in the cavalcade with Maynard *

Kow, after all this, 
I can Bay, that, besidee the pleasure of the sight of theee glo- 
rious things, I may now ahnt my eyes against any oUier objects, 
nor for the future trouble myself to see things of state and 
showe, as being sure serer to see the like again in this world. 

24th. Waked in the moming, with my head in a sad 
taking through the last night's drink, which I am very sorry 
for; flo rose, and went out with Mr. Creed to drink our 
morning draught, which he did give me in chocolate to settle 
my stomach. At night, set myself to write down these three 
days' diary, and, while I am about it, I hear the noise of the 
chambers,' and other things of the fire-works, which are now 
playing upon the Thames before the King; and I wish 
myself with them, being sorry not to seo them. 

26th. At the office, having some thoughts to order my 
bneiness eo as to go to Portsmouth the next week with Sir 
Robert Slingsby. 

27th. Dined with my Lady. With Mr. Creed and Captain 
Ferrers to the Theatre to see " The Chances."' ,-. 

28th. (Lord's day.) In the afternoon to church, where 
come Mrs. Turner and Mrs. Edvard Pepys, and several other 
ladies, and so I went out of the pcwe into another. Sent 
for to my father's, where my cousin Angier and hb wife, of 
Cambridge, to whom I went, and was glad to see them, and 
sent for wine for them, and they supped with my father. 

SOth. This morning my wife and I and Mr. Creed took 
coach, and in Fish Street took up Mr. Hater and his wife, 
who, through her maske, seemed at first to be an old woman, 
but afterwards I found her to be a very pretty, modest black 
woman. We got a small bait at Leatherhead, and so to 
Godlyman,^ where we lay all night ; and were very merry,

May Ist. Up early, and baited at Petersfield, in the room 
which the King lay in lately at his being there. Here very 
merry, and played with our wires at bowles. Then we set 
forth again, and bo to Portsmouth, seeming to me to be a 
very pleasant and strong place ; and we lay at the Red Lyon, 
where Haaelrigge and Scott and Walton did bold their 
oonndl, when they were here, against Lambert and the Com* 
mittee of Safety. Several officers of the Yard come to see 
US to-night, and merry we were, but troubled to hare no 
better lodgings. 

2d. Up, and Mr. Greed and I to walk round the town 
upon the walla. Then to our inne, and there all the oScera 
of the Yard to seerme'with great respect, and I walked with 
them to the Dock, aod saw all the stores, and much pleased 
with the sight of the place. Back/ and brought tbem all to 
dinner with me, and treated them handsomely ; and so after 
dinner by water to the Yard, and there we made the sale of 
the old proviuons. Then we and oar wives all to see the 
Montagu, which is a fine ship, and so to the town again by 
water, and then to see the room where the Dnke of Bucking- 
ham was killed by Fclton,' 

Sd. Early to walk with Mr. Creed up and down the towne, 
and it was in bis and some others' thoughts to have got me 
made free of the town, but the Mayor was, it seems, un- 
willing, and so they did not do it. Took coach to Peters- 
field, having nothing more of trouble' in all my journey, bat 
the exceeding unmannerly and epicure-like palate of Mr. 
Creed. Here my wife and I lay in the room the Queen 
lately lay, at her goinginto France.

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4th. up in the morDing, aod took oo&cb, and so to Gilford, 
-where we lay at the Red Lyon, the best inne, and lay in the 
room the King lately lay in, where we had time to see the 
Hospital, built by Arohbishop Abbott, and the free schoole, 
and were civilly treated by the Mayster. So to supper and 
to bed, being very merry about our discourse with the 
Drawers conccroing the minister of the towne, with a red 
face uid a girdle. 

5th. (Lord's day.) Mr. Creed and I went to the red-faced 
Parson's church, and heard a good sermon of him, better 
than I looked for. Anon we walked into the garden, and 
^ere played the fool a great while, trying who of Mr. Creed 
' or I could go best over the edge of an old fonntaine well, 
and I won a quart of sack of him. Then to supper in the 
banqnet-hoose, and there my wife and I did talk high, she 
against and I for Mrs. Fierce (that she was a beauty), till 
we were both angry. Then to walk in the fields, and so to 
our quarters, and to bed. 

6th. Up by four o'clock, and took coach, and so home. I 
hear to<mght that the Dtke of York's son ' is this day dead, 
which, I believe, will please everybody ; and X bear that the 
Duke and bis Lady themselves are not much troubled at it.' 

7th. My Lady, I find, is, since my going, gone to the 
Wardrobe.^ With Mr. Creed into London ; stopped in our 
way by the City trayne-bands, who go in much solemnity 
and pomp this day to muster before the King and the Duke, 
and shops in the city are shut up everywhere this day. He 
carried me to an ordinary by the old Exchange, where we 
come a littie too late, but we had very good cheer for our 
18(2. a-piece, and an excellent droll, too, my hoste, and bis 
wife as fine a woman, and snng and played so well, that I staid 
a great while, and drunk a great deal of wine. To bed, 
baring sent my Lord a letter to-night, to excuse myself for

8th. Gome mj brother John to take his leave of me, be 
being to return to Cambridge. I did gire him some good 
connsell and 20«. in money, and so he went away. At sight 
comes my wife not well, from my father's, having had a fore- 
tooth drawn out to-day, which do trouble me. To-day I 
received a letter from my uncle, to beg an old fiddle of me 
for Perkin, die miller, whose mill the wind hath lately broke 
down, and now he hath nothing to live by but fiddling, and 
he must needs have it against Whitsuntide to play to the 
country-girles ; but it vexed me to see how my uncle writes 
to me, as if be were not able to buy him one. But I intend 
to-morrow to send him one. 

dtb. With my Lord at his lodgings, and there being with 
him my Lord Chamberlain,' I spoke for my old watermui 
Payne, to get into White's place, who was waterman to «y 
Lord Chamberlain, and is now to go master of the barge to 
my Lord to sea ; and my Lord Chamberlain did promise that 
Payne should be entertained in White's place with him, 

11th. To Graye's Ion, and there to a barber's, where I 
was trimmed, and had my hair cutt, in which I am lately 
become a litpe carious, finding that the length of it do 
become me very much. 

12th. (Lord's day.) At the Savoy heard Dr. Fuller* preach 
upon David's words,^ " I will wait with patience all the days of 
my appointed time until my charge comes ;" but methought it 
was a poor, dry sermon. And I am afraid my former high 
esteem of bia preaching was more outof opinion than judgment. 
Met with Mr. Creed, with whom I went and wiJked in Graye's- 
Inn-walks, and from thence to Islington, and there eate and 
drank at the house* my father and we were wont of old to go

field : and so I home, much wondering to Bee how things are 
altered with Mr. Creed, who, twelve months ago, might have 
been got to bang himself almost as soon as go to a drinking- 
house on a Sunday.' 

14th. Finding my head grow weak uo«-a-daye, if I come 
to drink wine, and therefore hope that I shall leave it off of 
myself, which I pray God I could do. 

15th. There came two men, with an order from a Com- 
mittee of Lords to demand some hooks of me oat of . the 
office, in order to the examining of Mr. Hutchinson's accounts, 
but I give them, a surly answer, and they went away to 
complain, which put me into some trouble with myself, bat I 
resolve to go to-morrow myself to these Lords, and answerthem. 

16th. Aboilt two o'clock went in my velvet coat by water 
to the Savoy, and there, having staid a good while, I waa 
called into the Lords, and there, quite contrary to my 
expectations, they did treat me very t^villy, telling me what 
they had done was out of seal to the King's service, and that 
they would joyne with the governors of the chest with all 
their hearts, since they know that there was any, which they 
did not before. I give them very respectful answers, and eo 
went away to the Theatre, and there saw the latter end of 
"The Mayd's Tragedy,"^ which I never saw before, and 
methinks it is too sad and melancholy. To the Wardrobe, 
and there we found my Lord newly gone away with the 
Duke of Ormond and some others, whom be had had to a 
coOacion ; and so we, with the rest of the servants in the hall, 
sat down, and eat of the best cold meats that ever I eat in 
all my life. Mr. Moore with me to the waterside, telUng me 
how kindly he is used by my Lord and my liady sinee his 
coming thither aa a servant. 

ITth. Lieutenant Lambert and I to the Exchange, and 
thence to an ordinary over against it, where to our dinaer we 
had a fellow play well upon the bagpipes, and whistle like a

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bird exceeding well, and I luid a fancy to learn to wfaJBtlo as 
he do, and did promise to come Bome other day, and ^re him 
an angell to teach me. 

18th. Towards Westminster, from the Towre, by water, 
and was fain to stand npon one of the pierea aboat the bridge, 
before the men could drag their boat through the lock, and 
which they could not do till another was called to help them. 
Being throngh bridge, I fonnd the Thames full of boats and 
gallys, and npon inquiry found that there was a wager to be 
nm this morning. So, spying of Payne in a golly, I went ^ 
into him, and there staid, thinking to hare gone to Ohelsy 
with them. Snt, upon tho start, the wager boats fell foul of 
one another, till at last one of them gives oror, pretending 
foule play, and so the other row away alone, and all our sport 
lost. I went ashore at Westminster; where it was very 
pleasant to see the Hall in the condition it is now, with the 
Judges on the benches at the further end of it,' which I had 
not seen all this terme till now. 

19th. (Lord's day.) I walked in the morning towards 
Westminster, and, seeing many people at York House,' I went 
down and found them at masse, it being the Spanish ambas- 
sador's f and BO I got into one of the gallerys, and there 
heard two masses done, I think, not in so much state as I 
have seen them heretofore. After that, into the garden, and 
walked an hour or two, but found it not so fine a place ad I 
always took it for by the outside. Captain Ferrors and Mr. 
Howe and myself to Mr. Wilkinson's at the Crowne : then 
to my Lord's, where we went and sat talking and laughing in 
the drawing-room a great while. All our talk upon their 
going to sea this voyage, which Captain Ferrers is in some 
doubt whether he shall do or no, but swears that he would

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go, if he were sore never to come back again ; &nd I, giring 
lilpi Bome hopes, he grew so mad with joy that he fell ^^ 
dancing and leaping like a madman. Now it fell out that the 
balcone windows were open, and he went to the rayle and 
made an offer to leap over, and asked what if he shonld leap 
over there. I told him I would gire him iOl. If he did not 
go to sea. With that thought, I shut the doore, and W. 
Howe hindered him all we conld ; yet he opened them again, ^ 
and, with a vault, leaps down into the garden : — the greatest 
and most desperate frolic that ever I saw in my life. I run 
to see what was become of him, and we found him crawled 
upon hia koees, but could not rise ; ao we went down into the 
garden, and dragged him to a bench, where he looked like a 
dead man, but could not stir; and, though he had broke 
nothing, yet his pain in his back was ench as he could not 
endure. With this my Lord (who was in the little new 
room) come to us in amaze, and bid ns carry him up, which, 
by our strength, we did, and so hud him in East's bed-room, 
by the doore ; where he lay in great pun. We sent for a 
doctor and chyrurgeon, but none to be found, till, by-and-by, 
by chance comes in Dr. Gierke, who is afraid of him.' So 
we went for a lodging for him. 

20th. Visited by Mr. Anderson, my former chamber fellow 
at Cambridge, with whom I parted at the Hague. 

21st. Up early, and with Sir R. Slingsby, and Major 
Waters the deafe gentleman, his friend, for company's sake, 
to the Victualling-office, the first time that I ever knew where 
it was,^ and there staid while he read a commission for 
enquiry into some of the King's lands and houses thereabouts, 
that are ^ven his brother. And then we took boat to Wool- 
wich, where we staid and gave order for the fitting out of 
some more ships presently. And then to Deptford, where we 
did the same; and so took barge again, and were overtaken 
by the King in hia barge, he having been down the rivdr

one of the''greateat showers of rain fell that ever I saw. The 
Comptroller and I landed with our barge at the Temple, and 
from thence I went to my father's, and there did give order 
about some clothes to he made. 

22d. To the Wardrobe, where my Lord and all the officws 
of the Wardrobe dined, and several other friends of my Ziord, 
at a TenisoD pasty. Before dinner, my Lady Wright and my 
Lady Jem. sang songa to the harpsichon. Very pleasant and 
merry at dinner. Before 1 went to bed, the barber come to 
trim me and wash me, and so^ to hed, in order to my being 
clean to-morrow. 

23d. To the Rhenish wine-hoose,' and there Mr. Jonas 
Moore,' the mathematician, to ua, and there he did by disconrse 
make ns fully believe that England and France were once the 
same continent, by very good arguments, and spoke very many 
things not so much to prove the Scripture false, as that the 
time therein ia not well computed nor understood. In my 
black silk suit, the first day I have pat it on this year, to my 
Lord Mayor's by coach, with a great deal of hononrable com- 
pany, and great entertainment. At table I had very good dis- 
course with Mr. Ashmole, wherein he did aeanre mo that frogs 
and many insects do often fall from the sky, ready formed. 
Dr. Bates's^ singolarity in not rising up nor drinking the 
King's nor other healths at the table was very much observed. 
From thence we all took coach, and to our office, and there 
sat till it was late ; and so I home and to bed by daylight. 
This day was kept a holy-day through the towne ; and it 
pleased me to see the little boys walk up and down in procea-

26th. To th« Theatre, where I saw a piece of "The Silent 
\foinaa," which pleased me. 

26tb. (Lord's day.) This day the Parliament received the 
commnnion of Dr. Gunning at St. Margaret's, Weatmiaster. 
Sir W. Batten told me how Mr. Prin, among the two or three 
that did refoBO to-day to receive the sacrament upon their 
knees, was offered by a mistake the drinke afterwards, which 
he did receive, being denied the drinke by Dr. Crnnning, tm- 
lees he would take it on his knees ; and after that, by another 
the bread was brought him, and he did take it sitting, which 
is thought very preposterous. _ 

27th. With my Lords Sandwich and Hinchingbroke to the 
Lords' House by boat at Westminster, and there I lefl thera. 
Then to the lobby, and after waiting for Sir G. I>owning's 
coming out, to speak with him about the giving me up of my 
bond for my honesty, when I wm his clerk, but to no pur- 
pose, I went to Gierke's at the Legg, and there we dined very 
merry, there coming to us Captain Ferrers, this being the finit 
day of his going abroad since his leape a week ago, which I 
was greatly glad to see. 

2Sth. With Mr. Shepley to the Exchange about business, 
and there, by Mr. Rawlinson'a favour, got into a balcone over 
against the Exchange ; and there saw the hangman bum, by 
vote of Parliament, two old acts, the one for constituting us a 
Gommonwealtb, and the other I have forgot;' which still do

29tli. (King's birth-daj.) Hose early, aad having made my- 
self fine, and pot six spoons and a porringer of silver in my 
pocket, to give away to-day, Sir W. Pen and I took coach a^ 
(the weather and way being fonle) went to Waltbamstowe ; and, 
being come there, heard Mr. Radoliffe,^ my form^ school-feUow 
at St. Paul's, (who is yet a merry boy,) preach upon "Nay, 
let him take all, since my Lord the King is returned," kc. 
He read all, and his sermon very simple. Back to dinner 
ftt Sir William Batten's ; and th^i, after a walk in the fine 
gardens, we went to Mrs. Browne's, where Sir W. Pea 
and I were' godfathers, and Mrs. Jordan^ and Shipmaa* god- 
mothen to her boy. And there, before and after the christen- 
ing, we were with the woman above in her chamber; bat, ' 
whether we carried ourselves well or ill, I know not ; but I 
ms directed by young Mrs. Batten. One passage of a lady 
that eat wafers with her dog did a little displease me. I did 
give the midwife lOs., and the nurse 5«., and the maid of the 
hoose 2a. But forasntuch as I expected to give the name to 
the childe, bat did not, it being called John, I forbore then 
to give my plate till another time, after a little more advice. 
Being done, we went to Mrs. Shipman's, who is a great butter- 
woman, and I did see there the most of milke and creame, 
and the cleanest that ever I saw in my life. After we had 
filled our bellies with creame, we took our leaves and away. 
'In our way, we had great sport to try who should drive fastest, 
Sir W. Batten's coach, or Sir W. Pen's chariott, they having 
four, and we two horses, and we beat them. Bat it cost me 
the ^wiling o^my clothes and velvet coate with dirt. Bung

To tbe Wardrobe, and tbere, vitb my Lord, went 
into his new barge to try her, and found her a good boat, and 
like mj Lord's contrivance of the door to come out round, and 
not aquaie, as they used to do ; and thence I to Gratien, who 
took m^ to AnukdeU-Honae, and there showed me some fine 
flowers in bis garden, and all the fine statues in the gallery, 
vhich I formerly had seen, and is a brave ught, -and thenc« 
to a blind, dark cellar, where we had two bottle of good ale. 
This day, I bear, the Parliament have ordered a bill to be 
brought in for restoring the Bishops to the House of Lords ; 
which they had not done bo soon but to spite Mr. Prin, ^o 
is every day so bitter against them in his discourse in the 
House. 

Slst. Great talk now hov tbe Parliament intend to make 
a collection of free gifts to the King through the Kingdom ; 
but I think it will not ceme to much.' 

June 1st. Having dined at Woolwich, with Captain Poole, 
at the taveme there, by water to Deptford. We walked to 
RedriSe, calling at the half-way house, and there come into a 
room where tbere was infinite of new cakes placed that are 
made agunst Whitsuntide, and there we were very merry. 

2d. (Whitennday.) The barber having done with, me, I 
went to church, and there beard a good sermon of Mr. Mills 
fit for the day. To church again. It rained very hard, as 
it hath done of late, so much, so that we begin to doubt a 
famine. 

Sd. To the Wardrobe, where, discoursing with my Lord, be 
did instruct me as to the business of the Wardrobe, in case, 
in his absence, Mr. Townsend should die, and told me that he 
did intend to joyne me and Mr. Moore with him as to tbe 
business, now he is going to sea, and spoke to me many other 
things, as to one that he do put the greatest confidence in, of 
which I am proud. My cozen Scott come to dine with me, 
and before he had done, in comes my father Bowyer, and my 
mother and four daughters, and a young gentleman and his

my Lord hath a mind to have them stay a little longer before 
they go. 

4th. To my Lord Crewe's to 'dinner, and had very good dis- 
eonne about having of yonnjg noblemen and gentlemen to 
think of going to sea, as being as honourable service as the land 
mr. And among other things he told ns how, in Qneea 
Elizabeth's time, one young nobleman would wait with a 
trencher at the back of another till he come to age himself; 
and witnessed in my young Lord of Kent that then was, whd 
waited upon my Lord Bedford at table, when a letter oome to 
my Lord Bedford that the Eorldome of Kent was fallen to his 
servant the young Lord ; and bo he rose from table, and made 
him sit down in his place, and took a lower for himself, for 
so ho was by placo to sit.!' From thence to the Theatre, and 
saw Harry the 4th, a good play. 

6th. This morning did give my wife 41. to lay out upon 
lace and other things for herself. Sir W. Pen and I went out 
with Sir B. Slingsby to bowles in his ally, and there had good 
sport. I took my Sageolette, and played upon the leade in 
the garden, where Sir W. Pen come out in bis shirt into hit 
leads, and there we staid talking and sin^g and drinking 
great draughts of claret, and eating botargo,^ and bread and 
batter, till twelve at night, it being moonshine ', and so to bed, 
very near fuddled.

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6th. M7 head hath aked all night, and all this morniDg, 
Vith H17 last night's dehanoh. Galled up tbiB nornlng hy 
Lieutenant Lambert,' who is now made Captain of the Nor- 
vich. Mid he and I wmt down by water to Greenwich, and 
eat and drank and beard mnsiqne at the Globe, and saw the 
rimple motion that is there of a wtanan with a rod in her hand 
keeping time to the mosiqae while it plays, which is Bimple, 
Vtethiaks. Back again by water, calling at Captain Lam- 
bert's house, which is very handsome ajid neat, and a fine 
prospect at top. So to the office. The weather very hot, 
this night I left off my wastecoate. 

8tb. To White-Hall to my Lord, who did tell me that he 
would have me go to Mr. Townsend, whom he had ordered 
to discover to me the whole mystery of the Wardrobe, and 
none else bat me, and that he will make me deputy with him, , 
for fear th^ he should die in my Lord's absence, of which I 
was glad. I went to the Theatre, and there saw Bartholo- 
mew Fure,* the first time it wae acted now-a-days. It is a 
most admirable play, and well acted, hut too much prophane 
and abusiTe. 

9tb. (Lord's^y.) This day my wife put on her black silk 
gown, which is now laced all orer with black gimp lace, as 
the fashion is, in which she is very pretty. She and I walked 
to my Lady's at the Wardrobe, and there dined, and was 
•xceedipg much made of. After dinner to Mr. Pierce's, and 
there he and I, and Mr. Symons, (dancing-master) that goes 
tO'Sea with my Lord, to the Swan taveme, and there drank. 
To White HaJl, and there met with Dean Fuller,^ and walked 
a great while with him ; among other things discoursed of 
the liberty the Bishop (by name he of Galloway*) takes to

That he in to go to Algiers, JK., settle the buBinesB, 
and to pat the fleet in ord^r there ; and so to come back to 
I^sbone with dkree ships, and there to meet the Beet that il 
to ffdlow him. He Bent for me, to tell me that he do inbnut 
me with the aedog of all things done in hie absence as to this 
great preparation, as I shall reo^ve orders frc»n my Lord 
Chancellor and Hr. Edward Mtmtaga. At all which my 
heart is above measore glad; for my L«»rd'B honour, and 
some profit to myself, I hope. By and by, out with Mr. 
Bhepley, Walden,' Parliament-man for Huntingdon, Bolt,' 
Hackworth, and Alderman Backwell, to a house hard by, to 
drink Lambeth ale. 80 I back to the Wardrobe, and there 
fonnd my Lord going to Trinity House/ this being the 
S(demn day of choosing Master, and my Lord is chosen ; bo 
he dines there to^ay. I stayed and dined with mj Lady ; 
bnt after we were set, comes in some persons of condition, 
and so the children and I rose and dined by owrselres all. 
The children and I were very mwry, and they mightily fond 
of me.

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11th. At the office thia aMvning, Sir Q. Carteret vith lu;

that now the credit of the office ia brought bo low, that none 
irill BcU ua any thing without onr personal secBrity given for 
the same. 

12th, Wednesday, a day kept between a fast and a feut, 
tiie Bishops not being ready eaoogh to keep the fast for 
feale weather, before £ur weather c<Hiie ; and so they wwe 
forced to keep it between both.* Then to White Hall, when 
I met my Itord, who told me he must have 8001. laid out in 
<loUi, to give in Borhary, as presents among the Torkes. 
At home prac^ng to sing, which is now my great trade. 

IStb. To Alderman Backwell's, but his swvants not 
being up, I went home, and put on my gray cloth suit and 
(ftced white coate, made of one of my wife's peMiyooatea, the 
first time I have had it on, and so in a riding garbe bade 
again. With my Lord to White Hall by water, and he 
having taken leave of the King, comes to ^ at his lodgings, 
and &om thence goes to the Garden-stairaa, snd there takes 
barge, and at the stairee was met by Sir S. SliugBhy, who 
there took his leave of my Lord, and I heard my Lord thank 
him for his kindnesB to me, which Sir Robert answered modi 
to my advantage. I went down, with my liord in the ba^ 
to Deptford, and there went on board the Dut«h yacht, and 
Stud there a good while, W. Howe not being come with my 
Lord's things, which made my Lord very angry. By and by 
he comes, and bo we set sayle, and anon went to dinner, my

our wherry, and my Lord did give five gnna, ali they had 
oharged, which waa the greatest respect my Lord coold do^ 
me, and of which I was not a little proud. Bo with a sad 
and merry heart I left them sailing presently from Erith, 
hoping to be in the Downes to<marrow early. We toward 
London in onr boat. Pnlled off our stockings, and bathed 
onr legs a great while in the river, which I had not done 
some years befne. By and by we come to Greenwich, and 
thinking to have gone on the King's yacht, the King waa 
is her. so we passed by, and at Woolwich went on shore ; 
and I home, and with wine enough in my head, went to bed. 

14th. To White Hall to ny Lord's, where I found Mr.

15. Dined with my Lady, who, now my Lord is gone, is

in reading "The Spanish Gypsey,"' a play not very good, 
though commended much. At night resolved to hire a Mar- 
gate Hoy, who would go away to-morrow morning, which I 
did, and sent the things aU by him. 

18th. Ail this morning at home vexing about the delay of 
my painters, and abont four in the afWiioon my wife and I 
by water to Captain Lambert's, where we took great pleasure 
in their turret-garden, and seeing the fine needle-work of hia 
wife, the best I ever saw in my life, and afterwards had a very 
handsome treate and good mnaiqne that she made upon the 
harpsiefaoQ. 

19th. One thing I most observe here, while I think of it^ 
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that I am bow become the most negligent man in the world a 
to matters of newes, insomuch that, now-a-dajB, I neithfir«in 
tell any, nor aske any of others. 

20th. At home the greatest part of the da;, to see my 
workmen make an end, which thu-night they did to my great 



2l8t. Mr. Norbury and I did discoBise of his wife's boose 
and land at Brampton, which I find too much for me to bay. 

22d. At noon, went and dined with my Lord Crewe, 
where very madi made of by him and his lady. Then to the 
Theatre, "The Alchymist,'" which is a most incomparable 
play. 

23d. (Lord's day.) In the morning to church, and my wife 
not being well, I went with Sir W. Batten home to dinner, my 
Lady being oat of town, where there was Sir W. Fen, Captain 
Allen and his daughter Bebecca, and Mr. Hempson and his 
wife. After dinnw to church all of us, and had a very good 
sermon of a stranger, and so I and the young company to w^k 
first to Graye's Inn Walks, where great store of gftllants, but 
above all the ladies I there saw, or ever did see, Mrs. Frances 
Butler^ (Monsieur L'Impertinent's - sister) is the greatest 
beauty. Then we went to Islington, where at the great house 
T entertained tbem as well as I could, and so home with them, 
and so to my own home and to bed. Pall, who went djis 
day to a child's christening at Kate Joyce's, staid out aU 
night at my father's — she not being well. 

24th. (Midsummer-day.) Z and Dr. Williams to the ordi- 
nary over against the Exchange, where we dined, and had 
great wrangling with the master of the house when the reckon- 
ing was brought to us, he setting down exceeding high evco-y 

2dth. Captain Allen and his daughter Rebecca, and Mr. 
Hempson, and by and by both Sir Williams, who sat with me 
tin it was late, and I had a very gallant coUacion for them. 

26th. To dine with my Lady at the Wardrobe, taking 
Dean Fuller along with me : then home, where I heard that 
my fnther had been to find me out about special business ; so 
■ A eomadj, b; Bm Jonion. ' Bm JoBj It, ISM, «M*. 
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I took a ooaoh and went to him, and found hj a letter to him 
from my annt that my nncle Robert ia taken vtth a diuinesae 
in his head, by nidoh we gaeaa that he is very ill, and flo my 
£kther do think to go to-morrow. And bo Qod'B will be done. 

27th. To ny father's. There I told him how I wonld 
hare him speiA to my nnole Robert, when he cornea thither, 
eoficeming my baying df land — that I eov^i pay ready money 
6001., and the rest by ISOt per uinnm, to make up aa moeh 
as. will buy 50t per smtnrn, which I do, thoag^ I am not 
worth above 5001. ready money, that he may think me to be 
a greater saver than I am. Then with my Lady Batten, 
Mrs. Bebecca Allen, Mrs. Tbompeon, &o., two coaches of as, 
we went and saw *' Bartholomew Fayre," acted very well. 
To home to bed. This day Mr. Holden sent me a bever, 
which cost me iL B»^ 

28th. Went to Moorefields, and there walked, uid stood 
and saw the wrestling, which I never saw so maoh of before, 
between the north and west countrymen. This night had onr 
bed set up in oar room that we called the Norsery, where we 
lay, and I am very nnch pleased with the room, 

29th. By a letter from the Duke, complfuning of the delay 
of the ships that are to be got ready, Sir Williams both and 
I went to Deptford, and there examined into the delays, and 
were satisfyed. Mr. Chetwiod fell commending of " Hooker's 
Ecclesiastical Polity," as the best book, and the only one 
that made him a Christian, which pots me upon the baying 
of it, which I wOl do shortly. 

SOtb. (Lord's day.) To church, where we observe the trade 
of briefs is come now up to so constant a course every Sunday,

according to an order aent us yesterday from him, to ^to htm 
as account where the faolt lay in the not sending ont of the 
Bhipfl, which we find to be only the wind hath been agunat 
them, and so they coald not get out of the river. Hence I 
to Qray's Inn Walk all alone, and with great pleasure, seeing 
the fine ladies walk there. Myself humming to myself (which 
Qow-anlayB is my oomUuit practice sinoe I begun to learn to 
sing) the trillo, and found by use that it do cone npon me. 
This day, the Portuguese Embaasador ' oome to White Hall 
to take leave of the King ; he being now going to end all 
with the Qaeen, and to send her over.

July lat. Thia morning into the city, to bay several things, 
as I have lately done, for my boose. Among other things, 
a fur chest of drawers for my own chamber, and an Indian 
gown for myself. The first cost me 33«., the other Mk 
Home, uid dined there, and Theodore Qoodgroome, my 
singing-master, with me, and then to oor singing. 

2d. My father writes that my uncle is by fits stupid, and 
like a man that is drunk, and sometimes apeecblese. Went 
to Sir William Davenant's* Opera; thia being the fourth day 
that it hath begun, and the first that I have seen it. Tonlay 
was acted the second part of " The Siege of Bhod^.'" We 
staid a very great while for the King and the Queen of 
Bohemia ;' and by the breaking of a board over our heads, 
we had a great deal of dust fell into the ladies' necks and 
the men's haire, which made good sport. The King being 
come, the scene opened ; which indeed is very fine and mag- 
nificent, and well acted, all but the Eunuche, who was so 
mach ont that he was hissed off the stage. 

3d. Dined with my Lady, who is in some mourning for h«r

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brother, Mr. Samuel Crowe, irbo died yflsterday of the spotted 
fever. This daj, my Lady Batten and my vife were at the 
burial of a daughter of Sir John Lawaon's, and had risga for 
themselres and dieir husbands. 

4th. I went to the Theatre, and there I saw "ClaraciUa"' 
(the first time I ever saw it,) well acted. Bnt strange to see 
this house, that used to be so thronged, now empty since the 
Opera began ; and so will continue for a while, I believe. 

6tli. Waked this morning with news, brought me by a 
messenger on purpose, that my onole Robert is dead ; so I 
rose sorry in some respect, glad in my expectation in another 
respect : so I bought me a pair of boots in St. Martin's, and 
got myself ready, and then to the Posb-hoose, and set out 
about eleven and twelve o'clock, taking the messenger with 
me that come to me, tad so we rode, and got well by nine 
o'clock to Brampton, where I found my father well. My 1 
uncle's- cwpB in a coffin standing upon joyot-atoolee in the 
chinmey in the hall ; but it begun to smell, and so I caused ' 
it to be set forth in the yard all night, and watched by my 
aunt. My father and I lay togetho' to-night, I greedy to see 
the will, but did not aske to see it ^11 to-morrow. 

Tth. (Lord's day.) In the morning, my lather and I read 
the will ; where, though be gives me nothing at present till 
my father's death, or at least very little, yet I am glad to see 
that he bath done so well for us all, and well to the rest of 
kis kindred. After that done, we went about getting things, 
as ribbands and gloves, ready for the burial, which in the 
afternoon was done ; where, it being Sunday, all people far 
and near come in ; and, in the greatest disorder that ever I 
saw, we made shift to serve them with what we had of wine 
and other things ; and then to carry him to the church, where 
Mr. Taylor buried him, and Mr. Turner preached a funeral 
sermon, where he spoke not particularly of him anything, but 
that he was one bo well known for his honesty, that it' spoke 
for itself above all that he conld say for it. And so made a 
very good sermon. 

8th, dth, 10th, 11th, 12th, 13th. I fell to work, and my

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father to look over my tmcle'B papers and clones, vtd conti- 
nued all this veek upon t^t baeiness, much troubled with 
my annfa base, ogly hnmoora. We had neva of Tom Trice 
putting in a caveat agunst na, in behalf of hie mother, to 
whom my uncle hatb not given anything, and for good reason 
tiberein expressed, which troubled us also. But above all, 
oar trouble is to find that lus estate appeaj^ nothing as we 
expected, and all the world believes ; nor hie papers so well 
sorted as I would have had them, but all in ctmfusion, that 
break my brains to understand them. We missed also the 
surrenders of Ms copyhold land, without which the land would 
sot come to us, but to the heire at lawe, so that what with 
this, and the badness of the drink, and the ill opinion I have 
of the meat, and the biting of the gnats by night, and my 
disappointment in getting home this week, and the trouble of 
sorting all the papers, I am almost out of my wits with trou- 
ble, only I appear the more contented, because I would not 
have my father troubled. 

14th. (Lord's day.) At borne, and Robert Barnwell with 
us, and dined, and in the evening my father and I walked 
roand past home, and viewed all the fields, which was very 
' pleasant. To Uinchingbroke, which is now all in dirt, because 
of my Lord's building, which will make it very magnific^tt. 
.Back to Brampton. 

15th. Up by three o'clock this morning, and rode to 
Gunbridge, and was there by seven o'clock, where, after I 
was trimmed, I went to Christ College, and found my brother 
John at eight o'clock in bed, which vexed me. Then to 
King's College cbappel, where I found the scholars in th^ 
surplices at the service with tbe organs, which is a strange 
sight to what it used in my time to be here. Then with Dr. 
Fairbrother (whom I met there) to the Rose tavwne, and 
called for some wine, and sent also for Mr. Sanchy, with whom 
and other gentlemen, friends of his, we were very merry, 
' and I treated them as well as I could, and so at Doon took 
horse, having taken leave of my cozen Angier, and rode to 
ImpingtoD, where I found my old uncle' sitting all alone, like 
' Tdbot Ptpji.

ings but thread onea under my boots, I was fain at Biggleo- 
worth ' to buy a pair of coarse woollen ones, and put them on. 
So by degrees, till I come to Hatfield before twelve o'clock, 
and walked all aJone to the Vineyard, which is now a very 
beautiful place again ; and coming back I met with Mr- 
Looker, my Lord's' gardener (a friend of Mr. Eglin's), who 
showed me the house, the chappel with brave pictures, and, 
above all, the gardens, such as I never saw in all my life; nor 
so good Sowers, nor so great gooseburys, as big as nutmegs. 
Sack to the inne, and so to horee again, and with much ado 
got to London. Called at my uncle Fenner'e, my mother's, 
my Lady's, and so home, in all which I found all thinge as 
well as I could expect. 

2Sd. Put on mj mourning : I went to the Theatre, and saw 
" Brenoralt,"* I never saw before. It seemed a good play, bat

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ill acted ; only I aat before Mre. Palmer, the King's miatress, 
and filled my eyes with her, which much pleased me. Troubled 
to hear how proud and idle Fall is ^own, that I am resoWed 
Dot to keep her. 

24th. This morning my wife in b6d tells me of oar being 
robbed of our silver t«nkard, which vexed me all day for llie 
negligence of my people to leave the door open. To the 
Wardrobe, but come too late, and dined with the servants. 
And then to my Lady, who do shew my wife and me the 
greatest favour in the world, in i^ich I take great content 
To the office all the afternoon, which is a great pleasure to 
me again, to talk with persons of quality, and to be in com- 
mand, and I give it out among them that the estate lefl me 
is 200^. a year in land, besides moneys, because I would put 
an esteem upon myself. I hear that my man Will hath lost 
his clock with my tankard, at which I am very glad. 

25th.- To the Theatre, and saw " The Joviall Crew,"' the 
first time I saw it, and indeed it is as merry and the most 
innocent play that ever I saw, and well performed. Full 
of thoughts to think of the trouble that we shall go through 
before we come to see what will remain to us of all our 
expectations. 

26th. Mr. Hill of Cambridge tells me, that yesterday' put 
a change to the whole state of England as to the Ohurch ; 
for the King now would be forced to favour Presbytery, or 
that the City would leave him : but I heed not what he says, 
tiiough upon inquiry I do find that things in the Parliament 
are in a great disorder. 

27th. To Westminster, where, at Mr. Montagu's chamber, 
I heard a Frenchman play, a friend of Monsieur Eschar's, 
upon the gnttar most extreme well, though at best methinks 
it is but a bawble. To Westminster Hall, where it was 
expected that the Parliam^it was to have been adjourned ^for 
two or tliree months, but something hinders it for a day or 
two. In the lobby I spoke with Mr, George Montago, and

envied, and tbat' many great men, snch as the Duke of Bnok- 
ingham and my Lord of Bristoll,' do endeavoor to nndennlne 
him, and that he believee it vill not be done ; for the King, 
though he lores him not in the vay of a companion, ae be do 
these young gallants that can answer him in bis pleasures, yet 
cannot he without him, for his policy and service. From 
thence to the Wardrobe, where my wife met me, it being my 
liord of Sandwich's birthday, and so we had many friends 
here— Ur. Townsend and his wife, and Captain Ferra-'s lady 
and Captain Isbam, and were very merry, and had a good 
Tenison pasty. Mr. Fartiger, the merchant, was with us also. 
After dinner, Mr. Townsend was called upon by Captain 
Cooke : bo we three went to a tavecno bard by, and there he 
did give us a song or two ; and without doubt be hath the best 
mannOT of singing in the world. Back to my wife, and with 
my Lady Jem. and Pall by water tbrongh bridge, and showed 
them the ships with great pleasure,, and then took them to my 
house to show it them (my Lady, their mother, having been 
- lately all alone to see it and my wife, in my absence in the 
country), and we treated them well, and were very merry. 
Then hack again through bridge, and set them safe at home, 
uid BO my wife and I by coach home again. 

28th. (Lord's day.) To church, and then come home with 
na Sir W. Pen, and drank with na, and then went away, and 
my wife after him, to Bee his daughter tbat is lately come out_ 
of Ireland ; and whereas I expected she shonld have been a 
great beanty, she is a very plain ^1. This evening my wife 
^ves me all my linen, which I have put up, and intend to 
keep it now in my own custody. 

29tb. Word ia brought that my annt Feoner is exceeding 
ill, and that my mother is sent for i»esently to come to her : 
also that my cozen Charles Glassecocke, though very ill him-' 
Bclf, is this day gone to the country to his brother John 
Olassccocke, who is dying there. 

' Qtorgt Digb]', •ecoud EetI of BriiWL 
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SOtfa. After nj Binging-master had done with me this 
morning, I went to White Ilall and Westtmnster Hall, when 
I found the King expected to oome and adjoarne the Psrlifr- 
moot. I found the two HonaeB at a great differ^toe, sbont 
the Lords QhaUenging their pririleges not to have thek hoiues 
searched, whech makes them deny to pass the Hotue of Com- 
mons' Bill for searching for pamphlets and Beditious hooka. 
Thence by water to the Wardrobe (meflUng the King upon 
the water going in his barge to adjoume the Honse), where I 
dined with my Lady, and there met Dr. Thomas Pepys, who 
I fonod to be a silly, 'talking fellow, but very good-natnred. 
In Fleet Street, I met with Mr. Salisbury, who is now grown 
in less than two years' time bo great a limner that he is be- 
come excellent, and gets a great deal of money at it. I took 
him to Hercules Pillars ' to drink. 

31st. Singing-master come to me this morning ; then to the 
office all the morning. In the afiternoon I went to the Theatre, 
and there I saw " The Tamer Tamed " * well done. 

August lat. This morning Sir Wilhama both, and my wife 
and I, and Mrs. Margarett Pen (this first time that I have 
seen her since she come from Ireland) went by coach to Wal- 
thamstowe, a-goBsiping to Mrs. Browne, where I did giro her 
six silver spoons^ for her boy. Here we had a venison pas^, 
brought hot from London, and were very merry. 

2d. I made myself ready to get a^horseback for Cambridge. 
So I set out and rode to Ware, this night, in the way having - 
much diecourse with a fellmonger, a qnaker, who told me what 
a wicked man he had been all his life-time till within this two 
years. Here I lay. 

8d. Got up early, and got to Barkway, where I staid and 
drank, and there met with a letter-carrier of Cambridge, with 
whom I rode all the way to Cambridge, my horse being tired, 
and myself very wet with rayne. I went to the Castle TTill, 
where the Judges were at the ABsizcE ; and I staid till Roger 
Pepys rose, and went with him, and dined with his brother 
[the] Doctor and Claxton at Trinity-Hall. Then parted, and

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I went to the Bose, and Aete with Mr. Pechell,' uid SftQchy, 
and others, sat and drank till night, and were very meny, 
only the; tell me how high the old doctors are in the Unirer- 
sity over those thoj fonnd there, though a great deal better 
scholars than themaelvea ; for which I am very sorry, and, 
afaoTe all, Dr. Gonning. At night I took horse, and rode 
with Roger Fepye and hia two brothers to Impington, and 
there with great respect was led np by them to the best 
chamber in the house, and there slept. 

4th. (Lord's day.) Walked in the orchard with my coseu 
Roger, and there disconrsed about my uncle's will, in which 
he did give me good satiBfaction, but tells me I shall meet 
with a great deal of trouble in it. However, in all ihings he 
told me what I am to expect and what to do. To church, 
and had a good plain sermon. At our coming in, &.0 coontiy- 
people all rose with so much reverence; and when the parson 
begins, he begins "Right Worshipfull and dearly beloved"' 
to OS. To church again, and, ^ter supper, to talk about 
pnblique matters, wherein Roger Fepya told me how basely 
things have been carried in Parliament by the young men, 
that did labour to oppose all things that were moved by serious, 
men. That they are the most prophane swearing fellows 
that ever he heard in his life, which makes him think that 
they will spoil all, and bring things into a warr again, if they 
can. 

5th. Early to Huntingdon, but was fain to stay a great 
while at Stanton because of the rayne, and there borrowed a 
coat of a man for Qd., and so he rode all the way, poor man,

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without any. Staid ftt Huntingdon for & little, but the 
judges were not yet come hither : so I went to Brampton, and 
there found my aunt gone from the house, which I am glad 
of, though it cost us a great deal of money, vis. 10/. After 
dinner, took horse, and rode to TelHng, to my coien Nightin- 
gale's, who hath a pretty house here, and did learn of her all 
she could tell me coDceming my bnaiuess. 

6ih. Home to my father, who could discema that I had 
been drinking, which he did never see or hear of before ; so 
I eat a bit of i&mer, and then took horse for London, and 
with much ado, the ways being very bad, got to Baldwick.* 
There lay, and had a good supper by myself. The landlady 
being a pretty woman, but I durst not take notice of her, her 
husband being there. Before dinner, I went to see ib« 
church, which is a Tory handsome church. I find that both 
here and everywhere else that I come, the Qoakers do still 
eontinne, and rather grow than lessen. 

7th. Called up at three o'clock, and was a-horseback hj 
four ; and, u I was eating my breakfast, I saw a man riding 
hy that rode a little way- upon the road with me laat night; 
and he, being going with venison in his pan-yards to London, 
I called him in, and did give him his breakfast with me ; and 
so we went together all the way. At Hatfield, we bayted 
and walked into the great house through all the courts ; aad 
I would fun have stolen a pretty dog that followed me, but I 
eotild not, which troubled me. To horse agun, and by 
degrees with mnch ado got to London, where I found all well 
at home, and at my father's, and my Lady's, bnt no newea 
yet from my Lord where he is. 

8th. Early in the morning to White Hall, but my Lord 
Privy Seale ' come not all the morning. Again to the Privy 
Seale ; but my Lord comes not all the afternoon, which made 
me mad, and gives all the world reason to talk of his delaying 
of bnsinesse, as well as his severity and ill using of the clerkes 
of the Privy Seale.

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9th. I to White Hall, where, after four o'clock, comes my 
Lord Privy Seale ; and so ire went up to his chamber orer 
the gate at White Hall, where he aaked me what depntacoa 
I bad from my Lord.

lltfa. (Lord's day.) To onr own church in the forenoon, an4 
in the afternoon to Glerkenwell chnrch, only to see the two 
fayre Botelers ; and I happened to be placed in the pew wher* i 
they afterwards come to sit, but the pew by their coming bein^ I 
too fall, I went out into the next, and there sat, and had my 1 
full view of them both, but I am ont of conceit now with them, I 
Colonel Dillon being come baok from Ireland again, and d« 1 
still conrt them, and oames to chiirch with them, whick ' 
tnakee me think they are not honest. Hence to Graye's-Inn 
Walks, and there staid a good while ; where I met with Ned 
Pickering, who told me what a great match of hnnting of ft 
stag the King had yesterday ; and how the King tired alt 
their horses, and come home with not above two or three 
able to keep pace with him. 

12th. In the afternoon had notice that my Lord Hinching- 
hroke is fallen ill, which I fear is with the frait that I did 
give them on Saturday last at my house : so in the evening 
I went thither, and there fonnd him very ill, and in great 
fear of the small-poz. I supped with my Lady, and did 
consult about him, but we find it best to let him lie where &e 
do ; and so I went Home with my heart full of trouble for 
my Lord Hinchingbroke's sicknesse, and new for my Lord

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Sandwich's lumself whom we are dow confirmed is sick 
Mhore at Alicante, who, if h« ahonld miscarry, God knows in 
what condition would his familj be. I dined to-daj with 
mj Lord Crewe, who is now at Sir H. Wright's, while bis 
nek house is making fit for him, and he is mach tronblsd 
also at all these things. 

IStb. To the Wudrobe, and found my yoimg Lord very 
ill, 80 my Lady intends to send ber other three sons, Sidney, 
Oliver, and John, to my honse, for fear of the small-pox. 
Home, and there found my Lady'a three sons come, of which 
I am glad that I am in condition to do her aod my Lord any 
service in this kind ; but my mind is yet very mncb troabled 
about my Lord of Sandwich's health. 

14th. This morning Sir W. Batten, and Sir W. Pen uid 
I, waited upon the Duke of York in his chamber, to give 
lim an account of the condition of the Kavy fin* lack <^ 
money, and bow our own very bills are ofiered upon the 
Exc^ngCt to be sold at 20 in the 100 loss. He is much 
troubled at it, and will speak to the King and Council of it 
this morning. I went to my Lady's and dined with ber,< and 
found my Lord ffinchingbroke somewhat better. At faoiue, 
I found a letter from Mr. Creed of July last, that tells me 
that my Lord is rid of his pain (which was wind got into the 
muscles of his r^ht side) and his feaver, and is now in hopee 
to go aboard in a day or two, which do ff.ve me mighty great 
comfort. 

15th. Walked to the Wudrobe, and dined with my Lady, 
and there told her of my Lord's sicknesse, of which, thon^ 
-it hath been the town-talk this fortnight, she had heard 
nothing, and recovery, of which she was glad, though hardly 
persuaded of the latter. I found my Lord Hinchingbroke 
better and better, and the worst past. Thence to the Opera, 
which begins again to-day with "The Witto,"' never acted 
yet with scenes ; and the King and Duke and I>uche8B were 
there, who dined to-day with Sir H. Finch, reader at the 
Temple, in great state; and indeed it is a most excellent 
play, and admirable scenes.

I took my wife and Mr. Sidney to my 
Lady to see my Iiord Hinchingbroke, who is now pretty well 
again, and sits up, and walks about his chamber. To White 
Hall, and there hear that my Lord General Monk continues 
very ill ; and then to walk in St James's Park, and saw a 
great variety of .fowle which I never saw before. At night 
fell to read in " Hooker's Ecclesiastical Polity," which Mr. 
Moore did give me last Wednesday very handsomely bound ; 
and which I shall read with great pains and love for his sake. 

19th. I am sent for to tbe Privy Seale, and there I found

to one that had not known him. Home, uid there I foond 
that my Lady do keep th« children at home, and lets them 
not come any more hither at present, which a little tronblM 
me to lose their company.

20th. This day we come to some agreement with Sir B.

Then back agun and to chnroh — my father't 
fiuaily being all in mourning, doing him the greatest honour, 
the world believing that he did gire us it : so to church, and 
itaid out the sermon. 

23d. To W. Joyce's, where my wife wai, and I tQok her 
to the Opera, and shewed her the "Witts," whioh I had 
Been already twice, and waa moat highly pleased with it. 

24th. Called to Sir W. Batten's, to see the strange creature I 
that Captain Holmes bath brought with him from Quiny; / 
it ia a great baboon, but so much lite a man in most things, ' 
that, though they aay there is a species of them, yet I cannot 
believe but that it is a monttcr got of a man and she-baboon. 
I do believe that it already understands much English, and X 
am of the mind that it might be (aught to speak or make 
signs. To the Opera, and there saw, " Hamlet, Prince of 
Senmarke," done with scenes very wellj bat above all. Bet- 
terton did the Prince's part beyond imaginatioa. 

26th. (Lord's day.) Home; found my Lady Batten and 
ber daughter to look somathing askew npon my wife, because 
my wife do not buckle to them, and is not sollicitons for thwr 
seqnaintanee. 

S7th. Casting up my father's aeoouats, and upon the whole 
I find that all he hath in money of his owne due to him in 
the world is 451., and he owes about the same smnme : lo 
that I cannot bnt think is what a condition he had left my 
mother, if he should bare died b^ore my uncle Robert. To 
*tbe Theatre, and saw the "Antipodes,"' wherein there is much 
mirth, but no great matter else. I found a letter from my 
Lord Sandwichj who is now very well agun of his feaver, but 
not yet gone from Alicante, where he lay sick, and was twioe 
there bled.

My wife 
and I to the theatre, and there saw " The Joviall Crew," 
where the King, Duke, and Duchess, and Madame Palmer, 
were ; and my wife, to her great content, had a fall sight cf 
them all the while. The play full of mirth. 

28th. This day, I counterfeited a letter to Sir W. Fen, as 
from the thiefe that etole hia tankard lately, only to abuse 
and laugh at bim. 

29th. My aunt Bell come to dine with me, and we were 
very merry. Mr. Evans, the taylor, whose daughter we 
hare had a mind to gat a wife for Tom, told us that he hath 
not to except against us or our motion, but tbat the estate 
tiiat God hath blessed him with is too great to give, where 
there is nothing in present possession but a trade and house ; 
and so we friendly ended. 

80th. My wife and I to Drury Lane to the French comedy, 
which was so ill done, and the scenes and company and 
ererything else so nasty and out of order and poor, that I was 
sick all the while in my mind to be there. Here my wife 
met with a son of my Lord Somersett,' whom she knew in 
France, a pretty gentleman, but I shewed him no great 
countenance, to aroyd further acquaintance. Tbat done, 
diere being nothing pleasant but the foolery of the farce, we 
went home. 

81st. To Bartholomew faire, and there met with my Ladies 
Jemimah and Paulina, with Mr. Pickering and Mademoiselle,* 
at seeing the monkeys dance, which was much to see, when

And the poor lady did with so much innocency 
tell me how Mrs. Grispe had told her that she did intend, by 
means of a lady that lies at her honse, to get the King to be 
god-father to the young lady that she is in child-bed now of; 
but to see in what manner my Lady told it me, protesting 
that she sweat in the very telling of it, was the greatest 
pleasure to me in the world to see the simplici^ and harm- 
leesnesse of a lady. 

Thoa ends the month. My mayde Jane newly gone, and 
P&ll' left now to do all the work till another mayde ouaes, 
which shall not be till she goes away info the country with 
my mother. No money comes in, bo that I have been forced 
to Borrow a great deal for my own expenses, and to fumi^ 
my father, to leave things in order. I have some trouble 
about my brother Tom, who is now left to keep my father's 
trade, in which I have great fears that he will miscarry for 
want of brains and care. At Court things are in very ill 
condition, there being bo maoh emulacion, poverty, and tbe 
vices of drinking, swearing, and loose amours, that I know 
not what will be the end of it, but confusion. And the 
Clergy so high, that all people that I meet with do protest 
agtunBt their practice. In short, I see no content or satisfac- 
tion any where, in any one sort of people. The Benevolence^ 
}vovee BO little, and an occasion of so much discontent every 
where, that it had better it had never been set up. I think 
to subscribe 20L We are at our Office quiet, only for lack 
of money all things go to rack. Our very bills offered to be

Qome to pass. The season very sickly ereryrhere of straage 
and fatal fevers. 

September let. (Lord's day.) Last night being very runy, 
[the water] broke ioto my house, the gutter being stopped, 
and spoiled all my ceilings almost. At church in the morning. 
After dinner we were very merry with Sir W. Pen about the 
I loss of bis tankard, though all be but a cheate, and he do not 
' yet understand it ; but the tankard was stole by Sir W. 
Batten, and the letter, as from the tbief, wrote by me, which 
makes very good sport. Captain Holmes and I by coach to 
White Hall ; in onr way, I found him by discourse to be a 
great friend of my Lord's, and he told me there was a many 
did aesk to remove bin ; but they were old eeunen, each as 
Sir J. Minnes,' but he would name no more, though he do 
believe Sir W. Batten is <m% of them that do envy him, but 
he says he knows that the King do so love bim, and the 
Duke of York too, that there is no (ear of him. He seems 
to be very well acquainted with the King's mind, and with 
all the several faoUons at Court, and spoke all with eo much 
franknesse, that I do take him to be my Lord's good friend, 
and one able to do him great service, being a cunning fellow, 
and one, by his own confession to me, that can put on two 
several faces, and look his eneniieB in the face with as much 
love as his friends. But, good Qod ! what ui age is this, and

2d. Mr. Pickering and I to WestmiaBter HaU again, and 
there walked an hoore or two talking, and, though he be a 
fool, yet he keeps mnch company, and will tell all he Bees or 
hears, and bo a man may nnderBtaod what the common talk 
of the town is. And I find that there are endeavours to get 
my Lord out of play at sea, which I beliere Mr. Goventry 
and the Duke do think will make them more absolute ; bat I 
hope for all thia, they will not be able to do it. My wife 
tells me that she met at Change with my young ladies of thA 
Wardrobe, and there helped them to buy things, and ahu 
with Mr. Somersett, who did give her a bracelet of rings, 
which did a little tronble me, though I know there is no hurt 
yet in it, but only for fear of farther acquaintance. 

8d. Dined at home, and then with my wife to the Ward- 
robe, where my Lady's child was christened, my Lord Orewe 
and bis lady, and my Lady Montagu, my Lord's uoAer-in* 
law, were the witnesses, and named Osth^ne,* the Queen 
elect's name ; but to my and all o^ trouble, the Paraon of the 
pwish christened her, uiddid not sign the child with the sign 
of the cross. AfW that waa done, we had a very fine banquet. 

4th. My wife cone to me to Whitehall, and we went and 
walked a good while in St. James's Parke to see the brave 
alterations. 

5th. Pat my mother and Pall into the waggon, and saw 
them going presently — Fall crying exceedingly. To my uncle 
Fenner's to dinner, in the way meeting a French footman* 
with feathers, who was in quest of my wife, and spoke with 
her privately, but I could not tell what it was, only my wife 
promised to go to some place to-morrow morning, which do 
trouble my mind how to know whither it was. My wife and 
I to the fair, and I showed her the Italians dancing the ropes, 
and the women that do strange tumbling tricks.

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6th. I went to tbe Theatre, and axw "Elder Brother" acted ; 
meeting here with Sir J. Askew, Sir Theophilos Jones,' and 
another knight, with Sir W. Pen, wo to the Ship taveme, and 
there staid, and were men^ till late at night. 

7th. Having appointed the yoong ladies at the Wardrobe^ 
to go with them to the play to-day, my wife and I took them 
to the Theatre, where we seated onrselTes close by the King, 
' and Dake of York, and Madame Palmer, which was great 
content ; and, indeed, I can never enough admire her beauty. 
And here was *' Bartholomew Fayre," with the puppet-showe, 
acted to-day, which had not been these forty years, it being 
80 satyricsll agaJnst Puritanism, they durst not till now, which 
b strange they should already dare to do it, and the King to 
oounteoaDce it, but I do never a whit like it the better for 
the puppets, but rather the worse. Thence home with the 
ladies, it being by reason of our staying a great while for tite 
King's coming, and the length of the play, near nine o'clock 
before it was done. 

8th. (Lord's day.) To church,, and coming home again, 
found our new mayd Doll asleep, that she could not hear to 
let us in, so that we were fain to send a boy in at a window 
to open the door to us. Begun to look over my accounts, 
and, upon the whole, I do find myself, by what I can yet see, 
worth near 600^, for which God be blessed. 

9th. To Salisbury Court play-house, where was acted the 
first time, " 'Tis pity shee's a W — e."* a simple play, and ill 
acted, only it was my fortune to sit by a most pretty and most 
ingenious lady, which pleased me mnch. To the Dolphin, to 
drink the 30». that we got the other day of Sir W. Pen about 
his tankard. Here was Sir R. Slingsby, Holmes, Captain 
Allen, Mr. Turner, his wife and daughter, my Lady Batten, 
and Mrs. Martha, ke., and an excellent company of fiddlers; 
BO we exceeding merry till late ; and then we begun to tell 
Sir W. Pen the business, but he had been drinking to-day,

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and 80 IB almost gone, that we could not make lum under- 
stand it, which caused oB more sport. 

lltfa. To Dr. WilliamB, who did carry me into tas garden, 
where he hath abnnda'nce of grapes : and he did show me how 
a dog that he hath do kill all the oats that come thither to 
kill bis pigeons, and do afterwards bury them ; and do it with 
BO much care that they shall be quite covered ; that if the tip 
of the tiul hangs oat, he will take np the cat again, and dig 
the hole deeper, which is very strange ; and he tells me, that 
he do believe he hath killed above 100 cats. Home to my 
house to dinner, where I found my wife's brother Baity' as 
fine as hands could make him, and his servant, a Frenchman, 
to wut on him, and come to have my wife visit a young lady 
which he is a servsnt to, and have hope to trepan, and get for 
his wife. I did give way for my wife to go with him. 
Walking through Lincoln's Inn Fields, observed at the Opera ^^^b*^^ 
a new play, " Twelfth Night," was acted there, and the King 
there: so I, agunst my own mind and resolution, could not 
forbear to go in, whicb did make the play seem a burthen to 
me ; and I took do pleasure at all in it : and so, after it was 
done, went home with my mind troubled for my going thither, 
after my swearing to my wife that 1 would never go to a play 
without her. My wife was vritb her brother to see his mis- 
tress to-day, and says she is young, rich, and handsome, but 
not likely for him to get. 

12tb. To my Lady's to dinner at the Wardrobe ; and in 
my way upon the Thames, 1 saw the King's new pleasure-boat 
that is come now for the King to take pleasure in above 
bridge, and also two Gundaloes,' that are lately brought, 
which are very rich and Sae. Called at Sir W. Batten's, and 
there hear that Sir W. Pen do take our jest of the tankard 
very ill, which I am sorry for. 

IStb. I was sent for by my uncle Fenner to come and

terday. Thence to the Wardrobe, where I found my wife, 
and thence she and I to the water to spend the afteruoon in 
pleasure, and bo we went to old George's, and there eat as 
rohch as we would of a hot shoulder of mutton, and bo to boat 
again and home. 

14th. Before we had dined comes Sir B. Slingsby, and hia 
lady, and a great deal of company, to take my wife and I oat 
by barge, to shew them the King's and Doke's yachts. We 
had great pleasure, seeing all four yachts, viz., these two, and 
the two Dutch ones. , 

15th. (Lord's day.) To my aant Kite's in the morning, to 
help my uncle Fencer to put things in order against anon for 
the burial. After sermon, with my wife to the horial of my 
aunt Kite, where, besides us and my ancle Fenner's family, 
there was none of any quality, bat poor and rascally people. 
■So we went to church with the corps, and there had service 
read at the grsre, and back again with Pe^ Kite, who will 
he, I doubt, a troublesome carrion ' to us executors, hut if she 
will not he ruled, I shall fling np my executorship. 

16th. Word is brought me from my brother's, l^at there 
is a fellow come from my father out of the country, on pnr- 
pose to speak with me, and he made a story how he had lost 
his letter, but he was sure it was for me to come into the 
country, which I believed, but I afterwards found that it was 
a rogue that did use to play such tricks to get money of 
people, but he got none of me. Letters from my father in- 
forming me of the Court,' and that I must come down and 
meet him at Impington, which I presently resolved to do. 

17th. Got ap, telling my wife of my journey, and she got 
me to hire her a horse to go along with me. So I went to 
my Lady's, and of Mr. Townsend did borrow a very fine side- 
saddle for my wife, and so, after all things were ready, she and 
I took coach to the end of the towne towards Kingsland, and 
th«e got upon my horse, and she apon her pretty mare that

Bm July 8, lem, ann. 
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I faired for tier, and she rides reiy well. By the mare at one 
time falling, afae got a fall, bnt no harm ; bo we got to Ware, 
and there supped, and went to bed. 

18th. Up early, and begun onr march : the way abost 
Pnckridge very bad, uid my wife, in the very last dirty plaoa 
of all, got a fall, but no hurt, though Bome dirt. At last, Bhe 
begnn, poor wretch, to be tired, anci I to be uigry at it, bnt 
I was to blame ; for she ia a very good companion as long as 
she is well-. In the afternoon, we got to Cambridge, where I 
left my wife at my cozen .Ajigier's, while I went to Christ's 
College, and there found my brother in his chamber, and 
talked with him, and so to the barber's, and then to my wife 
again, uid remonnted for Impiogton, where my nncle received 
me and my wife very kindly. 

19th. Up early, and my father and I alooo talked abont 
our bnsineBB, and then we all horsed away to Cambridge, 
where my father uid I, having left my wife at the Beare, witl 
my brother, went to Mr. Sedgewicke, the stawAd of Gravely, 
and there talked with him, but gooM get little hopes from 
anything that he would tell us ; bnt at last t did give him » 
fee, and then he was free to tell me what I asked, which was 
something, though sot much comfort. From thence to our 
horses, and, with my vrife, went and rode through Sturbridge 
fayre, but the fayre was almost done. Set oat for Brampton, 
where we come in very good time. 

20tk. Will Stankes and I set out in the morning betimes 
for Gravely, where to an alehouse and drank, and then, going 
to the Court House, met my uncle Thomas and his son 
Thomas, with Bradly, the rogue that had betrayed us, and 
one Young, a cunning fellow, who guides them. I said little, 
till by and by that we come to the Court, triuoh was a simple 
meeting of a company of country rogues, with the Steward, 
and two Fellows of Jesus College, that are lords of the towne; 
and I producing no snrrender, though I told them I was sure 
there is and must be one somewhere, they found my uncl« 
Thomas heirs at law,' as he is ; and so my uncle was admitted 
and his son also in reversion. The father paid a year and s 
' To fiobart P*P7(, of Snaploa. 
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half for his fine, and the boq half & year, in all, 481., besides 
about SI. fees ; so that I do believe the charges of his joumeTs, 
and what he ^ree those two rogues, and other expences 
herein, cannot bo less than 702., which will be a sad thing for 
him, if a surrender be found. After all was done, I openly 
wished them J07 in it.- 

21st. After dinner (there coming this morning my aunt 
BiUtes and her son from London, that is to lire witb my 
father), I rode to Hnntingdon, and so to Hincltingbroke, 
where Mr. Barnwell shewed me the condition of the hooae, 
which is yet very baokward, and I fear will be very dark iii 
the cloyster when it is done. 

22d. (Lord's day.) To church, where we had oommon 
prayer, and a dull sermon by one Mr. Case, who yet I heard 
sing very well. 
ITMfkk^K 2Sd. We took horse, and got early to Baldwick, where 
^^^^Ithero was a fur, and we put in, and eat a mouthfnll of porke, 
which they mide us pay 14(2. for, which vexed me much. 
And 80 away to Stevenage, and staid till a showre was over, 
and 80 rode easily to Welling. We supped well, and had two 
beds in the room, and so lay single. 

24th. We rose, and Bet forth, but found a most sad altera- 
tion in the roade, by reason of last night's runs, they being 
now all dirty and washy, though not deep. So we rode 
easily through, and only drinking at HoUoway, at the sign of a 
woman with cakes in oQe hand, and a pot of ale in the ether,* 
which did give good occasion of mirth, resembling her to the 
mayd that served us, we got home very timely and well, and 
finding there all well, and letters from sea, that speak of my 
Lord's being well ; and his Action, though not considerable 
of any side, at Algiers.^ 

25th. Sir W. Pen told me that I need not fear any re- 
flection upon my Lord for thoir ill snccesse at Argier, for 
more could not be done. Meetjsg Sir R. Slingsby in St. 
Martin's Lane, he and I in his coach through the Mewes, 
which is the way that now all coaches are forced to go, 
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because of & atop at Charing Crosse, b j resaon of digging of 
a drayne tbcre to clear the Btreets. To my Lord Crewe's, 
and dined nith him, where I was nsed with all imaginable 
kiadness both from bim and her. And I 'see that he is afraid 
my Lord's repatacoa will a little saffer in c<Mmiion talk by this 
late BuccesBe ; bnt tbero b no help for it now. The Queen of 
England, aa she is now owned and oalled, I hear, doth .keep 
open court, and diBtinct at Liabone. To the Theatre, and saw 
*'The Merry Wives of Windsor" ill done. 

26Ui. With my wife by coach to the Theatre, to shew her 
" B^g and no King," it being very well done. 

27th. At noon, met my wife at the Wardrobe ; uid there 
dined, where wo found Captain Comitry,> my little Captain 
that I loved, who carried me to the Somid, widi some gr^es 
and millons from my Lord at Lisbone, the first tliat ever I 
saw; but the grapes are rare-things. In the afternoon comes 
Mr. Edward Montagu, by appointment this mornings to talk - 
with my Lady and me about the provisions flt to be bought 
and sent to my Lord along with hi». And told us, that we 
need not trouble ourselves bow to buy them, for tlio King 
would pay for all, and that he would take care to get them : 
which put my Lady and me into a great deal of ease of mind. 
Here we stayed and supped too ; and, after my wife had put 
up some of the grapes in a basket for to be sent to the King, 
we took coikch and home, where we found a hamper of millons 
sent to me also. 

28th. Sir W, Pen and his daughter, and I and my wife, 
to the Theatre, and there saw " Father's owne Son,"' a very 
good play, and the first time I ever saw it. 

29th. (Lord's day.) What at dinner and supper I drink, I 
know not how, of my own accord, bo much wine, that I wat 
even almost foxed, and my head aked all night ; so home and 
to bed, without prayers, which I never did yet, since I com« 
to the house, of a Sunday night : I being now so out of order

SOth. This morning up by moon-ahine, »t five o'clock, to 
Whitehall, to meet Mr. Moore at the Privy Seale, and there I 
heard of a fray between the two Embassadors of Spune' and 
France f and that, this day, being the day of the entrance of 
an Bmbassador from Sweden,^ they intended to fight for the 
precedence.* Oar King, I heard, ordered that no EoglishmaD 
ehenld meddle in the basinesB,' bat let them do what they 
would. And to that end all the soldiers in the town were 
in arms all the day long, and dome of the train-bands in die 
Cit^ ; and a great bustle throogh the City all the day. Then 
we t«ok coach, which was the basiness I come for, to Chelsey, 
to my Lord Privy Seale, and there got him to seal the basi- 
ness. Here I saw by day-light two very fine pictnres in the 
gallery, that a little while ago I saw by night ; and did also 
~ go all oTer t^e house, and found it to be the prettiest con- 
trived house tiatt ever I saw in my life. 80 back agMn ; and 
at White Hall light, aiuLaaw the soldiers and people nmning 
np and down the streets. So I went to the Spanish Embas- 
sador's and the French, and there saw great preparations on 
both sides; but the French made the most noise and ranted

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most, but the other made no stir almost at aD ; so that I vas 
afraid the other would hare too great a conquest orer them. 
Then to the Wardrohe, and dined there, and then abroad and 
in Cheapside hear that the Spanish hath got the beet of it, 
and killed three of the French coach-horses and several men, 
and ie gone throngh the City oext to onr King's coach ; at 
which it is strange to ece how all the City did rejoice. And 
indeed we do naturally all love the Spanish, and hate the 
French. Bat T, as I am in all things cnrious, presently got 
to the water-side, and there took oarea to Westmmster Palace, 
and mn after them throtigh all the dirt and the streets full of 
people ; till at last, at the Mewea, I saw the Spanish coach goj 
with fifty drawn swords at least to guard it, and our soldiers 
shouting for joy. And ao I followed the coach, and then met 
it at Tork House, where the embaasador lies ; and there it 
went in with great state. So then I went to the French 
honse, where I observe still that there is no men in tho 
world of a more insolent spirit where they do well, nor b^ore 
they begin a matter, and more abject if they do miscarry, than 
these people are ; for they all look like dead men, and not a 
word among them, but shake their heads. The truth is, the 
Spaniards were not only observed to fight most desperately, 
but also they did outwitt them ; first, in lining their own 
hamesse wUh chains of iron that they conld not be cut, then 
in Betting their coach in the most advantageous place, and to 
appoint men to guard every one of their horses; and others for 
to guard the coach, and others the coachmen. And, above 
all, in setting npon the French horses and killing them, for by 
that means the French were not able to stir. There were 
several men slain of the French, and one or two of the 
Spaniards, and one Englishman by a bullet.' "Which is very 
observable, the French were at least four to one in number,'

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and had near 100 case of pistols among tbem, and the 
Spaniards had not one gan among them ; which is for their 
honour for ever and the others' dkgrtuse. So, having been 
Teiy mach daubed with dirt, I got a coach, and home ; where 
I vexed TDj wife in telling of her this stoiy, and pleading for 
the Spani&rda against the French. So ends this month; 
inyHelF and family in good conditioD of health, but my head full 
of my Lord's and my own and the office bosinees ; where we 
are now very busy ahont sending forces to Tangier, and the 
fleet of my Lord of Sandwich, who ia now at Liabone to bring 
over the Qaeen. The bnaincsa of Algiers hath of late 
troubled me, because my Lord hath not done what he went 
for, Uiough he did as much as any man in the world could 
have done. The want of mraiey puts all things, and above all, 
the Mavy, out of order ; and yet I do not see that the King 
takes care to bring in any money, bat thinks of new deugns 
to lay out money. 

October 2d. We went to the Theatre, but coming late, and 
sitting in an ill place, T never had so little pleasure in a play 
in my life, yet it was the first time that I ever saw it — "Vic- 
toria Oorombono." ' Methinks a very poor play. 

4th. By coach to White Hall with 8ir W. Pen. So to 
Mr. Montagu, where his man, Monsienr Eschar, makes a great 
complaint against the English, that they did help the Spaniards 
against the French the other day ; and that their Fmbassador 
do demand Justice of our King,^ and that he do resolve to be

to proceed on bii royaga withont thrther qneation. Thi> want of caullon, and 
dUobedienoa of order*, fell heavily on Holmei, who waa impriioned for two 
IBOntba, and not re-appoinled to the lune ahip. BrahS afterwarda made ■ 
proper aubml»ioD, for the tiult ha had eommiUed, at his own Codrt. Hia eon- 
daat ^mindi ua of Sir Henry Wotton'i deBnitton of an ambaseador — rAol ht it

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Lord Chancellor and some others, that get money themBelres, 
that they will not endnre it. Home by coach, with my mind 
Tery heavy at this my expencefull life, which will undo me, I 
fear, after all my hopes, if I do not take up, for now I am 
coming to lay oat a great deal of money in clothes for my 
wife, I must forbear other expences. 

I4th. To a dinner of young Mr. Bernard's for myself, Hr. 
Philips, Davenport, Weaver, &c., where we had a most excel- 
lent dinner, but a pie of such pleasant variety of good things, 
as in all my life I never tasted. 

15th. At noon with my wife to the Wardrobe to dinner, 
and there did show herself to my Lady in the handkercher 
that she bought the lace for the other day, and indeed it is 
very handsome. To the Opera, where I met my wife and 
Captain Ferrers, and Mademoiselle Le Blanc, and there did 
see the second part of " The Siege of Rhodes" veiy well done; 
kand so by coach set her home, and the coach driving down the 
hill through llHRues Street, which I think never any coach 
did before from that place to the bridgo-foot, but going up 
Fish Street Hill, Jiis horsos were so tired, that they could not 
be got to go up the hill, though all the street boys and men 
did beat and whip them. At last, I was fain to send my boy 
for a linke, and so light out of the coach till we got to another, 
at the corner of Fcnchurch Street, and so home. 

17th. (Lord's day.) To our own church, and at noon, by 
invitation. Sir W. Pen dined with me, and I took Mrs. Hester, 
my Lady Batten's kinswoman, to dinner from church with me, 
and we were very merry. To church ; and heard a simple fellow 
upon the praise of church mnsique, and exclaiming agunst 
men's wearing their hats on in the church. To church [again}, 
but slept part of the sermon. 

18th. At St. Paul's, where I saw the quiristers in thdr sur- 
plices going to prayers, and a few idle people and boys to 
hear them, which is the first time I have seen them, and am 
Borry to see things done bo out of order. To the Theatre, to 
see " Phllaster," ' which I never saw before, but I found it 
far short of my expectations. 
' " Phllnaterj or, Lova Iki (-bUediDg," k tragtdj, b; BtsanoBt umI 
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19th. Took coach as fax as my cozen Scott's, and mj vife 
and I staid there at the christening of my eosen's boy, vhere 
my cozen Samnel Fepys of Ireland and I were godfathers, and 
X did name the child Samuel. There was a company of 
pretty iromen there in the chamher, bat we staid not, but went 
with the minister into another room, and eat and drank — my 
Bhe-consin Stradwick being godmother. It cost me 20«. 
between the midwife and the two nurses to-day. 

20th. To Westminster Hall by water in the moming, 
where I saw the King going in hie barge to the Farliameat 
Hooso ; this being the first day of their meeting again ; and 
the Bishops, I hear, do take their places in the Lords' House 
this day. I walked longe in 'the Hall, but hear nothing of 
newes, but what Ned Pickering tells me, which I sm troubled 
ftt, that Sir J. Hinnes shonld send word to the King, that if 
he did not remoTO all my Lord Sandwich's captains out of this 
fleet, he believed the King would not be master of the fleet at /- * 
its coming again : and so do endeavour to briog disgrace npea 
my Lord ; but I hope all that will not do, for the King loves 
him. To the Wardrobe, and dined with mj Lady — ^my Lady 
Wright' being there too, whom I find to be a witty but very 
conceited woman and proud. Lay long reading "Hobbs bis ^ 
Liberty and Kecesaity," and a little but very shrewd piece. 

21st. Mr. Moore showed me his old Camden's " Britaa- 
nica," which I intend to boy of him, and took it away with 
mo, and left it at St. Paul's Churchyard to bo bound. At the 
office all the afternoon ; it being the first afternoon that wfl 
have sat, which we are now to do always, so long as the Par- 
liament sits, who this day have voted the King 1,200,0001., 
to be raised to pay his debts. 

22d. At Qoos with my wife, by appoiiitment, to dinner at 
the Dolphin, where Sir W. Batten and his lady, and daughter 
Matt,^ and Captain Cook and bis lady, a German lady, but a 
very great beauty, and we dined together, at the spending of 
some wagers won and lost between him and I ; and there we 
bad the best mosique and very good songs, and were very

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merry, and danced, but I was most of all taken vith Madam 
Cook and her little boy, witioh in mirth hia father had ^ren 
to me. But after all oar mirth comee a reokoning of 4L, 
besidefi 48. of the musicians, which did trouble ua, but it mnst 
be paid, and so I took leave, and left them there about eight 
at night. 

23d. To Cheapside, to one Savill,' a painter, who I intend 
shall do my picture and my wife's. 

24th. (Lord's day.) Up early,' and by appointment to St. 
Clement's Danes ' to church, and there to meet Captain Cook, 
who had often commended Mr. Alsopp, their minister, to me, 
irtio is indeed an able man, but as to all things else did not 
come up to my expectations. His text was, that all good and 
perfect things are from above. 

25th. To Westminster with Captain Lambert, and there he 
did at the Cog give me, and some other friends of his, hia foy,^ 
. he being to set sail to-day toward the Streights. Here we 
Wd oysters snd good wine. With Sir W. Pen, and Major- 
General Masw, who I find by discourse to be a very inge- 
nious man, ancL among other things a great master in the 
earveys of powtter and fire-works, and another knight to 
dinner, at the Swan, in the Falace-Yard, and oar meat brought 
from the Legg ; and after dinner to the Theatre, and there 
saw " The Country Captain ;" and that being done, I left Sir 
W. Fen with bis songs, and went to the Opera, and saw the 
last act of " The Bondman," and there found Mr. Sanchy and 
Mrs. Mary Archer, sister to the fair Betty, whom I did admire 
at Cambridge, and thence took them to the Fleece* in Covent 
Garden ; but Mr. Sancby could not by any argimient get his 
lady to trust herself with him into the taverne, which he was 
much troubled at, and so we returned immediately into the 
city by coach, and then set her at her uncle's in the Old 
Jury. 

27th. To SaviU's, the painter, and there sat the first time

28th. Letters from my Lord Sandwich, from Tangier;' 
where he continnes still, and hath done some execution upon 
the Turka, and retakeD an Englishman from them,^ one Mr. 
Parker, a merchant in Marke lane. To the Chancellor's, and 
there met with Mr. Dugdale, and with him and one iSx. 
Simons, I think that belongs to my Lord Hatton,^ and Mr. 
Kipps and others, to the Foontaine taveme. 

29tb. I lay long in bed, till Sir Williama both sent me word 
that ne were to wait npon the Duke of York to-day ; and ibtX 
they would have me to meet them at Westminster Hall, at 
noon : so I rose and went thither ; and there I understand 
that they are gone to Mr. Coventry's lodgings, in the Old 
Palace Yard, to dinner, the first time that I knew he had , 
any ;* and there I met them, and Sir Q. CartesM, and had. a 
very fine dinner, and good welcome, and dAK)urBe ; and bo, by 
water, after dinner, to White Hall, to the Duke, who met us 
in bia clo^t ; and there he did discourse apon the business of 
Holmes,* and did desire of us to know what hath been the 
common practice shout making of forrayne ships to strike 
sail to us, whidi they did all do as much as they could ; bat 
I could say nothing to it, which I was sorry for. After we 
were gone from the Duke, I told Mr. Coventry that I had 
heard Mr. Selden* often say, that he could prove that in Henry 
the Tth's time, he did give commission to Mb captains to maks 
the King of Denmark's ships to strike to him'' in the Baltlqne.

Sir W. Pen ud I to the Theatre, but it wu so fnll that w« 
oonld hardly get aaj room, so we went up to one of the boxes, 
and into the 18<J. places, and there saw ''Love at first 
Sight," a play of Mr. Killigrew's, and the firet time that it 
hath been acted since before the tronbles, and great expecta- 
faon ^ere was, bat I found the play to be a poor thing, and 
ao I perceive everybody else do. Home, calling at St. Paul's 
Churchyard for a Mare Clansum, having it in my mind to 
write a little matter, what I can gather, about the busineee of 
striking sayle, and preseat it to the Duke, which I now think 
will be a good way to make myself known. 

80th. The old condeioned judges of the late King have 
been bronght before the Parliament, and like to be hanged. 
I am deep in Chancery with Tom Trice. Qod give a good 
isne. This is the last day for the old State coyne to pass ia 
eommon payments, but they say it is to pass in pobliqne pay- 
^ menta to the King three months still. 

December' Ist. (Lord's day.) Mr. Sanchy should have 
brought his mistr^Bi, Mrs. Mary Archer, of Cambridge, but 
she oonld not come ; but wo had a good dinner for him. Oat 
a brave collar of brawne from Wiichcombe which proves veiy 
~ good, and also opened the glass of girkins which G^tua 
Cock* did give my wife the other day, which are rare things. 
There hath lately been great clapping i^ of some old states- 
Ben, such as Iretoo, Moyer,' and others, and th^ say, upon 
a great plot, but I believe no such thing ; but it is but justice 
that they should be served as they served the poor Cavaliers; 
aod I believe it will ofteatimes be bo, as long as they live, 
whethw there be cause or no. 

2d. Called on by Mr. Sanchy and hia mistress, and with

I saw a man lie dead npon WeetminBter Stdm thai 
liad been drowned yesterday. 

6th. To White Hall, where, at Sir O. Carteret'e, Sir 
Williuns both and I dined rery pleasantly ; and after dinner, by 
appointment, came the Governors of the East India Com- 
pany,^ to sign and seal the contract between ns, in the King's 
name, and them. And, that done, we all went to the King's 
closet, and there spoke with the King and the Doke of Tork, 
■who promise to be very careful of the IncUa trade to tbt 
utmost. 

7th. This morning comes Captain Ferrers and the Germui, 
Emannel Lofie, who goes as one of my Lord's footmen, 
thongh he deserves a much better preferment, to take their 
leave of me, and here I got the German to play upon my 
theorbo. Within a quarter of an hour after they were gone, 
oomes the German back again, all of a goare of blood, which 
I wondered at, and tells me that he is afraid that the Captais 
10 killed by the watermen at Tower Stayres ; so I presently 
went thither, and fonnd that npon some mde pressing of the 
watermen to jiy the Captain, he stmok one of them with his 
oanc,* which they would not take, bat struck him again, and 
then the German drew his sword, and ran at one of them, 
hot they were both sonndly beaten. The Captain is, how- 
ever, got to the hoy that carries him and the pages to th« 
Downee, and I went into the alehonee at the Stayree, and got 
them to deliver the Captain's feathers, which one from th* 
Captain was come to demand. Home again, and there found 
my wife dresung of the Genaon'a head, and so did [give] him »

which I am now about ;* but he do cry out against Sir John 
Minnee, as the Teriest knave and rogue and coward in the 
world. 

8th. (Lord's day.) Good discourse with my Lady of the 
great christening yesterday at Mr. Rnmbell's, and conrtiers 
and pomp that was there, which I wonder at. 

9th. At noon to dinner at the Wardrobe ; where my Lady 
Wright was, who did talk much upon the worth and the 
desert of gallantry ; and that there was none fit to be cour- 
tiers, bat such as have been abroad and know fashions; which 
I endeavoured to oppose ; and was troubled to bear her talk 
■0, though she be a very wise and discreet lady in other things. 

10th. To dinner to my Lord Crewe's, by cotach, and in my 
way had a stop of above an houre and a half, which is great 
trouble this Parliament time, but it cannot be helped. How- 
ever, I got thither before my Lord come from the House, and 
•0 dined 'with him. 

11th. My wife by coach to Clerkenwell, to see Mis. Mai^ 
garet Pen, who is at schoole there.

The fleet hath been ready 
to sail for Fortemooth, bnt hath lacked wind this fortnight, 
and hj that means my Lord is forced to keep at sea all thia 
winter, till he brings home the Queen, which is the ezpecti^ 
tion of all now, and the greatest matter of pablique talk. 

1661-62. 

i January lat. Waking this morning out of my sleep on a 
sudden, I did with my elbow hit my wife a great blow over 
her face and neck, which waked her with pain, at which I was 
sorry, and to sleep again. We went by coach to see the plaj 
of the Spanish Curate ;' and a good play it is, only Diego the 
Sexton did overdo his part too much. 

2(1. An invitation sent us before we were upp from my 
Lady Sandwich's, to come and dine with her : so at the office 
1^ all the morning, Mid at noon thither to dinner, where there 
was & good and great dinner, and the company, Mr. William 
Montagu and his lady ; but she seemed so far from the beauty 
that I expected her from my Lady's talk to be, that it put 
me into an ill humour all day, to find my expectation bo lost. 
I went forth, by f^pointment, to meet with Mr. Grant, who 
promised to bring me acquainted with Cooper,' the great 
limner in little, but they deceived me. Sir Richard Fanshaw 
is come suddenly from Portugal!, and nobody knows what his 
business is about. 

8d. To Faithome'a,' and there bought some pictures of 
him ; and while I was there, comes by the King's life-guard, 
he being gone to Lincoln's Inne this afternoon to see the 
ReTellfl there ; there being, according to an old custome, a 
prince and all his nobles, and other matters of sport and 
charge. 

4tli. At home, hanging up pictures, and seeing how my 
pewter sconces that I have bonght will become my stayres and 
entry. With Mr. Chetwin, who had a dog challenged of him,

the dog, aod the dog at last would follow him, and not hia 
old master. 

5th. (Lord's day.) My brother Tom tetls roe how he hath 
Been the father and mother of the girle which my cozen Joyces 
would bare him to hare for a wife, and they are much for it, 
but we are in a great quandary what to do therein — 200^. bong 
but a little money ; and I hope, if he continues as he begins, 
he may look for one with more. To church, and before 
sermon, there was a long psalm, and half anottier sung out, 
while the Sexton gathered what the church would give him 
for thb last half year, I gave him 3i., and hare the last we^ 
given the Clerlce 2t., which I set down, that I may know 
what to do the next year, if it please the Lord that I live eo 
long; bnt the jest was, the Clerk begins the 25th psalm, 
which hath a proper tone to it, and then the 116th, which 
cannot be snng with that tone, which seemed very ridiculous. 

6th. To dinner to Sir W. Pen's, it being a solemn feast 
day with him — his wedding day,' and we had, besides a good 
chine of beef and other good cheer, eighteen mince pies in a 
dish, the number of years that he bath been married,' where 
8ir W. Batten and his lady and daughter was, and Colonel 
Treswell and Major' Holmes, who I perceive would fain get 
to be free and friends with my wife, bnt I shall prevent it, 
and she herself hath also a defyance agwnst bun. 

8th. This night come about 1002. from Brampton by 
carrier to mo, in holsters from my father, which made me 
laugh. 

10th. To White Hall, and there spoke with Sir Paule 
Keale,* about a mathematical request of my Lord's to him, 
which I did deliver to him, and he promised to employ 
somebody to answer it — something about observation of the 
moone and stars, but what I did not mind. An injunoon is

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granted in Cbaaoer; againet T. Trice, ■ 
glad, being before in some trouble for it. To meet mj wife 
at Mrs. Hunt's to gossip with her, which we did klone, aad 
were very merry, and did gire her a cup and spooa for my 
wife's god-child. 

11th. To the Exchange, and there all the news is of the 
French and Dutch joyning against ua ; but I do not think it 
yet true. In the afternoon, to Sir W. Batten's where in 
discourse I heard the cnstome of the election of the Duke of 
Genoa,' who for two years is every day attended in the 
greatest state, and four or five hundred men always waiting 
npon him as a king ; and when the two years are out, and 
another is chose, a messenger is sent to him, who stands at 
the bottom of the stairs, and he at the top, and says, *'V*. 
nioetrissima Serenita sta finita, cd pucde andar en casa."— 
"Tour serenity is now ended; and now you may be going 
faeme :" and so cl^ts on his hat. And the old Duke, having 
by custom sent his goods home before, walks away, it may 
be with but one man at his heels ; and the new one brought 
immediately in his room, in the greatest state in the world. 
Another account was told ua, how the Dukedom of Ragusa, 
in the Adriatique, a State that is little, but more ancient, 
they say, than Venice, and is called tim mother of Venice, 
and the Turkes lie round about it, that they change all the 
officers of their guard, for fear of conspiracy, every twenty- 
four hours, so that nobody knows who shall be captain of tbe 
guard to-night; but two men come to a man, and lay hold of 
him as a prisoner, and carry him to the place ; and there he 
bath the keys of the garrison given him, and he presently 
issues his orders for that night's watch ; and so always from 
night to night. Sir William Rider told the first of his own 
knowledge ; and both he and Sir W. Batten confirmed the lost.

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seasonable vealher ; it having hitherto been sninmer weather, 
that it is, both as to. warmth and every other thing, jnst as if 
it were in the middle of May or June, which do threaten a 
plague, as all men think, to follow, for so it was almost the 
last winter ; and the whole year after hath been a very sickly 
time to this day.' 

16th. Towards Cheapside ; and in Paul's churchyard saw 
the funeral of my Lord Comwallis,' late Steward^ of the 
King's House, go by. And thence I to the paynter's, and 
there pud him fit for the two pictures, and 86g. for the two 
frames. Stoakea told us that notwithstanding the country of 
Gambo* is so unhealthy, yet the people of the place live very 
long, so as the present King there is 150 years old, which 
they connt by rains ; because every year it rains continually 
four months together. He also told us, that the kings there 
have above 100 wives a-piece. 

17th. To Westminster, with Mr. Hoore, and there I met 
«ith Lany, the Frenchman, who told me that he had a letter 
from France last night, that tells him that my Lord Hinch- 
iugbroke is dead, and that be did die yesterday was se'nnight, 
which do surprise me exceedingly, though we know that he 
hath been sick these two months, so I hardly ever was in 
my life; but being fearfull that my Lady should come to 
hear it too suddenly, he and I went up to my Lord Crewe's, 
and there T dined with him, and after dinner we told him, 
and the whole family is much disturbed by it : so we con- 
sulted what to do to tell my Lady of it; and at last we 
thought of my going first to Mr. George Montagu's to hear 
whether he had any news, of it, which I did, and there found 
alt his house in great heavinesse for the death of his son, Mr. 
George Montagu, who did go with our young gentlemen into

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France, ajid that the^ hear nothing at all of our young lord ; 
BO believing that thence comes the mistake, I returned to my 
Lord Crewe, in mj way to the Piazza seeing a house on fire, 
and all the streets full of people to quench it, and told them 
of it, which they are much glad of, and conclude, and so I 
hope, that my Lord is well ; and bo I went to my Lady Sand- 
wich and told her all, and after much talk I parted thence, 
with my wife, who had been there all the day, and so home 
to my musique, and then to bed. 

18th. Gomes Mr. Mooro to ^ve me an accoant how Mr. 
Montagu' has gone away of a sudden with the fieet, in such 
haste, that he hath left behind some servants, and many 
things of consequence ; and among others, my Lord's commis- 
sion for Embassador. Whereupon he and I took coach, and 
to White Hall to my Lord's lodgings, to have spoke with Mr. 
Balpb Montagu, his brother, and here etaid talking with 
Sarah and the old man ; but by and by hearing that he was 
lit Covent Garden, we went thither ; and at my Lady Harvy's, 
his sister, I spoke with him, and he telb me that the commis- 
sion is not lefl behind. 

19th. (Lord's day.) Into the Old Bayly by appointment to 
speak with Mrs. Norbury, who lies (it falls out) next door to 
my uncle Fenner's ; but, as God would have it, we having no 
desire to be seen by his people, he having lately married a raid- 
wife, that is old and ugly, and that hath already brought home 
to htm a daughter and three children, we were let in at a back 
doore. And here she offered me the refusall of some lands 
of hers at Brampton, if I have a mind to buy. Thence to 
my uncle Wright's, and there we supped, and were merry, 
though my uncle hath lately lost 2 or SOO at sea, and I am 
troubled to hear that the Turkes do take more and more of 
our ships in the Straights, and that our merchants here in 
London do daily break, and are still likely to do so.

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20th. This day did divide the two butts, which we fonr did 
send for, of sherry from Cales, and mine was pat into a hogs- 
head, and the vessel filled up with fonr gallons of Malaga 
wine ; what it will stand ns in I know not ; bat it is the first 
great quantity of wine that I ever bought. 

2lHt. Home, to practice my composition of mtuiique. We * 
have beard nothing yet how fu- the fleet hath got towwrd 
Fortugall. 

22d. After musique-practice, to White Hall, and thence to 
Westminster, in my way calling at Mr. George Montagu's,' 
to condole on the loss of his son, who was a fine gentleman ; 
and it is no doubt a great discomfort to our two young gen- 
tlemen, his companions in France. After this discourse, be 
told me, among other news, the great jealousyB that are now 
in the Parliament House. The Lord Chancellor, it eeeniB, 
taking occasion from this late plot to raise fears in the people 
did project the raising of an army forthwith, besides the con- 
ataot militia, thinking to make the Duke of York Qeneral 
thereof. Bat the House did, in very open termes, Bay, thej 
were grown too wise to be fooled again into another ^-my ; 
and said they had found how that man that hath the command 
of an army is not beholden to any body to make him King. 
There are fiutions, private ones at Court, about Madam 
Palmer ; but what it is about I know not. But it is some- 
thing about the King's favour to her now that the Queen is 
coming.

23d. By invitacoD to my nncle FeBDer'e, where I foond 
his sew wife, a pitiful, old, ngly, ill-bred woman, in a hatt, a 
midwife. Here were raaiiy of his, and as many of her rela- 
tions, sorry, mean people ; and after chooBing our glores, we 
all went over to the Three Crane taveme,' and, though the 
best room of the house, in such a narrow dogg-hole we were 
crammed, and I believe we were near forty, that it made me 
loath my company and victuals ; and a sorry, poor dinner it 
ma too. After dinner, I took aside the two Joyces, to thank 
them for their kind thoughts for a wife for Tom ; but that, 
considering the possibility there is of my having no child, and 
what then I shall be able to leave him, I do think he may 
expect in that respect a wife with more money, and so desired 
them to think no more of it. * 

24th. To the Wardrobe, where very merry with my Lady, 
and after dinner I went tor the pictnres' thither, and mine 
is well liked ; but she is so much offended with my wife's ; 
and I am of her opinion, that it do much wrong her ; but I 
will have it altered. ' 

25th. At home and the office all the mommg. Walking 
in the garden' to give the gu^lener directions what to do this 
year, for I intend to have the garden handsome, Sir W. Pen 
come to me, and did break a business to me about removing 
his son from Oxford to Cambridge to some private collie. 
I proposed Magdalene, but cannot name a tutor at present ; 
but I shall think imd write about it. Thence with him to tb«

February 1st This morning with Commissioner Fett tq the 
office ; and he etatd there writing, while I and Sir W. Fen 
walked in the garden talking about his busmess of putting hia 
son to Cambridge ; and to that end I intend to write tonight 
to Fturebrother, to give me an account of Mr. Burton of Mag- 
dalene. Thence with Mr. Pctt to the paynter's ; and he likes 
our pictures very well, and bo do I. Thence he and I to the 
Countess <^ Sandwich, to lead him to her to kiss her hands : 
and dined with her, and told her the news, which Sir W. P^ 
told me to do, that expresse is come from my Lord with 
letters, that by a great storm' and tempest the mole of Algiers 
is broken down, and many of their ships sunk into the mole. 
So that God Almighty hath now ended that unlucky business 
for us ; which is very good news. 

2d. (Lard's day.) To chnrob is the morning, and then home, 
and dined with my wife, and eo both of ns to church agun, 
where we had an Oxford man give us a most impertinent 
Bwrnon upon " Cast your bread upon the waters," &c.

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8d. After moBiqao-practice, I dined irith Sir W. Batten 
with man; friends mor«, it being his wedding-day, and among 
other froliqnes, it being their Srd year, they hod three pyes, 
whereof the middlemost waa made of an ovall fonn in an ovall 
hole within the other two, which made much mirth, and WM 
called the middle piece ; and above alt the rest, we had great 
Btriving to steal a spooneful ont of it ; and I remember Mrs. 
Hills, the minister's wife, did steal one for me, and did give 
it me ; and to end all, Mrs. Shippman did fill the pie full of 
white wine, it holding at least a pint and a half, and did 
drink it off for a health to Sir William and my Lady — it being 
the greatest draught that ever I did see a woman drink in my 
life. I went along with my Lady and the reat of the gentle- 
women to Major Holmes's, and there we had a fine supper — 
among others, excellent lobsters, which I never eat at this 
time of the year before. The Major hath good lodgings at 
the Trinity House. At last home, and, being in my chamber, 
we do hear great noise of mirth at Sir William Batten's, 
tearing the ribbands' from my Lady and him. 

4th. To Westminster Hall, where it was full tense. Here 
all the morning, and at noon to my Lord Crewe's, where one 
Mr. Templer,^ an ingenious man and a person of honour he 
seems to be, dined ; and, disconrsmg of the natore of serpents, 
he told ns some in the waste places of Lancashire do grow to 
a great bigness, and do feed upon larkes, which they take 
thus : — They observe, when the lark is soared to the highest, 
and do crawl till they come to be just imdomeath them ; and 
there they- place themselves with their mouth uppermost, and 
there, as is conceived, they do eject poyson upon the bird ; for 
the bird do suddenly come down again in its course of a circle, 
and falls directly into the mouth of the serpent ; which is very 
strange. He is a great traveller ; and, speaking of the taran- 
tula, he says that all the harvest long, about which tames they 
are most busy, there ore fiddlers go up and down the fields 
every where, in expectation of bdng hired by thoae that are - 
stung. This afternoon, going into the office, one met me, and 
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did Bcrve ft Bubpoenft upon me for one Field, whom ve did 
commit to prison' the other day for some ill worda he did 
give the office. The like he had for others, bnt we shall 
BOonre him for it. 

5th. To the Flajhoose, and there saw " Rule a Wife and 
Iiare a Wife ;" very well done. And here also I did look 
long upon my Lady Castlemaine, who, notwithstanding her 
Bickneas, continnos a great beauty. 

6tli. After dinner, my barber trimmed me, and so to the 
office, where I do begin to be exact in my dnty there, and 
exacting my privileges. 

7tb. I hear the prisoners in the Tower that are to die, ars 
come to the Forliament-house this morning. To the Ward- 
robe, to dinner with my Lady ; where a civitt oat, parrot, apes, 
and many other things, are come from my Lord by Captain 
pVilliam] Hill, who dined with my Lady with us to-day. 
Thence to the paynter's [Savill's], and am well pleased with 
our pictures. 

9th. (Lord's day.) I took physique this day, and was all 
day in my chamber, talking with my wife about her laying 
out of 20^, which I had long since promised her to lay out 
in clothes against Easter, for herself, and composing some 
ayrcs, God forgive me ! At night to prayers and to bed. 

10th. To Paul's Churchyard, and there I met with Dr. 
Puller's " England's Worthys," the first time that I ever saw 
it ; and so I sat down reading in it ; being much troubled 
that, though be had some discourse with me about my family 
and armea, he says nothing at all, nor mentions' us either in 
Cambridgeshire or Norfolke. But I believe, indeed, our family 
were never considerable. 

11th. At the office in the afternoon ', so home to musique : 
my mind being full of our alteracons in the garden. At 
night begun to compose songs, and begin with " Gaze not on 
the swans."' 

12th. This morning till four in the afternoon I spent abroad,

Last night died the Queen of 
Bt^emia.' 

14th. (Yalenti&e'e day.) I did this day pnrposely shnn to 
be seen at Sir W. Batten's, because I would not hare his 
daughter to be my Valentine, as she was tbe last year, there 
fa«ing no great friendship between ns now, as formerly. This 
morning in comes W. Bowyer, who was my wife's Valentine, 
she having, at which I made good a^ort to myself, held her 
hands all the morning, that she might not see the payntera 
that were at work in gilding my chimney-piece and pictures 
in my dbing-room. 

15th.. With the two Sir Williams to the Trinity House;* 
and there, in their society, had the business debated of Sir 
Micholas Crisp's sasse* at Deptford. After dinner, I was sworn 
a Yoonger Brother, Bir W. Bider being Deputy-Master for 
my Lord of Sandwich ; and after I was sworn, all the Elder 
Brothers shake me by the hand ; it is dieir custom, it seems. 
No news yet of cur fleet gone to Tangier, which we now begin 
to think long. 

16th. (Lord's day.) To chorch this morning. In the after- 
noon, I walked to St. Bride's to church, to hear Dr. Jacomb 
preach upon the recovery, and at the request, of i/tn. Turner, 
who come abroad this day, the first time since her long sick- 
ness. He preached upon David's words, "I shall not die, but 
live, and declare the works of the Lord," and made a pretty 
good sermon, though not extraordinary. After sermon, I led

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Iier home, and sat with her, and there iras the Dr. got hefore 
ns; but strange what a command he hath got over Mra. 
Tamer, who waa so carefnll to get him what he wotdd, after 
his preaching, to drink, and he, with a cunning gravity, knows 
how to command, and bad it, and among other things told na 
that he heard more of the Comrooa Prayer tbie afternoon 
(while he stood in the vestry, before be went op into the 
pnlpitt) than be had beard this twenty years. 

17th. This morning, both Sir Williams, myself, and Cap- 
tain Oocke, and Gaptun Tinker of the Convertine,' which ve 
are going to look upon (being intended [to go] with these 
ships fitting for tbe East Indys), down to Deptford; and 
thence, after being oa ship-board, to Woolwich, and there eat 
something. The Sir Williams being unwilling to eat flesh,* 
Captain Cock and I bad a breast of veale roasted. Going 
and coming, we played at gleeke,^ and I won 9t. Gd. clear, 
the most tbat ever I won in my life. I pray Qod it may not 
tempt me to play again. 

ISth. Having agreed with Sir W. Pen to meet him at die 
Opera, and finding by my walking in the streets, which were 
every where full of brick-battes and tyles fiong down by the 
extraordinary winde the last night,* snob as hath not been in - 
memory before, unless at the death of the late Protector, 
tbat it was dangerous to go out of doors ; and hearing how 
several persons had been killed to-day by the fall of things in

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the Btreets, and that the pageant ld Fleet Streete is most of 
it blown down, and hath broke down part of several honaes, 
among others Dick Brigden's ; and that one Lady SandersMt,' 
a person of qualit; in Gorent-Gardcn, was killed b; the honse, 
in her bed, last night ; I sent my boy to forbid Sir W. Pea 
to go forth. But he bringing me word that be is gone, I 
went to the Opera, and saw "The Law against Lovers,"* a 
good play and well performed, especially the little girl's, 
whom I never eav act before, dancing and singing; and 
were it not for her, the losso of Roxalana^ would spoil the 
house. 

19th. Musiqae practice : then to the Trinity-House to con- 
clude upon our report of Sir K. Crisp's project, who come to 
ns to answer objections, but we did give him no eare, but 
are reaolved to stand to onr report.

Long with Mr. Berkenshaw in the morning at my 
mnsique practice, finishing my song of " Gase not on swans," in 
two parts, which pleases me well, and I did giT« him 51 for this 
month or five weeks that he hath taught me, which is a great 
deal of money, and troubled me to part with it. Thence to 
the paynter's, and set again for my picture in little. Called 
Will np, and chid him before my wife, for reftising to go to 
church with the maids yesterday, and telling his mistress lliat 
he would not be made a slave of. 

25th. Great talk of the effecta of this late great wind ; and 
I heard one say that he had five great trees standing together 
blown down; and, beginning to lop them, one of them, as 
soon as the lops were cut off, did, by the weight of the root, 
rise again and fasten. We have letters from the forest of 
Deane, that above 1000 oakes and as many beeches are blown 
down in one walke there. And letters from my father tell me 
of 20/. hurt done to us at Brampton. This day in the news- 
booke I find that my Lord Bnckburat' and his fellows have 
printed their case as they did give it in npon esanunatios to 
a Justice of Peace, wherein they make themselves a very good 
tale that they were in pursuit of thieves, and that they took 
this man for one of them, and so killed him ; and that he 
himself confessed it was the first time of his robbing ; and that 
he did pay dearly for it, for he was a dead man. But X 
doubt things will prove otherwise than they say. 

2Tth. Gome Mr. Berkenshaw, and in onr discourse we feD 
to angry words, so that in a pet he flung out of my chamber, 
and I never stepped him, having intended to put him off to- 
day, whether this bad happened or no, because I think I hare 
all tJie rules that he hath to f^ve. 

28th. The hoy failing to call ns up as I commanded, I was

We staid 
looking it over a great while with the Duke after he was 
ready. I and Will get me a rod, and ho and X called the 
boy np to one of the npper rooms of the Comptroller's honse 
towards the garden, and there I reckoned all his fanlts, and 
whipped him sonndly, bnt the rods was bo small that I fear 
they did not mnch hart to him, but only to my arm, which I 
am already, within a quarter of ah houre, not able to frtdr 
almost. 

March let. My wife and I by coach, first to see my little 
[actore that is ardrawing, and thence to the Opera, and there 
saw " Romeo and Juliet,"* the first time it was ever acted, 
but it is a play of itself the worst tiiat ever I heard, and the 
worst acted that ever I saw tliese people do, and I am resolved 
to go no more to see the first time of acting, for they were all 
of them out more or less. I do find that I am 500^. before- 
hand in the world, which I was afraid I was not, but I find 
that I had spent above 25(iL this last half year. 

2d. (Lord's day.) Talking long in bed with my wife, about 
our frugall life for the time to come, proposing to her what I 
could and would do, if I were worth 2000^., that is, be a 
knight, and keep my coach,^ which pleased her. To church 
in the morning : none in the pew but myself. 

8d. I do find a great deal more of content in these few 
days, that I do speed well about my business, than in all the 
pleasure of a whole week. I am told that this day the Par- 
liament hath vot«d 2t. per annum for every chimney in Eng^ 
land, as a constant revenue for ever to the Crown.

Blagrave's' means I got into his pew, and heard Dr. Creeton,' 
the great Seotcbmao, and chaplain in ordinary to the King, 
preach before the King, and Duke and Duchess, upon the 
words of Migah: — "Boule yourself in dust." He made a 
most learned sermon upon the words : but, in his application, 
the most comical man that ever I heard in my life. Just 
ssch a man as Hugh Peters ; saying that it had been better 
for the poor Cavalier never to have come with the King into 
England again; for he that hath the impudence to deny 
obedience to the lawful magistrate, and to swear to the oath 
of allegiance, &c., was better treated now a-days in Newgate, 
than a poor Royalist, that hath Buffered all hb life for the 
King, Is at Whitehall among his friends. 

8th. By coach with both Sir Williams to Westminster; 
this being a great day there in the House to pass the bunness 
for chimney -money, which was done. In the Hall I met

Sir W. Pen and I to the 
office, whither afterward come Sir Q. Carteret ; aind we sent 
for Sir Thomas Allen, one of the Aldermen of the City,' 
about the business of one Colonel Appesly, whom we had 
takeD counterfeiting of bills with all our hands and the office* 
of the yards, so well that I should never have mistrusted 
them. We staid about this business at the office till ten 
at sight, and at last did sead him with a constable to the 
Counter, and did give warrants for the seizing of a complice 
of his, one Blinkinsopp. 

dth. (Lord's day.) Church in the morning: dined at 
home, then to church again, and heard Mr. Maylor, whom I 
knew formerly of Keye's College, make a most eloquent 
sermon. To walk an houre with Sir W. Pen in the garden : 
then he into supper with me. 

10th. At the office, doing business all the morning. Home 
and to bed, to-morrow being washing-day. 

12th. This morning we had news from Mr. Coventry, that 
Sir G. Downing,^ like a perfidious rogue, though the action 
is good and of service to the King,* yet he cannot with a 
good conscience do it, hath taken Okey,' Corbet, and 
Barkestead at Delfe, in Holland, and sent them home in the 
Blackmore. Sir W. Fen, talking to me this afternoon of 
what a strange thing it is for Downing to do this, be told me 
of a speech ho made to the Lords States of Holland, telling 
them to their faces that he observed that he was not received 
with the respect and observance now, that ho was when he

snre, he Trnth got all he hath in the world, — and they know 
it too. ' 

18th. All day bnay about bnainefla. Having lately followed 
my businesB mnch, T find great pleasure in it, and a growing 
content. 

14th. Home to dinner. In the afternoon come the 
German, Dr. Knuffler, to discourse with ns about bis engine 
to blow up shipa. We doubted not the matter of fact, it 
being tried in Cromwell's time, but the safety of carrying 
them in ships ; but he do tell us, that when he comes to tell 
the King his secret, for none but the Kings, successively, and 
their heirs must know it, it will appear to be of no danger 
at all. We concluded nothing ; but shall discourse with the 
Duke of York to-morrow about it. 

15th. To the Exchange, to hire a ship for the Maderaa. 
Troubled at my maid's being ill. 

16th. (Lord's day.) This morning, till churches were done, 
I spent going from one church to another, and hearing a bit 
here and a bit there. Walked to White Hall ; and an hoore 
or two in the Parke, which is now very pleasant. Here the 
King and Duke come to see their fowie play. The Duke t«ok 
very civil notice of me. At Tom's, giving him my resolutjos 
about my boy's livery. Walking in the garden with Sir W. 
Pen : his son William is at home, not well. But all things, 
I fear, do not go well with them — they look discontentedly, 
but I know not what ails them. 

ITth. Last night, the Blackmore pinko brought the three 
prisoners, Barkeatead, Okey, and Corbet, to the Tower, being

^ Dutch were a good while before they could be persuaded to 
let them go, they being taken prisoners in their land. But 
Sir G. Downing woold not be answered so, though all the 
world takes notice of him for a most ongratpful villaine for 
hia puns. 

18th. Sir W. Pen and I on board some of the ships now 
fitting for East Indys and Fortugall, to see in what forwardnesa 
they are. 

IDth. This noon came a letter from T. Pepys, the turner, 
in answer to one of mine the other day to him, wherein I 
did cheque him for not coming to me, as he had promised, 
with his and his father's resolucion about the difference 
between us. But he writes to me in the very same slighting 
terms that I did to him, without the least respect at all, but 
word for word, as I did him, which argues a high and noble 
spirit in him, though it troubles me a little that he should 
make no laore of my anger, yet I cannot blame him for 
doing BO, he being the elder brother's sou, and not depending 
i^n me at all.' 

21st. I went to see Sarah and my Lord's lodgings, which 
are now all in dirt, to be prepared against my Lord's coming 
from the sea with the Queen. To Westminstci^ Hall ; aud 
there walked up and down, and heard the great difference that 
hath been between my Lord Chancellor and my Lord of 
Bristol, about a proviso that my Lord Chancellor would have 
brought into the Bill for Conformity, that it shall be in the 
power of the King, when he sees fit, to dispense with the Act 
of Conformity ; and, though it be carried in the House of 
Lords, yet it is believed it will hardly pose in the Commons.^ 

22d. At noon, Sir Williams both and I by water down to 

"the Lewes," Captain Dekins, his ship, a merchantman, 

where we met the owners, Sir John Lewes^ and Alderman 

Lewes, and several other great merchants : among others, one 

Jefferys, a merry man, and he and I called brothers, aud ho 

made all the mirth in the company. We had a very fine dinner,

and all our vivos' healths, with seven or nine guns apiece ; 
and exceeding merry we were, and ao home by barge again. 

23d. (Lord's day.) This morning was brought me my 
boye's fine livery, which is very handsome, and I do think to 
keep the black and gold lace upon gray, being the colour of 
my arms, for ever. To White Hall, and there met with 
Captain Isham, this day come from Lisbone, with letters 
from the Queen to the King, and he did give me letters 
which speak that our fleet is all at Lisbone: and that the 
Queen do not intend to embarque sooner than to-morrow 
come fortnight. 

24th. Comes La Belle Kerce' to see my wife, and to 
bring her a pair of peraques of hair, as the fashion now is 
for ladies to wear ; which are pretty, and are of my wife's 
own hair, or else I shoold not endure them. After a good 
while's stay, I went to see if any play was acted, and I found 
none upon the post, it being Passion Wecke. To West- 
minster Hall, and there bought Mr. Grant's book of obser- 
vations upOD the weekly bills of mortality,* which appears to 
me, upon first eight, to be very pretty. 

26th. Up early. This being, by God's great blessing, the 
fourth solemne day of my cutting for the stone this day four 
years, and am, by God's mercy, in very good health, and like 
to do well ; the Lord's name be praised for it ! At noon 
come my good guest Madam Turner, The., and coien 
Norton, and a gentleman, one Mr. Lewin, of the King's Life- 
Guard, by the same token he told us of one of his fellows 
killed this morning in a duel. I had a pretty dinner for 
them ; viz., a brace of stewed carps, six roasted chickens, and 
» jowle of salmon, hot, for the first course ; a tanzy,' and two 
neat's tongues, and cheese, the second. Merry all the after- 
noon, talking, and singing, and piping on the flageolette. We 
had a man-cook to dress dinner to-day, and sent for Jane to 
help OS.

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27th. We settled to pay "the GaernBey," a Bmall ship 
that come to a great deal of money, it having been unpaid 
ever since herore the King como in, by vhicb means not only 
the King's peace vages, while the ship had lain still, but the 
poor men had been forced to borrow all the money due for 
their wages before they received it, and that at a dear rate, 
God knows : so that many of them had very little to receive at 
the table, which grieved me to see it. To dinner, very merry. 

SOth. (Easter day.) Having my old black suit new fur- 
bished, I was pretty neat in clothes to^lay ; and my boy hia- 
old suit new trimmed, very handsome. To church in the 
morning, and so home, leaving the two Sir Williams to take 
the Sacrament, whioh I blame myself that I have hitherto 
neglected all my life, but once or twice at Cambridge.' My 
wife and I to church in 'the afternoon, and seated ourselves, 
she below me, and by that means the prccedeace of the pew, 
which my Lady Batten and her daughter takes, is con- 
founded } and after sermon she and I did stay behind them 
in the pew, and went out by ourselves, a good while after 
them, which we judge a very fine project hereafter to avoyd 
contention ; so my wife and I to walk an houre or two on 
the leads, which begins to be very pleasant, the garden being 
in good condition : so to supper, which is also well served in. 
We had a lobster to supper with a crabb Pegg Pen sent my 
wife this afternoon, the reason of which wo cannot think, but 
something there is of plot or design in it ; for we have a little 
while carried outselves pretty strange to them. 

Slst. To Sir Thomas Crewe's lodgings. He hath been 
ill, and continues so, under Eta of apoplexy. Among other 
things, he and I did discourse much of Mr. Montagu's base 
doings, and to the dishonour that he will do my Lord, as 
well as cheating him of two or 30OO?., which is too true. 
Thence to the play, where coming late, and meeting with Sir 
W. Pen, who had got room for my wife and his daughter in 
the pit, he and I into one of the boxes, and there we sat and 
heard "The Little Thiefe,"' a pretty play, and well done.

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April lat. To tto Wardrobe, and dined. Hero iras Abr. 
Harbord, soa to Sir Charles Harbord, that lately come vith 
letters from my Lord Sandwich to the King. He uid I, 
and the two young ladies [MontagaJ and my wife, to the 
playTioose — the Opera — and saw " The Mayd in the Mill," 
a pretty good play ; and that being dime, in their coach I 
took them to Islington, and then, aftier a walk in the fields, I 
took them to the great cheese-K^ke house, and entertained 
them, and so homo ; and after an houre's stay witb my Lady, 
their coach carried U6 home, and so weaiy to bed. 

2d. Walked to the Spittle,^ an houre or two before my 
Lord Mayor and the blewe-coate boys come, which at last 
they did, and a fine sight of charity it ia, indeed. We got 

I places, and staid to hear a sermon j bnt, it being a Presby- 
terian one, it was bo long, that after above as hour of it we 
went away, and I home, and dined ; and then my wife uid 1 
by water to the Opera, and there saw " The Bondman" most 
excellently acted ; and though we had seen it so often, yet I 
neTcr liked it better than to-day, lanthe acting Cleron's part 
Tery well, now Roxalana^ is gone. We are reaolyed to see 
no more plays till Whitsuntide, we having been three days 
together. Met Mr. Sancby, Smithes, Gale, and Edlin, at 
the play ; but having no great mind to spend maney, I left 
them there. 

4th. I was much troubled to-day, to see a dead man lie 
floating npon the waters, and had done (they say) these four 
days, and nobody takes him ap to bury him, which is yery 
barbarous. 

6th. (Lord's day.) By water to White Hall, to Sir G. 
Carteret, to give him an account of the backwardnesse of the 
ships we have hired to PortngaU; at which he is iSucfa 
troubled. Thence to the Chapel, and there, though crowded, 
heard a very honest sermon before tho King by a Canon of 
Christ Church, upon these words, " Having a form of godli- 
nesse, but denying," &c. Among other things, he did mnoh 
insist upon the sin of adultery: which methought mij^t

toucli the King, and the more because he forced it into his 
sermon, besides his text. So up and saw the King at dinner; 
and thence irith Sir G. Carteret to his lodgings to dinner, 
with faim and bis lady. All their discourse, ^hich was very 
much, was upon their snfferings and serTices for the King. 
Tet not without some trouble, to see that some, that had been 
much bouAd to them, do now neglect them; and others a^in 
most civil that bare received least from them: and I do 
believe that he hath been a good servant to the King. 
Thence to the Parke, where the King and Duke did walk. 

7th. By water to White Hall, and thence to Westminster, 
and staid at the Parliament^door long to apeak with Mr. 
Coventry, which vexed me. Thence to the Lords' House, and 
■tood within the House, while the Bishops and Lords did stay 
till the Chancellor's coming, and then we were put out ; and 
they to prayers. There com^ a Bishop ; and while he was 
rig^ng himself, he bid his man listen at the door, whereabout 
in the prayers they were ; but tbe man told him something, 
bnt could not tell whereahoots it was in the prayers, nor the 
Bishop, neither, but laughed at the conceit; bo went in: but, 
God forgive me ! I did tell it by and by to people, and did say 
that the man said that they were about something of saving 
their souls, but could not tell whereabouts in the prayers that 
was. I seat in a note to my Lord I^vy Seale,' and he come 
out to me ; and I desired he would make another deputy for 
me, because of my great business of the Navy this month : 
but he told me he could not do it without the King's consent, 
which vexed me. The great talk is, that the Spaniards and 
the Hollanders do intend to set upon the Portugnese by sea, 
at Lisbone, as soon as our fleet is come away ; and by that 
moans our fleet is not likely to come yet these two or three 
months ; which I hope is not true. 

9th. Sir George' showed me an account in French of tbe 
great famine, which is to the greatest oxtremity in some part 
of France at thia day ; which is very strange.*

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10th. Tcsterdsy coma Colonel Talbot' iritli letters from 
Portugall, that the Qneen is resolved to emb&rqne for Eng- 
land this week. Thence to the ofBce all the afternoon. My 
Lord Windsof^ comes to ns to discourse of his affurs, and to 
take hb leave of as ; he being to go Governor of Jamuca irith 
this fleet that is now going. ' 

11th. With Sir W. Pen by water to Deptford ; and among 
the ships now going to Portugall with men and horse, to see 
them dispatched. So to Greenwich ; and had a fine pleasant 
wallc to Woolwich, having in our company Captain Minnes, 
whom I was much pleased to hear talk. Among other things, 
he and the Captains that were with ns tell me that negns 
drowned look white, and loose their blackness, which I never 
heard before.* At Woolwich, np and down to do the same 
hnsinees ; and so back to Greenwich by water. Sir William 
and I walked into £he Parke, where the King hath planted 
trees and made steps in the hill np to the Castle, which is 
very magnificent. So np and down the house, whieh is now 
repayring in the Qneen's lodgings. 

13th. (Lord's day.) In the morning to Paul's, where I 
hesni a pretty good eermon, and thence to dinner with qy 
Lady at the Wardrobe ; and after much talk with her, I went 
to the Temple Church, and there heard another: by the sudc 
tokens, a boy being asleep, fell down a high seat to the ground, 
ready to break his neok, hut got no hurt. Thence to Graye's 
Inn Walkes ; and there met Mr. [EdwardJ Hckering. His 
discourse most about the pride of the Duchess of York ; and

He mt«ndfl to 
go to Portsmouth to meet the Qneen this week ; which is 
now the discoorBe and expectation of the towne. 

15th. With m^ wife, by coach, to the N^ew Exchange,' to 
bay her some thinge ; where we saw some new-fashioned 
pettycoata of sarcanett, with a black broad lace printed round 
the bottom and before, very handsome, and my wife had a 
mind to one of them. 

17th. To Mr. Holliard's in the morning, thinking to be let 
blood, but he was gone out. Sir W. Batten sent for me to 
tell me that he had this day epoke to the DiAe abont raiung 
onr horses, and he hath giren ne leare to do it ; at which, 
being glad, I went home merry. 

18th. Sir G. Carteret, Sir W. Batten, and I, met at the 
office, and did conclude of our going to Portsmouth next week, 
in which my mind is at a great loss what to do with my wife ; 
for I cannot persuade her to go to Brampton ; and I am loth 
to leave her at home. 

19th. This morning, before we sat, I went to Aldgate ; and 
at the comer shop, a draper's,* I stood, and did see B&rkstead, 
Okey, and Corbet, dr&wne towards the gallows at Tibome ; 
uid there they were hanged and quartered. They all looked 
very cheerful ; but I hear they all die defending what they did 
to the King to be just, which is very strange. In the evening 
did get a bever, an old one, but a very good one, of Sir W. 
Batten, for which I must give him something ; but I am very 
well pleased with it. 

20th. (Lord's day.) My intention being to go this morning 
to White Hall to bear South,^ my Lord Chancellor's chaplain,

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coming, we sent avaj an expr«63 to Sir W. Batten, to atop 
hia coming, which I did project to make good mj oath, that 
my wife ahonld come, if any of onr wives come, which my 
L&dy Batten did intend to do with her hushand. The Doctor 
and I lay together at Wiard's, the chyrurgeoo'B, in Portsmouth ; 
his wife a very pretty woman. We lay very well, and merrily ; 
in the morning, concluding him to be of the eldest blood and I 
bonse of the Clerkes, because that all the fleas come to him, I 
and not to me. v 

24th. Up and to Sir Gleorge Carteret's lodgings, at Mrs. 
Stephens's, where we keep our table all the time we are here. 
Thence, all of ns to the Pay-house ; but the books not being 
ready, we went to church to the lecture, where there was my 
Lord Ormond' and Manchester* and much London company, 
though not BO much as I expected. Here we had a very good 
sermon upon this text : " In love serving one another ;" which 
pleased me very well. No news of the Qneen at all. So to 
dinner; and then to the Fay all the afternoon. TbenW. Pen 
and I walked to the King's Yard, and there lay at Mr. 
Tippets's,' where exceeding well treated. 

25th, All the morning at Portsmouth, at the Pay, and then 
to dinner, and again to the Pay ; and at night got the Doctor 
to go lie with me, and much pleased with his company ; bnt 
I was much troubled in my eyes, by reason of the healths I 
have this day been forced to drink. 

26th. Sir George' and I, and hia clerk, Mr. Stephens, and 
Mr. Holt, our guide, over to Qosport; and so rode to 
Southampton. In our way, besides my Lord Southampton's*

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psrka and lands, which in one viewe we could see 60001. per 
anniun, we observed a little churchyard, where the graves are 
kocnstomed to be all sowed with sage. At Southampton, we 
went to the Major's, and there dined, and had sturgeon of 
their own catching the last week, which do not happen in 
twenty years, and it was well ordered. They brought also 
some caveare, which I attempted to order, but all to no pur- 
pose, for they had neither given it salt enough, nor are the 
seedea of the roe broke, but are all in berryes. The town ia 
one most gallant street, and is walled round with stone, ftc., 
and Bevis's picture upon one of the gates ; many old wallt 
«f religions houses, and the keye, well worth seeing. After 
dinner, to bqrse again, being in nothing troubled but the 
badness of my hat, which I borrowed to save my beaver. 

27th. (Sunday.) Sir W. Fen got trimmed before mo, and 
so took the coach to Portsmouth, to wait on my Lord Steward 
[Ormond] to church, uid sent the coach for me back agun : 
60 I rode to chwch, and met my Lord Ghamherlaine {Man- 
chester] upon the walls of the garrison, who owned and 
spoke to me. I followed him in the crowde of gallants 
through the Queen's lodgings to (diapel ; the rooms being all 
rarely furnished, and escaped hardly being set on fire yester^ 
day. At chapel we had a most escellent and eloquent sermon. 
By coach to the Yard, and then on board the Swallow in the 
dock, where our navy chaplain preached a sad sermon, fiill of 
nonsense and false Latin ; but prayed for the Right Honour- 
able the principall officers. Visited the Mayor, Mr. TimbrcU, 
our anchor-smith, who showed us the present they have for 
the Queen ; which is a salt-sellar of silver, the frails christall, 
with four eagles and four greyhounds standing up at the top 
to bear up a dish ; which indeed is one of the neatest pieces 
of plate that ever I saw, and the case is very pretty, also. 
This evening come a merchantman in the harbour, which we 
hired at London to carry horses to FortugaJl ; but. Lord ! 
what running there was to the seaside, to hear what newB; 
thinking it had come from the Queen. 

28th. The Doctor and I begun philosophy dlscovrse ex- 
ceeding pleasant. He offers to bring me into'the coU^ of 
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virtaosoes,' and 1117 Lord firouncker's MqnaiDtance, and show 
me some anatomy, which makes me very glad ; and I shall 
endeavo^ir it, when I eome to London. Sir Vf. Pen much 
troubled upon letters come last night. Showed me one of 
Dr. Owon'a^ to his son, whereby it appears his son is mnch 
perverted in his opinioa b; him ; which I now perceive is 
one thing that hath put Sir William so long off the faookee. 

80th. After dinner comes Mr. Stephenson, one of the 
burgesses of the towne, to tell me that the Mayor and 
burgesses did desire my acceptance of a bur^essrship, and 
were ready at the Mayor's to make me one. So I went, 
and there they were all ready, and did with mnch civility give 
me my oath, and after the oath, did by custom shake me all 
by the hand : so I took them to a tavern, and made them 
drink, and paying the reckoning, went away. It cost me a 
pieoe in gold to the Town Gierke, and 10*. to the Bayliffes, 
and spent 5«. 

May Ist. Sir G. Carteret, Sir W. Fen, and myself, with 
oar clerks, set out this morning from Portsmouth very early, 
and got by noon to Fetersfield ; several officers of the Yard 
accompanying us so far. At dinnet comes my Lord Carling- 
ford' from London, going to Portsmouth: tells us that the 
Duchess of York is brought to bed of a girle,* at which I 
find nobody pleased ; and that Prince Rupert and the Duke 
of Buckingham are swome of the Privy Coimcell. 

2d. To Dr. Gierke's lady, and give her her letter and 
token. She is a very fine woman ; and what with her person, 
and the number of fine ladies that were with her, I was much 
out of countenance, and could hardly carry myself like a man 
among them; but, however, I staid till my courage was np 
again, and talked to .them, and viewed his house, which is 
most pleasant, and so drank and good night.

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3d. To tlie Duke'a chamber, who had been a-hunting this 
morning, and ia come back again. To dinner to my Lady 
Sandwich ; and Sir Thomas Crowe's children coming thither, 
I took them and all my Ladya to the Tower, and showed 
them the lions, and all that was to be shown ; Sir Thomas 
Crewe's children being as pretty, and the best behaved that 
ever I saw of their ^e. Thence, at the goldsmith's, took my 
picture in little, which is now done, home with me, and 
pleases me exceedingly, and my wife. 

4th. (Lord's day.) Mr. Bolliard come to me, and let me blood, 
about sixteen ounces, I being exceeding full of blood, and tctj 
good. I begun to be sick ; but, lying upon my back, I was pre- 
sently well again, and did give him 5«. for his pains. After 
dinner, my arm tied up with a black ribbon, I walked with my 
wife to my brother Tom's ; our boy waiting on us with his sword,' 
. which this day he begins to wear, to outdo Sir W. Pen's boy, 
who this day, and Sir W. Batten's, do begin to wear new 
liverys ; bat I do take mine to be the neatest of them all. 
I led my wife to Mrs. Turner's pew, the church being full, 
it being to hear a Doctor who is to preach a probacon sermon. 
When church was done, my wife and I walked to Qraye's 
Inne, to observe fashions of the ladies, because of my wife's 
making some clothes. 

5th. My arme not being well, my wife to buy some things 
for herself, and a gowne for me to dress myself in. 

6ch. Got my seat set up on the leads, which pleases me 
well. 

7th. Walked to Westminster; where I understand the 
acws that Mr. Montagu ia last night come to the King with 
news, that he left the Queen and flcete la the Bay of Biscay, 
coming this wayward ; and that be believes she is now at the 
Isle of Scilly. Thence to Paul's Church Yard; where, 
seeing my Ladys Sandwich and Carteret, and my wife, who 
this day made a visit the first time to my Lady Carteret,^ 
come by coach, and going to Hide Parke, I was resolved to

I, irbo muricd her couiin, Sii Oeorge CotUre^ mu Uia duighlcr of 
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follov them ; and bo went to Mrs. Turner's : and thence at 
the Theatre, where I saw the last act of the " Knight of the 
Soroing Pestle,"* which pleased me not at all. And bo 
after the play done, she and The. Tnmcr and Mrs. Lncin,* 
and I, in her coach to the Parko ; and there found them ont, 
and epoke to them ; and observed many fine ladies, and staid 
till all were gone almost. 

8tb. Sir G. Carteret told me, that the Queen and the 
fleet were in Mount's Bay on Monday last; and that ths 
Queen endures her sickness pretty well. He also told me 
how Sir John Lawson hath done some execution upon the 
Turkes in the Streighta, of which I was glad, and told the 
news the first on the Exchange, and was much followed by 
.merchants to tell it. Sir G. Carteret, among other discourse, 
tells mc that it is Mr. Coventry that is to come to us as a 
Conunissioner of the Navy ; at which he is much vexed, and . 
cries out upon Sir W. Pen, and threatens him highly. And 
looking upon his lodgings, which are now enlarging, he in a 
- passion cried, " Cruarda mi spada f for, by God, I may 
chance to keep him in Ireland, when he b there !" for Sir 
W. Fen ie going thither with my Lord Lieutenant. But it 
is my design to keep much in with Sir George ; and I think 
I have begun very well towards it. 

9th. To Mr. de Cretz, and there saw some good pieces 
that he hath copyed of the King's pieces — some of Raphael 
and Michtell Angelo ; and I have borrowed an Elizabeth of 
his copying to hang np in my house. With Mr. Salisbury, 
who I met there, into Covent Garden, to an alohouse, to see 
a picture that hangs there, which is offered for 20»., and I 
offered fourteen, but it is worth much more money, but did 
not buy it, I having no mind to break my oath. Thence to 
see an Italian puppet play, that is within the rayles there — 
tbo best that ever I saw, and great resort of gallants. The 
Duke of York went last night to Portsmouth ; bo that I be- 
lieve the Queen is near. 

10th. At noon to the Wardrobe ; there dined. My Lady

told mc how mj Lady Castlemaine da speak of going to lie 
in at Hampton Court ; which she and all our ladiee are mneh 
troubled at, because of the King's being forced to show ha 
countenance in the eight of the Queen when she cornea. Is 
the evening, Sir G. Carteret and I did hire a ship for Tanker, 
and other things together ; and I find that ho do single hm 
out to join with me apart from the rest, which I am mnch 
glad of. 

11th. (Lord's day.) To onr church in the morning. Li the 
afternoon to White Hall ; and there walked an houre or two 
ia the Parke, where I saw the King, now out of mourning,* 
in a suit laced with gold and silver, which, it is said, was out 
of fashion. Thence to the Wardrobe ; and there consulted 
with the ladies about our going to Hampton Court to-morrow. 

12tb. Mr. Townsend colled us up by four o'clock ; sad b; 
five the three ladies, my wife and I, and Mr. Townsend, his 
son and daughter, were got to the barge and set out. We 
walked from Mortlake to Richmond, and so to boat again. 
And from Teddington to Hampton Court Mr. Townsend uitt 
I walked again. And then met the ladies, and were showed 
the whole house by Mr, Marriot ;* which is indeed nobly fur- 
nished, particularly the Queen's bed, given her by the States 
of Holland ; a lookiog-glasse sent by the Queen-mother from 
France, banging in the Queen's chamber, and nany brave 
pictures. And so to bargo again ; and got home about eight 
at night very veil. Took leave of my htdies, and home by a 
hackney-coach, the easiest that ever I met with. 

14th. Dined at the Wardrobe; and after dinner, sat talking 
an hour or two alone with my Lady. She is afraid that my 
Lady Gaatlemaine will keep in s^ill with the King. To my 
brother's, and finding him in a lie about the lining of my neir 
morning gowne, saying that it was the same with the outside, 
I was very angry with him, and parted so. 

15th. To Westminster ; and at the Privy Seale I saw Mr. 
Coventry's seal for his being Commissioner with us, at whieh' 
I know not yet whether to be glad or otherwise. At ni^t, 
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k11 the bella of the towne rung, and bonfires were made for 
the joj of the Queen's arriml, who landed at Portsmouth last 
night.' But I do not see much true joy, but only an indif- 
ferent one, in the beorta of people, who are much diseon- 
tented at the pride and luxury of the Court, and running in 
debt. 

17th. To the Wardrobe to dinner, where dined Mrs. San- 
derson,^ the mother of the mayds^ After dinner, my Lady 
and she and I on foot to Pater Noster Rowe, to buy a petti- 
coat against the Queen's coming for my Lady, of plain satin, 
and other things ; and, being come back again, we there met 
Mr. Nathaniel Crewe at the Wardrobe, with a young gentle- 
man, a friend and fellow-stadent of his, and of a good family, 
Ur. Knightly, and known to the Grewee, of whom ny Lady 
privately told me she hath some thoughts of a match for my 
Lady Jemimah. , I like the person rery well, and he hath 
2000^ per annnm. I walked to my brother Tom's to see a 
Tclret cloake, which I buy of Mr. Mowe. It will cost me 8Z. 
10«. ; he bought it for 6/. 10«. ; but it is worth my money. 

ISth. (Whitsunday.) By water to White Hall, and there 
to chapel in my pew, belonging to me as Gierke of the Privy 
Seale ; and there I heard a most excellent sermon of Dr. 
Hacket,^ Bisbop of Lichfield and Cotentry, upon these words : 
" He that drinketh this water shall never thirst." We had 
an excellebt anthem, sung by Captain Cooke and another, and 
brave mosique. And then the King come down and offered, 
and took the sacrament upon his knees ; a sight very well 
worth seeing. After dinner to chapel again ; and there had 
another good anthem of Captain Cooke's. Thenco to the 
Cooncell-chamber ; where the King and Councell sat till 
almost eleven o'clock at night, and I forced to walk np and 
down the gallerys till that time of night. They were reading all 
the bills over that are to pass to-morrow at the House, before 
the King's going out of towne and proroguing the House/ At

19th. Tip, and put on my riding-cloth suit and a camelott 
coat new, which pleases me well enough — the shopa being but 
some shnt and somo open. I hear that the Honae of Com- 
mons do think much that they should he forced to huddle over 
business this morning agiunst afternoon, for the King to pasa 
their Acts, that h« may go out of towne. But he, I hetr 
since, was forced to stay till almost nine o'clock at night be- 
fore he could have done, and then prorogued them : and so to 
Gilford, and lay there. My wife walking and singing upon 
the Icades till very late, it being pleasant and moonshine, and 
so to bed. 

20th. Sir W. Fen and I did a little bnsiness at the office, 
and so home again. Then comes Dean Fuller ; and I am most 
pleased with his company and goodness. My wife and I by 
coach to the Opera, and there saw the 2nd part of " The 
Siege of Rhodes," hut it is not so well done as when Roxa- 
lana' was there, who, it is said, is now owned by my Lord of 
Oxford. 

21st. My wife and I to my Lord's lodging; whcro sbc and 
I staid walking in White Hall Garden. And in the Pti^7- 
garden saw the finest smocks and linnen petticoats of my Lady 
Castlemuno's, laced with rich lace at the bottom, that ever I 
saw ; and did me good to look at them. Sarah' told mc how

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the King dined at ray Lad; CastlemMoe's, and supped, every 
day and night tho laat week ; and that the night that the bon< 
firca were made for joy of the Queen's arrirall, the King was* 
there ; but there was no fire at her door, though at all the 
rest of the doors almost in the street; which was mnch 
ohserved : and that the King and she did send for a pair of 
scales and weighed one another ; and she, being with child,' 
vaa said to be heaviest. But she is now a moat disconsolate 
creature, and comes not out of doors, since the King's going. 
But we went to the Theatre, to the French Dancing Mistress,' 
and there with mnch pleasure we saw and gazed upon Lady 
Castlemaine; but it troubles ns to see her look dejectedly, and 
slighted by people already. The play pleased us very well ; 
but Lacy's part, the Dancing mistress, the best in the world.^ 
22d. This morning comes an order from the Secretary of 
State, Nicholas, for me to let one >Ir. Lee, a Councellor, view 
what papers I have relating to passages of the late times, 
wherein Sir H. Vane's hand is employed, in order to the 
drawing up his charge ; which I did. At noon, he, with Sjr 
W. Pen and his daughter, dined with me, and he to bis work 
Again, and we by coach to the Theatre, and saw " Love in a 
Maze."* The play bath little in it, but Lacy's part of a 
oounjry-fellow, which he did to admiration. This night we 
had each of ua a letter from Captain Teddiman from the 
Straights, of a peace made upon good terms, by Sir J. Lawson, 
with the Algiers men,'' which ia most excellent news. He hath

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also sent each of hb Eome anchovies, olives, and mnscatt ; bat 
I know not yet what that is, and am ashamed to ask. After 
supper, home and to bed, resolving to make up this week >a 
seeing plajs and pleasnre, and so full of business next week 
again for a great while. 

23d. To the Wardrobe, reading of the King's and Chan- 
eellor's late speeches at the proroguing of the Houses of Par- 
liament. And while I was reading, news was brought me that 
mj Lord Sandwich is come, and gone np to my ha^ya 
chamber ; which by and by he did, and looks very well. He 
very merry, and hath lefl the King and Queen at Portsmoutli, 
and is come up to stay here till next Wednesday, and then to 
meet the King and Queen at Hampton Court. So to dinner ; 
and my Lord mighty merry ; among other things, saying' that 
the Queen is a very agreeable lady, and paiata well. Alter 
dinner, I showed Kim my letter &om Teddiman about the news 
from Algiers, which pleases him exceedingly ; and he writ oo» 
to the Duke of Yort about it, and sent it express.' Ther« 
coming much company after dinner to my Lord, my wife and 
I slunk away to the Opera, where we saw " Witt in a Con- 
stable,"^ the first time that it is acted ; but so silly a play I 
never saw I think in my life. After it was done, my wife and 
I to the puppet [day in Covcnt Garden, which Isawthe^ther 
day, and indeed it is very pleasant. Here, among the fiddlers, 
I first saw a dulcimere ^ played on with sticks knocking of the 
strings, and is very pretty. 

24th. To the Wardrobe, and there again spoke with my 
Lord, and saw W. Howe, who is grown a very pretty, and is 
a sober fellow. Abroad with Mr. Creed, of whom I in- 
formed myself of all I had a mind to know. Among other 
things, the great difficulty my Lord hath been in all thii 
Bummer, for lack of good and full orders from the King : and

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I donbt onr Lords of the Gouncell do not mind things aa the 
iate povers did, bat their pleasure or profit tnore. That the 
Jnego de Toros' is a simple sport, yet the greatest in Sp&ine. 
That tike Queen hath ^ven no rewards to aaj of the captains 
or officers, but only to my Lord Sandwich ; and that was a 
bag of gold, which was no honourable present, of about 1400;. 
sterling. How recliue the Queen hath erer been, and all the 
voyage never come upon the deck, nor put her head out of her 
cabin ; but did love my Lord's' mnsique, and would send for 
it down to the state-room, and she sit in her cabin within 
hearing of it. But my Lord was forced to have some clash- 
ing with the Council of Portugal! about payment of the por^ 
tion, before be could get it ; which was, besides Tangier and 
a free trade in the Indys, two millions of crownes, half now, 
and the other half in twelve months. But they have brought 
bat little money ; but the rest in sugars and other commo- 
ditya, and bills of exchange. That the King of Portugall is 
» very Goole almost, and his mother do all, and he is a very 
pooc Prince. 

25th. (Xiord's day.) To trimming myself, which I have this 
week dohe every morning, with a pnmice stone, which I teamt 
of Mr. March, when I was last at Portsmouth ; and I find it 
very easy, speedy, and cleanly, and shall continue the practice 
of it. To church, and heard a good sermon of Mr. Wood- 
eooke's at onr church ; only in his latter prayer for a woman 
in childbed, be prayed that God would deliver her from the 
hereditary curse of childe-bearing, which seemed a pretty 
strange expression. Looked into many churchee — among 
others, Mr. Baxter's, at Blackfryera. Out with Captain 
Ferrers to Charing Cross ; and there at the Triumph taverns 
lie showed me some Portugall ladys, which are come to towne 
before the Queen. They are not handsome and their far- 
thingales a strange dress. Many ladies and persons of qua- 
li^ come to see them. I find nothmg in them that is pleas- 
mg ; and I see they have learnt to kiss and look freely up 
and down already, and I do believe will soon forget the recluse 
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practice of their own coantry. They complun much for Uck 
of good water to drink. The King's guards and some Ci^ 
companies do walko np and downe the towne these fire or sii 
days; which makes me think, and they do say, there are 
some plots in laying. 

26th. Up at four o'clock in the morning, and fell to the 
preparing of some accounts for my Lord of Sandwich. By 
and by, by appointment, comes Mr. Moore, and, by what 
appears to ua at present, we found that my Lord is above 
7000/. in debt, and that he hath money coming into him that 
will clear all, so we think him clear, but very little money in 
his pm^se. So to my Lord's, and, after he was ready, we 
spent an hour with him, giving him an account Uiereof ; and 
be having some 6000/. in his hands, remaining of the King's, 
he is resolved to make use of that, and get off of it as well as 
he can ; to the Trinity House ; where the Brethren have 
been at Deptford choosing a new Master ; which is Sir J. 
Minnes, notwithstanding Sir W. Batten did contend highly 
for it ; at which I am not a little pleased, because of his prond 
lady. I seated myself close by Mr. Prin, who in diacooree 
with me, fell upon what records he bath of the lust and wicked 
lives of the nuns heretofore in England, and showed me out 
of his pocket one wherein thirty nuns, for their luat, were 
ejected of their house, being not fit to live there, and, by the 
Pope's command, to be put for ever into other nunnery. To 
the Redd Bull,' where we saw "Dr. Faostus,"' but so 
wretchedly and poorly done, that we were sick of it. Hon^ 
wards by coach, through Moorefields, where we stood awhile, 
and saw the wrestling. 

29th. At home all the morning. At noon to the Ward- 
robe, and dined with my Lady, and, after dinner, staid long 
talking with her : then homeward, and, in Lumbard StreoCc, 
was called out of a window by Alderman Backwell, where I 
went, and saluted hia lady, a very pretty woman. Here was 
Mr. Creed, and it seems they have been under some disorder 
in feare of a fire at the next door, and had been removing 
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their goods, but the fear was orer before I cone. Thence 
home, and with my wife and the two maids and the boy took 
boat and to Fox-ball, where I bad not been a great while. 
To the old Spring Garden, and there walked long, and the 
wenches gathered pinks. Here we staid, and seeing that we 
could not have any thing to eate but very dear, and with long 
stay, we went forth again without any notice taken of us, and 
80 we might have done if we had had anything. Thence to 
the New one, where I never was before, which mnch exceeds 
the other ; and here we also walked, and the boy crept through 
the hedge, and gathered absndance of roses, and after a long 
walk, passed out of doors as we did in the other place, and so 
to another bouse that was an ordinary bouse, and here we 
had cakes and powdered beef and ale, and ao home again by 
water, with much pleasure. Thb day, being the King's birth- 
day, was very solemnly observed ; and the more, for that the 
Queen this day comes to Hampton Court. In the evening, 
bonfires were made, but nothing to the great number that was 
heretofore at the burning of the Rump. 

SOtb. This morning I made up my accounts, and find my- 
8^f clear worth about 5S0;., and no more, so little have I 
encreaeed it since my last reckoning, but I confess I have laid 
ont much money in clothes. Upon a suddaine notion, I took 
my wife and Sarah and Will by water, with some victuals 
with us, as low as Gravcsend, intending to have gone into the 
Hope to the Royal James, to have seen the ship and Mr. 
Shepley, bnt meeting Mr. Sheploy in a hoy, bringing up my 
Lord's things, she and I went on board, and sailed up with 
them as far as half-way tree, very glad to see Mr. Shepley. 
-Here we Baw a tittle Turke and a negroe, which are intended 
for pages to the two young ladies [Montagn]. Many birds 
and other pretty noveltys there was, but I was afraid of being 
louzy, and so took boat again, and got to London before 
them, all the way, coming and going, reading in the "Wall- 
flower"' with great pleasure. So home, and thence to tbo

lie on board the hoy. 

8Ist. Had Sarah to oomh my head dean, which I found 
BO foni with powdering and .other tronblea, that I am resolved 
to try bow I can keep my head dry without powder ; and I 
did also in a sudden fit cut ofi'all my beard, which I had been 
a great while bringing up, only that I may with my pumice 
stone do my whole face ae I now do my chin, and to save 
time, which I find a very easy way, and gentile. She also 
washed my feet in a bath of herbes, and so to bed. The 
Queen is brought a few days since to Hamptmi Court ; and 
all people say of her to be a very fine and ha&dBome Udy, 
and very discreet ; and that the King ia pleased enough with 
her: which, I fear, will pnt Madam Castlemaine'e nose out 
of joynt. The Court is wholly now at Hampton. A peace 
with Algiers is lately made ; which is also good news. Uy 
Lord Sandwich is lately come with the Queen from sea, veiy 
well and in good repute. The Act for Unifwmi^ b lately 
printed, which, it is thought, will make mad work among the 
Presbyterian ministers. People of all sides are very much 
discontented; some thinking themselves used, contrary'to 
promise, too hardly ; and the other, that they are not rewarded 
so much as they expected by the King. 

June 1st. (Lord's day.) At church in the morning, a 
stranger made a very good sermon. Mr. Spong came to see 
me : so he and I sat down a little to sing some French psalms. 
To church again, where a Presbyter made a sad and long 
sermon, which vexed me. 

2d. Spoke to my Lord about exchange of the cmsados' 
into sterling money. This day, my wife put on her slashed 
wastecoato, which is very pretty, 

8d. Up by four o'clock, and to my business in my chamber, 
to even accounts with my Lord and myself, and very fain I 
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woaM bocAme master of lOOOI., but I h&v^ not aboyo 5301. 
towards it yet. At the ofEce, and Mr. Coventry brought hia 
patent and took hia place vitb ns this morning. Upon our 
making a contract, I went, as I use to do, to draw the heads 
thereof, but Sir W. Pen most basely told me that the Comp- 
troller is to do it, and so begun to employ Mr. Turner about 
it, at wbicb I was much vexed, and begun to dispute ; and 
what with the letter of the Duke's orders, and Mr. Barlow's 
letter, and the practice of our predecessors, which Sir G'. 
Carteret knew best when he was Comptroller, it was ruled for 
me. What Sir J. Minnea will do, when he comes, I knowe 
not, bat Sir W. Pen did it like a base raskall, and so I shall 
remember hiin while I lire. To the Tower wharfe, where 
Mr. Creed and Shepley was ready with three chests of the 
cpisados, being about 60001., ready to bring on shore to my 
house, which they did, and put it in my fVirther cellar. I to 
my father and Dr. Williams, and Tom Trice, by appointment, 
in the Old Bayly, to Short's, the alehouse, but could come to 
no terms with T. Trice. Thence to the Wardrobe, where I 
found my Lady come from Hampton Court, where the Queen 
hath used her very civilly, and my Lady tells me is a most 
pretty woman. Yesterday, Sir R. Ford told mc, the Alder- 
men of the City did attend her in their habits, and did pro- 
sent her with a gold cupp and 1000/. in gold therein. But, 
he told mc, that they are so poor in their Chamber, that they 
were fain to call two or three Aldermen to raise fines to 
make up this sum, among which was Sir W. Warren. Home 
and to bed, my mind troubled about the charge of money 
that is in my house, which I had forgot, but I made the 
maids to rise and light a candle, and set it in the dining-room, 
to scare away thieves. 

4th. Povy' and Sir W. Batten and I by water to WooU

I was glad of this discovery, because I would not 
have the King's workmen discouraged (as Sir W. Batten do 
most basely do) from representing the faults of merchants' 
goods, when there is any. To my Lord's, who I find resolved 
to buy Brampton Manor of Sir Peter Ball, at wUch I am 

5th. To Alderman Baokwell's, to see some thousands of 
my Lord's oruaados weighed, and we find that S,000 comes to 
about 5301. or 40 generally. 

6th. The smith being with me did open a chest, that bath 
ttood ever- since I come, in my office, and there we found a 
modell of a fine ship. 

7th. To the office. I find Mr. Coventry is resolved to do 
much good, and to enquire into all the miscarriages of the 
office. At noon with him and Sir W. Batten to dinner at 
Trinity House; where among others, Sir J. Robinson, 
Lieutenant of the Tower, was, who says that yesterday. Sir 
H. Vane had a full hearing at the King's Bench, and is found 
guilty; and that he did never hear any man argue more 
simply than he in all his life, and so others say. Sent for to 
Sir O. Carteret's. I perceive, as he told me, were it not that 
Mr. Coventry had^ already feathered his nest in selling of

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places, bo do like him very well, and hopes great good from 
him. But he complains bo of lack of money, that m; heart 
IB very sad, under the apprehension of the fall of the office. 

8th. (Lord's day.) To church, and there Mr. Mills 
preached but a lazy sermon. Walked to my Lady's, and 
merry -with the parrott which my Lord hath brought from 
sea, which speaks very well, and cries Pall bo pleasantly, that 
made my Lord give it my Lady Paulina, hut my Lady her 
mother do not like it. Home, and obaerre my man Will t* 
walk with his cloak flung over his shoulder, which whether it 
was that be might not be seen to walk along with the footboy 
I know not, but I was Tezed at it; and coming home, aftd 
after prayers, I did ask him where he learned that immodest 
garb ; and he answered me, that it was not immodest, or 
some such slight answer, at which T did giro him two boxes 
on the cares, which I never did before. 

9th. At the office with Mr. Hater, making my alphabet of 
contracts. Greatorex recommended Bond of our end of the 
town to toach me to measure timber. 

10th. All the morning much business; and great hopes of 
bringing things, by Mr. Coventry's means, to a good condition 
in the office. 

11th. Savill the painter come, and did varnish over my 
wife's picture and mine, and I paid him for my little picture 
Sf., and BO am clear with bim. 

12tb. I tried on my riding-cloth suit with close knees, the 
first that ever I had ; and I think they will be very conve- 
nient, if not too hot to wear any other open knees after them. 
At the office all the momiog. Among other businesses, I 
did get a vote signed by all concerning my issuing of warrants, 
which they did not smell the use I intend to make of it ; bat 
it is to plead for my clerks to have their right of giving out 
all the warrants. A great difference happened between Sir 
Q. Carteret and Mr. Coventry about passing the Victuallers' 
account, and whether Sir George is to pay the Victnaller bb 
money, or the Exchequer ; Sir George claiming it to be his 
place to save his threepences. It ended in anger, and I 
believe will come to be a question before the King and

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Convcil. A note come from niy brother Tom to tell me that 
my coten Anne Fepja of Worcestershire her husbaod ia dead 
and [she] married again, and her aecond husbaild' ia torn, 
and intends to come and see me to-morrow. 

13th. Up by 4 o'clock in the morning, and read Cicero's 
Second Oration against Catiline, which pleased me exceed- 
ingly ; and more I discern therein than crer I thonght was 
to he fonnd in him ; bnt I perceive it was my ignorance, and 
that he is as good a writer as ever I read in my life. By 
and by to Sir G. Carteret's, to talk with him about yester- 
day's difference at the oSce; and offered my service to 
Imik into any-old books or papers that I have, that may make 
for him. lie was well pleased therewith, and did mnch 
inveigh against Mr. Coventry ; telling me bow he had done 
him service in the Parliament, when Frin had drawn sp 
things agunst him for taking of money for places ; that he 
did at his desire, and npon his letters, keep him off from 
doing it. And many other things he told mo, as how the 
King was beholden to him, and in what a miserable condition 
his family would be, if be should die before he hath cleared 
his accounts. Upon the whole, I do find that he do much 
esteem of me, and is my friend, and I may make good use 
of him. 

14th. Up by four o'clock in the morning, and npon 
business at my office. Then we sat down to bneiness, and 
about 11 o'clock, having a room got ready for us, we all went 
out to the Tower-hill ; and there, over against the scaffold, 
made on purpose this day, eaw Sir Henry Vane' brought. 
A very great press of people. He made a long speech, many 
times interrupted by the Sheriffe and others there ; and they 
would have taken his paper out of his hand, hut he would 
not let it go. But they caused all the books of those that 
writ after him' to be given the Sheriffe ; and the trumpets 
were brought under the ecaffold that he might not be heard.

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Theti he prayed, and bo fitted himself, and received tlie blow ; 
bat Uio scaffold was bo crowded that we could not see it done. 
Bat Boremab,' who had been upon the scaffold, told us, that 
first he began to speak of the irregular proceeding against 
bim ; that he was, against Magna Gharta, denied to bnvc his 
exceptions against the indictment allowed ; and that there he 
was stopped by the Sheriffc. Then ho drew out his paper 
of notes, and begun to tell them first his life ; that he waS' 
born a gentleman : he had been, till ho was seventeen years 
old, a good fellow, but then it pleased God to lay a foundation 
of grace in his heart, by which he was persuaded, against bia 
worldly interest, to leave all preferment and go abroad, wh^ 
he might servo God with more freedom. Then be was called 
home, and made a member of the Long Parliament ; where 
ho never did, to this day, any thing against his conscience, 
but all for the glory of Grod. Here he would have given 
them an account of the proceedings of the Long Parliament, 
but they so often interrupted bim, that at last he was forced 
to give over : and so fell into prayer for England in generall| 
then for the churches in England, and then for the City of 
Loadon : and so fitted himself for the block, and received the 
blow. He ^ad a blister, or issue, upon his neck, which he 
desired them not to hurt: he changed not his colour or 
speech to the last, but died jnBtifying himself and the cause 
he had stood for ; and spoke very confidently of his being 
presently at the right hand of Christ; and in all things 
appeared the most resolved man that ever died in that manner, 
and showed more of heate than cowardice, but yet with all 
humility and gravity. One asked him why he did not pray 
for the King. He answered, " Ton shall see I can pray for 
the King: I pray God bless him!" The King had given 
his body to bis friends ; and therefore, be told them that he 
hoped they would bo civil to bis body when dead; and 
dosired they would let him die like a gentleman and % 
Christian, and not crowded and pressed aa he was. So to 
the office a little, and to the Trinity-House, and there all of 
US to dinner ; and to the office again all the afternoon till

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night. This day, I hear, mj Lord Peterborough is come 
unexpected from Tangier, to give the King an account of the 
place, irhich, ve fear, is ia none of the best coftdition. We 
had also certain nevs to-day that tbe Spaniard is before 
Liebone ^th thirteen sajle ; six Dutch, aod the rest his on 
ships ; which wil), I fear, he ill for Portngall. I writ a letter 
of all this day's proceedings to my Lord, at Hinchisgbroke, 
who, I hear, is very veil pleased with the work there. 

15th. (Lord's day.) To church. Gome my brother Tom 
and Mr. Fisher, my coEon, Nan Pepys's 2nd husband, who, I 
perceive, is a Very good-humoured roan, an old cavalier, and 
^am glad she hath light of so good a man. 
t 16th. To the Wardrobe, and dined there; and in the after- 
noon with all the children by water to Greenwich, where I 
showed them the King's yacht, the house, and the parke, sD 
very pleasant ; and so to the taveme, and had the mnsiqoe 
of the house, and so merrily home again. 

17th, At Sir W. Batten's, where all met by chance, and 
talked, and they drink wino, but I forbore all their healths. 
Sir John Minnes, I perceive, is most excellent company. 

18th. Up early, and after reading a little in Cicero, to my 
office. To my Lord Crewe's, and dined with {lim ; where I 
hear the course of Sir H. Vane at his death is talked on 
every where as a miracle. I walked to Lilly's,' the painter's, 
where I saw, among other rare things, the Duchess of York, 
her whole body, sitting in state in a chur, in white eatUn, 
and another of the King, that is not finished; most rare 
things. I did ff-vc the fellow something that showed them 
us, and promised to come some other time, and he would 
show me Lady Castlemaine's, which I could not then see, it 
being locked up ! Thence to Wright's,* the painter's ; hut, 
Lord ! the difference that is between their two works. After 
some merry discourse in the kitchen with my wife and tnaids, 
as I now-a-days often do, I being well pleased with both my 
maids, to bed.

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19th. With the Ust chest of crasadoB to Alderman Back- 
well' a, by the same token his lady going to take coach etood 
in the shop; and having a gilded glase-full of perfumed comfits 
given her by Don Dnarte de Silon, the Portngall merchant 
that is come over with the Qoeen, I did offer at a taste, and 
80 she ponred some oat into my band, and thongh good, yet 
pleased me the better coming from a pretty lady. 

20th. Up by four or five o'clock, and to the office, and 
there drew up the agreement between the King and Sir John 
Winter' abont the Forrest of Deano; and, having done it, 
he come himself (I 4id not know him to bo the Queei^ 
Secretary before, but observed him to be a man of fine parfl^' 
and we read it, acd both liked it Well. That done, I turned 
to the Forrest of Deane, in Specde's Mapps, and there he 
showed me bow it lies ; and the Leo-Bayly,^ with the great 
charge of carrying it to Lydny, and many other things worth 
my knowing ; and I do perceive that I am very short in my 
business by not knowing many times the geographical part of 
my business. I went to the Exchange, and I hear that the 
merchants have a great fear of a breach with the Spaniard ; 
for they think he will not brook our having Tangier, Dnn- 
kirke, and Jamaica ; and our merchants begin to draw home 
their estates ae fast as they can. To Pope's Head Ally, and 
there bought me a pair of tweezers cost me 14«., thp first 
thing like a bawble I have bought a good while. In the 
evening my wife and I and Jane over the water to the half- 
way house — a pretty, pleasant walk, but the wind high. 

2l8t. At noon. Sir W. Pen and I to the Trinity House, 
where was a feast made by the Wardens. Great good 
cheer, and much but ordinary company. The Lieutenant of 
the Tower, upon my demanding how Sir H. Vano died, told 
me that he died in a passion, hut all confess with so mnch 
conragQ as never man did. 

22d. (Lord's day.) I first put on my slasht doublet. By 
and by my Lord come from church, and I dined, with Bome 
others, with him — he very merry; and after dinner took me 
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aside, and talked of BtAte and other matters. This day I am 
told of Si Portugal] lady, at Hampton Conrt, that hath dropped 
a child already Binco the Queen's coming, and' the King 
would not have them Boarched whose it is ; and so it is not 
commonly known yet. Coming home to-night, I met with 
Will. Swan, who do talk aa high for the Fanatiqnca as crer 
he did in his life; and do pity ray Lord Sandwich and me, 
that we should be given up to the wickedness of the world, 
and that a fall is coming upon us all ; for he finds that ho and 
his company are the true Bpirit of the nation, and the greater 
part of tho nation too, who will have liberty of conscience in 
jPte of this " Act of Uniformity," or they will die ; and if 
they may not preach abroad, they will preach in their own 
houses. He told me that certainly Sir H. Vane must be 
gone to Heaven, for he died aa much a martyr and saint as 
ever man did; and that the King hath lost more by that 
man's death, than he will get again a good while. At all 
which I know net what to think ; but, I confess, I do think 
that the Bishops will never bo able to carry it so high as 
they do. 

23(1. Meeting with Frank Moore, my Lord Lambert's man 
formerly, we, and two or three friends of his, did go to a 
tavernc ; and there they drank, hat I nothing but small beer. 
In the next room one was playing very finely of the dulcimer, 
which, well played, I like well ; but one of our company, a 
talking follow, did in discourse say much of this Act against 
Seamen, for their being brought to account ; and that it was 
made on purpose for my Lord Sandwich, who was in debt 
100,0001., and hath been forced to have pardon oftentimes 
from Oliver for the same : at which I was vexed. 

24th. (Midsummer day.) Come to mo my coien Harry 
Alcocke, whom I much respect, to desire (by a letter from 
my father to me, where he had been some days) my help for 
him to some place. I proposed the sea to him, and I think 
he will take it, and I hope do well. At night, news is brought 
me that Field,' the rogue, hath this day cast me at Guildhall 
in SOi, for his imprisonment, to which I signed hia comi](ut-

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ment with the rest of the officers ; but they haviog been 
Parliament-men, he do begin the law with me, bnt threatens 
more. 

25th. Into Thames Street, and there enquire among the 
ships the price of tarre and oyle, and do find great content in 
it, and hope to Bave the King money by this practioe. 

26th. Mr. Nicholson,' my old fellow-student at Magdalene, 
come, and we played three or four things upon the Tiolin and 
basse. 

27 th. To my Lord, who rose m aoon as he heard I was there ; 
and in his night-gown and shirt stood talking with me alone 
two hours, I believe, concerning his greatest matters of st&tt 
and interest. Among other things, that his greatest design 
is, first, to get clear ef all debts to the King for the Embassy 
money, and then a pardon. Then, to get hie land settled ; 
and then to discourse and advise what is beat for him, 
whether to keep his sea employment longer or no ; for he do 
discern that the Duke would be willing to have him out, and 
that by Coventry's means. And. here be told me, how the 
terms at Algiers were wholly his; and that be did plainly tell 
LawsoA and agree with him, that he would have the honour 
of them, if they should ever b^ agreed to ; and that accord- 
ingly they did come over hither entitled, " Articles concluded 
on by Sir J. Lawson, according to instructions received from 
His Royal Highness James Duke of York, &c., and from 
His Excellency the Earle of Sandwich;" — which however 
wa8 more than needed ; but Lawson tells my Lord, in his 
letter, that it was not he, but the Gonncil of War, that would 
have " His Royal Highness" put into the title, though he did 
not contribute -one word to it. But the Duke of York did 
yesterday propose them to the Council, to be printed with 
this title : " Concluded on by Sir J. Lawson, Knt.," and my 
Lord qnite left out Here I find my Lord very politique ; 
for he tells me, that he discerns they design to sot up Lawson 
as much as they can ; and that he do counterplot them by 
setting him op higher still ; by which they will find them- 
selves spoiled of their design, and at last grow jealous of 
■ Tbomu Kicholiao, A.M., 16T2. 
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Larson. Tbie he told me with much pleasure; and that 
BCVEral of the DuVe's Borpants, by name my Lord Barkeley, 
[of StrattoQ,] Mr. Talbot, and others, had complained to id; 
Lord, of Coventry, and would have him out. My Lord do 
acknowledge that his greatest obstacle is Coventry. He did 
Beem to hint such a question ns this: "Hitherto 1 have been 
Bnpported by the King and Chancellor ag^nst the Duko; but 
what if it should come ahont, that it should he the Duke and 
Chancellor Eigainst the King ;" which, thongh be said it in 
several plain words, yet I could not fully understand it ; but 
may more hereafter. My Lord did also tell me, that the 
T)uko himself at Portsmouth did thank my Lord for aD his 
pains and care ; and that he perceived it must be the old 
Captains that must do the business ; and that the new ones 
would spoil all. And that my Lord did very discreetly tell 
the Duke ((hough quite against his judgement and inclina- 
tion), that, however, the King's new Captains ought to be 
borne with a little and encouraged. By which be will oblige 
that party, and prevent, as much as may be, their envy; but 
be says certainly things will go to rack if ever the old Cap- 
tains should be wholly ont, and the new ones only command. 
I met Sir Vf. Pen :^ he told me the day now was fixed for his 
going into Ireland ; and that wbereaa I had mentioned some 
service he could do a friend of mine there, Samuel Pepys,* he 
told me he would most readily do what I would command him. 
Comes Sir J. Minnes, and some Captains with him, who had 
been at a Councill of Warr to-day, who tell ns they have 
acquitted Captain Hall, who was accused of cowardice in let- 
ting of old Winter, the Algiers pyrate, go away from him with 
a prize or two; and also Captain Diamond of the murder laid 
to him of a man that he had struck, but he lived many months 
after, till being drunk, he fell into the hold, and there broke 
his jawc and died. 

28th. Great talk there is of a fear of a war with the Dutch ; 
and we have order to pitch npon twenty ships to be forthwith 
set out ; but I hope it is but a scare-crow to the world, to let 
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them Bee that wo can be ready for them ; though, God knows ! 
the King is not able to set out five ships at this present vith- 
oat great dtfEcuIty, we neither having money, credit, nor 
stores. My mind is now in a wonderful condition of qutet and 
content, more than ever in all my life, since my minding the 
bosiness of my office, which I hare done most constantly ; and 
I find it to be the very efiect of my late oatha against wine 
and plays, which, if God please, I will keep constant in ; for 
now my basinesa ie a delight to me, and brings me great credit, 
and my pnrse encrcases too. 

29th. (Lord's day.) Up by four o'cloclc, and to the settling 
of my own accounts ; and I do find upon my monthly ballance 
that I am worth 650Z. To church with my wife, who this 
day put on her green petticoate of flowred satin, with fine 
white and black gimp lace of her own putting on, which is 
rery pretty. To supper to Sir W. Pen. It was an invita- 
tion in order to his taking leave of us to-day, he being to go 
for Ireland in a few days. 

30th. To my office, where I fell upon boring holes for me 
to see from my closet into the great office, without going 
forth, wherein I please myself much. Told my Lady [Car- 
teret] how my Lady Fanshaw ' is fallen out with her only for 
speaking in behalf of the French, which my Lady wonders at, 
they having been formerly like sisters. Thence to my bouse, 
where I took great pride to lead her through the Court by the 
hand, she being very fine, and her page carrying up her train, 
she staying a little at my house, and then walked through the 
garden, and took water, and went first on board the King's 
pleasure-boat, which pleased her mnch. Then to Qreenwiche 
Parke ; and with much ado she was able to walk up to the 
top of the hill, and so down again, and took boat, and so 
through bridge to Blackfryers, and home, she being much 
pleased with the ramble in every particular of it. So we 
supped with her, and then walked home, and to bed.

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This I take to be as bad a juncture aa ever I obserred. 
The King aod hiB new Queen mindiog their pleaaures at 
Hampton Court. All people discontented; some that the 
King do not gratify them enough ; and the others, Fnnatiqnes 
of all Borta, that the King do take away their liberty of con- 
science ; and the hcight'of the Sishops, who I fear will ruin 
all again. They do much cry up the manner of Sir H. Vane's 
death, and he deserTes it. Much clamour against the chim> 
ney-money ; and the people say, they will not pay it without 
force. And in the mean time, like to hare war abroad ; and 
Portugall to assist, when wo have not money to pay for any 
ordinary layings-out at home. All in dirt about building of 
my house, and Sir W. Batten's, a story higher. Into a good 
way, fallen on minding my hustness and saving money, which 
God encrcase ; and I do take great delight in it, and see the 
bene6t of it. In a longing mind of going to see Brampton, 
but cannot get three days time, do what I can. In very good 
health, my wife and myself. 

July Ist. Talking with my wife, who was afraid I did in- 
tend to go with my Lord to fetch the Queen hither over, in 
which I did clear her doubts. I went to bed by daylight, in 
order to my rising early. 

2d. Up while the chimes went four, and so put down my 
journal. So to my office, to read over such instructions as con- 
cern the officers of the Yard ; for I am much upon seeing into 
the miscarriages there. By and by, by appointment, comes 
Commissioner Pett ; and then a messenger from Mr. GoYentry, 
who sits in his boat expecting, us. So wo down to him at the 
Tower, and there took wat^r all, and to Deptford, he in onr 
passage taking notice how much difiercnce there is between 
the old Captains for obedience and order, and the King's new 
Captains, which I am very glad to hear him confess; and 
there we went into the Store-house, and viewed firet the pro- 
Tisions there, and then his books, but Mr. Davis himself ww 
not there, he having a kinswoman in the house dead, for 
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vhicb, when by and bj I saw him, he do trouble himself moat 
ridiculously, an if thoro was never another woman in the 
world ; in which bo much laziness, as also in the Clerkcs of 
the Cheque and Survey, aa that I do not percQive that there 
is one-third of their duties performed ; but I perceive, to my 
great content, Mr. Coventry will have things performed. To 
the Pay againe, where I did relieve several of my Lord Sand- 
wich's people, bttt was sorry to see them bo peremptory, and 
at every word would complain to my Lord, as if they shall 
have snch a command over my Lord. In the evening come 
Mr. Lewis to me, and very ingenuously did enquire whether I 
ever did look into the business of the Chest' at Chatham ; and 
after my readiness to be informed did appear to him, he did 
produce a paper, wherein he stated the goTcmment of the 
Chest to me ; and upon the whole did toll me how it hath 
ever been abused, and to this day is; and what a meritorious 
act it would be to look af^cr it : which I am resolved to do, 
if God bless me ; and do thank him very much for it. 

8d. Dined with the Officers of tho Ordnance; where Sir 
W. Compton,^ Mr. O'Neal,^ and other great persons were. 
After dinner, was brought to Sir W. .Compton a gun to dis- 
chai^e seven times ; the best of all devices that ever I saw, 
and very serviceable, and not a bawble ; for it is much ap- 
proved of, and many thereof mode. 

4th. Up by five o'clock, and after my journalt put in orAot,

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to my office about my business, which I am resolved to foUow. 
Comes Mr. Cooper, mate of the Roysll Charles, of whom 1 
intend to learn matUematiques, and do begin with him to-day, 
be being a very able man, and no great matter, I suppose, 
will content him- After an hour's being with him at arith- 
metiqae, my first attempt being to learn the multiplication- 
table : then we ported till to-morrow. 

5th. At- noon, had Sir W. Pen, who I hate with all my 
heart, for bis base treacherous tricks, bat yet I think it not 
policy to declare it yet, and his eon William, to my bouse to 
dinner, where was also Mr. Creed, and my cousin Harry 
Alcocke. I haying some venison given me a day or two ago, 
and 80 1 had a shoulder roasted, another baked, and the umhlcs 
baked in a pie, and all very well done. We were merry as I 
could be in that company. 

6th. (Lord's day.) Settled my accounts with my wife for 
housekeeping, and do see that my kitchen, besides wine, fire, 
candle, aope, and many other things, comes to about 30«. a 
week, or a little over. To church, where Mr. Mills made a 
lazy sermon. To sapper with my Lady [Sandwich] ; who 
tells me, with much trouble, that my Lady Castlemaine is stilt 
as great with the King, and that the King comes as often to 
her as ever he did. Jack Cole, my old friend, found me out 
at the Wardrobe ; and among other things, he told me that 
certainly moat of the chief ministers of London would fling np 
their livings ; and that, soon or late, the issue thereof would 
be sad to the King and Court. 

7th. Comea Mr. Cooper : so he and I to our inatfac- 
matiqaes. 

8th. To the Wardrobe ; where all alone with my Lord 
above an hour ; and he do seem still to hare his old confidence 
in me ; and tells me, to boot, that Mr. Coventry hath spoke 
of me to him to great advantage ; wherein I am much pleased. 
By and by comes in Mr. Coventry to visit my Lord ; and bo 
my Lord and he and I walked together in the great chamber 
a good while ; and I found him a most ingenuous man and 
good company, 

9th. Up by four o'clock, and at my multiplicacion-table 
I 
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hard, which is all the trouble I meet with at all in my arith- 
metique. Sir W. Pea come to m; office to take his leave of 
me, and, desiring a turn in the garden, did commit the care of 
his building to me,' and offered all his Bervices to me in aQ 
matters of mine. I did, God forgive me ! promise him all mj 
service and love, thoagh the rogue knows he deserves none 
from me, nor do I intend to show him any ; but as he dta- 
Bembles with me, bo mtut I with him. Come Mr. Mills, the 
minister, to see me, which he hath rarely done to me, though 
every day almost to others of us ; but be is a cunning fellow, 
and knows where the good vietnals is, and the good drink, at 
Sir W. Batten's. However, I used him civilly, though I love 
him as I do the rest of his coat. 

11th. Up by four o'clock, and hard at my multiplicacion- 
table, which I am now almost master of. To Deptford first: 
then to Woolwich, and viewed well all the houses and stores 
there, which lie in very great confusion, for want of store- 
hooses. So by water back again, about five in the afternoon, 
to White Hall, p,ni so to St. James's ; and at Mr. Coventry's 
chamber, which is very neat and fine, wo had a pretty neat 
dinner. 

12th. Put things in order to he laid up, against ray work- 
men come on Monday, to take down the top of my house. 
At night with Cooper at aritfametique. 

13th. (Lord's day.) To Deptford, on purpose to sign and 
seal a couple of warrants, as justice of peace in Kent, against 
one Annis, who is to be tried next Tuesday, at Maidstone 
Assizes, for stealing some lead out of Woolwich Yard. 

14th. Dr. T. Pepys come to me to dinner, where by chance 
comes Mr. Pierce, the chyrurgeon, and then Mr. Battersby, 
the minister, and then Mr. Dun, and it happened that I had 
a haunch of venison boiled, and so they were very wellcorae 
and merry ; but my simple Dr. do talk so like a fool, that I 
am weary of him. This night I found the pageant in Corn- 
hill taken downe, which was pretty strange. 

15th. About bed-time, it fell a-raining, and the house being 
all open at top, it vexed me, but there was no help for it. 
' Thij lud bocD allowed to nii« Iheii hone*.

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16th. la tde morning, I found all my ceilings spoiled vith 
run last night, so that I fear they mnst be all new whited 
vhen the work is done. Mr. Moore to me, drawing up a 
fair state of all my Lord's acconntH, which being settled, he 
went away : at noon, to my Lord's with it, but found him at 
dinner, and some great company with him — Mr. Edward 
Monta^ and his brother, and Mr. Coventry, and after dinner 
went out with them ; and so I lost my labour, bat dined with 
Mr. Moore and the people below, who, after dinner, fell to 
talk of Fortagall rings, and Captain Ferrers offered fire or six 
to sell, and I seeming to like a ring made of a coco-nnt, 
with a stone done in it, he did offer and would give it me. 
This day I was told that my Lady Castlemaine being qmte 
fallen ont with her husband, did y^terday go away from him, 
with all her plate, jewels, and other best things ; and ia gone 
to Richmond to a brother of her's ; which, I am apt to think, 
was a design to get out of town, that the King might come 
at her the better. 

17th. To my office, and by and by to our sitting ; where 
much business. Mr. Coventry took his leave, being to go 
with the Duke over for the Queen-Mother. 

18th. It comes into my head to have my dining-froom] 
wainscoated, which will be very pretty. Comes Cooper for 
my mathematiques, but, in good earnest, my head ia so full of 
bunness, that I cannot understand it aa otherwise I should do. 

19th. In the afternoon I went upon the*river: it raining 
hard npon the water, I put ashore and sheltered myself, while 
the King come by in his barge, going down towards the 
Downes to meet the Queen : the Duke being gone yesterday. 
I But methougbt it lessened my esteem of a king, that he 
should not be able to command the rain. 

21et. Up early. I did take boat and down to Greenwich, 
to Captain Cooke's, who had a most pleasant seat, and neat. 
Here I druik wine, and eat some fruit off the trees ; and he 
showed a great rarity, which was, two or three of a great 
number of silver dishes and plates, which be bought of an 
embassador that did lack money, in the edges and basins of 
which was placed silver and gold mcdalls very ancient. To 
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Woolwich to the Rope-yard; and there looked over several • 
BortH of hemp, and did fall upon mj great anrvey of seeing 
the working and experiments of the etrSngtk and the charge 
in the dressing of every sort ; and I do think have hronght 
it to BO great a certainty, as I have done the King some 
service in it; and do purpose to get it ready ag^et the 
Dnke's coming to town to present to him. I see it ia im- 
pOBsibie for the King to have things done as cheap as other 
men. 

22d. I had letters from the Downea from Mr. Coventry; 
who tells me of the foul weather they had last Snnday, that 
drove them back from near Boulogne, whither they were 
going for the Qneen, back again to the Downes, with the 
loss of their cables, aaylca, and masts ; bnt are all safe, only 
my Lord Sandwich, who went before with the yacht : they 
know not what b become of him, which do trouble me much ; 
hut I hope ho got ashore before the Btonn begun ; which God 
grant! 

23d. A little vexed that my brother Tom, by his neglect, 
do fail to get a coach for my wife and maid this week, hy 
which she will not be at Brampton feast, to meet my Lady 
at my father's. Muoh disturbed, by reason of the talk up 
and down the town, that my Lord Sandwich b lost ; but 
I trust in God the contrary. 

24tfa. I hear, to my great content, that my Lord Sand- 
wich is safe landed in France. 

25th. Readbg Mr. Holland's ' discourse of the Navy, lent 
me by Mr. Turner, and am much pleased with them — they 
hitting the very diseasea of the Navy, which we are troubled 
with now-a-days. 

26th. I had a letter from Mr. Creed, who hath escaped 
narrowly in the King'a yacht, and got safe to the Downes 
after the late storm ; and he says that the King do tell him, 
that ho 13 sure my Lord is landed at Callis safe, of which 
being glad, I sent news -thereof to my Lord Crewe, and by 
the post to my Lady in tfie country. This afternoon I'went 
to Westminster ; and there hear that the King and Queen

Mrs.- Sarah 
told me how the faUing out between my Lady Castlemaine 
and ber Lord was aboat chriatening of the child ' lately, which 
he would have, and had done by a priest ; and, some days 
after, she had it agun christened by a minister ; the King, 
and Lord of Orfotd,' and Dachess of Suffolk' being vrit- 
nesses ; and christened with a proviso, that it had not already 
been christened. Since that, she left her Lord, carrying 
away every thing in the honae ; so much as every dish, and 
cloth, and servant, but the porter. He is gone discoi>tente4 
into France, they say, to enter a monastery ; and now she is 
coming back again to her house in King Streete. Bat 1 
bear that the Qseen did prick her out of the list presented 
Her by the King ; desiring that She might bare that favour 
done Her, or that be would send Her from ^ence She come; 
and that the King was angry, and the Queen discontented a 
whole day and night upon it ; but that the King batb pro* 
mised to have nothing to do with her hereafter. Bat X csDr 
not believe that the King can fling her off 00, be loving .lic^ 
too well: and so I writ this night to my Lady to be b^ 
opinion; she calling ber my lady, and the lady I admire. 
Here I find that my Lord ba^ lost the garden to his lodging«, 
and that it is turning into a tennis-court. 

27th. (Lord's day.) I to walk in the P&rke, which is now 
every day more and more pleasant, by the new works upon it.

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18th. up early, and bj biz o'elock, after my vife ttas 
ready, I walked vith her to the George at Holborne Conduit, 
where the coach stood to cur; her and her maid to Bngden : 
90 I took a troubled though willing good bye, becanee of the ' 
lad condition of my house, to have a family in it. Walked 
to the water-Bide, and thore took boat for the Tower; hearing 
that the Qaeeu>Mother is eofiie this morning already as faiga 
as Woolwich : and that my Lord Sandwich was with her ; at 
which my heart was glad. 

29th. Up ewly, and brought all my mosey, which is near 
aOOl, out of my honse, into this chamber ; and so to the 
offil:^ and there we sat all the morning. Sir Qeorge Carteret 
and Mr. Coventry being come from sea. 

30th. By water to White Hall, and there waited npon 
Lord Sandwich ; and joyed him, at his lodgings, of his Bafe 
coming home after all his danger, which he oonfrasee to be 
very great. And bis people do tell me how bravely my Lord 
did carry himself, while my Lord Crofts ' did cry ; uid I per- 
eerve ail the town talk how poorly he carried himself. But 
the best was one of Mr. BawHns,' a conrtier that was with 
my Lord ; and in the greatest danger cried, " My Lord, I 
won't give yoa three-pence for your place now." But all 
ends in the honour of the pleasure-boats ; which, bad they 
not been very good boats, could never hare endured the sea 
as they did. To Woolwich, expecting to find Sir W. Batten 
there npon his survey, but he is not come, and bo we got a 
dish of steaks at the White Hart, while his clarkes and others 
were feasting of it in the best room of the honae, and after 
dinner playing at shuffle-board. God help the King ! What 
surveys shall be taken after this manner ! 

Slst. At noon, Mr. Coventry and I by hia coach to the' 
Exchange together; and in Lombard Streete met Captain 
Browne of the Rosebush : at which he was cruel angry ; and

August 2d. Up earlj', and got me ready in my riding 
dotlieB, and took boat with Will, and down to Greenwich, 
where, Captain Cooke not being at homo, I was vexed, and 
went to walk in the Park till be Gone tbitber to me : and 
Will, forgetting to bring my boAta in tbe boat, did also Tex 
me ; for I was forced to send tbe boat back agatne for them. 
I to Captain Cocke's along with him to dinner, where I find 
hie lady still pretty, but not so good-humoured as I thought 
she was. We had a plain good dinner, and I Bee they do 
live very snugly. I eat among other fruit much mulberrys, 
a thing I have not eat of these many years, since I used to 
be at Ashted,' at my ooEen Pepys'a. After dinner, we to hoate, 
and had a pleasant passage down to Gravesend, but it was 
nine o'clock before we got thither, so that we were in great 
doubt whether to stay there or no ; and the rather because 
I was afraid to ride because of my pune ; bat at the Swan, 
finding Mr. Henaon and Lieutenant Carteret of the Foresight 
come to meet me, I borrowed Mr. Thompson's horse ; and 
he took another, and so we rode to Rochester in the dark, 
and ibtire to our barge to ttie Hill-house, where we soon went 
to-bed — before we slept, I telling iq>on discourse with Captain 
Cocke the manner of my being cut of the stone, which pleased 
him much. So to sleep. '^ 

8d. (Lord's day.) Up early, and with Captaili Cocke to 
the dock-yard, a fine walk and fine weather. Commissioner 
Fett come to us, and took us to his house, and showed us his 
garden and fine things, and did give us a fine breakfast of 
bread and butter, and sweetmeats and other things with great 
idioice, and strong drinks, with which I could not avoyde 
making my head ake, though I drank but little. By and by 
to church, by coach, with the Commissioner, and had a doll 
sermon. A full church, and some pretty women in it: 
among others, Beck Allen, who was a bride-mayde to a new 
married couple that come to church to-day, and which was 
pretty strange, sat in a pew hung with mourning for a mothw

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of the bride's, which methioka ahonid have been takes doTTn. 
After dinner, the Commissioner and I to his house, and had 
syllabub, and saw his closet, which come short of vbat I 
expected, but there was fine modells of ships in it indeed, 
whose worth I could not judge of. Amonget other things, 
Fett told me how despicable a thing it ia to be a liangmnn ia 
Poland, although it be a place of credit. And tlist, in his . 
time, there was some repairs to be made of the gallows there, i 
which was very fine, of stone ; but nobody could be got to j 
mend it till the Burgo-master, or Mayor of the town, with I 
all the companies of those trades which were necessary to be 
used about those repau^, did go in their habits with flags, in 
solemn proceseion to the place, and there the Burgo-master 
did give the first blow with the hammer upon the wooden 
work ; and the rest of the Masters of the Cfompanies upon the 
works belonging to their trades ; that so workmen might not 
be ashamed to be employed upon doing of the g&llows' works. 

4th. Up by four o'clock and to Upnor Castle, and there 
went up to the top, where there is a fine prospect, but of 
very small force. So to Rochester and Grarcsend. Very 
dark before we got thither to the Swan ; and there, meeting 
with Doucaster, an old waterman c^ mine above bridge, we 
eat a short supper, being very merry with the drolling, 
drunken Koachman that brought us, and so took water. It 
being very dark, and the wind rising, and our waterman un- 
acquainted with this part of the river, so that we were pre- 
sently cast upon the Essex-shoare, but got off again, and ao, 
as well as we could, went on, but I -in such fear that I could 
not sleep till we come to Erith, and there it begun to be 
calme, and the stars to shine, and so I began to take heart 
again, and the rest too; and so made shift to slumber a little. 
Above Woolwich we lost our way, and went back to Black- 
wall, and up and down, being guided by nothing but the 
barking of a dog, which we had observed in passing by Black* 
wall. 

5th. Got right again with much ado, after two or three 
circles, and so on, and at Greenwich set in Captun Cooke ; 
and I set forward, hailing to all the King's ships at Deptford, 
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but conid not wake any man : so that we could hare done 
what we would with their shipR. At last, traked one man, 
but it was a merchant-Bhip, the Boyall Catharine : 80 to the 
Towor-docke and home, where the girle sat up for me. It 
was about three o'clock, and, putting Mr. Boddam out of my 
bed, went to bed, and lay till nine o'clock. jDined alone at 
home, and was glad my house ia begun tiling. 

6th. By viater to White Hall ; and so to St. James's ; but 
there found Mr. Coventry gone to Hampton Court. So to 
my Lord's ; and he is also gone : this being a great day at 
the Council, about some business before the King. Here, 
Mr. Pierce, the chyrurgeon, told me how Mr. Edward Montagu 
hath lately had a duell with Mr. Cholmely,' that is first 
gcntlcman-usher to the Queen, and was a messenger to her 
from the King of Fortugall, and is a fine gentleman ; but had 
received many afironts from Mr. Montagu, and some unkind- 
ness from my Lcvd, upon hie score, for which I am sorry. 
He proved too hard for Montagu, and drove him' so far 
backward th&t he fell into a ditch, and dropt his swonl, bat 
with honour would take no advantage over him; bnt did 
give him his life : and, the world says, Mr. Montagu did carry 
himself very poorly in the business, and hath lost his honour 
for ever with all people in it, of which I am very glad, in 
hopes that it will bumble him. I hear, also, that he hath 
sent to my Lady to borrow 400/., giving his brother Harry's* 
security for it, and. that my Lord will lend it him, for which 
I am sorry. This afternoon Mr. Waith was with me, and 
did tell me much concerning the Chest, which I am resolved 
to look into ; and I perceive he is sensible of Sir W. Batten's 
carriage ; and is pleased to see any thing work against him.

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7th. This morning, I got unexpectedly the EcBcrre for 
Mr. Cooper to be miuater of, vhich was only by taking an 
opportune time to meDtton [it}, which is one good effect of 
~my being constant at the office, that nothing pueees without 
me; and I have the choice of my own time to propose 
anything I woiild have. 

8th. At five, by water to Woolwich, there to see the 
manner of tarring, and the eereral proceedings of making of 
cordage, and other things relating to that sort of works, much 
to my satififaction. I^ned with Mr. Falconer; thence we 
walked, talking all the way to Greenwich, and I do find 
excellent disoonrse from him. Among other things, his rnle 
of anspecting every man that proposes any thing to him to be 
a knave ; or, at least, to have some ends of his own in it. 
Being led thereto by the story of Sir John Millicent,' that 
woald have had a patent from King James for every man to 
have had leave to hare given him a shilling ; and that he 
might take it of every man that had a mind to give it ; and 
being assured that that was a fair thing, but what needed a 
patent for it, and what he would do td tbem that would not 
give him, he answered, he would not force them ; but that 
they should come to the Council of State, to give a reason 
why they would not. Another rule is a proverb that he bath 
been taught, which is, that a man that cannot sit still in his 
chamber, the reason of which I did not understand, and he 
that cannot say no (that is, that is of bo good a nature that 
he cannot deny any thing, or cross another in doing any 
thing), is not fit for business. The last of which is a very 
great fault of mine, which I must amend in. Thence by 
boat : being hot, he [Mr, Falconer] put the skirt of his 
cloak about me ; and, it being rough, he told me the passage 
of a Frenchman through London Bridge," where, when he

To Deptford, and there Burpriscd the Yard, and called them 
to a tauBfcr, and discovered many abuses. 

9th. Mr. Coventry and I oat atone at the office all the 
morning upon business. And so to dinner to Trinity Honse^ 
and thence by his coach towards White Hall ; but there being 
a stop at the Savoy,' we light and took water, and my Lord 
Sandwich being ont of town, we parted Uiere. Writing a 
letter to my brother John to dissnade him from being Uod&- 
rator of his year, which I hear is proffered him, of which I 
am very glad. Gomes Cooper, and he and I by candlc-Iigbt 
at my modell, being willing to learn aa mnch of him as pos- 
sible before he goes. 

10th. (Lord's day.) I walked to St. Dnnstan's, the church 
being BOW finished ; and here I heard Dr. Bates, who made 
a most eloqafffit sermon ; and I am sorry I have hitherto had 
BO low an opinion of the man, for I have not heard a neAter 
sermon a great while, and moro to my content. So to Tom's, 
where Dr. Fairebrother, newly come from Cambridge, met 
me, and Dr. Thomas Fepys. I framed myself as pleasMit as 
I could, but my mind was luiother way. My uncle Fcnner 
told mo the new service-bookc," which ie now lately come 
forth, was laid upon their deske at St. Sepulchre's for Mr. 
George^ to read ; but he laid it aside, and would not moddle 
with it : and I perceive the Presbyters do all prepare to give 
over all against Bartholomewtide. Mr. Herring, being lately

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turned oat at St. Bride's, did read tbe psalme to the people 
while the; song at Dr. Bates's, vfaich methought ia a strango 
toTQ.* After diDcer, to St. Bride's, and there heard one 
Carpenter, an old man, who, they say, hath been a Jeauite 
priest, and is come over to ua ; but he preached very well. 
Mr. Galamy hath ta]^en his farewell this day of hia people, 
and others will do so the next Sunday. Mr. Turner,' the 
draper, I hear, is knighted, made Alderman, and prLcked for 
SheriSe, with Sir Thomas Bluddel,^ for the next year, by the 
King, and bo are called, with great honour, tbe King's 
Sheriffes. 

11th. Dea&e Fuller tells me that his niece, that sings so 
well, whom I have longed to Bee, is married to one Mr. Boya, 
a wholesayle man at the Three Grownes, in Cheapside. 
Copper come and read his last lecture to me, open my modell, 
and so bid me good bye, he being to go to-morrow to Chatham, 
to take charge of the ship I have got him. 

ISth. Up early, and to my office. By and by we met 
on purpose to enquire into the business of fiag-makcra, whero 
I am the pweon that do chiefly manage the business against 
them on the King's part ; and I do find it the greatest cheat 
that I have yet found ; they having eightpence per yard 
allowed them by pretence of a contract, where no such thing 
appears ; and it is threepence more than was formerly paid, 
and than I now offer the Board to have them done. To 
Lambeth ; and there saw the little pleasure-boat in building 
by the King, my Lord Brouncker,* and the Virtnoaocs of the 
town, according to new lines, which Mr. Pett cries up 
mightily ; but how it will prove we shall soon see.

14th. Commissioner Pott and I being inWted, went by Sir 
John Winter's coach, sent for us, to the Mitre, in FenchurcU 
Street, to a vcnison-paatj ; where I found him a very worthy 
man ; and good discourse, most of which was concerning the 
Forest of Deane, and the timber there, and iron-workes with 
their great antiquity, and the vast heaps of cinders which they 
find, and are now of great value, bemg necessary for the 
making' of iron at this day ; tmd without which they cannot 
work : with the age of many trees there left, at a great fall 
in Edward the Third's time, by the name of forbid-trees, 
which at this day are called vothid trees. 

15th, TTp very early, and up about seeing how my work 
proceeds, and am pretty well pleased therewith ; especially my 
wife's closet will he very pretty. At noon to the Change, 
and there hear of some Quakers that are seized on, that wo^ld 
have blown up the prison in Sonthwarke, where they are put: 
BO to the Swan, in Ohi Fish Streete, where Mr, Brigden and 
his father-in-law, Blackbury, of whom we had bought timber 
in the office, bat have not dealt well wi^ us, did moke me a 
fine dinner only to myself; and after dinner comes in a 
jngleur, which shewed us very pretty tricks. I seemed very 
pleasant, but am no friond to the man's dealings with us in 
the office. I went to Paul's Church Yard, to my bookseller'a 
[Barton's] ; and there I hear that next Sunday will be the 
last of a great many Presbyterian ministers in town, who, I 
hear, will give up all. I pray God the issue may he good, 
for the discontent is great. My mind well pleased with a 
letter that I found at home from Mr. Coventry, expressing 
his satisfaction in a letter I writ last night, and sent him tlus 
morning to be corrected by him, in order to its sending down 
to all the Yards as a charge to them. 

17th. (Lord's day.) This being the last Sunday that the 
Presbyterians are to preach, unless they read the now Common 
Prayer, and renounce the Covenant, I had a mind to hear Dr. 
Bates's farewell sermon : and walked to St. Dmistan'e, where, 
it not being seven o'clock yet, the doors were not' open; Mid 
so I walked an hour in Temple-gardens, reading my rows, 
wliich it is a great content to me to see how I am a changed 
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man in all respects for the better, since I took tlicin, illicit 
the God of Heaven continue to me, and make me thankful 
for. At eight o'clock I went, and crowded in at a back door 
among others, the church being half-full almost before any 
doors vero open publicly, nhich is the first time that I have 
done 80 these many years ; and so got into the gallery, beside 
the pulpit, and beard very well. His text was, "Now the 

God of Peace ;" the laat Hebrews, and the 20tii verse ; 

be making a very good sermon, and very little reflections in 
it to any thing of the times. I was very well pleased with the 
sight of a fine lady that I have often eeen walk in Gray's 
Inn Walks. To Madam Turner's, and dined with her. She 
had heard Parson Herring take hie leave; though he, by 
reading so much of the Common Prayer aa be did, bath cast 
himself out of the good opinion of both sides. After dinner, 
to St. Dunstan's again ; and the church quite crowded before 
I come, which was just at one o'clock ; hut I got into the 
gallery again, but stood in a crowd. Dr. Bates pursued his 
text again very well ; and only at the conclusion told us, after 
this manner : " I do believe that many of you do expect that 
I should say something to yoQ in reference to the time, this 
being the last time that possibly I may appear here. Yon 
know it is not my manner to apeak anything in the pulpit 
that is extraneous to my text and business : yet this I shall 
say, that it is not my opinion, fashion,' or humcur, that keeps 
me from complying with what is required of us ; but some- 
thing, after much prayer, discourse, and study, yet remains 
unsatisfied, and commands me herein. Wherefore, if it is 
my unhappinesse not to receive such an illuminacion as should 
direct me to do otherwise, I know no reason why men should 
not pardon me in this world, as I am confident that (rod will 
pardon me forit in the next." And so he concluded. Parson 
Herring read a psalme and chapters before sermon ; itnd one 
was the chapter in the Acts, where the story of Ananias and 
Sapphira is. And after he bod done, says he, " This is just 
the case of England at present. God he bids us to preach, 
and men bid as not to preach ; and if we do, wc ore to be 
impisoned and further pnoisbed. All tiiat I can say to it is, 

^"'-l-*' " Google 
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that I beg your prayers, and the prayers of all good Chris- 
tians for us." This iras all the exposition he made of the 
chapter in these very words, and no more. I irae ranch 
gleased with Bates's matmer of hrin^ng in the Lord's Prayer 
after his ovne ; thus, " In whose comprehensive words we 
sum np all onr imperfect desires ; saying, ' Our Father,' " &o.' 
I hear most of the Presbyters took their leaves to-day, and 
that the City is much dissatisfied with it. I pray Qod keep 
peace among tts, and make the Bishops careful of bringing in 
men in th^r rooms, or else all will fly a-pieces ; for had ones 
will not go down with the City. 

18th. About seven o'clock, took horse, and rode to Bowe, 
and there staid at the King's Head, and eat a breakfast of 
eggs, till Mr. Deane,^ of Woolwich, and I rid into Waltham 
Forest, and there we saw many trees of the King's a-hewing ; 
and he showed me the whole mystery of off-square,^ wherein

We rode to Illford, 
and there, while dinner was getting ready, he and I practised 
mcasnring of the tables and other things, till I did understand 
measuring of timber and board very well. By and by, being 
sent for, comes Mr. Cooper, our officer in the Forest, and did 
give me an account of things there, and how the country is 
backward to come in with their carts. While I am here. Sir 
William Batten passed by in his coach, bomewurds from Col- 
chester, where he had been seeing his son-in-law Lemon, that 
lies spying, but I would take no notice of him, but let him 
go. By and by rode to Barking, and there saw the place 
where they ship this timber for Woolwich ; and so Deane and 
I home again, and parted at Bowe, and I home just before a 
great showre of rain, as God wotild have it. I find Dcane a 
pretty able man, and, I think, able to do the King service; 
but, I think, more out of envy to the rest of the officers of 
the yard, of wfaom he complains much, than true love, more 
than others, to the service. He would fain seem a modest 
man, and yet will commend his own work and skill, and rie 
with other persons, especially the Pelts. 

19th. At the office ; and Mr. Coventiy did tells ua of the 
duell between Mr. Jermyn,' nephew to my Lord St. Albans, 
and Colonel Giles Rawlins,' the latter of whom is killed, and

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good concernment to me. By and hy comes in Mr. Coventry 
to us, whom mj Lord tells that he is also put into the com- 
mission, and that I am there, of vhich he said he vaa glad; 
and did tell my Lord that I was indeed the life of this office, 
and much more to my commendation heyond measure. And 
that, 'whereas before he did bear me respect for his sake, so he 
do it now mucli more for my own ; which is a great blessing 
to me : Sir Q, Carteret having told me what he did yesterday 
concerning hia apet^ng to my Lord Chancellor about me; bo 
that on all hands, by God's blessing, I find myself a very 
rising man. By and by comes my Lord Peterborough in, 
with whom we talked a good while, and he is going to-morrow 
towards Tangier again. I perceive there is yet good hopes of 
peace with Guyland,' which is of great concernment to Tangier. 
Meeting Mr. Tovnsend, he would needs take me to Fleet 
Street, to one Mr. Barwell, squire sadler to the King, and 
there we and several other Wardrobe-men dined. Wo had a 
venison pasty, and other good, plain and handsome dishes — 
the mistress of the house, a pretty well-oarri^ed woman, and 
a fine hand she hath ; and her maid a pretty brown lass. 

2lBt. To Mr. Bawlinson's, where my uncle Wight and my 
annt, and Bome neighbour couples, were at a very good 
venison pasty. Hither come, after we were set down, a most 
pretty young lady, only her hands were not white nor hand- 
some, which pleased me well, and I found her to be sister 
to Mrs. Anne Wight. We were good company, and had a 
very pretty dinner. 

22d. About three o'clock this morning, I waked with the 
noise of the rayne, having never in my life heard a more 
'violent shower ; and then the catt was lookt in the chamber, 
and kept a great mewing, and. leapt upon the bed, which 
made me I could not sleep a great while. To Westminster 
Hall, and there I heard that old Mr. Hales^ did lately die 
stiddeuly in an hour's time. Here I met with Will Bowyer, 
and had a promise from him of a place to stand to-morrow at 
his house to see the show. Sent for Mr. Creed, and then to

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his lodging, at Gierke's, the oonfectioner'a, where he did give 
me & little banquet, and I had liked to have begged a parrot 
for my wife, but he hath put me in a way to get a bettor from 
Steventon at Portsmoath. 

2Sd. Mr. Coventry and I did walk together a great while in 
the garden, wherehe did tell me hie mind about Sir G. Carteret's 
having so much the command of the money, which must bo 
removed ; and indeed it is the bane of all our business. He 
observed to me also how Sir TV. Batten begins to struggle 
and to look after his business. I also put him upon getting 
an order from the Duke for our inquiries into the Chest, 
which he will see done. Mr. Creed and I walked down to 
the Tylt Yard, and so all along Thames Street, but could 
not get a boat : I offered eight shillings for a boat to attend 
me this afternoon, and thoy would not, it bemg the day of 
the Queen's coming to town fi'om Hampton Coort. So we 
fiurly walked it to White Hall, and through mj Lord's lodg- 
ings we got into White Hall garden, and so to the Bowling- 
greene, and up to the top of t^e new Banqueting House there, 
over the Thames, which was a most pleasant place as any I 
eonld havo got ; and all the show consisted chiefly in the 
number of boats and barges ; and two pageants, one of a 
King, and another of a Queen, with her Maydes of Honour 
sitting at her feet very prettily ; and they tell me the Queen 
is Sir Richard Ford's daughter. Anon come the King and 
Queen in a barge, under a canopy, with 1000 barges and 
boats I know, for we could see no water for them, nor discern 
the King nor Queen. And so they landed at White H^l 
Bridge, and the great guns on the other side went off. But 
that which pleased me best was, that my Lady Castlemainc 
stood over against us upon a piece of White Hall. But me- 
tfaought it was strange to see her Lord and her upon the 
same place walking up and down without taking notice one 
of another, only at first entry he put off his hat, and she 
made him a very ci^^l salute, but afterwards took no notice one 
of another ; but both of them now and then would take their 
child, which the nurse held in her armes, and dandle it. One 
thing more ; there happened a scaffold below to fall, and wo 
feared some hurt, but there was none, but she of all the great 
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ladies only rim down among the common rabble to see vhat 
hart was done, and did take care of a child that received 
some little hart, which methought was so noble. Anon there 
come one there booted and Bpnired, that she talked long 
with : and by and by, she being in her haire, she put on bis 
hat, which waa bnt an ordinary one, to keep the wind off; 
bat it become her mightily, aa every thing else do. I went 
away, not weary with looking on her, and to my Lord's lodg- 
ings, where my brother Tom and Dr. Thomas Fepys were to 
■peak with me : so I walked with them in the garden, and 
waa very angry with them both for their going out of town 
without my knowledge ; and they told me the baeinesa, which 
waa to see a gentlewoman for a wife for Tom, of Mr. Ck)oke'a 
providing, worth 600/., of good education, her name Hobell, and 
lives near Banbury — demaoda 407. per annom joynter. Tom 
likes her, and, they say, had a very good reception, and that 
Cooke hath been very aerviceablo therein, and that she la 
committed to old Mr. Yonng, of the Wardrobe's, tuition. 
My Lord and I bad half an hour's private discourse about the 
diacontenta of the times, which we concluded would not come 
to any thing of difference, though the Presbyters wonld be 
glad enough of it ; but we do not think religion will so aoon 
cause another war. Then to his owne busineae. He asked 
my advice there, whether he should go on to purchase more 
land, and to borrow money to pay for it, which he is willing 
to do, because such a bargaine as that of Mr. Buggin's of 
Stakely will not be every day to be had, and Brampton is 
now perfectly granted him by the King — -I mean, the revere 
aioD of it, after the Queen's death ; and, in the mean time, 
he buys it of Sir Peter Ball his present right. Then we fell 
to talk of Navy business ; and he concludes, aa I do, that he 
needs not put himself upon any more voyages abroad to spend 
money, unless a war comes ; and that by keeping bis family 
a wbUe in the country, he shall be able to gather money. 
Here vo broke off, and I bid him good night, and so, with 
much ado, the streets being, at nine o'clock at night, crammed 
with people going home to the city, for all the borders of the 
river had been full of people, aa tho King had come, to a 
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miracle, got to the Palace Yard, and there took boat, and so 
to the Old Swan, and ao walked home, and to bed very 
weary. 

24th. (Lord's day.) To church, vhere I all alone, and 
foond WlII Griffin and Thomas Hewctt got into a pew next 
to our backs, where our mayds sit, but when I come, they 
vent out, 80 forward some people are to outrun themaelrea. 
Here we had a lazy, dull sermoi}. My brother Tom come to 
me, talking about his late journey and his mistresB; and, for 
what he tells me, it is like to do well. To church agun, 
where Mr. Mills making » sermon upon confession, he did 
endeavour to pull down auricular confession, but did set it up, 
by his bad arguments against it, and advising people to come 
to him to confess their sins, when they had any weight upon 
their consciences, ae much as is possible, which did rex me to 
hear. Walked to my uncle Wight's : here I staid supper, 
and mach company there was ; among others, Dr. Bnmett,' 
Mr. Cole, the lawyer, Mr. Bawlinson, and Mr. Sutton. Among 
other things, they tell me that there hath bees a disturbance 
in a church in Friday Street ; a great 'many yoong people 
knotting together and crying out, "Porridge!"* ofien and 
I seditiously, in the church, and they took the Common Prayer 
Book, they say, away ; and, some say, did tear it : but it is 
a thing which appears to me very ominous. I pray God 
avert it. 

27th. Dined with Sir W. Batten. Among other stories, 
he told ns of the Mayor of BristoU's reading a pass with the 
bottom upwards ; and a barber that could not read, that flung 
a letter in the kennel, when one come to desire him to read

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the Bnperecriptioii, Ba^iiig, " Do ;ou think I staad here to 
read letters ?" This day mj hogshead of sherry I Lave sold 
to Sir W. Batten, and am glad of my money instead of my 
■wine. 

Slst. (Lord's day.) News is brought me that Sir W. Pen 
is come. Made my monthly accoiihts, and find myself worth 
in money about 686^ 19b. 2^<2., for which Grod be praised. I 
now saying money, and my expenses being very little. My 
wife is still in the country ; my house all in dirt ; but my work 
in a good forwardness, and will be much to my mind at last 
To Mr. Bawlinson's, and there supped with him. Our dis- 
course of the discontents that are abroad, among and 'by 
reason of the Presbyters. Some were clapped up to-day, and 
strict watch is kept in the City by the train-bands, and 
abettors of a plot are taken. God preserve as ! for all these 
things bode very. ill. 

September Ist. With Sir W. Batten and Sir W. Pen by 
coach to St. James's, this being the first day of our meeting 
there by the Duie'a order ; but when we come, we found him 
going out by coach with his Duchess, and he told us he was 
to go abroad with the Queen to-day, to Durdans, it neems, to 
dine with my Lord Barkeley' fof Barkelej], whtre I have 
been very merry, when I was a little boy ; so we went and 
staid a little at Mr. Coventry's chamber, and I to my Lord 
Sandwich's, who is gone to wait upon tho King and Queen 
tfl-day. 

8d. After dinner, we met and sold the Weymouth, Snc- 
cesse, and Fellowship hulkes, where pleasant to see how back- 
ward men are at first to bid ; aijd yet, when tho candle ia 
going out, how they bawl, and dispute afterwards who bid the 
most first. And here I observed one man cunninger than the*' 
rest, that was sure to bid the last man, and to carry it ; and, 
inquiring the reason, ho told me that, just as the flame gOM 
out, the smoke descends, which is a thing I never observed 
before, and by that he do know the instant when to bid last. 
Mr. Coventry told us how the Fanatiques and Presbyters, that 
did intend to rise about this time, did choose this day as tiie 
' Lord Uerkalij't leM, our Epaom. 
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most aospicioua to them in their endearours agaiost monarchy ; 
it being fatal twice to the King, and the day of Oliver's 
death.' But, bleseed be God! all is likely to be quiet, I 
hope. Dr. Fairebrother tells me, what I heard confirmed 
since, that it wu fully resolved by the King's new Council 
that an Indulgence should be granted the Presbyters ; but 
upon the Bishop of London's^ speech (who b now one of the 
most powerful men in England with the King,) their minds 
were wholly turned. And it is said that my Lord Albemarle 
did oppose him most; but th^t I do believe is only an appear* 
ance. He told me also that most of tbe Presbyters now begin 
to wish they had complied, now they see that no Indulgence 
will be granted them, which they hoped for ; and that the 
Bishop of London hath taken good care that places are sup- 
plied with very good and able men, which is the only thing 
that will keep all quiet. 

4th. At noon to the Trinity House, where we treated, very 
dearly, I believe, the oflScers of the Ordnance ; where was Sir 
W. Compton and the Lieutenant of the Tower. We had 
much and good musique, which was my best entertainment. 
Sir William Compton I heard talk, with great pleasure, of the 
difference between the fleet now and in Queen Elizabeth's 
days ; where, in '88, she had but 86 sail, great and small, in 
the world ; and ten rounds of powder was their alloitanco at 
that time against the Spaniard.' After Sir W. Compton,' and 
Mr. Coventry, and some of the best of the rest were gone, I 
grew weary of staying with Sir Williams both, and the more 
for that my Lady Batten and her crew — at least half a score 
come into the room, and I believe wo shall pay size for it ; 
but 'tis very pleasant to see her in her haire nnder her hood, 
and how by little and little she would fain be a gallant ; bat,

5tfa. By water to Woolwich : in my way saw the yacht 
lately built by onr Virtuoeoes (my Lord Brouncker and others, 
with the help of Commissioner Pett also,) set out from Green- 
wich with the little Dutch besan, to try for mastery ; and 
before they go to Woolwich, the Dutch beat them half-^^ile ; 
and I hear this afternoon, that, in coming home, it| got 
above three miles ; which all our people are glad of. To Mr. 
Bland's, the merchant, by invitation ; where I found all the 
officers of the Customs, very grave fine gentlemen, and I am 
very glad to know them; via. — Sir Job Harvey, Sir John 
Wolstenholme,' Sir John Jsoob,^ Sir Nicholas Crisp, Sir John 
Harrison,^ and Sir John Shaw:* very good company. And 
among other discourse, some wag of Sir Jerome Bowes,'Em- 
bassador from Queen Elisabeth to the Emperor of Russia;* 
who, because some of the noblemen there would go up-stairs \ 
to the Emperor before him, he would not go up till the Em- I 
pcror had ordered those two men to be dragged down-eturs, ' 
with their heads knocking upon every stair till they were 
killed. And when he was oome np, they demanded hi» 
sword of him before he entered the room. He told them, if 
they would have his sword, they should have his boots too. 
And so caused his boots to be pulled off, and his night-gown 
and night-cap and slippers to be sent for; and made th« 
Emperor stay till he could go in his night-dress, siuoe h« 
might not go as a soldier. And lastly, when the Emperor in

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contempt, to sbow hie command of bis Bubjects, did commimtl 
one to leap from the window down, and broke bis neck in 
the sight of onr Embassador, he replied that his mistress did 
set more by, and did make better n«e of the necks of her 
sabjects : but said that, to show what her eabjects wonld do 
for her, he wonld, and did, fling down bis gantlett before the 
Emperor; and challenged all the nobility there to take it up, 
in defence of the Emperor against his Qneen : for which, at 
this veiyday, the name of Sir Jerome Bowes is famous and 
honoured there. I this day heard that Mr. Martin Koel' is 
knighted by the King, which I much wonder at; but yet he 
is certainly a very nseful man. 

6th. To the Trinity House, where we bad at dinner a 
ooople of venison pasties, of which I eat but little, being 
almoBt cloyed, having been at five pasties in three days. 

Tth. (Lord's day.) To White Hall Chapell, yrbere I heard 
a good sermon of the Deane of Ely's,' upon returning to the 
old ways. Home with Mr. Fox and his Jady; and there 
dined with tbem, where much company come to them. Most 
of our disconrso was what ministers are flung out that will 
not conform : and the care of the Bishop of London that we 
are here supplied with very good men. Meeting Mr.- Pierce, 
the chymrgeon, he iook me into Somersett House ; and there 
carried me into tbe Qneen-mother's presence-chamber, where 
die was, with our Queen sitting on her left hand, whom I 
never did see before ; and though she be not very charming, 
yet she bath a good, modest, and innocent look, which is 
pleasing. Here I also saw Madame Castlematnc, and, which 
pleased me most, Mr. Crofts,' the King's bastard, a most

hang mnch upon tny Lady Oostlemaine, and is always with 
her ; and, I hear, the Queens both are mighty kind to him. 
By and by in comes the King, and anon the Duke and his 
Duchese ; so that, they being all together, was such a sight 
as I never could almost have happened to see with so much 
ease and leisure. They staid till it was dark, and then went 
away ; the King and his Queen, and my Lady Castlemaine 
and young Crofts, in one coach, and the rest in other coaches. 
Here were great store of great ladies, but very few handsome. 
The King and Queen were very merry ; and he would have 
made the Queen-Mother believe that his Queen was with 
child, and said that she said so. And the yonng Queea 
answered, " Ton lye ;" which was the first English word that 
I over heard her say: which made the King good sport; 
. and he would have made her say in English, " Gonfesa and 
be hanged." 

8th. With Mr. Coventry to the Duke ; who, after he was 
out of his bed, did send for ns in ; and, when be was quite 
ready, took us into his closet, and there told us that he do 
intend to renew the old custom for the Admirals to have their 
principal officers to meet them once a^week, to give them an 
account what they have done that week ; which I am glad of: 
and BO the rest did tell his Royal Highness that I conld do it 
best for the time past. And so I prodnced my short notes, 
and did ^ve him an account of all that we have of late done ; 
and proposed to him several things for his commands, which 
he did ^ve us, and so dismissed as. 

10th. Up, and to my house, and there contrived a way how 
Sir John Minnes shall come into the leads, and yet I save 
part of the closet I hoped for, which, if it will not please him, 
I am a madman to be troubled at it. 

12th. This day, by letters from my father, I hear that 
Captain Ferrers, who is with my Lord in the country, was at

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BramptoD, with Mr. Creed, to see him ; & day or Itto ago, 
being provoked to strike one of my Lord's footmen, the foot- 
man di'Cff hia svord, and hath almo&t cut the fingers of one 
of bis hands off; vhich I am very sorry for: but this is the 
vanity of bring apt to command and strike. 

14tli. (Lord's day.) By water to White Hall, by the way, 
hearing that the Bishop of London had given a very strict 
order against boats going on Sundays, and as I come back 
again, vc wore examined by tbe masters of the company, in 
another boat ; but I told them who I was . To Wliite Uall 
chapel, where sermon almost done, aud I beard Captain 
Cooke's new musiquo. This the first day of having riaUs and 
other instruments to play a symphony between every verse of 
the antbems ; . but the musiquo more full than it was the last 
Sunday, and very fine it is. But yet I could discern Captain 
Cooke to overdo his part at singing, which I never did before. 
Thence up into the Queen's presence, and there sair the Queen 
again as I did last Sunday, and some fine ladies with her ; 
but, by my troth, not many. Thciice to Sir G. Carteret's, 
and find him to have sprained his foot, and is lame, but yet 
hatb been at chappell, and my Lady much troubled for one 
of her daughters that is sick. I dined with them, and a very 
pretty lady,- their kinswoman, with them. My joy ia, that I 
do think I have good bold on Sir George and Mr. Co^'cntry. 

15th. By water with Sir William Pen to White Hall; 
and, with much ado, was fain to walk over tho piles through 
the bridge, while Sir W. Batt«n and Sir J. Minncs were 
ngroond against the bridge, and could not in a great while 
get through. At White Hall wo hear that the Duke of 
York is gone o-hunting to-day ; and so wc returned : they 
going to the Duke of Albemarle's, where I left them, after 
I had observed a very good picture or two there. 

16th. My wife writes me from the country, that she is not 
pleased there with my father, nor mother, nor any of her 
servants, and that my boy is turned a very rogue. 1 have 
ZOL to pay to the cavaliers : then a doubt about my being 
forced to leave all my business here, when I am called to the 
coni't at Brampton ; and, lastly, my law buainesBes, which 
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rex mo to mj heart vhat I stall bo able to do next terme, 
vhich is near at hand. 

IStb. At noon, Sir G, Carteret, Mr. Coventry, and I by in- 
vitatioD to dinner to SberifT Meyoell's,' the great money-man ; 
he, and Alderman Backewell, and much noble and brave com- 
pany, with the privilege of their rare discourse, ivbich is great 
content to mc above all other things in the world ; and after 
a great dinner and much discourse, we took leave. Among 
other dbcoursea, speaking concerning the great charity used 
in Catholique countrys, Mr. Aahbumbom did tell ub, that this 
last year, there being a great want of corno in Paris, and so 
a collection made for the poor, there was two pearles brought 
in, nobody knew from whom, till the Queen, seeing them, kocw 
whoso they were, but did not discover it, vhich were sold 
for 200,000 crownes. 

19th. To Deptford and Woolwich yard. At night, after I 
bad eaten a cold pullet, I walked by brave moonshine, with 
three or four armed men, to guard me, to Bedriffc — it being 
a joy to my heart to think of the condition thot I was now 
in, that people should of themselves provide this for mc, un- 
spoke to. I hear this walk ie dangerous to walk by night, 
and much robbery committed hero. 

20th. To-uight, my barber sent me his man to trim me, 
who did live in King Strcetc in Westminster lately, and tells 
me that three or four that I knew in that atrecte, tradesmen, 
are lately fallen mad, nod some of them dead, and the others 
contiflue mad. They live all within a door or two one of 
another. 

Slat. (Lord's day.) To the Parke. The Qneen coming by

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in her coach, going to ber chapel at St. James's, the iirst time 
that it hath been reatly for her, I crowded after her, and I 
got up to the room where her cloeet is ; and there stood and 
saw the fine altar, ornaments, and the fryers in their habits, 
and the priests come in with their fine crosses and many 
other fine things. I heard their mnaique too ; which may be 
good, but it did not appear so to mc, neither as to their 
manner of singing, nor was it good concord to my ear, what- 
ever the matter waa. The Queen very devout ; but what pleased 
me best was to sec my dear Lady Castlemaine, who, thon^ 
a Protestant, did wait upon the Qaeen to chapel. By and 
by, after masse was done, a fryer with bis cowl did rise op 
and preach a sermon in Portuguese ; which I not understand- 
ing, did go away, and to the King's chapel, but that was 
done; and bo up to the Queen's presence-chamber, where 
she and the King were expected to dine : but she, staying at 
St. James's, they were forced to remove the things to the 
King's presence [chamber] ; and there be dined alone, and I 
with Mr. Fox very finely ; but I see I must not make too 
much of that liberty for my honour sake only — not bnt thai 
I am very well received, 

22d. Up betimes, hastening to get tbinge ready against 
my wife's coming. Walked to Greatorex's, and have bespoke 
a weathcr-glasse of him. Thence to my Lord Crewe's, and 
dined with the Bcrvants, he having dined ; and so, after dinner, 
np to him, and sat an hour talking with him of publique, and 
my Lord's private businesses, with much content. 

23d. Sir G, Carteret told me bow in most cabarotts in 
France they bare writ upon the walls in fair letters to he read, 
"Dieu te rcgarde," as a good lesson to be in every man's 
mind, and have also in Holland their poor's box; in both 
which places, at the making all contracts and bargains they 
give so much, which they call God's penny.' 

24th. To my Lord Crewe's, and there dined alone with 
him ; and, among other things, he do advise me by all means 
to keep ray Lord Sandwich from proceeding too far in the bnsi- 
ness of Tangier. First, for that he is confident the King will

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not be able to find money for the building of the Molo ; and 
next, for that it is to be done, as ve propose it, by tlie reduc- 
ing of the garrison ; and then, either my Lord must vppose 
the Duke of Tork, who will have the Irish regiment under 
the command of Fitzgerald continued, or else my Lord Peter- 
borough, who is concerned to have the English continued ; 
but he, it seems, is gone back again merely upon my Lord 
Sandwich's encouragement. Thence to Mr. Wotton, the 
shoemaker's, and tiiere bought a pair of boots — cost mo S0«. ; 
imd he told me how Bird ' had lately broke his leg, while he 
was dancing in "Aglanra"' upon the stage; and that the 
new theatre of all will be ready against terme. I hear that 
I have the name of good-natured man among the poor people 
that come to the office. 

25th. I did hear how the woman, formerly nurse to Mrs. 
Lemon (Sir W. Batten's daughter), her child was torn to 
jueces by two dogs at Walthamstow this week, and is dead, 
which is very strange. 

27th. My wife's chamber put into a good readiness agunst 
her coming, which she did at night; for Will did, by my 
leave, go to meet her upon the road, and at night did bring 
me word she was come to my brother's, by my order. So I 
went thither to her. Being come, I found her, and her maid, 
and her dog very well, and herself grown a little fatter than 
she was. And I perceive she likes Brampton House and seat 
better than ever I did myself ; and tells me how my Lord hath 
drawn a plot of some alteratioEis to be made there, and hath 
brought it up, which I saw, and like well. I perceive my 
Lord and Lady have been very kind to her. 

28th. (Lord's day.) To the French Chnrch at the Savoy, 
and there they have the Common Prayer Book read in French, 
and, wliich I never saw before, the minister do preach with 
hb hat off, I suppose in further conformity with our Church. 

29th. (Michaelmas day.) This day my oaths for drinking 
of wine and going to plays are out ; and so I do resolve to 
take a liberty to-day, and then to fall to tbem again. To

Mr. Coventry's, and bo with him and Sir W. Pen -np to the 
Duke, irhere the King come also, and staid till the Duke was 
ready. It being Collar-day, ve had no time to talk with him 
about any buaineaa. To the King's Theatre, where we saw 
** Midsummer's Night's Dream," which I had never seen 
before, nor shall ever again, for it is the most insipid, ridicu- 
lous play that ever I saw in my life. Home, where I find 
Mr. Deane, of Woolwich, hath sent me the modell he had pro- 
mised me ; bat it bo far exceeds my expectations, that I am 
Borry almost he should make such a present to no greater a 
person, bnt I am exceedingly glad of it, and shall study to do 
him a courtesy for it. 

30th. To the Dnko's play-honse, where we saw "The 
Duchess of Malfy"' well performed, bnt Betterton and 
lanthe [Mrs. Betterton] to admiration. Strange to see how 
easily my mind do revert to its former practice of loving 
playa and wine ; but this night I have again bound myself to 
Christmas next. I have also made up this evening my 
monthly ballance, and find that, notwithstanding the loss of 
80^ to be paid to the loyall and necessitous cavaliers by act 
of Parliament, yet I am worth about 6802., for which the 
Lord God be praised. My condition at present is this : — I 
have long been building, and my house, to my great content, 
is now almost done. My Lord Sandwich has lately been in 
the country, and very civil to my wife, and hath himself spent 
some pains in drawing a plot of some alterations in our house 
there, which I shall follow as I got money. As for tho office, 
my late industry hath been eneh, as I am become as high in 
reputation as any man there, and good hold I have of Mr. 
Coventry and Sir G. Carteret, which I am resolved, and it is 
necessary for me, to maintain, by all fair means. Things are 
all qiiiet. The late outing of the Presbyterian clergy, hy their 
not renouncing the Covenaht as the Act of Parliament com- 
mands, is the greatest piece of state now in discourse. But, 
for ought I see, they are gone out very peaceably, and the 
people not so much concerned therein as was expected. 

October 2d. At night, hcfiring that there was a play at 
' A tr«a«lr, bj John Wcbilor. 
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the Cockpit, and my Lord Sandwich, who come to town Inst 
night, at it, I do go thither, and by very great fortune did 
follow four or five gentlemen who were carried to a little pri- 
vate door in the wall, and so crept through a narrow place, 
nnd come into one of the hoxes next the King'a, but so as I 
conld not see the King or Queen, but mftny of the fine ladies, 
who yet are really not so handsome generally as I used to 
take them to be, but that they are finely dressed. Then we 
saw "The Onrdinall,"' a tragedy I had never seen before, 
nor is there any great matter id it. The company that come 
in with me into the box were all Frenchmen, that conld 
speak no Eoglish ; but Lord ! what sport thoy made to ask ft 
pretty lady that they got among them, that understood both 
French and English, to make her tell them what the actors 
said. 

4tb. Examining the particulars of the miecarriago of the 
Satisfaction, sunk the other day on the Dutch coast, through 
the negligence of the pilott. 

5th. (Lord's day.) I to church ; and this day the parson 
has got one to read with a surplice on. I suppose himself 
will take it up hereafter, for a cunning fellow he is as any of 
his coate. 

6th. To White Hall with Mr. Coventry^ and bo to my 
Lord Sandwich's lodgings ; but my Lord not within, being at 
ft ball this night with the King at my Lady Castlemaino's, at 
next door. 

7th. To my Lord's, and there I left money for Captain 
Ferrers to buy me two bands. 

8th. To my Lord Sandwich's, and, among other things, to 
my extraordinary joy, he did tell me how much I was beholding 
to the Duke of York, who did yesterday of his own accord tell 
him that he did thank him for one person brought into the 
Navy, naming myself, and much more to my commendation, 
which is the greatest comfort and encouragement that ever Z 
had in my life, and do owe it all to Mr. Coventry's goodness 
and ingenuity. At night by coach to my Lord's agiun, but 
he is at Whitehall with the King, before whom the puppet

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plays I B&w tluB aammer, in Coveot-garden, arc acted thia 
night. My scallop,' bought and got made by Captain Ferrers' 
lady, is sent, and I brought it home — a very neat one. It 
cost me about 3/., and H. more I have given him to buy me 
another. 

9th. Up early to get me ready for my journey. To the 
office ; and I bid them adieu for a week, baving the Duke's 
leave got me by Mr. Coventry, to whom I did give thanks for 
my news yesterday of the Duke's words to my Lord Sandwich 
concerning me, which he took well ; and do tell me so freely 
lus love and value of me, that my mind is now in as great 
a state of jquiet, as tA my interest in the office, as I could 
ever wish to be. Between one and two o'clock got on horse- 
back at our back gate, with my mau Will with me, both well 
mounted on two grey horses. We got to Ware before night; 
and so I resolved to ride on to Puckeridge, which we did, 
though the way was bad, and the evening dark before we got 
thither, by help of company riding before us ; among others, a 
gentlemaB that took up at the same inn, bis name Mr. Brian, 
with whom I supped, and was very good company, and a 
scholar. He tells me, that it is believed the Queen is with 
child, for that the ooachea are ordered to ride very easily 
through the streets. 

10th. Up, and between nght and nine mounted again ; but 
my feet so swelled with yesterday's pain, that I could not got 
on my boots, which vexed me to the blood, but was forced to 
pay it. for a pair of old shoea of my landlord's, and so rid in 
shoes to Cambridge ; the way so good that I got very well 
thither, and set up at the Bcare : and there my cozen Angier 
come to me, and I must needs to his house ; and there fnund 
Dr. Fairbrothor, with a good dinner. But, above all, he 
telling me that this day there is a Congregation for the ciiuice 
of some officers in the University, he after dinner gets me a 
gowne, cap, and hoode, and carries me to the Schoolee, where 
Mr. Pepper, my brother's tutor, and tliis day chosen Proctor, 
did appoint a M.A. to lead me into the Regent House, where 
' A >iKC twill), th« edgM ot wbiuli wo* Isdnled vUh ngnientt of drclM, n 
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I sat mUi tlicm, and did vote by subscribing papers thus: 
" Ego Samael Pcpya eltgo Magistrnm Bernftrdom Skelton," ' 
and, vhich vaa more strange, mj old schoolfellow and 
acquaintance, and who afterwards did take notice of me, and 
we spoke together, " alterum 6 taxatoribus hujus Acadcmise 
in annum eequentem." The like I did for one Briggs, for 
the other Taxor, and for other officers, as tho Vice-Proctor, 
(Mr, Corell) for Mr. Pepper, and which was the gentleman 
that did carry me into the Regent Honse. This being done, 
I did with much content return to my cosen Angicr's. Thenoo 
to Trinity Hall with Dr. John Papys, who tells me that [his] 
brother Soger has gone out of town to keep a Gonrt : and so 
I was forced to go to Impington, to take such adrico as my 
old uncle and his son Olaxton could give me. By and by 
after supper comes in, unlooked for, my cozen Roger, with 
whom I discoursed largely, and he tells me plainly that it is 
my best nay to study a composition with my uncle Thomas, 
for that law will not help ns, and that it is hut a folly to 
flatter ourselves. 

11th. Up betimes, and after a little breakfast, and a very 
poor one, like our supper, and such as I cannot feed on, 
because of my she-cozen Claxton's gouty hands ; and afler 
Roger had carried me up and down his house and orchards, 
to show me them, I mounted, and rode to Huntingdon, and 
so to Brampton, where I found my fadier and two brothers, 
my mother and sister. I walked up and down the bouse and 
garden, and find my father's altcracions very handsome. Rid 
to Hinchingbroke (Will with me), and there to my Lady's 
chamber and saw her, but staid not long. 
' 12th. (Lord's day.) Mado myself fine with Captain 
Ferrers's lace band, being loth to wear my own new scallop, it 
is so fine ; and after tho barber had done with us, to church, 
where I saw most of the gentry of the parish; among others, 
Mrs. Haubnry, a proper lady, and Mr. Bernard and his Lady, 
with her father, my late Lord St. John,^ who looks now like

sermon, and they say ho ie pretty well in hia wits again. 

13th. Up to Hinchingbroke, and there, with Mr. Shcpley, 
did look all orer the house, and I do, I confess, like well of 
the alterations, and do like the staircase ; but there being 
nothing done to make the outside more regular and modemer, 
I am not satisfied with it, but do think it to be too much to 
be laid out upon it. Thence he to St. Ives Market, and I to 
Sir Robert Bernard's for council, having a letter from mj 
Lord Sandwich to that end. He do promise to put off my 
nncle'a admittance, if he can fairly. With my father took a 
melancholy walk to Portholme, seeing the country-maids 
milking their cowes there, they being thwe now at grasse, 
and to see with what mirth they come all home together in 
pomp with their milk, and eometimea they have mosique go 
before them. So back home again. 

14th. Up, about nine o'clock, to the court at the Lordstiipp, 
where the jury was called ; and, there being vacancies, they 
would have my father, in respect to him, [to] have been one 
of the Homage, hot he thought fit to refuse it, he not knowing 
enough the customs of the town. They being swome, and 
the charge given them, they fell to our business, finding the 
heire-at-law to be my uncle Thomas : but Sit Robert [Bernard] 
did tell them that he had seen how the estate was devised to my 
father by my tmcie's will, according to the custom of the 
Manour, which they would have denied, first, that it was not 
according to the coBtom of the Manour, proposkig some difficul- 
ties about the half acre of land which is given the beire-at-Iaw 
according to custome, which did put me into great fear, test it 
might no( [have] become my uncle's possession at his death. 
But the Bteward, as he promised me, did find pretensions very 
kindly and readily to pnt off their admittance, by which I find 
they are much defeated, and if ever, I hope, will now listen to a 
treaty and agreement with us, at our meeting at London : so 

after a* lUitantion, propwl; sailed "M7 lain LanL" Hii (bird d*i))[bln', EUu- 
txtli, b; hla KcoDd wife, dinghtcr ot Bfnrr Cronwcll, of UpwiMd, HDcIa (o lb* 
Protactor, niarHed John Bernard, wbo berame a barunet on tha daath of hli fatbn, 
ElT Robart, and waa U.P. for HnotiDgdnii. Oh. IBS!. Thar* ii a moavaaat t* 
bh munr; in Bramploa Ckvrch, IlanUngilaiubira. 
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tbey took their leaves of the steward aBd Court, &nd went 
away. M; father and I home vith great content to dinner ; 
my mind now as full against tho afternoon business, which w« 
sat upon after dinner at the court. To the Court, and did 8u« 
out a recovery, and cut off the intayle; and my brothers 
there, to join therein. And my father and I admitted to all 
the lands ; he for life, and I for myself and heirs in reversion. 
I did with most compleat joy of mind go from the C'oxat with 
nj father home, and in a quarter of an houre did get on 
horseback, with my brother Tom, Cooke, and Will, all 
mounted, and, without eating, or drinking, take leave of my 
father, mother, Pall, to whiHn I did give 10^., hut have shown 
no kind of kindness since I come, for I find her so very 111- 
natored, that I cannot love her, and she so cmel an hypocrite, 
that she can cry when she pleases, and John and I away, 
calling in at Hinchingbroke, and taking leave in three words 
of my Lady, and the young ladies ; and so by moonlight to 
Cambridge, whither we como at about nine o'clock, and took 
up at the Be&re. 

1 5th. Waked very early ; and when it was time, did call 
up Will, and we rose, and musique (with a bandore for the 
base) did ^ve me a levett ;' and so we got ready ; and while 
breakefost was providing, showed Mr. Cooke King's College 
Chapel, Trinity College and St. John's College Library ; and 
that being done, to our mn again ; where I met Dr. Fair- 
brother. He told us how the room we were in was the room 
where Cromwell and his associated officers did begin to plot 
and act their mischiefs in these counties. Took leave of all, 
and begun our journey about nine o'clock, the roads being 
every where but bad ; but, finding our horses in good case, we 
even mode shift to reach London, though both of us very weary. 
Found all things well, there happening nothing, since onr going 
to my discontent, in the loast degrco ; which do also please me, 
that I cannot but bless God for my journey, observing a whole 
course of socccsse from the beginning to the end of it. 

16th. I rose in good temper, finding a good chimney-piece 
made in my upper dining-room, chamber, and the dining-room

irainacoate in a good forwardness. I hear Mr. Mooro is in s 
fiur way of recovery, and Sir H. Bennet' is made Secretary 
of state in Sir Edward Ificholas's Bte&d ; not known whether 
by consent or not. 

17th. To Creed's chamber, and there sat a good while, 
and drank chocolate. Here I am told how things go at 
Court; that the young men get uppermost, and the old 
Berions lords are ont of favour ; that Sir H. Bennet being 
brought into Sir Edward Nicholas's place. Sir Charles 
Barkeley' is made Privy Purse ; a moat vicious person, and 
one whom Mr. Fierce, the surgeon, did tell me that he 
offered his wife 3001. per annnm to be his mistress. He also 
told me,^at none in Court hath more the King's eare now 
than Sir Charles Barkeley, and Sir H. Bennet and my Lady 
Castlemaine, whote interest is now as great as ever ; and. that 
Mrs. Haselrigge, the great beauty, is now brought to bed, 
and lays it to the King or the Duke of York.' He tells me, 
also, that my Lord St. Albans b like to be Lord Treasurer: 
all which things do trouble me much. 

19th. (Lord's day.) Put on my first new lace-band ; and 
80 neat it is, that I am resolved my great expcnce shall be 
lace-bands, and it will set off any thing else the mOre. To see 
Mr. Moore, who recovers well ; and his doctor coming to him 
— one Dr. Merrit* — we had some of his very good discourse 
of anatomy and other things, very pleasant. I am sorry to 
hear that the news of the selling of Dunkirke is taken so 
generally ill, as I find it is among the merchants ; and other 
things, as removal of officers at Court, good for worse ; and 
all things else made much worse in their report among people 
than Uiey are. And this night, I know not upon what ground, 
the gates of the City ordered to be all shut, and double guards

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every where. Indeed, I do find every body's spirit very full 
of trouble ; tind the thiDgs of the Court and Council very ill 
taken ; so &g to be apt to appear in bad colours, if tijore 
should ever be a beginning of trouble, vbich God forbid ! 

20th. In Sir J. Minnes's coach, with him and Sir W. 
Batten, to White Hall, where now the Dnke is come again to 
lodge ; and to Mr. Coventry's little new chamber there. And 
by and by np to the Duke, who was making himself ready ; 
and there young Killigrew did so commend " The Villaine," * 
a new play made by Tom Porter, and acted only on Saturday 
at the Dnke'a house, as if there never had been any sucli 
play come upon the stage. The aame yesterday was told me 
by CaptaiD Ferrers ; and this morning afterwards by Dr. 
Clarke, who saw it. After I had done with the Duke, wiUi 
Commissioner Fett to Mr. Lilly's, the great painter, who 
eome forth to us ; but, believing that I come to bespeak a 
picture, he prevented it by telling us, that he should not he 
at leisure these three weeks, which methinks is a raro thing. 
And then to see in what pomp his table was laid for himself 
to go to dinner ; and here, among other pictures, saw the so 
much desired by me picture of my Lady Castlemaine, which 
is a most blessed picture ; and one that I must have a copy 
of. From thence I took my wife by coach to the Duke's 
house, and {here was the house full of company ; but whether 
it was in over-expecting, or what, I know not; but I waa 
never less pleased with a play in my life. Though there wai 
good singing and dancing, yet no fancy in the play. Dun- 
kirke, I am confirmed, is absolntely sold ; for which I am 
very sorry. 

21st. By water with Mr. Smith to Mr. Lechmore,' the 
Councillor at the Temple, about Field's bosiness ; and he tells 
me plainly that, there being a verdict gainst me, there is no

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help for, bat it must proceed to judgment. It is 30/. damage 
to me for my joimog with others in coiniEiittiiig Field to 
prisOD, as Dot beiog Justices of the Peace in the City, though 
in IkCddlesez ; whi<^ troubled me, and I hope the King wiU 
make it good to na. To Mr. Smith, the scrivener, apon 
Ludgate-hill, to whom Mrs. Butler do committ her business 
concerning her daughter and my brother. She tells me, her 
daughter's portion is but 4007., at which I am more troubled 
than before ; and they find fault that his house is too little. 

22d. To my Lord Sandwich's, who receives me now more 
and more kindly, now he sees that I am respected in the 
world; and is my most noble patron. To Mr. Smith's, 
where I met Mrs. Butler, with whom I plainly discoursed, and 
she with me. I find she will give hut 400/., and no more, 
and is not willing to that, without a joynture, which she 
expects, and I will not grant for the portion. I find her » 
very discreet, sober woman, and her daughter, I understand 
and believe, is a good lady ; and if portions did agree, though 
she finds fault with Tom's house, and his bad imperfection 
in his speech, I believe- we should agree in other matt^«. 
Home. Benier, being acquainted with all the players, do tell 
me that Betterton is not married to lantbe, as they say ; but 
also, that he is a very sober, serious man, and studious, and 
humble, following of his studies, and is rich already, with what 
he gets and saves. This night was buried, as I hear by the bells 
of Barking Church, my poor Morena,' whose sickness being 
desperate, did kill hoi* poor father ; and he being dead for sorrow, 
she could not recover, nor desire to live, hut from that time do 
languish more and more, and so is now dead and buried. 

' The DDlj boiiil neordcd in the pariih EsKistcr of All Hmlloirf, Birkine, u 
hBYing taken plan on tha 3M Ortobcr, ICBZ, ii that of Eliinhetb, dangbKr of 
JohB Dickani; aod the rireaintMDea of hi^r fatber'g iDtfrmfDt bring ralercd la 
the lame book, jaat a week befori!, leavra no qneation (hat abe wi« the pcnoo 
alluded to. Tbe irord beine doubtrul in the MS., HareoR it hero xibttiloted for 
Horna, whlob b» do Intelllglbl* eigDiBcalinn, at the (BggceiioD of Mr. J. S. 
Warden; tee Ifeiti and Qurrin, tqI. til, p. 118. Horeca. he telle ue, ii good 
Portognew for a Brnnelte; and li via probibtj adopted bj Pepjs to indicate 
tbu Mile Siekene bad ■ dirit eotopleiloD. It ie ranher poaaible that the mum 
eipreuion wai applied to Catbirins of Bragenia, who, la it Weil knDvii, via a 
beanfj of a almllar deeeripliDn, and tbs canrtlFre might Datnrall; vlih to pay H« 
HnJeatj ■ compliment in tbe language of ber own country. 
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24th. Dinod with mj vife upon a moet excollent dtsh of 
tripes of m; own directing, covered with mustard, as I have 
heretofore seen them done at my Lord Crewe'B, of which 
I made a very great meal, and sent for a glasB, of wine for 
myself, l^r. Pierce, the chymrgeon, telle me hew ill things 
go at Court : that the King do show no conntenance to any 
that belong to the Queen ; nor, above all, to such English as 
she brought over with her, or hath here eince, for fear they 
should t«ll ber how he carries himself to Lady Csstlemaine; 
insomuch, that though he has a promise, and is sure of being 
mado her chyrnrgeon, be is at a loss what to do in it, whether 
to take it or no, since the King's mind is so altered and 
favour to all her dependents, whom she is fain to lot go hack 
into Fortugall, though she broogbt them from their friemle 
against their wills, with promise of preferment, without doing 
any thing for them. That her own physician did tell him 
within these three days that the Queen do know how the 
King orders things, and bow he carries himself to my Lady 
Castlemaine and others, as well as any body; but though she 
hath spirit enongh, yet seeing that she do no good by taking 
notice of it, for the present she forbears it in policy; of which 
I am very glad. But I do pray God keep us in peace ; for 
this, with other things, do give great discontent to all 
people. ' 

26th. (Lord's day.) Fat on my new scallop, which is very 
fine. To church, and there saw the first time Mr. Mills in 
a surplice ; hut it seemed absurd for him to pull it over fais 
eares in the reading-pew, after he had done, before all the 
church, to go up to the palpitt, to preach without it. Home, 
'and dined. Tom takes his disappointment of hi% mistress to 
heart ; but all will be well again in a little time. Then to 
church again, and heard a simple Scot preach most tediously. 
All this day soldiers going up and down the town, there 
being an alarme, and many Quakers and others clapped up ; 
but, I believe, without any reason : only they say in Dorset- 
shire there bath been some rising discovered. After sapper, 
making up my monthly account to myself. I find myself, 
by my expense in bands and clothes this month, abated a 
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little of my last, and that I nm worth 679Z. still ; for which 
God be praised. 

27th. To my Lord Sandwich, who now ardays calls me into 
hifl chamber, and alone did diBCOurse with me about the 
jealoQsj that the Court hare of people's rising ; .wherein he 
do much dislike my Lord Monk's being so eager against a 
company of poor wretches, dragging them up and down the 
street ; but would hare him rather take some of the greatest 
ringleaders of them, and punish them ; whereas, this do hot 
tell the world the King's fears and doubts. For Dunkirke, he 
wonders any wise people should be so troubled thereat, and 
scorns ul] their talk against it, for that ho sees it was not 
Dunkirke, but the other places, that did and would annoy ns, 
though wo had that, as much as if we had it not. He also 
took notice of the new Ministers of State, Sir H. Bennet aad 
Sir Charles Barkeley, their bringing in, and the high game that 
my Lady Castlemaine plays at Court. Afterwards he told me 
of poor Mr. Spong, that being with other people examined 
before the King and Council (they being laid np as suspected 
persons; and it seems Spong is so far thought gniity as that 
they intend to pitch upon him to put to the wracke or some 
other torture), he do take knowledge of my Lord Sandwich, and 
said that ho was well known to Mr. Pepys. But my Lord 
knows, and I told him, that it was only in matter of musique 
and pipes, but that I thought him to he a very innocent 
fellow ; and indeed I am very sorry for him. After my Lord 
and I had done in private, we went out, and with Captain 
Cuttance and Bunn did look over their draught of a bridge 
for Tangier, which will be brought by my desire to onr office by 
them to-morrow. To Westminster Hall, and there walked 
long with Creed; and then to the great hijlf-a-crowne ordi- 
nary, at the King's Head, near Chaiing Crosse, where we had 
a most excellent meat dinner and very high company, and in a 
noble manner. He showed me our commission, wherein the 
Dnke of Tork, Pi-ince Rupert, Duke of Albemarle, Lord 
Peterborough, Lord Sandwich, Sir G. Carteret, Sir William 
Compton, Mr. Coventry, Sir R. Ford, Sir William Rider, Mr. 
Cholmlcy, Mr. Povy, myself, and Captain Cuttance, in this 
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order are joyned for the carrying on the aerrico of Tangier, 
vhich I take for a groat honour to me. He told me what 
great faction there is at Court ; and, abovo all, what is whis- 
pered, that young Crofts is lawful son to the King, the King 
being married to his mother.' How true this is, God knows ; 
but I believe the Duke of York will not be fooled in this of 
diree crowns. Thence to White Hall, and walked long in 
the gardens, till, as they are commanded to all strange persons, 
one come to tell us, we not being known, and being observed 
to walk there four or five hourea, which was not true, unless 
they count my walking there in the morning, he was com- 
manded to ask who we were ; which being told, he excused 
hia question, and was satisfied. These things speake great 
fear and jealoosys. To the Exchange : among other things, 
obserying one very pretty Exchange lass, with her face full of 
black patches, which was a strange sight. I met Mr. Mills, 
who tells me that he could get nothing out of the mayde hard 
by, that did poison herself, before she died, but that she did it 
because she did not like herself, nor anything she did a great 
while. It seems she was well-favoured enough, but crooked, 
and this is all she could be got to say, which is very strange. 

29th. (Lord Mayor's day.^) Sir G. Carteret, who had been 
at the examining most of the late people that are clapped up, 
do say that he do not think that there hath been any great 
plotting among them, though they have a good will to it ; 
and their condition is so poor, and silly, and low, that they . 
do not fear them at all. 

30th. To my Lord Sandwich, who was np in his chamber 
and all alone, and did acqufunt me with his business : which 
was, that our old acquaintance, Mr. Wade in Axe Yard, 
hath diflcovered to him 7000/. hid in the Tower, of which he 
was to have two for discovery ; my Lord himself two, and the 
King the other three, when it was found : and that the King's 
warrant runs for me on my Lord's part, and one Mr, Lee for 
Sir Harry Bennct, to demand leave of the Lieutenant of the 
Tower for to make search. After he had told me the whole

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business, I took leave : and at noon, comes Mr. Wade with 
my Lovd's letter. So we consulted for me to go first to Sir 
H. Bcnnct, who is now with many of the Privy CounBellors 
at the Tower, examining of their late prisoners, to adrise with 
him to begin. So I went; and the guard at the Tower 
Gate, making me leave my sword at the gate, I was forced to 
stay 30 long in the ale-house close by, till my boy run home 
for my cloak, that my Lord Mayor that now is. Sir John 
Robinson, Lieutenant of the Tower, with oil his company, 
was gone with their coaches to his house in Minchen Lane. 
So my cloak being come, I wMked thither : and there, by 
Sir 6. Carteret's means, did presently speak with Sir H. 
Bennet, who did give me the King's warrant, for the paying 
of 2000^ to my Lord, and other two to the discoverers. 
After a little discourse, dinner come in; and I dined with 
them. There was my Lord Mayor, my Lord Lauderdale, 
Mr. Secretary Morris, to whom Sir H. Bennet would give 
the upper hand ; Sir William Oompton, Sir G. Carteret, and 
myself, and some other company, and a brave dinner. After 
dinner, Sir H. Bennet did call aside the Lord Mayor and me, 
and did break the business to him, who did not, nor durst 
appear the least averse to it, but did promise all assbtanco 
forthwith to set upon it. So'Mr. Lee and I to our office, 
and there walked, till Mr. Wade, and one Evett, his guide, 
did come, and W. Griffin, and a portor with his picke-oxes, 
&.C. .' and so they walked alone with us to the Tower, and Sir 
II. Bennet and my Lord Mayor did give xm full power to fall 
to work. So our guide demands a candle, and down into the 
cellars he goes, enquiring whether they were the same that 
Barkstead' always had. He went into several little cellars, 
and then went out a-doors to view, nnd to the Cole Harboor;' 
but none did answer so well to the remarks which was ^ven 
him to find it by, as one arched vault, where, after a great 
deal of council whether to set upon it now, or delay for better 
and more full advice, to digging we went tilt almost eight

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o'clock at night, bat could find nothing. But, however, our 
{^dea did not at all seem discooraged ; for that they "being 
confident that the money is there they look for, bat having 
never heen in the cellars, they conld not be poeitive to the 
place, and therefore mil inform themeelves more fully, now 
they have been there, of the party that do adriae themi^ So, 
locking the door after na, we left here to-night, and np to- 
the Deppty-Govemor, my Lord. Mayor and Sir H. Bennet, 
with the rest of the company, being gone an hour before ; 
and he do undertake to keep the key of the cellars, that none 
shall go down without his privity. But, Lord ! to see what 
ayoung simple fantastick coxcomho is made Deputy-Governor, 
would make me mad ; and how he called out for his night- 
gowne of silk, only to make a show to us : and yet for half 
an hour I did not think he was the Depaty-Governor, and so 
spoke not to htm about the business, but waited for another 
nun ; hut at last I broke our business to him : and he pro- 
mising his care, we parted. And Mr. Lee and I by coach to 
White Hall, where I did give my Lord Sandvrich a full 
account of onr proceedings, and some encouragement to hope 
for aomething hereafter. This morning, walking with Mr. 
Coventry in the garden, he did tell mo how Sir Q. Carteret 
had carried the business of the Victuallps' money to be paid 
by himself, contrary to old practice ; at which he is angry, I 
perceive, but I believe means no hurt, but that things may 
bo done as they ought. He expects Sir George should not 
bespatter him privately, in revenge, hut openly, against which 
he prepares to bedaube him, and swears he will do it from 
the beginning, from Jersey to this day. And as to his own 
taking of two lu-ge fees or rewards for places that he had 
sold, he will prove that he was directed to it by Sir George 
himself, among others. And yet he did not deny Sir 0. 
Carteret his due, in saying that he is a man that do take the 
most pains, and gives himself the most to do business of any 
about the Court, without any desire of pleasure or divertise- 
ments : which is very true. But, which pleased me mightily, 
he sud in these words, that he was resolved, whatever it cost 
him, to make on experiment, and see whether it was possible

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tor a man to keep himEelf up in Conrt hy dealing plainly and 
walking uprightly : in the doing whereof, if his ground do . 
slip from under htm, be will be contented: but he ia reaolvi^d 
to try, and never to baulkc taking notice of anything that is 
to the King's prejudice, let it fall where it will ; which is a 
most bravo resolution. He was very free with me : and, by 
roy troth, I do see more real! worth in him than in most men 
that' I do know. I would not forget two passages «f Sir J. 
Minnes's at yesterday's dinner. The one, that to the ques- 
tion how it comes to pass that there are no boars seen in 
London, but many sowes and pigs ; it wa« answered, that the 
constable gets them a-nights. The other, Thomas Killigrew's 
way of getting to see plays when be was a boy. He would 
go to the Red Bull, and when the man cried to the boys, 
" Who will go and be a devil, and he shall see the play for 
nothing?" then would be go in, and be a devil npon the 
stage, and so get to sec plays. 

Slst. ThuB ends this month: myJiead troubled with much 
business, but especially my fear of Sir J. Minnes claimifig 
my bed-chamber of me, but I hope now that it is almost 
over, for I perceive he is fitting his house to go into it the 
next Veek. I thant God I have no crosses, but only much 
business to trouble my mind with. In all other things, as 
happy a man as any in the world, for the whole world seems 
to smile upon me, and if my house were done that I could 
diligently follow my business, I would not doubt to do God, 
and the King, and myself good service. And all I do impute 
almost wholly to my late temperance, since my making of my 
V0WC8 against wine and plays, which keeps me most happily 
aqd contentfully to my business ; which God continue ! Pubhc 
matters arc full of discontent, what with tho sale of Dunkirke, 
and my Lady Castlcmaine, and her faction at Court ; thongli 
1 know not what they would have more than to debauch the 
King, whom God preserve from it ! And then great plots 
are talked to be discovered, and all the prisons in town full 
of ordinary people, taken from their meeting-places last 
Sunday. But for certain some plots there hath been, though 
not brought to a head. 
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November lat. With Mr. Creed to the Trinity House, 
to a great dinner there, bj iovitation, and much company. 
It eeems one Captain Evans mokes his elder Brother's dinner 
to-day. To my office, to meet Mr. Lee again, from, Sir H. 
Bennet. And he and I, with Wade and his intelligencer 
and labourers, to the Tower cellars, to make one triall more ; 
where we staid two or three hours, and dug a great deal all 
under the arches, as it was how* most confidently directed, 
and so seriously, and upon pretended good grounds, that I 
myself did truly expect to speed ; but we missed of all : and 
so we went away the second time like fools. And to our 
office; and I, by appointment, to the Dolphin Taverne, to 
meet Wade and the other. Captain Evett, who now do tell 
me plainly, that he that do put him upon this is one that had 
it from Barkestead's own month, and was advised with by 
him, just before the King's coming in, how to get it out, and 
had all the signs told him how and where it lay, and had 
always been the great confident of Barkestead, even to the 
trusting him with his life and all he had. So that he did 
much convince me that there is good ground for what he goes 
about. But I fear it may be that Barkestead did find some 
conveyance of it away, without the help of this man, before 
he died ; but he is resolved to go io the party once more, and 
then to determine what we shall do further. 

2d. (Lord's day.) Talking with my wife, in whom I never 
had greater content, blessed be God ! than now — she con- 
tinuing with the same care and thrift and innocence, so long 
as I keep her from occasions of boing otherwise, as ever she 
was in her life, and keeps the house as well. To church, 
where Mr. Mills preached a very ordinary sermon, 

Sd. To WTiite Hall, to the Duke's ; but found him gone 
a-hunting. Thence to my Lord Sandwich, from whom I 
receive every day more and more signs of his confidence and 
esteem of me. Here I met with Pierce, the chyrurgeon, 
who tells toe that my Lady Castlcmaine is with child ; bat 
though it be the King's, yet her Lord being still in town, 
and sometimes seeing of her, though never to eat together or 
cohabit, it will be hiid to htm. He tells me also hew the 
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Duke of York is smitten in lore with my Lady Otesterfield,' 
(a virtuoua lady, daughter ta my Lord of Ormoud) ; and so 
much, that the Duchcaa of York hath complained to the King 
and her father abont it, aqd my Lady Chesterfield is gone into 
the country for it. At oM which I am sorry ; but it is the 
effect of idlenesse, and having nothing else to employ their 
great spirits upon. At night to my office, and did business ; 
and there come to me Mr. Wade and Evett, who have been 
ftgaia with their prime intelligencer, a woman, I pereeive : 
and though we have miseed twice, yet they bring such an 
account of the probability of the truth of the thin^, though 
we uo not certain of the place, that we shall set upon it once 
more ; and I am willing and hopeful! in it. So we resolved 
to set upon it again on Wednesday morning ; and the woman' 
berself will be there In a disguise, and confirm us in the 
place. 

4th. This morning, we had news by letters that Sir Bichard 
Stayner is dead at sea in the Mary, whichas now come into 
Portsmouth from Lisbon ; which we are sorry for, he being a 
very stout seaman. 

6th. My Lady Batten did send to speak with me, and 
told me very civilly that she did not desire, nor hoped I did, 
ihat anything should pass between us but what was civiU, 
though there was not the neighbourliness between her and my 
wife that was fit to be, and so complained of my maid's mock- 
ing of her. When she called " Nan" to her maid within her 
own honse, my maid Jane in the garden overheard her, and 
mocked her, and of my wife's speaking unhandsomely of her, 
to all which I did give her a very respectfull answer, such as 
did please her, and am sorry indeed that this should he, though 
I do not desire there should be any acquaintance between my 
wife and her. But I promised to avoid snch words and 
passages for the future. At night I called up my maids, and 
schooled Jane, who did answer me so humbly and drolly about 
it, that, though I seemed angry, I was much pleased with her 
and [my] wife also. 
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7tfa. Being hj appointment called upon b; Mr. Lee, he and 
I to the Tower, to make our third attempt npon the cellar. 
And now privately the woman, Barkestead's great confident, 
is brought, who do positively aay that this is the place which 
he did say the money was hid in, and where he and she did 
pat up the 70001. in butter firkins ; and the very day that he 
went oat of England did say that naithor he nor hia would be 
the better forthat money, and therefore wishing that she and 
hers might. And so left us, and^we full of hope did resolve 
to dig all over the cellar, which by seven o'clock at night we 
performed. At noon we sent for a dinner, and npon the head 
of a barrel dined very merrily, and to work again. Bat at 
last we saw we were mistaken ; and, alter digging the cellar 
quite through, and removing the barrels from one side to the 
other, we were forced to pay our porters, and give over oar 
expectations, though I do believe there must be money hid 
somewhere by him, or else he did delude this woman in hopes 
to oblige her to further serving hiro, which I am apt to 
believe. By coach to White Hall, and at my Lord's lodgings, 
hearing that Mrs. Sarah is married, I did joy her and kiss 
her, she owning of it ; and it seems it is to a cooke. I am 
glad she is disposed of, for she grows old and is very painfull, 
and one I have reason to wish well for- her old service to me. 

9th. (Lord's day.) Walked to my brother's, where my wife 
is, calling at many churches, and then to the Temple, hearing 
a bit there too, and observing that in the streets and churches 
the Sunday b kept in appearance as well as I have known it 
kt any time. After dinner to see Mr. Moore, who is pretty 
well, and he and I to St. Gregory's, where I escaped a great 
fall down the stairs of the gallery : so into a pew there, and 
heard Dr. Ball' make a very good sermon, though short of 
what I expected. 

10th. A little to the office, and so witb Sir J. Minnes, Sir 
W. Batten, and myself by coach to White Hall, to the Duke, 
who, after ho was ready, did take us into his closett. Thither 
come my Lord General Monk, and did privately talk with 
a Id less Hmtcr of lb*

the Duke about having the life-guards pass through the City 
to-day only for show and to fright people, for I perceive there 
are great fears abroad ; for all which I am troubled and full 
of doubt that things will not go well. He being gone, we 
fell to the business of the Navy, Among other things, how- 
to pay off this fleet that is now come from Portugal! ; the 
King of Portugall sendtog them home, he having no mwe 
use for them, which we wonder at, that his condition should 
be BO soon altered : and onr landmen also are coming back, 
being almost starved in that poor country. To Westminster 
Hall, where full of terme, and here met my cozen Roger 
Pepys, who is all for a composition with my nncle Thomas. 
To my Lord Grewe*s, and dined with him and his brother — 
I know not hia name: where very good discourse: among 
others, of France's intention to make a patriarch of his own, 
independent from the Pope, by which he will be able to cope 
with the Spaniard in'all councils, which hitherto he has never 
done. My Lord Crewe told us how ho heard my Lord of 
Holland * say, that, being Embassador about the match with 
the Queen-Mother that now is, the King of France^ insisted 
upon a dispensation from the Pope, which my Lord Holland, 
making a question of, aa he was commanded to yield to 
nothing to the prejudice of onr religion, says the King of 
France, " You need not fear that, for if the Pope will not 
dispense with the match, my Bishop of Paris shall." By 
and by come in the great Mr. Swinfen,^ the Parliament-man, 
who, among other discourse of the rise and fall of familys, 
told us of Bishop Bridgeman,' father of Sir Orlando, who 
lately hath bought a scat anciently of the Levers, and then

the Asbtons;' sad so he hath in his great ball vindov, 
Earing repaired and beautified the house, caused four great 
places to he left for coatea of armes. In one he hath put 
the Levers, with this motto, "Olim." In anotiier, the 
Aebtoos, with this, " Heri." In the next, his own, with 
this, "Hodie." In the fourth, nothing but this motto, 
*'Craa tiescio cujus.") Taking my wife up, carried her to 
Charing Crosse, and there showed her the Italian motion, 
much after the nature of what I showed her a while since in 
Covent Garden. Their puppets here are somewhat better, 
but their motions not at all. The town, I bear, is full of 
discontents, and all know of the King's new bastard by Mrs. 
Haslerigge,' and, as far as I can hear, will never be contented 
with Episcopacy, they are so cruelly set for Presbytery ; and 
the Bishops carry tbEmselves so high, that they are never 
likely to gain any thing upon them. 

12th. By my wife's appointment come two young ladies,^ 
sisters, acquaintances of my wife's brother's, wbo are desirous 
to wait upon some ladies, and proffer their service to my wife. 
The youngest indeed hath a good voice, and sings very well, 
besides other good qualitys, but I fear hath been bred up 
with too great libertys for my family, and I fear greater in- 
conveniences of expences, and my wife's liberty will follow, 
which I must study to avoid till I have a better purse; 
thougb, I confess, the gentlewoman, being pretty handsome 
and singing, makes me have a good mind to her. To the 
Dolphin Tavern, near home, by appointment, and there met 
with Wade and Evett, and have resolved to make a new 
attempt upon another discovery, in which Qod give as better 
fortune than in the other ; but I have great confidence that 
there is no cheat in these people, but that they go upon good 
grounds, though they have been mistaken in the place from 
the first. 

13tb. To my office, and there thU afternoon we bad our 
first meeting upon our commission of inspecting the Chest :*

At White Hall by 
appointment ; Mr. Creed carried my wife and I to the Goek- 
pitt, and we had excellent places, and saw the King, Queen, 
Duke of Monmouth,' his son, and my Lady Castlemaine, and 
all the fine ladies ; and " The Scomfull Lady" well performed. 
They had done by eleven o'clock ; and, it being fine moon- 
shine, we took coach and home, but could wake nobody at my 
house, and so were fun to have my boy get through one of the 
windows, and so opened the door, and called up the maids, 
and went to supper. 

18th. Late at my office, drawing up a*Ietter to my Lord 
Treasurer, which we have been long about. 

20th. After dinner to the Temple, to Mr. Thnrland;^ and 
thence to my Lord Chief Boron, Sir Edward Hale's,* and

Btady to make up the hnsinesB as well as we can, wluch do 
much rex and trouble na ; bnt I am glad the Doke is 
ooncemed in it. 

21st. Within all day long, helping to pat up my hanginga 
in my house in my wife's chamber, to my great content. To 
Bpeak to Sir J. Minnea at his lodgings, where I found many 
great ladies, and his lodgings made very fine indeed. To bed 
this night, having first pat np a spittiog-eheet, which I 
find very conTenient. This day come the King's ple&aure- 
boats from Calais with the Dunkirke money, being 400,000 
{UBtoUes. 

22d. This day I bought the book of country dances against 
my wife's woman Gosnell comes, who dances finely; and 
there, meeting Mr. Plajford,' he did give me his Latin Bonga 
of Mr. Deering's,* which he lately printed. This day, Mr. 
Moore told me, that for certain the Queen-Mother is married 
to my Lord St. Albans, and he is like to be made Lord- 
Treasurer. News that Sir J. Lawson hath made up a peace 
now with Tunis and Tripoli, as well as Algiers, by which he 
will come home very highly honoured. 

28d. (Lord's day.) To church, aid heard drowsy Mr. 
Graves. To Sir W. Batten's, and heard how Sir R. Ford's 
daughter is married to a fellow without friends' consent, and 
the match carried on and made up at Will Griffin's, our 
doorkeeper's. I talked to my brother to-day, who desires 
me to give him leave to look after his mistress etill ; and he 
will not hare me put to any trouble or obligation in it, which 
I did give him leave to do. I hear to-day old rich Audley' 
is lately dead, and left a very great estate, and made a great 
many poor familys rich, not all to one. Among others, one

Street, at whose house he lodged. There is also this week 
dead a poulterer, in Oraciona Street, which waa thought rich, 
but not so rich, that hath left 8001. per annum, taken in 
other men's names, and 40,000 Jacobs in gold. 

24th. Sir J. Minnes, Sir W. Batten, and I, going forth 
toward White Hall, we hear that the King and Di^e are 
eome this morning to the Tower to see the Dnnkirke money. 
So we bj coaoh to them, and there went up and down all the 
magazines with them ; but methonght it was but a pow 
discourse and frothy that the King's companions, young 
EiUigrew among the rest, had with him. We saw none of 
the money; but Mr. Slingeby' did show the King, and I did 
see, the stamps of the new money that is now to be made by 
Blondeau's fashion, which are very seat, and like the King. 
Thence the King to Woolwich, though a very cold day ; and 
the Duke to White Hall, commanding ns t« come after him ; 
and in bis closet, my Lord Sandwich being there, did 
discourse with us about getting some of this money to pay off 
the Fleets and other matters- By coach, my coEcn Thomas 
Pepys going along with me, homeward. I set him down by 
the way ; but, Lord 1 how he did endeavour to find out a 
ninepence to club with me for the coach, and for want was 
forced to give me a shilling, and how he still cries " Gad !" 
and talks of Popery coming in, as all the Fanatiques do. 

SStb. Qreat talk among people how some of the Fanatiques 
do say that the end of the world is at hand, and that next 
-Toesday is to be the day. Against which, whenever it shall 
be, good God fit us all ! 

27th. At my waking, I found the tops of the houses 
covered with snow, which is a rare sight, which I have not

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seea these three ycftra. To the office, where ve wt till Qooa ; 
when we all went to the next honse upon Tower Hill, to see 
the coming by of the RusBia Embassador ; for whose recepUoD 
all the City trained bands do attend in the streets, and the 
King's life-guards, and most of the wealth; citizens in their 
black -velvet coats, and gold chains, which remain of Uieir 
gallantry at the Kmg's coming in, but they staid so long that 
we went down again to dinner. And after I bad dined, I 
walked to the Conduit in the Qnarrefovr,* at the end of 
Gracious Street and Comhill ; and there, the spouts thereof 
nmoing very near me upon all the people that were under it, 
I saw them pretty well go by. I could not see the Embassador 
io his coach ; but hia attendants in their habits and fur ci^a 
very handsome, comely men, and most of them with hawkea . 
npon their fists to present to the King. But, Lord 1 to see 
the absurd nature of Englishmen that cannot forbear langhing 
and jeering at every thing that looks strange. 

^8th. A very hard frost ; which is news to na after having 
none almost these three years. By ten o'clock to Iron- 
mongers' Hall, to the funeral of Sir Richard Stayner.' Here 
we were, all the officers of the Kavy, and my Lord Sandwich, 
iHio did discourse with ns about the fishery, telling us of his 
Majesty's resolution to give 200Z. to every man that will set 
oat a Busse ;^ and advising about the effects of this enconrage- 
ment, which will be a very great matter certunly. Here we 
had good rings, and by and by were to take coach ; and I, 
being got in with Mr. Creed into a fonr-borse coach, which 
they come and told as were only for the mourners, I went 
out, and so took this occasion to go home. 

29th. To the office ; and this morning come Sir G. Carteret 
to OS, being the first time since his coming from France: he 
tells us that the silver which is received for Dnnkirke did 
weigh 120,000 weight. To my Lord's, where my Lord and 
Hr. Coventry, Sir William Darcy,* one TSSx. Parhiim, a very 
blowing and well-spoken man in this bosiness, with several

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others, dtd meet about stating the business of the fishery, and 
the manner of the King's giving of thb 200Z. to every man 
that shall set out a new-made EngUsfa Basse by the middle 
of June next. In which business we had many fine pret^ 
discourses ; and I did here see the great pleasure to be had 
in disconrung of publick matters with men that are parttcn- 
krly acquunted with this or that business. Having come to 
some issue, wherein a motion of mine was well received, 
about sending these invitations from the King to all the 
fishing-ports in general, with limiting so many Busses to'this 
and that port, before we know the readiness of subscribers, 
we parted. I walked home all the way, in my way calling 
upon my cosen Turner and Mr. Calthrop at the Temple, iox 
their consent to be my arbitrators, which they are willing to. 
My wife and I pretty pleasant, for that her brother brings 
word that Gosnell, which my wife and I in discourse do 
pleasantly call our MarmoUe, will certainly come next week, 
without fail, which Crod grant may be for the best. , 

80th. (Lord's day.) In the afternoon to the French 
church here in the city, and stood in the aisle all the sermon, 
with great delight hearing a very admirable sermon from a 
young man, upon that article in our creed, in order of 
catechisme, upon resurrection. To visit Sir W. Pen, who 
continues still bed-rid. Here was Sir W'. Batten, and his 
lady, and Mrs. Turner, and I very merry, talking of the 
confidence of Sir R. Ford's new-married daughter, though she 
married so strangely lately ; yet appears at church as briske 
as can be, and takes place of h^r elder sister, a maid. To 
make tip my monthly acoounts, and I do find that, through 
the fitting of my house this month, I have spent in that and 
kitchen 50/. this month : so that now I am worth but 660/., 
or thereabouts. This day I first did wear a mufie, being my 
wife's last year's mufle ; and now I have bought her a new 
one, this serves me very well. Thus ends this month; in 
great frost : myself and family ail well, but my mind much 
disordered about my uncle's law business, being now in an 
order of being arbitrated between us, which I wish to God it 
were done. I am also somewhat uncertain what to think of 
my going about to take a woman-servant into my house, in 
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the quality of a woman for my vife. My wife promiseB it 
shall cost me nothing but her meat and wagea, and that it 
shall not be attended with any other ezpences, upon which 
termes I admit of it; for that it will, J hope, save me money 
in having my wife go ahroad on vbits and other delights*; so 
that I hope the best, but am resolved to alter it if mattws 
prove otherwise than I would have them. Fublick matters in 
an ill condition of discontent ag&inst the height and vanity of 
the Coort, and their bad payments ; bnt that which trouble^ 
most is the Olergy, which will never content the city, which 
is not to be reconciled to Bisbopps ; bat more the pity that 
differences mUst still be. Duukirke newly sold, and the 
money brought over ; of which we hope to get some to pay 
the Navy ; which, by Sir J. Laweon's having despatched the 
bosiaess in the Straights, by making peace with Algiers, 
Tunis, and Tripoli, and so his fleet will also shortly come 
home, will now every day grow less, and so the King's charge 
be abated ; which God send I 

December Ist. To my Lord Bandwich's, to Mr. Moore ; 
gmd then over the Parke, where I first in my life, it being a 
great froet, did see people sliding with their skestes,' which is 
a very pretty art, to Mr. Coventry's chamber to St. Jadies's, 
where we all met to a venison pasty, Major MX}rwood being 
with us, whom they did play upon for his surrendering of 
Dnnkirke. Here we stud till three or four o'clock ; and so 
to the Council Chamber, where there met the Duke of York, ■ 
Prince Rupert, Duke of Albemarle, my Lord Sandwich, Sir 
William Compton, Mr. Coventry, Sir J. Minnes, Sir R. Ford, 
Sir W. Ryder, myself, and Captain Guttance, as Commissioners 
for Tangier. And after our Commission was read by Mr. 
Greed, who, I perceive, is to be onr secretary, we did fall to 
discourse of matters : oa, first, the au^iplying them forthwith 
with victnalls : then the reducing it to make way for the money, 
which upon their reduction is to go to the building of the 
Mole ; and so to other matters, ordered against next meeting. 
This done, we broke np, and I to the Cockpitt, with much

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crowding and wuting, where I saw " The Valiant Cidd"' 
acted — a play I have read with great delight, but is a most 
doll thing acted, which I never understood before, there being 
no pleasure in it, though done hj Betterton, and by lanthe, 
and another fine wench that is come in the room of Roxalaaa ;' 
nordid the King or Quewi once smile all the whole play, nor 
any of the whole company seem to take any pleasure, but 
what was in the greatness and gallantry of the company. 
, 8d, To Deptford ; and so by water with Mr. Fett home 
^ain, all the way reading his Chest accounts, in which I did 
see things which did not please me ; as hia allowing himself 
SQOL for one year's looking to the business of the Chest, and 
1502. per annum for the rest of the years. But I found no 
fault to him himself, but shall when they come to he read at 
the Board. We walked to the Temple, in eur way seeing 
one of the Russia Embassador's coaches go along, with his 
footmen not in livcrys, bat their country habits ; one of one 
colour and another of another, which was very strange. 

5tb. I walked towards Guildhall, being summoned by the 
Commissioners for the Lieutenancy: but they Bat not this 
morning. So, meeting in my way W. Swan, I took him to 
a house thereabouts, and give him a morning draught of bat- 
tered ale ; he telling me much of his Fanatique stories, as if 
he were a great zealot, when I know him to be a very rogne. 
But I do it for discourse, and to see how things stand with 
him and his party, who, I perceive, have great expectation 
tiiat God will not bless the Court nor Church, as it is now 
settled, but they must be purified. The worst news he tells 
me ia, that Mr. Chetwind is dead, my old and most ingenious 
acquaintance. He is dead, worth 8000Z., which I did not 
expect, he living so high as he did always, and neatly. He 
h%ttt given W. Symons his wife 800Z., and made Will one of 
his executors. Home, and there I find Gosnell come, who, 
my wife tells me, is like to prove a pretty companion, of

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which I am glad, and who sings exceeding well, and I shall 
take great delight in her. 

7th. (Lord's day.) To church this morning with my wife, 
which is the first time she hath been at church since her 
going to Brampton, and Gosnell attending her, which was 
Tery graeefull. I thought to go to the French church ; bnt 
finding the Datch congregaiion there, and then finding the 
French congregation's sermon begun in the Dutch, I returned 
home, and up to our gallery, where I found my wife and 
Gosnell ; and after a drowsy sermon, we all three to my aunt 
Wight's, where great store of her nsuall corapuj, and here 
we staid a pretty good while talking — I difierisg from my 
aunt, as I commonly do, in our opinion of the handsomeneaa 
of the Qaeen, which I oppose mightily, saying that if my 
nose be handsome, then is hers, and sncli like : and bo with 
my wife only to see Sir W. Pen, who is now got out of his 
bed, and sits by the fireeido. 

8th. Into the Parke, to see them slide with their skeates, 
which is very pretty. To the Duke's, where the Committee for 
Tangier met : and here we sat down all with him at a table, 
and had much discourse about the bnsiness. Home by coach, 
where I find my wife troubled about Gosnell, who brings word 
that her uncle. Justice Jiggina, requires her to come three times 
a week to him, to follow some business that her mother intnuts 
her witball, and that, unless she may hare that leisure given 
her, he will not have her take any place ; but there is no help 
for it : I am somewhat contented therewith, and shall make 
my wife so, who, poor wretch, I know will consider of things. 

9th. All the morning in hopes to have Mr. Coventry dine 
with me. He was forced to go to White Hall. Anon went 
Gosnell away, which did trouble me too ; though, upon many 
considerations, it is better that I am rid of the charge. All 
together makes my house appear very lonely. My wife and 
I melancholy to bed. 

10th. To the office with Sir J. Minnes, in hia coach; bnt 
so great a snow that we could hardly pass the streets. Then 
to the Dolphin, where Sir J. Minaea, Sir W. Batten, and I, 
did treat the Auditors of the Exchequer — Auditors Wood and 
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Bcole — and liitter como Sir G. Carteret to ub. We hftd a 
good dinner cost as 5/. and 6*., whereof my share 26*., and 
after dinner did discourse of our ealarya and other matters, 
which I think now they will allow. 

11th. Mr. Creed dined with me, and we sat all the after- 
noon together, discoursing of waje to get money, which I am 
BOW giving myself wholly up to. 

12th. When I wake, I find a very great thaw, and my 
house overflown with it, which vexed me. 

13th. We sat, Mr. Coventry and I, Sir G. Carteret being 
gone; and among other things, Field and Stint did come, 
and received the 41^ given him by the judgement against me 
and Harry Kem ; ' and wo did also sign bonds in 500L to 
stand to the avrard of Mr. Porter and Smith for the rest ; 
which, however, I did not sign to till I got Mr. Coventry to 
go up with me to Sir W. Fen ; and he did promise me before 
him to bear his abare in what should be awarded, and both 
concluded that Sir W. Batten would do no less. 

14th. (Lord's day.) To the King's chappell, where I heard 
the service, and so to my Lord's, and there Mr. Howe and 
Pagett, the connscUor, an old lover of mnsique. Wo sang 
some Psalms of Mr. Lawes, and played some symphonys 
between, till night, that I was sent {or to my Lord, vrith 
whom 1 staid talking about his, and my own, and the pablick 
affairs, with great content, he advising me as to my own 
choosing of Sir R. Bernard for umpire in the businessea 
between my uncle and us, that I would not trust to him 
upon his direction, for he did not think him a man to be 
trusted at all ; and so bid him good night, and to Mr. Creed's ; 
Mr. Moore, with whom I intended to have lain, lying phy- 
sically without sheets; and there, after some discourse, to 
bed, and lay ill, though the bed good, my stomach being sick 
all night with my too heavy supper. 

15th. To the Duke, and followed him into the Park, where, 
though the ice was broken and dangerons, yet he wonld go 
slide upon his skeates, which I did not like, hut he slides very 
well. So back to his closet, whither my Lord Sandwich 
^ > unU, 4tta F«l». IMIJ, ud 
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comes, a&d tbcre Mr. OoT«Qtry and we three had long dis- 
course about the matters of the Na^ ; and, indeed, I find 
myself more and more obliged to Mr. Coventry, who studies 
to do me all the right he oan in every thing to the Dnke. 
Thence walked a good while np and down the galler^s ; and 
among others, met with Dr. Gierke, wbo in discourse tells me, 
that Sir Charles Barkeley's greatness is only bis being pimp 
to the King, and to my Ziady Castlemtune. And yet, for all 
this, that the King is very kind to the Queen ; wbo, he says, 
is one of the beet. women in the world. Strange bow the 
King is bewitched to this pretty Castlemaine. I walked up 
aod down the gallerys, spending my time upon the pictures, 
till the Duke iutd the Committee for Tangier met, the Duke 
not staying with us, where the only matter was to discourse 
with my Lord Rutherford,' who is this day made Governor 
of Tangier, for I know not irtiat reasons ; and my Lord of 
Peterborough to be called bone : which, though it is said it 
is done with kindness, I am sorry to see a Catholicke Go- 
vernor sent to command there, where all the rest of tbo 
officers almost are such already. But God knows what the 
reason is ! and all may see bow slippery places all courtiers 
stand in. Thence home, in my way calling upon Sir John 
Berkenheade,* to speak about my assessment of 421. to the 
lioyal Sufferers ; which, I perceive, I cannot help ; bat he 
tells me I have been abused by Sir R. Ford. Thence called 
at the Major-General's, Sir R. Browne, about my being 
assessed armes to the militia; but be was abroad; and so 
driving through the back^side of the shambles in Newgate 
Market, my coach plucked down two pieces of beef into the

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dirt, npon which the hntchers stopped the horses, and a great 
ront of people in the street, crying that he had done him 40«. 
and 51. worth of hurt ; but, going down, I saw that he had 
done little or none ; and so I gire them a shilling for it, and 
they were well contented : and so home. Lady Batten tells 
me she hath jnst now a letter from Sir WilUam, how that he 
and Sir J. Minnes did very narrowly escape drowning on the 
roade, the waters are so high ; but is well. Bnt, Lord, what 
a hypocrite-like face she made to tell it me ! 

16th. To dinner, thinking to have had Mr. Coventry, hut 
he conid not go with me ; and bo I took Captain Murford : 
of whom I do hear what the world says of me ; that all do 
conclude Mr. Coventry, and Pett, and me, to be of a knot ; 
and that we do now carry all things before ns : and much 
more in particular of me, and my studionsness, &e., to my 
great content. To White Hall, to Secretary Bonnet's, and 
agreed with Mr. Lee to set npon our new adventure at the 
Tower to-morrow. 

17th. This morning came Mr. Lee, Wade, and Gvett, in- 
tending to have gone upon our new deeign to the Tower ; hut 
it raining, and the work being to be done in the open garden, 
we put it off to Friday next. 

18th. Mr. Coventry inviting himself to my house to dinner, 
of which I was proud ; but my dinner being a legg of mutton 
and two capons, they were not done enough, which did vei 
me: but we made shift to please hhn, Z think ; but I, when 
he was gone, very angry with my wife and people. 

19th. Up and by appointment with Mr. Lee, Wade, Evett, 
and workmen, to the Tower, and with the Lieutenant's leave 
set them to work in the garden, in the comer against the 
mayne-guard, a most unlikely place. It being cold, Mr. Lee 
and I did sit all the day till three o'clock by the fire in the 
Governor's house ; I reading a play of Fletcher's, being " A 
Wife for a Month," wherdn no great wit or language. We 
went to them at work, and having wrought below the bottom 
of the foundation of the wall, I bid them give over, and so all 
our hopes ended. Home, a little displeased with my wife, 
who, poor wretch, is troubled with her lonely life, which I 
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know not how, vitliout great charge, to help as yet, bat I 
will study how to do it. -' 

20th. To the office, and thence with Mr. Coventry in his 
eoach to St. James's, with great content and pride to see him 
treat me so friendly ; and dined with him, and so to White 
Hall together : where we met npon the Tangier Comnusaion, 
and discoursed many tbinj^ thereon : bat lit^e will be done 
before my Lord Rutherford comes there, as to the fortifica- 
tion and Mole. That done, my Lord Sandwich and I walked 
together a good while in the matted gallery, he acquainting 
me with bis late enquiries into the Wardrobe business to his 
content; and he tells me how things stand. And that the 
first year was worth about 30002^ to him, ia>i the next aboot 
as much ; so that, at this day, if be were paid, it will be 
worth about 7000^. to him. But it contents me, above all 
things, to see him trust me as his confident : so I bid him 
good night, he being to go into the country, to keep his 
Christmoa, on Monday next. 

2lBt. (Lord's day.) To White Hall, and there to chapel, 
and from thence up stairs, and up and down the house and 
gallerys on the King's and Queen's side, and so through the 
garden to my Lord's lodgings, where there was Mr. CMbbons, 
Madge, Mallard, and Pagett ; and by and by (omes in my 
Lord Sandwich, and so we had gret^t stpre of good musique. 
By and by comes in my simple Lord Chandois,' who, my Iiord 
Sandwich being gone out to court, began to sing psalms, bat 
. so dully that I was weary of it. At last we broke up ; and 
by and by comes in ny Ijord Sandwich ogiun, and he and I 
to talk together abont hie businessed, and so he to bed, and I 
and Mr. Creed and Gaptwn Ferrers fell to a cold goose pye 
of Mrs. Sarah's, heartily. 

22d. To my Lord's, who is getting himself ready for his 
journey to Hinchingbroke. I walked to Mr. Coventry's 
chamber, where I found him gone out into the Park with the 
Duke, so I shifted myself into a riding-hsbitt, and followed 
him through White Hall, and in the Park Mr. Coventry's 
people having a horse ready for me, bo fine a one that I was 
almost afraid to get npon him, but I did, and found myself

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more feared' than hurt; and followed the Dnke, vho, with 
some of his people, among otheni, Mr. Coventr;, was riding 
ont ; and with them to Hide Park ; where Mr. Coventrf 
asking leave of the Duke, he bid hb go to Woolwich. So he 
and I to the water-eide, and our horses coming hy the ferr^, 
we by oars over to Lambeth, and from thence, with brave 
discourse by the vtty, rodo to Woolwich, where ve pnt id 
practice my new way of the Call-booke, which will be of great 
tiBc. Here we got up again, and brought night home with 
ns, and fresh weather Home and presently shifted myself, 
and so had the barber come; and my wife and I to read 
"Grid's Metamorphoses," which I brought her home from 
Paul's Churchyard to-night. 

2Sd. To make up my acconnte, and find t^t my ordinaty 
housekeeping comes to 7^ a month, which is a great deal. 
Dr. Pierce tells me that my Lady Gastlemune's interest at 
Court increases, and is more and greater than the Queen's; 
that she hath brought in Sir H. Bennet, and Sir Ohailea 
Berkeley ; but that the Queen is a most good lady, and 
takes all with the greatest meekness that may be. He tells 
me, also, that Mr. Edward Montagu is quite broke at Court 
with hia repute and purse ; and that he lately was engaged in 
a qoarrell against my Lord Chesterfield : but that the King 
did cause.it to be taken up. He tells me, too, that the King 
is much concerned in the Chancellor's sickness, and that the 
Chancellor is &s great, he thinks, ns ever with the King. He 
also tells me what the world says of me, "that Mr. Ooventry, 
and I do all the business of the office almost :" at which I am 
highly proud. 

24th. To my bookseller's, and paid at another shop 4L lOt. 
for Stephens's " Thesaurus Grtecfe Linguse," given to Paul's 
Schoole.' To my Lord Crewe's, and dined alone with him. 
I understand there are great factions at Court, andsomething 
he said that did imply a difference like to be between the 
King and the Duke, In case the Queen should not be with 
child : I understand about this bastard.' He says, also, that 
some great man will be aimed at when Parliament comes to 
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Bit sgain ; I understand, the Chancellor : and that there ie & 
bin will be brought in, that none that hare been in annea for 
the Parliament shall be capable of office ; and that the Court 
»re weary of my Lord Albemarle and Chamberlain.' He wishes 
that tny Lord Sandwich bad some good occasion to be abroad 
this summer which is coming on, and that my Lord Hinching- 
hroke were well married, and Sydney^ had some place at 
Court. He pities the poor ministers that are put out, to 
whom, he says, the King is beholden for his coming in, and 
that if any such thing had been foreseen, he had never come 
in. After this, and much other disconrse of the sea, and 
breeding yonng gentlemen to the sea, I went away, and 
homeward. Met Mr. Creed at my bookseller's, in Fanrg 
Church-yard, who takes it ill my letter last night to Mr. 
Povy, wherein I accuse him of the neglect of the Tangier 
boats, in which I must confess I did not do altogether like a 
friend ; bat however, it was truth, and I must own it to be 
ao, though I fall wholly out with him for it. This erening, 
Mr. Gaudcn sent me, against ChriEtmas, a great chine of 
b«ef and three dozen of tongues. I did give 5s. to the man 
that brought it, and half a crows to the porters. This day, 
also, tho parish-clerk brought the general bills of mortality, 
which coat me half a crown more. 

25tb. (Chrbtmas day.) Had a pleasant walk to White 
Hall, where 1 intended to have received the Communion 
with the family, hot I come a little too lato. So I walked 
up into the house, and spent my time looking over pictnrcs, 
particularly "the ships in King Henry the Vlllth's voyage to 
Bullaen ; ^ marking the great difference between those built 
then and now. By and by down to the chapel again, where

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Bishop Morley' preached upon the song of the Angels, 
"Glory to God on high, on earth peace, and good will 
towards men." Methought he mode but a poor Benson, 
bat long, and, reprehending the common jollitj of the Court 
for the true joy that shall and ought to be on these da^, 
he particularized concerning their excess in playes and 
guning, saying that he whose office it is to keep the game- 
Btere in 'Order and within bounds, serves but for a second 
rather to a duell, meaning the groome-porter. Upon which 
it was worth observiDg how far they are come from taking 
the reprehenaioss of a bishop seriously, that they all laugh in 
the chapel when he reflected on their ill actions and courses. 
He did much press us to joy in these public days of joy, and 
to hospitality ; but one that stood by whispered in my eare 
that the Bishop do not spend one groato to the poor himself. 
The sermon done, a good anthem followed with TialU, and 
the King come down to receive the Sacrament. But I staid 
not, but catling my boy from my Lord's lodgings, and giving 
Sarah some good advice by my Lord's order to be sober, and 
look after the house, I walked home again with great pleasure, 
and there dined by my wife's bed-side with great content, 
having a mess of brave plum-porridge and a roasted pnllet 
for dinner, and I sent for a mince-pie abroad, my wife not 
being well, to make any herself yet. 

26th. To the Wardrobe. Hither come Mr. Battersby; 
and we falling into discourse of a new book of drollery in use, 
called Hudebras, I would needs go find it out, and met with 
it at the Temple : cost me 2». 6d. But when I eome to read 
it, it is BO silly an abuse of the Presbyter Knight going to 
the wars, that I am ashamed of it ; and by and by meeting 
at Mr. Townsend's at dinner, I sold it to him for 18d. To 
the Duke's house, and saw the "Villaine." Here I was 
better pleased with the play than I was at first,^ understuid- 
ing the design better than I did. Here I saw Gosnell and 
her sister at a distance, and could have found in my heart 
to have accosted them, but thought.it not prudent. Home,

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and found my wife bus; among her pies. We are both dia- 
pleascd for some sliglit worda that Sarah, now at Sir W. Pen's, 
bath spoke of us, but it is so matter. We shall endeavour 
to joyne the lion's akin to the fox's tail. 

27th. With my wife to the Duke's Theatre, and saw the 
second part of "Bhodea,"' done with the new Roxalaoa; 
which do it rattier better in all respects for person, voice, and 
judgment, than the first Boxalana. ISot bo well pleased with 
the company at the house to-day, which was full of citizens — 
there hardly being a gallant man or woman in the house. 

28tb. (Lord's day.) With my wife to church, and coming 
out, went out both before my Lady Batten, he not being 
there, which I believe will vex her. To the French 
church, where I heard an old man make a tedious long 
aermon, till they were fain to light candles to baptiie the 
children by. 

29th. To Westminster Hall, where I staid reading at Mrs. 
Mitchell's shop. She told me what I heard not of before, 
the strange burning of Mr. de Lann, a merchant's house in 
Loathbury, and bia lady. Sir Thomas Allen's daughter, and 
her whole family ; not one thing, dog nor cat, escaping ; * nor 
any of the neighbours almost hearing of it till the house waa 
c[uite down and burnt. How this should come to pass, Qod 
knows, but a most strange thing it is ! Hither come Jack 
Spicer, and talked of Exchequer matters, and how the Lord 
Treasurer £Sontbampton] hath now ordered all moniea to be 
brought into the Exchequer, and hath settled the King's 
revenues, and given to every general expence proper asaign- 
menta ; to the Kav; 200,0002. and odde. He also told mo of 
tthe great vast trade of the goldsmiths in supplying tho King 
with money at dear rates. Thence to White Hall, and got np 
to the top gallerya In the Banqnetting House, to see the 
audience of the Russia Embassadors ; ^ which took place after

onr long waiting and fear of the falling of the gallery, it bmng 
80 full and part of it being parted from the rest, for nobody to 
come up, merely from the veaknesae thereof: and very hand- 
Home it waa. After they had come in, I went dolm and got 
throngh the croude almost' as high as the King and the Em- 
hasaadors, where I saw all the presents, being rich fura, 
hawkes, carpets, cloths of tissue, and sea-horse teeth. The 
King took two or three hawkes upon his fist, having a glove 
on, wronght witt gold, given him for the purpose. The son 
of one of the Embassadors wtta in the richest suit for pearl and 
tissue, thftt ever I did see, or shall, I believe. After they 
and all the company had kissed the King's hand, then the 
three Embassadors and the son, and no more, did kiss the 
Queen's. One thing more I did observe, that the chief Em> 
bassador did carry up his master's letters in state before him 
on high ; and as soon as he had delivered them, he did &1I 
down to the ground, and lay there a great while. After all 
was done, the company broke up ; and I spent a little while 
walking up and down the gallery seeing the ladies, tho two 
Qneens, and the Duke of Monmouth ' with his little mistress,* 
which is very little, and like my hrother-in-law'a wife. Sat 
late talking with my wife, about onr entertaining Dr. Gierke's 
lady and Mrs. Fierce shortly, being in great pain that my 
wife bath never a winter gown, being almost ashamed of it 
that she should be seen in a ta&ta one, when all the world 
wears moyro ;' but we could not come to any resolution what 
to do therein, other than to appear as she is. 

30th. Visited Mrs. Ferrers, and staid talking with her a 
good while, there being a little, proud, ugly, talking lady 
there, that was much crying np the Qaeen-Mother's Court at 
Somerset House above oar own Queen's ; there being before 
her no allowance of laughing and the mirth that is at the

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other's ; and indeed it is obaervM that the greatest Court 
Don-o-dajs is there. Thence to White Hall, where I carried 

' m; wife to see the Qaeen in her presence-chamber ; and the 
ina;des of honour and the young Duke of Monmouth playing 
at cards. Some of them, and but a few, were very pretty ; 
though all well dressed in velvet gowns. Thence to my Lord's 
lodgings, where Mrs. Sarah did make as my Lord'p bed. 

Slat. William Bowyer tella me how th« difference comes 
between his fair cozen Butler and Colonel Dillon, Upon his 
opening letters of her brother's from Ireland, compluning of 
his knavery, and forging others to the contrary; and so they 
are long ago quite broke off, Mr. Povy and I to WHte 
Hall ; he taking me thither on purpose to oimy me into the 
hall this night before the King. He brought me first to the 
Soke's chamber, where I saw him and the Duchess at supper; 
and thence into the room where the ball was to be, crammed 
with fine ladies, the greatest of the Court. By and by, cornea 
the King and Qaeen, the Duke and Duchess, and all the great 
ones : and after seating themselves, the King takes out the 
Duchess of York ; and the Duke, the Duchess of Bucking- 
ham; the Duke of Monmouth, my Lady Caatlemaine; and so 

, other lords other ladies : and they danced the Brsjitle.' After 
that the King led a lady a single Coranto ; and then the rest 
of the lords, one after another, other ladies : very noble it 
was, and great pleasure to see. Then to country dances ; 
the King leading the first, which he called for, which was, 
says he, " Cuckolds all awry," ' the old dance of England. Of 
the ladies that danced, the Duke of Monmouth's mistress, 
and my Lady Castlemaine, and a daughter of Sir Harry de 
Vicke's,* were the best. The manner was, when the King 
dances, all the ladies in the room, and the Queen herself, 
stand up : and indeed he dances rarely, and much bettef than

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the Duke of York. Haring at^d here aa long aa I thought 
fit, to my infinite content, it being the greatest ple&snre I 
could wish DOW to Bee at Court, I went home, leaving them 
dancing.' 

Thns ends this year, with great mirth to me and my wife. 
Oar condition being thns : — we are at present pending a 
night or two at my Lord's lodgings at White HalL Our 
home at the Kavy Office, which is and hath a pretty while 
been in good condition, finiahed and made very oonrenieut. 
By my last year's diligence in my office, bleased be God 1 1 am 
come to a good degree of knowledge therein ; and am acknow- 
ledged BO by all the world, even the Duke himself, to whom I 
have a good access : and by that, and by my being Commis- 
sioner for Tangier, he takes much notice of me; and I doabt 
not but, by the continuance of the same eadeavonra, I shall in 
a little time come to be a man much taken notice of in the 
world, specially being come to so great an esteem with Mr. 
Coventry. Publick mattets stand thns : The King is bring- 
ing, it is'sud, his family, and Navy, and all other his charges, 
to a less expence. In the mean time, himself following his 
pleasures more than with good advice he would do ; at least, 
to be seen to all the world to do so. His, dalliance with my 
Lady Caatlemaine being publick, every day, to his great 
reproach ; and his favouring of none at Court bo much as 
those that are the confidants of his pleasure, as Sir H. Bennet 
and Sir Charles Barkeley j which, good God, put it into his 
heart to mend, before he makes himself too much contemned 
by his people far it ! The Duke of Monmouth is in so great 
splendour at Court, and ao dandled by the King, that some 
doubt that, if the King should have no child by the Queen, 
which there is yet no appearance ef, whether ho would not be 
acknowledged for a lawful son ; and that there will be a 
difi'erence follow between the Duke of York and him; which 
God prevent ! My Lord Chancellor is threatened by people 
to be questioned, the next sitting of the rarliameut, by some 
spirits that do not love to see him so groat : but certainly he 
IB a good servant to the King. The Queen-Mother is said to 
keep too great a Court now; and her being married to my 
Lord St. Albans is commonly talked of; and that tbey had a 
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danghtcr between them in France ; how true, God knovB. 
The Bishops are high, and go on without any diffidence in 
pressing uniformity ; and the Presbyters seem silent in it, 
«nd either conform or lay down, though without donbt they 
expect a tarn, and would be glad these endeavours of the 
other Fanatiques would take effect; there having been a plot 
lately found out, for which four have been puhUckly tried at the 
Old Bayley and hanged. My Lord Sandwich is Btill in good 
esteem, and now keeping his Christmas In the country ; and 
I in good esteem, I think, as any man can be, with him. Mr. 
Moore is very sickly, and I doubt will hardly get over his late 
fit of sicknesB, that still hangs on him. In fine, for the good 
condition of myself, wife, family, and estate, in the great 
degree that it is, and for the public state of the nation, BO 
quiet as it is, the Lord God be praised ! 

1662-63. 

January 1st. To White Hall, where I spent a little time 
walking among the courtiers, which I perceive I shall be able 
to do with great confidence, being now beginning to be pretty 
well known among them. Among ether discourse, Mrs. 
Sarah tells us how the King sups at least four times every 
week with my Lady Castlemaine ; and most often stays till 
the morning with her, and goes home through the garden all 
alone privately, and that so as the very sentrys take notice of 
it and speak of it; and that about a month ago Lady 
Castlemaine quickened at my Lord Gerard's' at dinner, and 
cried out that she was undone ; and all the lords and men 
were fain to quit the room, and women called to help her. 
In fine, I find that there is nothing almost bat wonder at 
Court from top to bottom, as, if it were fit, I could instance,

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but it ill not necesAary ; oaly they Bsy that my Lord Chester- 
field, Oroom of the Stole to the Qaeen, is either gone or put 
away from Conrt apoa the score of hia lady's having smitten 
the Duke of York, so as that he is watched by the Duehess 
of Tork, and the lady is retired into the country upon it. 
How mncb of this is true, God knows, bat it is common talk. 
After dinner, to the Duke's house, where we saw "The Vil- 
laine" againe; and the more I see it, the more I am offended 
at my first ondervaluing the play, it being Tery good and 
pleasant, and yet a true and allowable tragedy. The house 
was full of citizens, and so the less pleasant, but that I was 
willing to make an end of my gaddiogs. Here we saw the 
old Roxalana' in the chief box, in a velvet gown, as the 
fashion is, and very handsome, at trhioh I was glad. 

2d. To see Sir W. Pen, who is fallen sick agiun. I staid 
a while talking to him, and so to my oEGce, practising 
arithmetique. 

4th. (Lord's day.) Up and to church, where a lazy 
sermon. My wife did propound my having of my sister Fall 
again to be her woman, since one we must have, it being a 
very great trouble to me that I should have a ebter of so ill 
a nature, that I must be forced to spend money upon a 
stranger, when it might better be upon her, if she were good 
for anything. 

5th. To the Duke, who himself told me that Sir J. Lawson 
was come home to Portsmouth from the Streighta, with great 
renown among all men, and, I perceive, mightily esteemed at 
Court by all. The Duke did not stay long in his chamber, 
whither, by and by, the Russian Embassadors come ; who, it 
seems, have a custom that they will not come to have any 
treaty with our or any King's Commissioners, but they will 
themselves see at the time the face of the King himself, be it 
forty days one after another ; and so they did to^y only go 
in and see the King; and so out again to die Coundl-cbamber. 
To the Duke's closet, where Sir G. Carteret, Sir J. Minnes, 
Sir W. Batten, Mr. Coventry, and myself attended him about 
the busisess of the Navy ; and, after much discourse and 
' lin, DavtoporL 
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pleasant talk, he went away. To the Cookpitt, where we 
aa.w " Claracilla," & poor play, done by the King's .house ; 
but neither the King nor the Qaeen were there, but only the 
Duke and Dneheas, who did show some impertinent, and, 
methought, nnuatttrall dalliances there, before the whole < 
world, such as kissing of hands, and leaning upon one Another ; 
but to my rery little content — they not acting in any degree 
like the Dulie's people. 

6th. (Twelfth day.) Into St. Paul's church, and there 
finding £lborough, my old schoolfellow at Paul's, now a 
parson, whom I know to be a silly fellow, he tells me, and so 
do others, that Dr. Calamy is this day sent to Newgate for 
preaching, Sunday was sennight, without leave, though he did 
it only to supply the place ; otherwise the people must have 
gone away without ever a sermon, they being disappointed of 
a minister : but the Bishop of London will not take that as an 
excuse. Thence into Wood Street, and there bought a fine 
table for my dining-room, cost me 50t. ; and while we were 
buying it, there was a scare^fire in an ally over against us, 
but they quenched it. To the Duke's bouse, and there saw 
Twelfth-Night acted well, though it be bnt a silly play, and 
not relating at all to the name or day. Home, and found all 
well, only myself somewhat vexed at my wife's neglect in 
leaving of her scarfe, waistcoate, and night-dressings in the 
coach, to-day, that brought ua front Westminster ; though, Z 
confess, she did gire them to me to look after. It might be 
ae good as 2S«. loss. ' 

Sth. Dined at home; and there being the famous new 
. play acted the first time to-day, which is called " The Adren* 
turcB of Five Hours," at the Duke's house, being, they say, 
made or translated by Colonel Tnke,' I did long to see it ; 
and so wo went; and though early, were forced to sit, almost 
out of sight, at the end of one of the lower formes, so full 
was the honse. And tho play, in one word, is the best, for 
the variety and the most excellent continuance of the plot to 
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tbe very end, that ever I saw, or think ever sball, and all 
possible, not only to be done in tbe time, bnt in most other 
respects very admittable, and without one word of ribaldry; 
and tbe bouse, by its frequent plaudits, did show their snf- 
ficient approbation. So home ; with much ado in an hour 
getting a coach home, and now resolving to set up my rest as 
to playa till Easter, if not Whitsuntide next, excepting playB 
at Court 

9th, My wife begnn to speak again of the necessity of our 
keeping somebody to bear her company ; for her familiarity 
with the other servants is it that spoils them all, and other 
company she hath none, which is too true. Gomes Major 
Tolhurst, one of my old acquaintance in Cromwell's time, 
and sometimes of our clubb, to see me, and I could do no 
less than carry him to the Mitre, Tolhurst telling me the 
manner of their collierys in the North. 

12th. To the King's Head ordinary, bnt people being set 
down, we went to two or three places ; at last found some 
meat at a Welch cook's at Charing Crosse, and here dined 
and our boys. Mine had struck down Creed's boy in the 
dirt, with bis new suit on, and the boy taken by a gentle* 
woman into a house to make clean, but the poor boy was in 
a pitiful taking and pickle, but I basted my rogue soundly. 
I found my Lord within, and he and I went oat through the 
garden, towards the Duke's chamber, to sit upon the Tangier 
matters ; but a lady called to my Lord out of my Lady 
Castlemaine's lodging, telling him that the King was there, 
and would speak with him. My Lord could not tell me 
what t» say at the Committee to excuse his absence, but that 
he was with the King ; nor would suffer me to go into the 
Privy Garden, which is now a thorough passage and common, 
but bid me go through some other way, which I did ; so that 
I see he is a servant of the King's pleasures too, as well as 
business. To my Lady Batten's, and set with her a while, 
but I did it out of design to got some oranges for my feast to- 
morrow of her, which I did. So homo, and found my wife's 
new gown come home, and she mightily pleased with it. 

13th, My poor wife rose by five o'clock in tbe morning, 
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before da;, and ireat to market and bought fowles and many 
other things for dinner, with which I was highly pleased, and 
the chine of beef was down also before six o'clock, and my 
own jacke, of which I was doubtfull, do carry it very well, 
things being put in order, and the cook come. By and by 
comes Dr. Gierke, and his lady, his sister, and a she-cozett, 
and Mr. Pierce and his wife, which was all my guests. I had 
for them, after oysters, at first course, a hash of rabbits and 
lamb, and a rare chino of beef. Next, a great dish of roasted 
fowle, cost me about 80«., and a tart, and then fruit and 
cheese. My dinner was noble, and enough. I had my 
faonse mighty clean and neat ; my room below with a good 
&e in it; my dining-room above, and my chamber being 
made a withdrawing-chamber ; and my wife's a good fire, 
also. I find my new table tery proper, and will hold nine or 
ten people well, bat eight with great room. At supper, had 
a good sack posset and cold meat, and sent my goests away 
^>out ten o'clock at night, both them and myself highly 
pleased with our management of this day ; and indeed their 
company was very fine, and Mrs. Gierke a very witty, fine 
lady, though a little conceited and prond. I believe this 
day's feast will cost me near 51. 

14th. Examining part of my sea-manoscript with great 
pleasure, my wife sitting working by me. 

15th. Mr. Coventry to dine with me, I having a wild goose 
roasted, and a cold chine of beef and a barrel of oysters ; and > 
' then he and I to fit ourselves for horseback, he having brought 
me a horse ; and so to Deptford, the ways being very dirty. 
Did our main business, which was to examine the proof of 
omr new way of the call-hookes, which we think will be of 
great use. And so I home with bia horse, leaving him to go 
over the fields to Lambeth. 

16th. Mr. Battersby, the apothecary, coming to see me, I 
called for the cold chine of beef, and made him eat, and drink 
wine, and talked, there being with us Captain Brevier, the 
payntor, who tolls mo how highly tbo Presbyters do talk in 
the cofiee-bouBes still, which I wonder at. 

17th. To the Duke's playhouse, where we did see " The

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Five Hours' " entert&mmeDt agftin, which indeed ia a very 
fine play, though, through my being out of order, it did not 
seem so good as, at first ; but I could discern it was not any 
fault in the play. To the China alehouse, and bo home. 

18th. (Lord's day.) I went to church. Then to Sir W. 
Pen's, to see how he do, and find him pretty well, and ready 
to go abroad again, 

19th. To wait on my Lord Sandwich, whom I found not 
very well, an^ Dr. Gierke with him. He is feverish, and 
haUi sent for Mr. Pierce to let him blood. Then to the 
Duke; and in his closet discoureed as we used to do, and 
then broke up. Singled out Mr, Coventry into the matted 
gallery, and there I told him the complaints I meet every 
day about our Treasurer's or his people's paying no money 
but at the goldsmiths' shop, where they are forced to pay 
fifteen, or twenty sometimes, per cent, for their money, which 
is a most horrid shame, and that which must not be sufiered. 
"Sot is it likely that the Treasurer — at least, his people — will 
Buffer Maynell the Goldsmith to go away with 10,000?. per 
annum, as he do now get, by making people pay after this 
manner for their money. To Mr. Povy's, where really he 
made a most excellent and large dinner, of their variety, even 
to admiration, be bidding us, in a frolique, to call for what 
we had a mind, and ho would undertake to give it ns ; and 
wo did for prawns, swan, venison, after I had thought tbe dinner 
was quite done, and he did immediately produce it, which I 
thought great plenty, and he seems to set up his rest in this 
plenty, and the neatness of hia bouse, which he after dinner 
showed me, from room to room, so beset with delicate pictures ; 
and, above all, a piece of perspective in his closet in tbe low 
parlour : his stable, where was some most delicate horses, and 
the very racks painted and mangers, with a neat leaden 
painted cistern, and the walls done with Dutch tiles, like my 
chimnies. But still, above all things, he bid me go down 
into his wine-cellar, where, upon several shelves, thne stood 
bottles of all sorts of wine, new and old, with labells pasted 
upon each bottle, and in the order and plenty as I never saw 
books in a bookseller's shop ; and herein, I observe, he pnta 
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his highoet content, and will accordingly conunend all that ho 
hath ; but still the; deserve to be bo. Here dined with mo 
Dr. Moore. To my Lord Chancellor's, where the King was 
to meet my Lord Treasurer and many great men, to settle 
the revenue of Tangier. I ataid tallcing awhile there, but the 
King not coming, I walked to my brother's. This day, by 
Dr. Gierke, I was told the occasion of my Lord Chesterfield's 
going and taking his lady, my Lord Ormond's daughter, from 
Court. It seems,! he not only hath been long jealous of the 
Duke of York, but did find them two tillking together, though 
there were others in the room, and the lady, by all opinions, 
a most good, virtuous woman. He, the next day, of which 
tite Duke was warned by somebody that saw the passion my 
Lord Chesterfield was in the night before, went and told the 
Duke how much he did apprehend himself wronged, in his 
picking out bis lady of the whole Court to be the subject of 
his dishonour ; which the Duke did answer with great calm- 
ness, not seeming to understand the reason of complaint, and 
that was all that passed : but my Lord did presently pack bis 
lady into the country in Derbyshire, near the Peako ;' which 
is become a proverb at Court, to send a man's wife to the 
Peake when she vexes him. 

Slst. Dined at Mr, Ackworth's,' where a pretty dinner, 
and she a pretty, modest woman ; but, above all things, wo 
saw her Rocke, which is one of the finest things done by a 
woman that ever I saw. I must have my wife to sec it. On 
' board the'Elias, and found the timber brought by her from 
the forest of Deane to ho exceeding good. 

22d. Mr. Dixon come to dine with me, to give me an 
account of hia success with Mr. Wheatly, for bis daughter for 
my brother ; and in short is, that his daughter cannot fancy 
my brother, because of his imperfection in his speech, which 
I am Boriy for, but there the business must die. With the 
rest of the officers to Mr. Russell's buriall, where wo had 
wine and rings, and a groat and good company of the alder-

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men and the livery of the Siinners' Company. We went to 
St. Dunstitn's in the East church, where sermon, hut I staitl 
not. To my Lord's, and there find him expecting his fit to* 
night of an agne. 

23d. Mr. Grant and I to a coffee-hoose, where Sir J. 
Cutler' waa; and he did fully make oat that the trade of 
England is as great as ever it waa, only in more hands ; and 
that of all trades there is a greater nnmher than ever there 
was, by reason of men's taking more 'prentices. His dis- 
course was well worth hearing. I bought "Audley's Way 
to be Rich,"' a senous pamphlett, and some good things 
worth my minding. Meeting Sir W. Batten, dnmk more. 
Much discourse, but little to he learned, bat of a design in 
the North of a rising, which is discovered, among some men 
of condition, and thoy sent for up. To see Sir W. Pen, 
where was Sir J. Lawson and his lady and daughter, which 
is pretty enough. 

25th. (Lord's day.) I understand the Kbg of France is 
upon consulting his Divines upon the old question, what the 
power of the Pope is ? and do intend to make war against 
him, unless he do right him for the wrong his Embassador 
received;^ and bsnbb the Cardinal] Imperiall; by which I 
understand is not meant the Cardinall belonging or chosen

To my Lord, who had his ague-fit last night, and I etaid 
talking vith him an hour alone in his chamber, about sundry 
publick and private mstterB. Among others, he vonders 
what the project should be of the Duke's going down to 
FoFtsmonth again now with hia lady, at this time of the year: 
it being no way, wo think, to increase hie popularity, which 
is not great ; nor yet safe to do it, for that reason, if it would 
have any such effect. Captain Ferrers tells me of my Lady 
Castlemaine's and Sir Charles Barkdey being tho great 
favourites at Court, and growing every day more and more so ; 
and that upon s late dispute between my Lord Chesterfield, 
that is the Queen's Lord Chamberlain, and Mr. Edward 
Montagu, her Master of the Horse, who should have the 
precedence in taking the Queen's upperband abroad out of 
the house, which Mr. Montagu challenges, it was given to - 
my Lord Chesterfield,' So that I perceive he goes down the 
wind in honour as'well as every thing else, every day. A 
messenger is come, that tells us how Colonel Honiwood, who 
was well yesterday at Casterbufy, was flung by bis horse ia 
getting up, and broke his scull, and so b dead.^ 

26th. By water with Sir W. Batten to Whitehall. I met 
with Monsieur Rahy, who is lately come from France. He 
tells me that my Lord Hinchiogbroke and his brother do 
little improve there, and are much neglected in their habits 
and other things ; but I do believe he hath a mind to go 
over as their tutonr, and ho I am not apt to believe what ho 
says therein. I had a great deal of very good discourse with 
him, concerning the difference between the French and tho 
Pope, and the occasion, which he told me very particularly, 
and to my great content ; and of most of tho chief affairs of 
France, which I did enquire : and that the King is a moat 
excellent Prince, doing all business himself: and that it ia

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true ho hath a mistress, Mademoiselle La Vali^re, one of the 
Princess Henrictto's women, that he conrta for his pleasure 
every other day, but not bo as to make him neglect his 
pnblick affairs. He tells me bov the King do carry himself 
nobly to the relations of the dead GardinaU,' and will not 
suffer one paaquiU to come forth against him ; and that ha 
lots by what directions he receiyed from him before bis 
death. 

27th. I have news this day from Cambridge that my 
brother hath had hi^ bachelor's cap put on ; but that which, 
troubles me is, that he hath the pain of the stone, it b^in- 
ning just as mine did. I pray <3od help him. 

28th. To my Lord Sandwich's, whom I find missing his 
ague fit to-day, and is pretty well, playing at dice, and by this 
I see how time and example may alter a man ; he being now 
acquainted with all sorts of pleasures and vanities, which here- 
tofore he never thought of, nor loved, nor, it may be, hath 
allowed, with Ned Hckering and bis page Lond. To Wotton's, 
the shoemaker, and there bought another pair of new boots. 
I drank with him and his wife — a pretty woman, they broach- 
ing a vessel of cyder on purpose for me. 'My wife come home, 
and seeming to cry ; for, bringing home in a coach her new 
ferrandin' waistecoate, in Choapside, a man asked her whether 
that was the way to the Tower ; and, while she was answer- 
ing him, another, on the other side, snatched away her bundle 
out of her lap, and could not be recovered, but ran away with 
it, which vexes me cruelly, but it cannot be helped. 

30th. A solemn fast for the King's murther, and we were 
forced to keep it more than we would have done, having forgot 
to take any victuals into the house. I to church in the

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forenoon, and Mr. Mills made a good aermoa npon David's 
he&Ft smiting him for cutting off the garments of Saul. My 
manoscript is bronght home handsomely bound, to my full 
content ; and now I tbiak I have a better collection in refer- 
ence to the Navy, and shall have by the time I have filled 
it, than any of my predecessors. 

Slst. In the evening examining my wife's letter, intended 
to my Lady, and another to Mademoieelle, they were bo false 
spelt, that I was ashamed of them. 

Febraary Ist. (Lord's day.) To my Lord Sandwich's. 
Many discourses we had; but, among others, bow Sir R. 
Bernard is turned out of bis Recordersbip of Huntingdon by 
the Oommissioners for Regulation, kc, at which I am troubled, 
because he, thinking it is done by my Lord Sandwich, will 
act some of bis revenge, it is likely, upon me in my business. 
This day Creed and I, walking in White Hall, did see the 
King comiug privately from my Lady Caatlemaine's ; which 
is a poor thing for a Prince to do ; and so I expressed my 
sense of it to Creed, in terms which I should not have done, 
but that I believe he is trusty in that point. 

2d. With Sir J. Minnes and Sir W. Batten to the Duke ; 
and after d^course as usual with him in bis closet, I went to 
my Lord's : the King and the Duke being gone to chapel, it 
being a collar-day, Candlemas-d^y ; where I staid with bim 
until towards noon, there being Jonas Moore talking about 
some mathematical business. With Mr. Coventry down to 
his chamber, where he did tell me how he do make himself an 
interest by doing business truly and justly, thoagh he thwarts 
others greater than himself, not striving to make himself 
friends by addresses ; and by this he thinks and observes he 
do live as contentedly, now he finds himself secnred irom fear 
of want, and, take one time with another, as void of fear or 
cores, or more, than they that, afl bis own termes were, have 
quicker pleasures and sharper agonies than^e. I met Madam 
Turner, she and her daughter having been at the play to-day 
at the Temple, it being a revelling time with them. Xbence 
called at my brother's, who is at church, at the buriall of 
young Cumberland — a lusty young m^n. 
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4th. To Paiire Schoole, it being Opposition-day there. I 
heard some of their speeches, and they were jnat as school- 
boys used to be, of the seven liberal sciencea ; bnt I think sot 
so good aa oar's were, in onr time. Thence to Bow Church, 
to the Court of Arches, where a judge sita, and hia proctors 
about him in their habits, and their pleadings all in Latin. 
Here I was sworn to give a true answer to my ancle's libeUs. 
And back again to Paul's Sch6ol, and wont up to see the head 
forms posed in Latin, Greek, and Hebrew ; but I think they 
do not answer in any so well as we did, only in geography 
they did pretty well. Dr. Wilkins ^d Outram' were ex- 
aminers. So down to the school, where Mr. Onimlum did 
me much honour by telling many what a present I had made 
to the school, shewing my Stephaaus in four volumes. He 
also shewed us upon my desire &n old edition of the grammar 
of Golett's, where his epistle to the children is very pretty ; 
and in rehearsing the creed it is said "borne of the oleane 
Virgin Mary." 

5th. To dinner, and found it so well done, above what I 
did expect from my maid Susan, now Jane is gone, that I did 
call her in, and give her sixpence. 

6th. To Lincoln's Lin Fields ; and it being too soon to go 
to dianer, I walked up and down, and looked upon the o'ot- 
ude of the new theatre building in Corent Garden,' which 
will be very fine. And so to a bookseller's in the Strand, 
and there bought Hudibrae again, it being certainly some ill 
humour to be so against that which all the world cries ap to 
be the example of wit ; for wbich I am resolved once more to 
read Mm, and see whether I can £od it or no. To Mr. 
Fovy's, and there found them at dinner and dined there — 
there being, among others, Mr. Williamson,^ Latin secretary,

8th. (Lord's day.) Up, and it being a very great frost, I 
walked to White Hall to chapel, where there preached little 
Dr. Duport," of Cambridge, upon* Josiah's words : — " But I 
and my house, we will serve the Lord.'-' Thence with Mr. 
Creed to the King's Ilead ordinary. After dinner, Sir 
Thomas Willis^ and another stranger, and Creed and I, fell 
a-talking ; they of the erronrs and corruption of the Navy, 
and great expence thereof, not knowing who I was, which, at 
last, I did undertake to confute, and disabuse them : and 
they took it very well, and I hope it was to good purpose, 
they being Parliament-men. Creed, and I, and Captain 
Ferrers to the Parke, and there walked finely, seeing people 
slide, we talking all the while and Captain Ferrers telling me, 
among other Court passages, how about a month ago, at a ball 
at Court, a child was dropped by one of the ladies in dancing, 
but nobody knew who, it being taken up by somebody in 
their haadkercher.

Hth. At night my wife read Sir H. Vane's trial to me, 
ftnd I find it a very excellent thing — ^worth reading, and him 
to have been a rer; iriee man. 

13th. Mr. Cole, our timber-merchant, sent me fire couple 
of docks. To mj office, where lat« upon bneinees; Mr. 
Bland sitting with me, talking of my Lord Windsor's being 
come home from Jamaica, unlooked-for; which mokes us 
think that these young Lords are not fit to do any service 
abroad, though it ia said that he «mld not have hie health 
there, but hath razed a fort of the King of Spain upon Cuba, 
which is considerable, or said to be so, for his honour. 

14tfa. My uncle Thomas, and his sons both, and I, did 
meet at my cozen Roger's, and there sign and seal to an 
agreement, and with great seeming love parted. 

15th. (Lord's day.) Talkiug long with my wife, and 
teaching her things in astronomy. 

16th. To Westminster Hall, and there find great expecta- 
tion what the Parliament will do, when they come two days 
hence to sit again, in matters of religion. The great question 
is, whether the Presbyters will be contented to let the Papists 
have the same liberty of conscience with them, or no, or 
rather he denied it themselves : and the Papists, I hear, are 
very busy in designing how to make the Presbyters consent 
to take their liberty, and to let them have the same wiUt 
them, which some are apt to think they will. It seems a 
priest was taken in his vests officiating somewhere in Holhorne 
the other day, and was committed by Secretary Morris, 
according to law ; and they say the Bishop of London do ^to 
him thanks for it. 

17th. To my office, my wife being gone to Chelsey with ' 
her brother and sister and Mrs. Lodum, to sell the wassel at 
schoolc, where Mary Ashwell is. To my Lord Sandwich, 
whom I found at cards with Pickering : but ho made an end 
soon : and so all alone, he told me he had a great secret to 
tell me, such as no flesh knew but himself, nor ought ; which 
was this: — that yesterday morning. Eschar, Mr. Edward 
Montagu's man, did come to him from his master with some 
of the Clerkes of the Exchequer, for my Lord to sign to their 
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booka for the Embassy money,' which my Lord very civilly 
desired not to do till he had spoke with his master himself. 
In the afternoon, my Lord and my Lady Wright being at 
cards in his chamber, in comes Mr. Montagu ; and, desiring 
to speak with my Lord at the window in his chamber, he 
began to charge my Lord with the greatest ingratitude in the 
world : that he, that had received his earldom, garter, 400<W. 
per annnm, and whatever he has in the world, from him, 
should now stndy him all the dishonour that he could ; and 
so fell to tell my Lord, that if he should speak all that he 
knew of him, he could do so and so. In a word, he did rip 
up all that could be said that was unworthy, and in the 
basest terms they could be spoke in. To which my Lord 
answered with great temper, justifying himself, but endeavour- 
ing to lessen his heat, which was a strange temper in him, 
knowing that he did owe all he faatb in the world to my 
Lord, and that he is now all that he is by his means and 
favour. But my Lord did forbear to increaae the quarrel, 
knowing that it would be to no good purpoao for the world to 
see a difference in the family ; but did allay him so as that he 
fell to weeping. And after muGh talk, among other things, 
Mr. Montagu telling him that there was a fellow in the town, 
naming me, that had done ill offices, and that if he knew it 
to be so, he would have him cudgelled, my Lord did promise 
him, t"hat, if upon account he saw that there was not many 
tradesmen unpaid, he would sign the books; but, if there 
was, he could not bear with taking too great a debt upon 
him. So this day he sent him an account, and a letter, 
assuring him there was not above 200/. unpaid ; and so my 
Lord did sign to the Exchequer booka. Upon the whole, I 
understand fully what a rogue he is, and how my Lord do 
think and will think of him for tbe future ; telling me that 
thus he has served his father, my Lord Manchester, and hia 
whole family, and now himself: and, which is worst, that he 
hath abused, and in speeches every day do abuse, my Lord 
Gfaancellor, whose favour he hath lost ; and hath no friend 
but Sir H. Bennet, and that, I knowing the rise of his 
* That to Potlngs], nepcoUtig Iho Rdj41 uanHise. 
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friendship, only &oin the likeness of their pleasures, and 
acquaintance, and concernments, tbey have in the s&me 
matters of lust and bascncaa ; for which God forgive them ! 
But he do flatter himself, from promisee of Sir H. Bennet, 
that he shall have a pension of 2000^. per annum, and be 
made an Earl. My Lord told me he expected a challenge 
from him, but told me there was no great fear of him, for 
there was no man lies under such an imputation as he do in. 
the busiBe^ of Mr. Gholmly, who, thoogb a simple, sorry 
fellow, do brave him, and stntts before him with the Queen, 
to the sport and observation of the whole Court. He did 
keep my Lord at the window, reviling and braving him above 
an hour, my Lady Wright being by ; bat my Lord tells me 
she could not hear every word, but did well know what their 
discourse was ; • she could hoar enough to know that. So 
that he commands me to keep it as the greatest secret in the 
world, and bids me beware of speaking words against Mr. 
Montagu, for fear I should suffer by his passion thereby. 
Mr. Pickering tells me the story is very true of a child being 
dropped at the ball at Court; and that the King had it in his 
closet a week after, and did dissect it ; and making great sport 
o£ it, said that, in his opinion, it most have been a month 
and three hoars old; and that, whatever others think, he 
hath the greatest loss, it being a boy, as he says, that hath 
' lost a subject by the business. He tells me, too, that the 
other [story], of my Lady Castlemaine's and Stuart's marriage, 
is certain, and that it was in order to the King's coming to 
Stuart, as is believed generally. He tells me that Sir H. 
Bennet is a Gatholiqae, and how all the Gotirt almost is 
changed to the worse since his coming in, they being a&aid 
of him. And that the Queen-Mother's Court is now the 
greatest of all ; and that our own Queen h&th little or no 
company come to her, which I know also to be very true, uid 
am sorry to see it. 

18th. Mr. Hater and I alone at the office, finishing onr 

account of the extra charge of the Kavy, not properly 

belonging to the Navy, since the King's coming in to 

Christmas last ; and, all extra things being abated, I find that 
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the tme obargt of the Navy to that time hath been afler the 
rate of 874,743^ a-year. I made an end by eleven o'clock at 
night. This day the Parliament met again, after their long 
pronation ; bnt I knoir not any thing That they hare done, 
bwng within doors all day. 

l&th. My eyes begin to fail me, lying bo long by candle- 
light upon irhite paper. This day I read the King's speech 
to the Farliameat yesterday, vbich ia very abort, and not very 
obliging; but only telling them his desire to have a power of 
indulging tender consciences, and that he will yield to have 
uiy nuxture in the uniformity of the Church's discipline; and 
Baya the aame tor the Papists, but declares against th^ ever 
being admitted to have any offices or places of trust in the 
kingdom ; but, Ood knows, too many have. "^ 

21st. To the office, where Sir J. Mnnes, most of the rest 
htaag at the Parliament-house, all the morning answering 
petitions and odier boainess. Towards noon, there comes a 
man, as if upon ordinary business, and shows me a writ from 
the Exchequer, called a Commission of Bebellion, and tells 
me that I am his prisoner in Field's business; which, 
methonght, did strike me to the heart, to think that we could 
net sit in the middle of the King's business. I told him faqw 
and where we were employed, and bid him have a care ; and 
perceiving that we were busy, be said he would, and did 
withdraw for an hour: in which time Sir J. Minnea took 
coach and to Court, to see what he could do from thence : 
and our solicitor against Field come by chance, and told me 
that he would go and satisfy the fees of the Court, and woald 
end the business. So he went away about that, and I stud 
in my closet, till by and by the man and four more of his 
fellows come to know what I would do; and I told them to 
stay till I heard from the King or my Lord Chief Barim, to 
both whom I had now aent. Witb tliat they consulted, and 
told me, that if I would promise to stay in the house, they 
would go and refresh themaelves, and come again, and know 
what answer I had : ao they away, and I home to dinnn. 
Before I had dined, the bayleys come back.again with the 
conatable, and at the office knock for me, but found me not 
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there ; and I, bearing in ^hat manner they wore come, did 
forbear letting them know where I was; bo they stood, 
knocking and enquiring for me. By and by, at my parler- 
window comes Sir W. Batten'B Mingo, to tell me that his 
master and lady wonld have me come to their house,- through 
Sir J. Minncs'a lodgings, which I conld not do ; bnt, however, 
by ladders, did get over the pale between our yards and Aeir 
house, where I found them, aa they have reason, to be much 
concerned for me, my lady, especially. The fellows staid in 
the yard, swearing, with one or two constables, and some time 
we locked them into the yard, and by and by let them ont 
again, and so kept them all the afternoon, not letting them 
see me, or know where I was. One time, I went ap to the 
' top of Sir W. Batten's house, and out of one of their windows 
spoke to my wife ont of one of onrs; which methought, 
tiiongh I did it in mirth, yet I was sad to think what a sad 
thing it would he for mo to be really la that condition. By 
and by comes Sir J. Minnes, who> like himself and all that 
he do, tells ns that he can do no good, bnt that my Lord 
Chancellor wonders that we did not cause the seamen to fall 
about their eares, which we wished we could have done 
without our being seen in it ; and Captain Qrove being there, 
he did give them some affront, and would have got some 
seamen to have dmbbed them, bnt he bad not time, nor did 
we think it fit to have done it, they having executed their 
commission ; bnt there was occasion given that he did draw 
upon one of them who did complain that Grove had pricked 
him in the breast, but no hurt done ; but I see that Grove 
would have done our business ' to them if we had bid him. 
By and hj oomes Mr. Clerke, our soUicitor, who brings us a 
release from our adverse attumey, we paying the fees of the 
commission, which comes to fiv^ markes, and the charges of 
these fellows, which are called the commissioners, bnt are the 
most rake-shamed rogues that ever I saw in my life ; so he 
showed them this release, and they seemed satisfied, and went 
away witli him to their attorney to be paid by him. But 
before they went, Sir W. Batten and my lady did begin to 
taunt them, bnt the rogues answered them as high as tfaem- 
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selvca, aod Bwore tbej Trould come again, and called mc rogae 
and rebel, and the; would bring the Bheriffe and nntile his 
bouse, before be sbonld harbonr a rebel in bis bouse, and tbat 
they would be here again shortly. Well, at last, they went 
away, and I by advice took occasion to go abroad, and walked 
through the street to show myself among the neighbours, tbat 
they might not think worse than the business is. I home to 
Sir W. Batten's again, where Sir J. Lawson, Captain Allen, 
Spraggi' and several others, and all our discourse about the 
disgrace done to our office, to be liable to this trouble, which 
we must get remorod. Hither comes Mr. Gierke by and by, 
and tella me that he hath paid the fees of the Court for the 
commission ; but the men are not contented with under 51. 
for their charges, which he will not give them, and therefore 
advises me not to stir abroad till Monday, that he comes or 
sends to me again, whereby I shall not be ahle to go to 'White 
Hall to the Duke of York, as I ought. Here I staid resing,- 
and yet pleased to see every body for me, man, woman, and 
child, my Lady and Mrs. Turner especially for me ; and so 
home, where my people are mightily surprised to see this 
business ; but it troubles me not very much, it being nothing 
touching my particular person or estate. Sir W. Batten tella 
me that little is done yet in die Parliament-house, but only 
this day it was moved and ordered that all the members of 
the House do subscribe to the renouncing of the Covenant, 
which, it is thought, will try some of them. There is also a 
hill brought in for the wearing of nothing but cloth or Btn& 
of our own manufacture, and is likely to be passed. Among 
other talk this motning, my Lady did speak concerning 
Commissioner Fett's calling the present King bastard, and 
other high words heretofore : and Sir W. Batten did tell ua, 
that he did give the Duke and Mr. Coventry an account of

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that and otliej" like matters in writing, under oath, of which 
I was ashamed, and for which I was sorry, 

22d, (Lord's day.) Went not out all the morning ; but 
' after dinner to Sir W. Batten's and Sir W. Pen's, where dia- 
conrsing much of yesterday's trouble and scandal ; but that 
which troubled me most, was Sir J. Minnes coming from 
Court at night, and instead of bringing great comfort from 
thence, but I expected no bettor from him, he tells me that 
the Duke and Mr. CovMitry make no great matter of it. 

23d. Up by times ; and not daring to go by land, did, 
GrifGn going along with me, for fear, slip to White Hall by 
water ; where to Mr. Coventry, and, as we used to do, to tho 
Duke ; the other of my fellows being come. But we did 
nothing of our business, the Duke being sent for to th^ King, 
that he could not stay to speak with us. This morning come 
my Lord Windsor to kiss the Duke's hand, being returned 
from Jamaica. He tells the Duke, that from sueb a degree 
of latitude going thither he began to be sick, and was never 
well till his coining so far back again, and then presently be- 
gun to be well. He told the Duke of their taking the fort 
of St. Jago, upon Cuba, ^tb his men ; but, upon the whole, 
I believe, that he did matters like a young lord, and was 
weary of being upon service out of his own country, where be 
might hare pleasure ; for methought it was a shame to see 
him this very afternoon, being the first day of his coming to 
town, to be at a playhouse. To my Lord Sandwich: it was 
a great trouble to me, and I had great apprehensions of it, 
that my Lord desired me to go to Westminster Hall, to the 
Parliament-house door, about business ; and to Sir William 
Wheeler,' which I told him I would, but durst not go for 
fear of being taken by these rogues ; but was forced to go to 
White Hall and take boat, and so land below the Tower at 
the Iron-gate, and so the back way over little Tower Hill ; 
and, with my cloak over my face, took one of the watermen 
along with me, and staid behind our garden-wall, while he

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went to see whether any bodj stood within the Merchants' 
Gate. But there was nobody ; and so I got safe into the 
garden, and, coming to open my office door, something behind 
it fell in the opening, which made me start. So that Gtid 
knows in what a sad condition I should be if I were truly in 
debt: and therefore ought to bless God that I have no snch 
reall reason, and to endeavour to keep myself, by my good 
deportment and good husbandry, out of any snch condition. 
At home, I find, by a note, that Mr. Gierke, in my absence, 
bath left here, that I am free ; and that he hath stopped all 
matters in Court ; and I was very glad of it, and immediately 
had a light thooght of taking pleasure to rojoice my heart, 
and 80 resolved to take my wife to a play at court to-night, 
and the rather becanse it is my birthday, being this day thirty 
years old, for which let me praise God. While my wife 
dressed herself. Creed and I walked oat to see what play was 
acted to-day, and we find it " The Slighted Mayde." ' To the 
Duke's house, where we saw it well acted, though the play 
hath little good in it, being most pleased to see the little giil 
dance in boy's apparel, she having very fine legs, only bends 
in the hams, as I perceive all women do. The play being 
done, we took coach, and to Court, and th^re saw "The 
Wilde Gallant"* performed by the King's honse, but it was 
ill acted, and the play so poor a thing as I never saw in my 
life almost, and so little answering the name, that, from the 
begiiutiDg to the end, I could not, nor can, at this time, tell 
certainly which was the Wild Gallant. The King did not 
seem pleased at all, the whole play, nor any body else. My 
Lady Castlemaine was all worth seeing to night, and little 
Steward. Mrs. Wells do appear at Court again, and looks 
well ; 80 that, it may be, the late report of laying the dropped 
child to her waa not true.^ This day I was told that my 
Lady Castlemaine hath all the King's Christmas presents,

abominable thing; &nd that at the great hall she was mnch 
richer in jeirellB than the Queen and Dnchess pat both together. 

24tb. Among other things, my Lord tells me, that he 
heara the Commons will not agree to the King's late declara- 
tion, nor will yield that the Papists have any ground giFen 
them to r^e themselves up again in England, which I per- 
ceive by my Lord was expected at Ocnrt. 

25th. The Commons in Parliament, I hear, are very high 
to stand to the Act of tTmformity, and will not indnlge the 
Paputs, which is endeavoured hy the Court Party, nor the 
Presbyters. ' 

26th. Sir W. Batten and I by water to tho Parliament 
house: be went in, and I vTalked up and down the Hall. 
All the newes is the great oddes yesterday in the votes be- 
tween them that are for the Indulgence to the Papists and 
Presbyters, and those that arc against it, which did cany it 
by 200 against 80. And pretty it is to consider how the 
Eing would appear to be a stiff Fiotestont and son of the 
Church ; and yet willing to give a liberty to these people, 
because of his promise at Breda ; and yet all the world do 
believe that the Eing would not have the liberty given them 
at all. 

27th. About 11 o'clock, CommisBioner Fett and I walked 
to Chyrurgeons' Hall, we being all invited thither, and pro- 
mised to dine there, where we were led into the Theatre ; 
and hy and by comes the reader, Dr. Teame,* with the Master 
and Company, in a very handsome manner: and all being 
settled, he begun his lecture; and his diseonrse being ended, 
we had a fine dinner and good learned company, many Doctors 
of Phisique, and we used with extraordinary great reject. 
Among other ohservables, we drunk the Eing's health out of 
a gilt cup* given by Eing Henry Vill. to this Company, 
with hells hanging at it, which every man is to ring by 
shaking, after he hath drunk op the whole cup. There is

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also a very excellent piece of the King, done by Holbein, 
Rtands up in the Hall, with the officers of the Company 
kneeling to him to receive their Charter. Dr. Scarborough 
took some of his friends, and I went with them, to see the 
body of a lusty fellow, a seaman, that was hanged for a rob- 
bery. I did touch the dead body with my bare hand : it felt 
cold, but methought it was a very unpleasant sight. It seems, 
one Dillon, of a great family, was, after much endeavours to 
have saved him, hanged with a silken h&lter this Sessions, of 
bis own preparing, not for honour only, but, it being soft and 
sleek, it do slip close and kills, that is, strangles presently : 
whereas, a stiff one do not come so close together, and so the 
party may live the longer before killed. But all the Doctors 
at table conclude, that there is no pain at all in hanging, for 
that it do stop the circulation of the blood ; and so stops all 
sense and motion in an instant. To Sir W. Batten's, to 
speak upon some business, where I found Sir J. Minnca 
pretty well fuddled, I thought. He took me aside, to tell 
me how, being at my Lord Chancellor's to-day, my Lord told 
him that there was a Great Seal passing for Sir W. Fen, 
through ,tbe impossibility of the Comptroller's duty to be 
performed hy one man, to be, as it were, joynt-comptroller 
with him, at which he is stark mad, and swears be will give 
up his place. For my part, I do hope, when all is done, that 
my following my business will keep me secure ag»nst all 
their envys. But to see how the old man do strut, and 
swear that he understands all his duty as easily as crack a 
nut, and easier, he told my Lord Chancellor, for his teeth are 
gone ; and that he understands it as well as any man in 
England; and that he will never leave to record that be 
should be sud to be unable to do his dnty alone ; though, 
God knows, he cannot do it more than a child. All this I 
am glad to see fall out between them, and myself safe, and 
yet I hope the King's service well done for all this, for I 
would not that should he hindered by any of our private 
differences. 

28th. The House have this noon been with the King, to 
give him their reasons for refusing to grant any indulgence to 
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Presbyters or Papists ; whicli he, with great content and 
seeming plcnsures, took, saying, 'that he doubted not but ho 
and they should agree in all things, though thore may seem 
a difference in judgments, he having writ and declared for aa 
indulgence: and that he did believe never prince was happier 
in a House of Commons than he was in them. To my Lord 
Sandwich, who continues troubled with his cold. Our dis- 
course most upon the outing of Sir R. Bernard and my Lord's 
being made Recorder [of Huntingdon] in his stead, which he 
seemed well content«d with, saying, that it may be for his 
convenience to have the chief officer of the town dependent 
apon him, which is very true. At the Privy Scale I did see 
the docquet by which Sir W. Pen is made the Comptroller's 
assistant, as Sir J, Minnes told me last night, which I must 
endeavour to prevent. 

March Ist. (Lord's day.) To Wiite Hall Chappcll, where 
preached one Dr. Lewes, sud heretofore to have been a great 
witt ; hut he read his sermon every word, and that so brokenly 
and BO low, that nobody could hear at any distance, nor I 
anything worth hearing that sat near. But, which was 
strange, he forgot to make any prayer before sermon, which 
all wonder at, but they impute it to his forgetfulness. After 
sermon a very fine anthem : so I up into the house among 
the courtiers, seeing the fine ladies, and, above all, my Lady 
Castlemaine, who is above all, that only she I can observe for 
true beauty. The King and Queen being set to dinner, I 
wont to Mr. Fox's, and there dined with him. Much genteel 
company, and, among other things, I hear for certain that 
peace is concluded between the King of France and the Pope : 
and also I heard the reasons given by our Parliament yester- 
day to the King why they dissent from him in matter of 
Indulgence, which are very good quite through, and which I 
was glad to hear. Thence to my Lord Sandwich, who con- 
tinues with a great cold, locked np ; and, being alone, we fell 
into discourse of my micle the Captain's death and estate, 
and I took the opportunity of telling my Lord how matters 
stand, and read his will, and told him all what a poor estate 
he hath left, at all which he wonders strangely, which he may 
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vttsW do. All to bed, without praters, it being washing day 
to-morrow. 

8d. (Shrove Tuesd&y.) At coon, by pronuBO, Mrs. Tnraer, 
and her daughter, and Mrs. Morrice, come along with Roger 
Pepys to dinner. We were as merry as I could be, having 
bat a bad dinner for them ; but so much the better, becauae 
of the dinner which I must have at the end of this month. 
And here Mrs. The. showed me my name upon her breast as 
her Valentine, which will coat me 20a. After dinner, I took 
them down into the wine-cellar, and broached my tierce of 
claret for them. This afternoon, Roger Fepjs tells me, that 
for certun the King is for all this very highly incensed at the 
Parliament's late opposing the Indulgence ; which I am sorry 
for, and fear it will breed great discontent. 

5th. To the Lobby, and spoke with my cousin Roger, who 
is going to Cambridge to-morrow. In the Hall I do hear that 
the Catholiques are in great hopes for all this, and do set hard 
upon the King to get ludulgence. Matters, I hear, are all 
naught in Ireland, and the people, that is, the Papists, do C17 
out against the Commissioners sent hy the King ; so that they 
say the English interest will be lost there. To see my Lord 
Sandwich, who I found very ill, and by his cold being 
several nights hindered from sleep, he is hardly able to open 
his eyes, and is Tery weak and sad upon it, which troubled me 
much. 

6th. Up betimes, and by coach witli four horses with Sir 
J. Minnes and Sir W. Batten to Woolwich — a pleasant day, 
and so into Mr. Falconer's, where we had some fish, which 
we brought witfa us dressed ; and there dined with us his new 
wife, which had been his maid, bat seems to be a genteel 
woman, well enough bred and discreet. This day it seems 
the House of Commons have been very high against the 
Papists, being incensed hy the stir idiich they make for their 
having an Indulgence ; which, without doubt, is a great folly 
in them to be so hot upon at this time, when they see how 
averse already the House have showed tfaemaelves from it 
This evening Mr. Fovy tells me that my Lord Sandwich is 
this day so ill that he is much afraid of him, which pats me 
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to great p^D, not more for mj own salce than for Ha' poor 
fBinily'B. 

7th. The. Turner come on foot in a frolick to beg me to 
get a place at sea for John, their man, which is a rogne ; bnt, 
however it may be, the sea ma; do them good in reclaiming 
him, and therefore I will see what I can do. She dined with 
me ; and after dinner I took coach and carried her home ; in 
onr way, in Cheapside, lighting and giving her a dozen piur 
of white gloves as my Valentine. Thence to my Lord Sand- 
wich, who is gone to Sir W. Wheeler's for his more quiet 
being, where he slept well last night ; and I took him, very 
merry^ pl^yixg at cards, and much company with him. Greed 
told me how, for some words of my Lady Gerard's,' agunst 
my Lady Castlemaine to the Qneeo, the King did the other 
day apprehend* her in going out to dance with her at a ball, 
when she desired it as the ladies do, and is since forbid attend- 
ing the Queen by the King ; which ia mnch talked of, my 
Lord her husband being a great favonrite. 
, 8th. {Lord's day.) To "White Hall to^ay : I heard Dr. 
King, Bishop of Chichester, make a good and eloquent sermon 
upon these words ; " They that sow in tears shall reap in joy." 
Whence, the chapel in Lent being hnng with black, and no 
anthem snng after sermon, as at other times, to my Lord 
Sandwich at Sir W. Wheeler's, I found him ont of order, 
thinking himself to be in a fit of ague. After dinner up to 
my Lord, there being Mr. Rnmball. My Lord, among other 
discourse, did tell us of his great diScultys passed in the busi- 
ness of the Sound, and of his receiving letters from the King 
there, hut his sending them by Whetstone was a great folly ; 
and the story how my Lord being at dinner with Sydney,^ 
one of his feliow plenipotentiarya and his mortal enemy, did 
see Whetstone, and put off his hat three times to him, and the 
fellow would not be known, which my Lord imputed to his 
coxcombly humour, of which he was full, and hid Sydney take

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uotieo of him too, when, at the very time he had letters' in his 
pocket from the King, as it proved &fterv&rds. And Sidney 
afterwards did find it out at Copenhagen, the Dutch Commis- 
sionera telling him how my Lord Sandwich had desired one of 
their ships to carry hack Whetstone to Lubeck, he being come 
from Flanders from the King. But I cannot but remember 
my Lord's equanimity in all these affairs with admiration. 

9th. .About noon. Sir J. Robinson, Lord Mayor, desiring 
way through the garden to the Tower, called in at the 
office, and there invited me and Sir W. Pen, who happened to 
be in the way, to dinner, and we did go : and there bad a great 
Lent dinner of fiah, little flesh. There dined with na to-day 
Mr. Slingshy" of the Mint, who showed us all the new pieces, 
both gold and silver, examples of them all, that were made for 
the King by Blondean's way ;^ and compared them with those 
made for Oliver. The pictures of the latter made by Symons,* 
and of the King hy one Rotyr,' a German, I think, that dined 
with us also. He extols those of Rotyr above the others ; 
and, indeed, I think they are the better, because the sweeter 
of the two ; bnt, npon my word, those of the Protector are 
more like in my mind than the King's, but both very well 
worth- Eeeing. The crownes of Cromwell are now sold, it 
seems, for 25g. and 30b. a-piece.'- 
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11th. Kews hy Mr. Wood that Butler, our chief witness 
agunst Field, was sent by him to New England contrary to 
car desire, which made me mad almost : and so Sir J. Minnes, 
Sir W. Pen, and I dined together at Trinity House. 

12th. My uncle Thomas and bis son do order their tenants 
to pay their rents to us, which pleases me well. 

18th. To Mrs. Hunt's, and there foond my wife, and so took 
them up by coach, and earned them'to Hide Park, where store 
of coaches and good foces. 

15th. (Lord's day.) Up, and with my wife and Ashwell the 
first time to church, where our pew so full with Sir J. Minnes's 
sister and her daughter, that I perceive, when we come alto- 
gether, some of OS must be shut out, hut I suppose we shall 
come to some order what to do therein. 

16th. To the Duke, where we met of course, and talked of 
our Navy matters. Then to the Commission of Tangier, and 
there had my Lord Peterborough's CommissiAD read orer ; and 
Mr. Secretary Bennet did make his qnerys upon it, in order 
to the drawing one for my Lord Rutherford more regularly, 
that being a very extravagant thing. Here long discoursing 
upon my Lord Rutherford's despatch, and so broke up. Mr. 
OoTentry and I discoursed how the Treasarer doth intend to 
come to pay in course, which is the thing of the world that 
will do the King the greatest serrico in the Navy, and which 
joys my heart to hear of. He tells me of the boeiness of Sir 
J. Minnes and Sir W. Pen ; which, he said, was chiefly to 
make Mr. Pett's being joyned with Sir W. Batten to go down 
the better. And how he well sees that neither the one nor 
tbe other can do their duties without help. To my wife at 
my Lord's lod^ngs, where I heard Ashwell play first upon the 
harpaichon, and I find she do play pretty well. Thence homo by 
coach, buying at the Tcn^le the printed rirginall-book for her. 

17th. To St. Margaret's Hill, in Southwark, where the 
Judge of the Admiralty come,' and the rest of the Doctors of 
tbe Cirill law, and some other Commissioners, whose Commis-

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gion of Oyer sod Tennlner was read, and ttieo the charge, 
given by Dr. Exton,' which methongfat was somewhat dnU, 
though he wonld seem to intend it to be very rhetorical!, say- 
ing that Justice had two wings, one of which spread itself over 
the land, and the oth^ over the water, which was this 
Admiralty Court. I'hat being done, and the jury called, they 
broke np, and to diimer to a taverne bard by, -where a great 
dinner and I with them ; bnt I perceive that this Court is yet 
bat in its infancy : as to its rising again, and their design and 
consultation, was — I could overhear then^— how to proceed 
with the most solemnity, and spend time, there being only two 
businesses to do, which of themselves could not spend macfa 
time. In the afternoon to the court again, where, first, 
Abraham, the boatswain of the King's pleasure-boat, was tried 
for drowning a mm ; and next, Torpio, accused by our wicked 
rogue Field for selling the King's timber; but, after full ex- 
amination, they were both acquitted, and so I was glad of the 
first, for the sanng the man's life; so I did take the other as 
a very good fortune to ns ; for, if Turpin had been found guilty, 
it would have sounded very ill in the ears of all the world, is 
the buBinesB between Field and us. Sir W. Batten and I to 
my Lord Mayor's [Sir John Bobinaon], where we found my 
Lord with Colonel Strangways^ and Sir Richard Floyd,^ Far- 
liament-men, in the cellar drinking, where we sat with them, 
and then up ; and by and by come in Sir Bichard Ford. We 
had many diBCOurses, but from all of them I do find Sir R. 
Ford a very able man of his brains and tongue, and a schtJIer. 
But my Lord Mayor a-talking, bragging, buffleheaded fellow, 
that would be thought to have led all the City in the great 
business of bringing in the King, and that nobody understood 
bis plot, and the dark lanthom he walked by; but he led 
them and ploughed with them as oxen and asses, bis own 
words, to do what be had a mind : when in every discourse I 
observe him to be as very a coxcombe as I could have thought 
had been i^ the City. But he is resolved to do great matters 
in pulling down the shops quite through the City, as he hath

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done in m&n;^ places, and vill make a thorough passage quite 
through the City, through Canning Street, which indeed irill 
be very fine. And then his precept, which he, in vain-glory, 
said he had drawn up himself, and hath printed it, against 
coachmen and carrmea a&onting of the gentry in the street; 
it ia drawn so like a fool, and some faulte were openly found 
in it, that I believe he will have so much wit as not to pro- 
ceed upon it, though it be printed. Here we staid talking 
till eleven at night, Sir E. Ford breaking to my Lord Maytfr 
onr bnaineSB of our patent to he Justices of the Peace in the 
City, which he struck at mightily; but, however, Sir R. Ford 
knows him to he a fool, and so in his discourse he made him 
appear, and cajoled him into a consent to it : bnt so as I be- 
lieve when he comes to his right mind to-morrow, he will be 
of another opinion : and though Sir R. Ford moved it very 
weightily and neatly, yet I had rather it had been spared now. 
Bnt to aee how he rants, and pretends to sway all the City in 
the Court of Aldermen, and says plainly that they cannot do, 
nor will he snffer them to do, anything but what he pleases; 
nor is there any officer of the City but of his putting in ; nor 
any man that could have kept the City for the King thus well 
and long but him. And if the country can be preserved, ho 
will nudertake that the City shall not dare to stir again. 
When I am confident there is no man almost in the City 
caree for him, nor hath he bnuns to ontwit any ordinary 
tradesman. 

18th. This day my tryangle, which was put in tune yes- 
terday, did please me very well — Ashwell playing upon it 
pretty well. 

Idth. After doing my own business in my office, writing 
letters, &c. Home to supper and to bed, being weary, and 
vexed that I do not find other people so willing to do business 
as myself, when I have taken pains to find out what in the 
yards is wanting and fitting to bo done. 

20th. In Fleet Street, bonght me a little sword, with gilt 
handle, cost me 23«., and silk stockings to the colour of my 
riding cloth suit cost me 15*., and bonght me a belt there cost 
15«. Meeting with Mr. Kirton'a kinsman in Paul's Church 
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Yard, he and I to a coffee-house ; where I hear how there 
had like to have been a Burprizall of Dublin by some diecoo- 
teiited Proteatants, and other things of like nature ; and it 
seems the OonnnisaionerB have carried themselveB bo high for 
the Papists that the others will not endure it. Hewlett and 
some others are taken and clapped up; and they say the King 
hath sent over to dissolve the Parliament there, who went 
very high against the Commissioners. Fray God send all 
well !■ 

21at. By appointment our full board met, and 8ir Philip 
Warwick and Sir Robert Long ' come from my Lord Trea- 
surer to speak with na about the state of the debts of the 
IS&vj ; and how to settle it, bo as to begin upon die new 
foundation of 200,0002. per annmn, which the King is now 
rcBolved not to exceed. 

22d. (Lord's day.) Wrote out our bill for the Parliament 
about our being made Jostioes of Peace in the City. So to 
church, where a dull formall fellow that prayed for the Right 
Hon. John Lord Barkeley, Lord President of Connaught, 4c. 
To my Lord Sandwich, and with him talking a good while; I 
find the Court would have this Indulgence go on, but the 
Parliament are against it. Matters in Ireland are full of dis- 
content. Thence with Mr. Creed to Captain Ferrers, where 
many fine ladies ; the house well and prettily furnished. She 
lies in,, jn great state, Mr. G. Montagu, Colonel Williams,' 
Cromwell that was, and Mrs. Wright as proxy for my Lady 
Jemimah, were witnesses. Very pretty and plentiful enter- 
tainment. My coach cost me 7«.

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2&i. This Saj Qreatorez bronght me a very pretty weather- 
glasse for heat and cold. 

24th. To my office, where we Bat, and, among things, had 
Cooper's' tried ag^nst Captain Holmes, bnt I find Cooper a 
fnddling, tronblesome fellow, though a good artist. 

25th. To the Sun Taverae, to my Lord Rutherford, and 
dined with him, and some other of his officers, and Scotch 
gentlemen, of fine discourse and education. My Lord used 
me with great respect, and discoursed upon his business as 
with one that he did esteem. By and by he went away, for- 
getting to take leare of us, my back being turned, looking 
upon the aviary, which is there very pretty, and the bird* 
begin to sing weD this spring. This evening come Captain 
[Edward] Grove about hiring ships for Tangier. I did hint 
to him my desire that I could make some lawful! profit thereof, 
which he pri»nises. 

26th. This day is five years since it pleased Ghd to pre- 
serve me at my being cut of the atone, of which I bless God 
I am in all rospecU well. This morning came a new cooke- 
maid at 4^. per annum, the first time I ever did ^ve so much. 
She did live last at my Lord Monk's house. t 

29th. (Lord's day.) After dinner, in comes Mr. Moore, 
and sat and talked with us a good while ; among other things 
telling me, that neither ray Lot-d nor he are under appre- 
hensions of the late discourse in the House of Commons, con- 
cerning resumption of Crowne lands. 

April Ist. I went to the Temple, to my coKen Roger 
Fepys, to see and talk with him a little ; who tells me that, 
with mnch ado, the Parliament do agree to throw down 
Popery ; but be says it is with so much spite and passion, and 
an endeavour of bringing all Non-conformists into tbo same 
condition, that he is afraid matters will not ypt go so well as ho 
could wish. Home, calling on the virginall maker, buying a 
rest for myself to tune my tryangle, and taking one of his 
people along with me to put it in tune once more, by which I 
learned how to go about it myself for the time to come. To

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my office all the afternoon : Sir J. MinneB like a mad cox- 
comb did svear and stamp, swearing that Commiaaioner Pett 
hath atill the old heart agunat the Eung that eter he had, 
and that this was hie enry against his brother that iras to 
boild the ship, and all the dunnable reproaches in the world, 
St irhich I was ashamed, but said little ; but, apon the whole, 
I find him still a fool, led hj the nose by stories told by Sir 
Mf. Batten, whether with or without reason. So, vexed in 
my mind to see things ordered so unlike gentlemen or men of 
reason, I went home. 

2d. Sir W. Pen told me, that this day the King hath sent 
to the House hie ooncorrence wholly with them against the 
Popish priests, Jesuits, kc., which gives great content, and I 
am glad of it. 

8rd. To White Hall and to Ghappell, which being most 
monstrone full, I could not go into my pew, but sat among 
the quire. Dr. Greeton, the Scotchman, {Hvached a most 
admirable, good, learned, and most severe sermon, yet comicall, 
upon the words of the woman, " Blessed Is the womb that 
bare thee, and the paps thai give thee suck: and he an- 
swered, nay : rather is he blessed that heareth the word of 
God, and keepeth it." He railed bitterly ever and anoa 
against John Calvin, and his brood, the Presbyterians, and 
against the present terme, now in use, of " tender consciences." 
He ripped up Hugh Peters (calling him the execrable skel- 
lum ') his preaching, stirring up the maids of the city to bring 
in th^ bodkins and thimbles. I met Gaptsin Grove, who 
(Ud give me a letter directed to myself irom himself. I dis- 
cerned money to be in it, and took it, knowing as I found it 
to be, the proceed of the place I have got him to be, the 
tailing np of vessels for Tangier. But I did not open it till 
I come homc^not looking into it till all the money was out, 
that I might say I saw no money in the paper, if ever I should 
be questioned about it. There was a piece in gold, and 4/. 
in silver. To the Tangier Committee, where we find our- 
selves at a great stand ; the establishment being bnt 70,000^ 
per annum, and the forces to be kept in the town at the leasf 
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estimate that my Lord Rutherford caD be brought to bring is 
53,000/. The charge of this year's work oi the Mole irill be 
13,000^, besides 10002. a^year to my Lord Feterborongh as 
a peneion, and the fortifications and eeutingencys, which puts 
OB to a great stand. I find at Court that there is Bome bad 
news &om IreUnd of an insurrection of the Catholiqoes 
there, which puts them into an alarme. I hear also in the 
City that for certain there i« an embargo upon all our ships 
in Spayne, upon this action of my Lord Windsor's at Cuba, 
which sigoifies little or nothing, bat only he hath a mind to 
say he hath done socnething before he comes hack again. 

4th. After dinner to Hide Parke ; Mrs. Wright and I in 
one coach, and all the rest of the women in Mrs. Turner's; 
Roger Fepys being gone in haste to the Parliament about the 
carrying this bosisees of the Papists, in which it seems there 
is a great contest on both sides. At the Farke was the King, 
and in another coach my Lady Castlemaine, they greeting one 
another at every turn. This being my feast, in lieu of what 
I should have had a few days ago, for the cutting of the stone, 
very merry at, before, and after dinner, and the more for . 
that my dinner was great, and most neatly dressed by onr 
own only mayde. We had a fricasee of rabbits and chickens, 
a leg of mutton boiled, three carps in a dish, a great dish of 
a side of lamb, a dish of roasted pigeons, a dish of four lob> 
stera, three tarts, a lamprey pie, a most rare pie, a dish of 
anchovies, good wine of several sorts,- and all things mighty 
noble, and to my great content. 

6th. To the Committee of Tangier, where I found, to my 
great joy, my Lord Sandwich, the first time I hare seen him 
abroad these some months, being it seems this night to go to 
Kensington, or Chelsey, where he hath taken a lodging for a 
while to take the ayre. 

8th. By water to White Hall, to chapel ; where preached 
Dr. Herce, the famous man that preached the sermon so much 
cried up, before the King against the Papists. His mattw 
was the Devil tempting onr Saviour, being carried into the 
Wilderness by the Spirit. And he hath as much of natural 
eloquence as most men that ever I heafd io my life, mixed 
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nith 80 mncb learning. After sermon, I went np and BaT 
the ceremony of the Bishop of Peterborongh's paying homage 
upon the knee to the ^ing, vhile Sir H. Bencet, Secretary, 
read the King's ^ant of the Bishopric of Idnco\ne, to which 
he is translated. His name is Dr. Lany.' Here I also saw 
the Dnlce of Monraonth, with his Order of the Garter, the 
first time I ever saw it, I hear that the University of Cam- 
hridge did treat him & tittle while since with all the hononr 
possible, with a comedy at Trinity College, and banquet ; and 
made him Master of Arts there ; all which, they say, the 
King took very well, Dr. Kaynbow,^ Master of Magdalene, 
being now Vice-Chancellor. 

10th. After great expectation from Ireland, and long stop 
of letters, there is good news come, that all is quiett, thongb 
some stir hatb been, and was reported. To the Royal Duke 
Tavcme, in Lombarde Streete, where Alexander Broolne' the 
poet was, a. merry and witty man, I believe, if be be not a 
little conceited. With my wife, and walked to the New 
Exchange. There lud out 10*. upon pendents and painted 
leather gloves, very pretty and all the mode. 

12th. (Lord's day.) Got a coach to Gray's Inn walks, 
where some handsome faces. Ooming home to-night, s 
drunken boy was carrying by our constable to our new ptur 
of stocks to hansel them, being a new pair, and very hand- 
some. 

13th. To the Tangier Committee, where we had very fine 
discourse from Dr. Walker and Wiseman,* civilians, against 
our erecting a court-merchant at Tangier, and well answered 
by my Lord Sandwich, whose speaking I never till now ob- 
served so much to be very good,

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14th. By barge to Woolwich, to see " The Royall James " 
latmched, where alio hath been nnder repair a great while. 
Then to Mr. Falconer's, to a dinner of jsh of our own sending, 
and when it ia Just ready to come upon the table, word is 
brought that the King and Duke, are come, so they all went 
away to shew themselveB, while I stud, and had a little dish 
or two by myself, and by the time I had dined, they come 
again, having gone to little purpose, the King, I believe, taking 
little notice of them. And so home, the ship well taunched. 
Sir G. Oarteret tells me to-night that he perceives the Parlia- 
ment is likely to make a great bustle before they will give the 
King any money; will call all things in question ; and, above 
all, the expencee of the Nkvj ; and do inquire into the King's 
expences everywhere, and into the truth of the report of people 
being forced to sell their bills at 15 per cent, lease in the Navy ; 
and, lastly, that they are in a very angry pettish mood at pre- 
sent, and not likely to be better. 

16th. Met to pass Mr. Ktt's, Sir J. Lawson's Secretary 
and Depnty-Treasurer, accounts for the voyage last to the 
Streights, wherein the demands are strangely irregular, and 
Z dare not oppose it alone; bat God knows, it troubles my 
heart to see it, and to see the Comptroller, whose duty it is, 
to make no more matter of it. 

17th. It being Good Friday, our dinner was only sugar- 
sopps and fish ; the only time that we have had a Lenten 
dinner all this Lent. To Paul's Church Yard, to cause the 
title of my English " Mare Clauaum" to be changed, and the 
new title, dedicated to the King, to be put to it, because I am 
ashamed to have the other seen, dedicated to the Common- 
wealth. 

19th. (Easter-day.) Up, and this day put on my close-kneed 
coloured suit, which, with new stockings of the colour, with 
bolt, and new gilt-handled sword, ia very handsome. To 
church, where the young Scotchman preaching, I slept awhile. 
After snpper, fell in discourse of dancing, and I find that 
Ashwell hath a very fine carriage, which makes my wife almost 
ashamed of herself to see herself so outdone, but to-morrow 
Bhe begins to learn to dance for a month or two. Will bointt 
87« 
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gone, with in; leave, to hie father's this day for a da; or tro, 
to take physique these holidays. 

20th. To Mr. Grant's. There sav his prints, which he 
shewed mc, and indeed are the beat collection of anything 
almost that ever I saw, there being the prints of most of the 
greatest houses, churches, and antiqnitya in Italy and France, 
and brave cutts. I had not time t{) look them over aa I 
ought With Sir Q. Carteret and Sir John Minnea to my 
Lord Treasurer's, thinking to have spoken about getting money 
for paying the Yards ; but we found him with some ladies at 
cards : and so, it being a bad time to speak, we parted. This 
day the little Duke of Monmouth was marryed at White Hall, 
in the King's cliamber ; and to-night is a great supper and 
dancing at his lodgings, near Charing Cross. I observed his 
eoate at the tail of his coach : he gives the arms of Et^land, 
Scotland, and France, quartered upon some other fields;' bat 
what it is that apeaka him being a bastard I know not. 

2l8t. I ruled with red ink my English " Mare Olausum," 
winch, with the new orthodox title, makes it now very hand' 
some. 

22d. To my uncle Wight's, by invitation, where we had 
but a poor dinner, and not well dressed; besides, the very 
sight of my aunt's hands, and greasy manner of carving, did 
almcst turn my stomach. After dinner, to the king's play- 
house, where we saw but part of "Witt without Mony,"* 
which I do not like much — -it coating me four half-crowns for 
myaelf and company. 

23d. St. George's day and Coronacion, the £ing and Court 
being at Windsor, at the installing of the King of Denmarke 
by proxy, and the Duke of Monmouth, 

25th. In the evening, merrily practising the dance which 
my wife hath begun to learn this day of Mr. Pembleton, bat 
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1 fear will hardly do any great good at it, becaose she is con- 
ceited that she do well already, thongh I think no Boch thing. 
At Westminster Hall, thJB day, I bought a book lately printed 
and licensed by Dr. Stradling,' the Bishop of London's chap- 
lain/being a book discovering the practices and designs of the 
papists — a very good book ; but, forasmuch as it touches one 
of the Qaeen-Mother's father confeseore, the Bishop, which 
troobles many good mea and members of Parliament, hath 
called it in, which I am sorry for. Another book I bought, 
being a collection of many ezpressions of the great Presbyte- 
rian preachers upon public occasions, inihe late times, agunst 
the King and his party, as some of Mr. Marshall, Case, Galamy, 
Baxter, kc.,' which is good reading now, to see what they then 
did teach, and the people believe, and what they would seem 
to believe now. I did hear that the Queen is much grieved 
of late at the King's neglecting her, he not having supped 
once with her this quarter of a year, and almost every night 
with my Lady Castlemune, who hath been with him this St. 
George's feast at Windsor, and come home with him last 
night ; and, which is more, they say is removed as to her bed 
from her own home to a chamber in White Hall, next to the 
King's owne ; which I am sorry to hear, though I love her 
mocb. 

26th. (Lord's day.) Tom coming, with whom I was angry 
for his botching my camlott coat, to tell me that my father 
was at onr church, I got me ready, and had a very good 
sermon of a country minbter upon "How blessed a thing it 
is for brethren to live together in unity." My wife, Aehwell, 
and the boy and I, and the dog, over the water, and walked 
to half-nay house, and beyond into the fields, gathering of oow- 
slipps, and so to half-way house, vrith some cold Iamb we 
carried with us, and there, supped, and bad a most pleasant 
walk back agun, Ashwell all along telling us some parts of

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their maslce at Ghelsey acbool, which was ver^ pretty, and I 
find she hath a most prodigious memory, remembering so 
much of things acted six or seven years ago. So home, being 
sleepy, without prayers to-bed, for which God forpve me ! 

27th. Will Griffin tells me this morning that Captain 
Browne, Sir W. Batten's brother-in-law, is dead of a blow 
given him two days ago by a seaman, a serrant of his, being 
drunk, with a stone striking him on the forehead, for which I 
am sorry, he having a good woman and several small children. 
By water to White Hall ; but fonnd the Duke of York gone 
to St. James's for this summer ; and thence with Mr. Coventry 
and Sir W. Feu up to the Duke's closet, and a good wlule 
with him about Navy business. And so I to White Hall, 
and there a long while with my Lord Sandwich, discoursing 
about his debt to the Navy, wherein be hath given me some 
things to re'jolve him in. The Queen, which I ,did not know, 
it seems, was at Windsor, at the late St. George's feast there; 
and the Duke of Monmouth dancing with her, with his hat in 
his hand, the King came in and kissed him, and made Mm 
put on his hat, which every body took notice of. 

29th. To Chelsey, where we found my Lord all alone with 
one joynt of meat at dinner, and mightily extolling the manner 
of his retirement, and the goodness of his diet : the mistress of 
the house, Mrs. Becke, having been a woman of good condi- 
tion heretofore, a merchant's wife, hath all things most excel- 
lently dressed ; among others, her cakes admirable, and so 
good, that my Lord's words were, they were fit to present to 
my Lady Castlemaine. From ordinary discourse my Lord 
fell to talk of other matters to me, of which chiefly the second 
part of the fray, which he told me a little while since of, 
between Mr. Edward Montagu and himself; that he hath for- 
born coming to him almost two mouths, and do speak not only 
slightly of my Lord every where, hut hath complained to my 
Lord Chancellor of him, and arrogated all that ev^r my Lord 
hath done to be only by his direction and persuasion. Whether 
he hath done the like to the King or no, my Lord knows not ; 
bst my Lord hath been with the King since, and finds all 
things fair; and my Lord Chancellor hath told him of it; but

he EO much contemns Mr. Montago, as mj Lord knows him- 
self very secure against any thing the fool can do ; and, not- 
withstanding all this, so noble is his nature, that he professes 
himself ready to show kindness and pity to Mr. Montagu on 
any occasion. My Lord told me of his presenting Sir H. 
Bennet with a gold cnp of 100^, which he refuses, with a com- 
pliment ; but my Lord would have been glad he had taken it, . 
that he might have had some obligations npon him, which he 
thinks possible the other may refnse to preyent it ; not that 
he hath any reason to donbt his kindness. But I perceive 
great differences there are at Court; and Sir H. Bennet, and 
my Iiord Bristol, and their faction, are likely to carry all 
things before them, which my Lord's judgement is, will not 
be for the best, and particnlarly against the Chancellor, who, 
he tells me, is irrocorerably lost : but, however, that he do so 
not actnally joyne in any thing against the Chancellor, whom 
he do own to be a most sore friend, and to have been his 
greatest ; and therefore will not openly act in either, but pas- 
sively carry himself even. The Q^een, njj Lord tells me, he 
thinks he hath incurred some displeasure with, for his kindness 
to his neighbonr, my Lady Castlemaine. My Lord telb me 
he hath no reason to fall for her sake, whose wit, mani^ement, 
sor interest, is not likely to hold up any man, and therefore 
he thinks it not his obligation to stand for her, against his own 
interest. The Duke and Mr. Coventry my Lord sees he is 
very well with, and fears not but they will show themselves 
his very good friends, Specially at this time, he being able to 
serve them, and they needing him, which he did not tell me 
whetein. Talking of the business of Tangier, he tells me that 
my Lord Teviott' is gone away without tho least respect paid 
to him, nor indeed to any man, but without his commission ; 
and, if it be true what he says, having laid out seven or eight 
thousand pounds in conunodities for the place ; and besides 
having not only disobliged all the Commissioners for Tangier, 
bnt also Sir Charles Barkeley the other day, who spoke in 
behalf of Colonel Fitz-Gerald, that having been deputy- 
governor there«lready, he onght to have expected and had the 

' Bm amU, D. ti», not*. 
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governorship npoo the death or remoTal of the former 
GoTemor. And whereas it ia said that he and bis men are 
Irish, vhicb is indeed the main thing that hath moved the 
King aiid Council to put in Teviott, to prevent the Irish having 
too great and the whole command there, under Fits-C^rald ; 
he further eud, that there was never aa Englisbman fit to 
command Tangier ; m; Lord Teviott answered jes, there were 
many more fit than himself, or Fttz>Gerald either. So that 
Fitz-Gerald being so great with the Duke of York, and being 
already made deputy-governor, independent of my Lord 
Teviott, and he being also left here behind him for a while, 
my Lord Sandwich do think, that, pntting all these things 
together, the few friends he hath left, and the ill postnre of 
his afiairs, my Lord Teviott is not a man of the conduct and 
management that either people take him to be, or ia fit for 
the command of the place. And here, speaking of the Doke 
of York and Sir Charles Barkeley, my Lord tells me that he 
do very much admire the good management, and discretion, 
and nobleness of the Duke, that however he may be led by 
him or Mr. Coventry singly in private, yet he did not observe 
that in public matters, but he did give aa ready hearing and 
as good acceptance to any reasons offered by any other man 
against the opinions of them, as he did to them, and would 
concur in the prosecution of it. Then we come to discourse 
upon his own soa-accompts, and come to a resolution how to 
proceed in them ; wherein, though I offered him a way of 
evading the greatest part of hia debt honestly, by making him- 
self debtor to the Parliament, before the King's time, which 
he might justly do, yet he resolved to go openly and nakedly 
in it, and put himself to the kindness of the King and Duke, 
which hnmotir I must confess, and so did tell him, with which 
he was not a little pleased, had thriven very well with him, 
being known to be a man of candid and open dealing, without 
any private tricks or hidden designs, as other men commonly 
have in what they do. From that we bad discourse of Sir G. 
Carteret, and of many othera ; and upon the whole, I do find 
that it ie a tronblesome thing for a man of any condition at 
Court to carry himself even, and without contracting envy or 
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ODTjere ; and that much discretion and dissimnlation ia necee- 
Bary to do it. W. Howe and I went down and walked in the 
gardens, which are reiy fine, and a pretty fontayne, with 
which I waa finely wetted, and Tip to a banqnetting-house, with 
a very fine prospect. With Captain Ferrers to my Lord, to 
tell him that my Lady Jemimab is come to town, and that 
Will Stankes is come with my father's horses. 

80th. To dinner, where Mrs. Hnnt, my father, and W. 
Stankes ; bat, Lord ! what a stir Stankes makes, with his 
being crowded in the streets, and wearied in walking in 
Loadon, and would not be wooed by my wife and Ashwell to 
go to a play, nor to White Hall, or to see the lyons,' thongh 
ho was carried in a coach. I never could have thought there 
liad been upon earth a man so little carious in the world aa 
he is. ? 

May let. After dinner, I got my father, brother Tom, and 
myself ti^other, and I advised my father to good husbandry, 
and to be living within the compass of 50/. a year, and all in 
such kind words, as not only made both them but myself to 
weep. That being done, we all took horse, and I, upon a 
horse hired of Mr. Game, saw him out of London, at the end 
of Biahopsgate Street, and so I turned, and rode, with some 
trouble, through the fields, and then Holbome, &c., towards 
Hide Park, whither all the world, I think, are going ; and in 
my going, almost thither, met W. Howe coming, galloping 
upon a little crop black nag, it seems, one that was taken in 
some ground of my Lord's, by some mischance being left by 
his master, a thiefe — this horse being found with black cloth 
cares on, and a false mayne, having none of his own, and I 
back again with him to the Cheqaer, at Charing Crosse, and 
there put up my own dull jade, and by his adrice saddled a deli- 
cate stone-horse of Captain Ferrers, and with that rid in state 
to the park, where none better mounted than I almost ; but 
being in a throng of horses, seeing the King's riders showing 
tricks with their managed horses, which were very strange, 
my stone-horse was very troublesome, and begun to fight with 
]c« tbe ward lioniit, irbich jotiy pnulc tb* 
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other horses, to the daogeriog him ancl myself; aiid with 
much ado I got out, and kept myself ont of harm's way. 
Here I saw nothing good — nether the King, nor my Lady 
Castlemaine, nor any great ladies or beauties being there, 
there being more pleasure a great deal at an ordinary day ; 
or else those few good faces that there were choked up witb 
the many bad ones, there being people of all sorts in coacbes 
there, to some thousands. Going thither in tbe highway 
again, by the park gate, I met a boy in a sculler-boat, carried 
by a dozen people at least, rowing as hard as he could drive 
— it seems, upon some wager. By and by, about seven 
o'clock, homeward ; and changing my borse again, I rode 
home, coaches going in great crowds to the further end of the 
town, almost. In my way, in Leadenball Street, there was 
morris-dsncing, which I have not seen a great while. So set 
my borse up at Crames's, paying 5i. for him, and went to hear 
Mrs. Turner's daughter play oa the harpaicbon ; but. Lord ! 
it was enough to make any man sick to hear bor ; yet was I 
forced to commend her highly. This day, Captain Grove 
sent me a side of pork, which was tbe oddest present, sure, 
that was ever made any man ; and tbe next, I remember I 
told my wife, I believed would be a pound of candles, or a 
shoulder of mutton ; but the fellow do it in kindness, and ia 
one I am beholden to. So to bed, very weary, and a little 
galled, for lock of riding, praying to Grod for a good journey 
to my father, of whom I am afraid, he being so lately ill. 

3d. (Lord's day.) To church, where Sir W. Fen shewed 
me the young lady which young Dawes,' that sits in the new 
comer-pew in the church, hath stole away from Sir Andrew 
Bickard,^ her guardian, worth 1000/. per annum, present, good

land, and some money, and a very well-bred and haodBome 
lady: he, I donbt, but a simple fellow. However, he got 
this good Inck to get her, which methinks I could envy him, 
with ^1 my heart. 

4th. The danoing-^iuuter [Fembleton] come, whom Btaod* 
iog by, seeing him inttracting my wife, when he had don* 
with her, he would needs have me try the Bt«|>a of a eoranto; 
and what with his desire and my wife's importuni^, I did 
b^in, and then was obliged to give bhn entry money 10a., 
and am become his sefaoller. The troth is, I think it is a thing 
very useful for any gentleman. To St. Jama's, where Mr. 
Coventry, Sir W. Pen, and I staid for the Duke's ooming in, 
bat not coming, we walked to White Hall ; and meeting the 
King, we followed him into the Park, where Mr. Coventry and 
he talking of building a new yacht out of bis |»avate purse, h« 
having some contrivance of bis own. The talk being done, 
we fell off to Whitehall, leaving the King in the Park ; aad 
going back, met the Duke going towards St. James's to meet 
vs. So he turned back agun, and to his closet at White 
Hall ; and there, my Lord Sandwich present, we did oar weekly 
errand, and so broke up ; and I to the garden with my Lc«d 
Sfmdwioh ; after we had sat an hour at the Tangier Com- 
mitteo, and after talking largely of his own baaineesee, w« 
began to talk how matters are at Court : and though he did 
not flatly tell me any such thing, yet I do suspect that all is 
not kind between the King and the Duke, and that the King's 
fondsees to the little Duke do ooeasion it ; and it may b« 
that there is some fear of his being Diade heire to the 
Crown. But this my Lord did not tell me, bat is my gaesa 
"only ; and that my Lord ChanceUor is without doubt falling 
past hopes. 

Sth. With Sir J. Minnea, he telling many old stories of 
the Navy, and of the state of the Kavy at tiie beginning of 
the late troubles ; and I am troubled at my heart to think, 
and shall h»«aft^ cease to wonder at the bad success of the 
King's cause, when such a knave as ho, if it be true what he 
says, had the whtde management of the fleet, and the design 
38* 2d 
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of putting ont of my Lord Warwicke,' &nd caxrying the fleet 
to the King, wherein he failed most fatally, to the King's 
mine. 

6th. To the Exchange with Creed, where we met Sa J. 
MinneB, who tella na, in great heat, that the Parliament will 
make mad work ; that they will render all men incapable of 
any military or civil employment that have home arms in the 
late trouhles agunat the King, exceptbg some persons ; which, 
if it be BO, as I hope it is not, will give great canse of discon- 
tent, and I doubt mil have bnt bad efii^cta. To the Trinity 
House, and there dined, where, among other discourse worth 
hearing among the old seamen, they tell tts that they bare 
cat«hed often, in Greenland, whales with the iron grapneDa 
that had formerly been struck into their bodies covered over 
with fat ; that they hare had eleven hogsheads of oyle ont of 
» tongue of a whale. 

7th. Sir Thomas Crewe this day tells me that the Queen, 
hearing that there was 40,000^. pw annum brought into her 
account among the other expencee of the Crown before the 
Committee of Parliament, she iook order to let them know 
that she hath yet, for the payment of her whole family, 
received bnt 40007., which is a notable act of spirit, and I 
believe ia true. To my Lord Crewe's, uid there dined with 
him. He tells me of the order the House of Commons have 
made for the drawing an Act for the rendering none capable 
of preferment or employment in the State, bnt who have been 
loyall and constant to the King and Chnrch ; which will be 
fatal to a great many, and makes me doubt lest I myself, 
with all my innocence during the late times, should be brought 
in, being employed in the Exchequer; but, I hope, God will 
provide for me. 

8th. By water to the Strand, and there viewed the Queen- 
Mother's works at Somerset House,' and thence to the new 
playhouse, but coald not get in to see it: so to visit mj

lacks mightily to be brought into the fashion of the court to 
set her off. Took my wife and Ashwell to the Theatre 
Royali, being the second day of its being opened. The house 
is made with extraordinary good convenieoce, and yet hath 
some faults, as the narrowness of the passages in and out of 
the pit, and the distance from the stage to the boxes, vhich I 
am confident cannot hear ; but for all other things is well ;. 
only, above all, the mnsiqne being below*, and most of it 
Boonding under the very stage, there is no hearing of the 
bases at all, nor very well of the trebles, which snre most be 
mended. The play was " The Homoroua Lieutenant," a play 
that hath little good in it, nor mnch in the very part which, 
by the King's command, Lacy dAw acts, instead of Clun. In 
the dance, the tall devil's actions was very pretty. The play 
being done, we home by water, having been a little shamed 
that my wife and woman were in such a pickle, all the ladies 
being finer and better dressed in the pit than they used, I 
think, to be. To my office, to set down this day's passage; 
and, though my oath against going to plays do not oblige me 
against this boose, because it was not then in being, yet, 
believing that at the time my meaning was against all public 
houses, I am resolved to deny myself the liberty of two plays 
at Court, which are in arreare to me for the months of March 
and April. At supper comes Pembleton, and afterwards we 
alt up to dancing till late'. They say that I am like to moke 
a dancer. 

9th. At Mr. Jervas's, my old barber, I did try two or three 
borders and perriwigga, meaning to wear one ; and yet I have 
no stomach [for it], bnt that the pains of keeping my hur 
clean is so great. He trimmed me, and at last I parted, but 
my tnind was almost altered from my first purpose, from the 
trouble that I foresee will be in wearing them also. 

10th. (Lord's day.) Put on a hlack cloth suit, with white 
lynings under all, as the fashion is to wear, to appear under 
the breeches. I walked to St. James's, and was there at 
masse, and wu forced in the crowd to kneel down : and masse 
b^ng done, to the King's Head ordinary, where many 
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P«rliam«nt-m«i : 'uid most of their talk was aiboat the Dewa 
from Scotland, ihtX the Bishop of Gslloway vas besieged in 
his house by some women, sod had like to have been outraged, 
but I know not how he wu secored ; vhicb is bad news, and 
looks as it did in the beginoing of the late troubles. From 
thence they talked of rebellion ; and I perceive thej make it 
their gntA mazime to be sure to master the City of London, 
whatever comes of it or from it After that to some other 
discoarse, and, among othw things, talking of the way^of 
Ordinaries, that it is very oonTenient, beoaoee a man knows 
what he hath to pay: one did wish that, among many 
bad, we could le^rn her good things, of France, which 
were that we would not think it below the gentleman, ot 
person of honour at a tareme, to bargain for his meat before 
he eats it ; and next, to take Ma servant without ootificata 
from some friend or gmtlemaa of bis good behaviour and 
abilities. 

11th. On foot to Greenwich, where, going, I was set upon 
by a great dog, who got bold of my garters, and might have 
done me hurt ; but, Lord ! to see in what a maze I was, that, 
having a sword about me, I never thought of it, or had the 
heart to make use of it, but might, for want of that courage, 
have been worried. With Sir W. Pen to St. James's, where 
we attended the Duke of York : and, among other things. 
Sir Q. Carteret and I had a great dispute about the diffsrent 
value of the pieces of eight rated by Mr. Creed at 4(. and 5d., 
and by Mr. Pitts at 4t, and Qd., which was the greatest 
husbandry to the King ? he proposing that the greatest sum 
was ; which is as ridiculous a piece of ignorance as could be 
imagined. However, it is to be argued at the Board, and 
reported to the Duke next week; which I shall do with 
advantage, I hope. I went homeward, afler a little disoouree 
with Mr. Pierce, the surgeon, who tells me that my Lady 
Caetlemaine bath now got lodgings near the King's chamber 
at Court; and that tiie other day Dr. Clarke and he did 
dissect two bodies, a man and a woman, before the King, 
with which the King was highly pleased. I called upon Mr. 
Grumlum, and did give him the 10s. remaining not lud oat, 
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of the 52. I promis.ed him for the School, irith which he viU 
bay Btrisge, and goldeo letters upon the hooks I did give 
them. 

12th. A little sngrj with my wife for minding nothing 
BOW bat the dancing-master, having him come twice a day, 
which is folly. 

14th. Met Mr. Moore; and with lum to an ale-hoase in 
HoTborne ; where in diBcooTBe he told me that he fears the 
King will be tempted to endearonr the setUng the Grown upon 
the little Dnke, which may canae troubles ; which God forbid, 
nnleea it be his doe ! He told roe my Lord do begin to 
settle to business again ; uid that the King did sand fat 
him the other day to my Lady Castlemune's, to play at cards, 
where he lost 50^ ; for which I am sorry, though he saya my 
Lord was pleased at it, and said he wo,uld be glad at any 
time to lose 501. for the King to send for him to play, which 
I do not so well like. This day we received a baskett from 
my sister Fall, made by her, of paper, whioh hath a great 
deal of labour in it for country innocent work. 

15th. I walked in the Parke, dieooorsing with the keeper 
of the Fell Mell, who was sweeping of it ; who told me of 
what the earth is mixed that do floor the Mall, and that over 
all there is cockle-shells powdered, and spread to keep it fast; 
which, however, in dry weather, ttarns to dost and deads the 
ball. Thence to Mr. Coventry ; and, sitting by his bedude, 
he did tell me that be did send for me to discourse upon my 
Lord Sandwich's allowances for his several pays, and what hia 
thoughts are concerning his demands; whioh he could not 
take the freedom to do face to face, it being not so proper aa 
by me; and did give me a most friendly and ingenuous 
account of all ; telling me how unsafe, at this juncture, while 
every man's, and his actions particularly, are descanted upon, 
it is either for him to put the Duke upon doing, or my Lord 
himself to desire any thing extraordinary, 'specially the King 
having been so bountifuH already; which the world takes 
notice of, even to some repioings. All of which he did desire 
me to discourse to my Lord of; vhiob I have undertaken to 
do. At noon by coach to my Lord Crewe's, hewing that my 
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Lord SandTich dined there ; where I told him what hod 
passed between Mr. Coventry and myself; with which he was 
contented, though I could perceive not very well pleased. 
And I do believe that my Lord do find some other things go 
■gunst bis mind in.tbe House: for, in the motion made the 
other day in the House by tny Lord Brace,' that none be 
capable of employment bat snch as have been loyal and 
constant to the King and Ghnrch, that the General* and my 
Lord were mentioned to be excepted ; and my Lord Bruce 
did come since to my Lord, to clear himself that he meant 
nothing to his prejudice, nor could it have any such effect if 
he did mean it. Af^r discourse with my Lord, to dinner 
with him ; there dining there my Lord Montagu,' of Bonghton, 
Mr. William Montagn,* his brother, the Queen's SoUioitor, &c, 
and a fine dinner. Their talk about a ridiculous falling- 
out two days ago at my Lord of Oxford's honse, at aa 
entertainment of his, there being there my Lord of Albemarle, 
Lynsey,* two of the Porters,* my Lord Bellasses and others, 
whore there were high words and some blows, and palling off 
of perrivriggs ; till my Lord Monk took away some of their 
Bwords, and sent for some soldiers to guard the house till the 
fray was ended. To such a degree of madness the nobili^ 
of this age is come I After dinner, I went np to Sir Thomas 
Crewe, who lies there not very well in hia head, being troubled 
with vapoors and fits of dizmeese : and there I sat talking 
with him all the aflernoon upon the unhappy posture of things 
at this tifeae ; that the King do mind nothing but pleasures, 
and hates the. vOry sight or thoughts of business ; that my

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Lady Castlemaine rales him, who, he Bees, hath all the tricks 
of Ai'etia. If any of the sober coiiDBellors give him good 
aidvice, and move him in any thing that is to his good and 
honour, the other part, vhich ,are his counsellors of pleasure, 
take him when he is with my Lady Castlemaine, and in a 
hnmonr of delight, and then persuade him that he ought not 
to hear nor listen to the advice of those old dotards or conn- 
sellors that were heretofore his enemies : vhen, God knovs ! 
it is they that now-ard&ys do most study his honour. It 
seems the present favourites notr are my Iiord Bristoll, Duke 
of Buckingham, Sir H. Benaet, my Lord Ashley, and Sir 
Charles Barkeley; vho, among them, have cast my Lord 
Chancellor upon his back, past ever getting up again; there 
being now little for him to do, and he waits at Court attending 
to speak to the King as others do : which I pray God may prove 
of good effects, for it is feared it will be the same with my 
Lord Treasurer shortly. But strange to hear how my Lord 
Ashley, by my Lord Bristoll's means, he being brought over 
to the Gatholique party against the Bishops, whom he hates 
to the death, and publicly rails against them ; not that he is 
become a Catholiqae, but merely opposes the Bishops ; and 
yet, for aught I hear, the Bishop of London keeps as great 
with the King as ever, is got into favour, so much that, being 
a man of great bnainess and yet of pleasure; and, drolling, 
too, he, it is thought, will be made Lord Treasurer upon the 
death or removal of the good old man.' My Lord Albemarle, 
I hear, do bear through and bustle among them, and will not 
be removed from the King's good opinion and favour, through 
none of the Cabinett ; but yet he is envied enough. It is 
'made very doubtful whether the King do not intend the 
making of the Duke of Monmouth legiUmate ; but surely the 
Commons of EngUnd wiU never do it, nor the Duke of York 
suffer it, whose Lady, I am told, is very troublesome to him 
by her jealousy. But it is wonderfall that Sir Charles 
Barkeley should be so great still, not with the King, but 
Duke also ; who did so stifly swear that he had intrigned

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irith her. Ko care is obserred to be taken of the tnain 
chuice, either for msintuning of trule or oppoeiDg of Eftctions, 
-which, Qod knows, are ready to break out, if any of tbem, 
Vhich God forbid I should dare to be^n ; the King and every 
van aboat him minding bo much their pleasures or profits. 
My Lord Hinchingbroke, I am told, hath had a mischance to 
kill his boy by his birding-piece going off as he was a-fowling. 
The gun was charged will small shot, and hit the boy in the 
face and about the templee, and he lived four days. In 
Sootland, it seems, for all the news-books tell ns every week 
that they are all so qniet and every thing in the Chordi 
settled, the old woman liad like to have killed, the other day, 
the Bishop of Galloway, and not half the Cbarohes of the 
whole kbgdom eonfom. Strange were the effects of the 
late thunder and lightning about a week since at liorthampton, 
coming with great rain, which caused extraordinary floods in 
a few houres, bearing away bridges, drowning horses, men, 
and cattle. Two men passing over a bridge on horsebaok, 
the arches before axii behind them were borne away, and that 
left which they were upon : bat, however, one of the hwaea 
fell over and was drowned. Stacks of faggots carried aa high 
ae a steeple, and other dreadful things ; which Sir Thomas 
Crewe showed me letters to him about from Mr. Freemantle 
and others, that it is very true. The Portngalls hare choused' 
us, it seems, in tbe island of Bombay, in the fiast Indys ; for, 
after a great charge of our fleets being sent thither wiUi fall

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commiBsioa from the King of Fortagall to receive it, the 
Govemonr, hy Bome pretence or other, iritl not deliver it to 
Sir Abr&faam Sfaipman, Bent from the King, nor to my Lord 
of Marlborough;' ■which the King takes highly ill, and I 
few our Qneen will fare the worse for it. The Dutch decay 
there exceedingly, it being believed that their people will revoH 
from them there, and they forced to give over their trade. 
Sir Thomas showed me his picture, and Sir Anthony Van- 
dike's, in crayon in little, done exceedingly well. 

16th. After dinner cornea Fembleton again, and I did go 
op to them to practise, and did make an end of *'La 
Duchesse,"' which I think I should, with a little pains, do 
very well. 

17th. (liord's day.) Up, and in my chuaber all the morning, 
preparing my great letters to my fitther, stating to him the 
perfect condition of oar estate. 

18th. I walked to White Hall, and into the Park, seeing 
the Queen and Maids of Honour passing through the house, 
going to the Park. But, above all, Mrs. Stuart is a fine 
woman, and they say now a commod mistress to the King, aa 
my Lady Castlemaine is ; which is a great pity. Taking a 
coach to Mrs. Gierke's — took her, and my wife, and Ashwell, 
and a Frenchman, a kinsman of her's, to the Park; where 
we saw many fine faces, and one exceeding handsome, in a 
white dress over her head, with many others very beautifu]. 
Home, talking much of what we had observed to-day of the 
poor household stuff of Mrs. Gierke, and her show and 
flutter that she makes in the world; and pleasing myself 
in my own house and manner of living more than ever I did, 
by seeing how much better and more substantially I live than 
others do. 

19th. With Sir John Minnes to the Tower ; and by Mr. 
Slingsby, and Mr. Howard, Comptroller of the Mint, wo were 
shown the method of making this new money. That being 
done,' the Comptroller would have ns dine with bim and his

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company, the King giring them a dinner eyery day. And very 
merry and good diecoorse upon the bnsinesB we have been 
npon, and ai^r dinner went to the Assay Office, and there 
saw the manner of assaying of gold and silver, and hc^w silver 
melted down with gold do part, [npon] jnst being put into 
aqua-fortis, the silver turning into water, and the gold lying 
whole, in the very form it was pnt in, mixed of gold and 
silver, which is a miracle ; and to see no silver at all, but 
turned into water, which they can bring again into itself oat 
of the water : and at table they told as of two cheats, the 
best I ever beard. One of a labourer discovered to convey 
away bite of silver cut out .for pence by swallowing them, and 
so they could not find him out, though, of course, they 
searohed all the labourers : but, having reason to doubt him, 
they did, by threats and promises, get him to confess, and 
did find 11. of it in his house at one time. The other of one 
that got a way of coyning as good and passable, and large as 
the trae money is, and yet saved fifty per cent, to himself, 
which was by getting moulds made to stamp groats like old 
groats, which is done so well, and I did beg two of them, 
which I keep for rarities, that there is not better in the world, 
and b as good and better than those that commonly go, 
which was the only thing that they could find out to doubt 
them by, besides the number that the party do go to put off, 
and then, coming to the Comptroller of the Mint, he could 
not, I say, find out any other thing to raise any doubt npon, 
but only their being so truly roiind or near it. He was 
neither hanged nor burned ; the cheat was thought so in- 
genious, and being the first time they could ever trap him in 
it, and so little hurt to any man in it, the money being as 
good as commonly goes. Tiiej now coyne betirecn 16 and 
24,000 pounds in a week. At dinner they did discourse very 
finely to us of the probability, that there is a vast deal of 
money hid in the land, from this: that in King Charles's 
time there was near ten millions of money coyned, besides 
what was then in being of King James's and Queen Elizabeth's, 
of which there is a good deal at this day in being. Next, 
that there was but 750,000f. coyned of the Harp and Groese 
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monej,* sncl of this there vas 500,000/. brought in apon its 
being called in. And from very good arguments thej find 
that there cannot be less of it in Ireland and Scotland than 
100,0002.; BO that there ia bnt 150,0001. misBing; and of 
that, Bnppose that there should he not above 50,0002. Btill 
remaining, either melted down, hid, or lost, or hoarded up in 
England, there will then be hat 100,0002. left to be thought 
to have been transported. Now, if 750,0002. in twelve years' 
time lost but a 100,0002. in danger of being transported, then 
10,000,000?. in thirty-fivo years' time will have lost bnt 
8,888,8802. and odd pounds ; and, as there b 650,0002. ro- 
muning After twelve years' time in England, so, after thirty- 
fire years' time, which was within this two years, there ought 
in proportion to have been resting 6,111,1202. or thereabouts, 
besides King James and Queen Elizabeth's money. Now, 
that most of this must be hid is evident, as they reckon, 
because of the dearth of money immediately upon the calling- 
in of the State's money, which was 500,0002. that come in ; 
and then there was not any money to be had in this City, 
which they say to their own obaervatioB and knowledge was 
ao. And therefore, though I can say nothing in it myself, I 
do Bot dispute it. 

22d. Kendall, the house-carpenter at Deptford, hath sent 
me a fine blackbird, which I vent to see. He tells me he 
was offered 20<, for him as he come along, he do so whistle. 
We walked pleasantly to Woolwich, in our way hearing the 
nightingales sing. 

2Sd. Waked this morning between four and five by my 
blackbird, which whistled as well as ever I heard any ; only 
it ia the beginning of many tunes very well, but there leaves 
them, and goes no further. To White Hall ; where, in the 
Matted Gallery, Mr. Coventry was, who told na how the 
Parliament have required of Sir G. Carteret and him an 
account what money shall be necessary to be settled upon the

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Navy for the ordinary charge, which they intend to report 
200,0007. per annum. And how to allott this, we met this 
afternoon, and took their papers for onr peroBal, and so parted. 
There was walking in the gallery some of the Barbary com- 
pany, and there wa saw a draught of the armes of the com- 
pany, which the King ia of, and so is called the Royall Com- 
pany' — which is, in a field 'argent an elephant proper, with a 
Canton on which England and France is quartered, supported 
hy two Moores. The creat an anchor winged, I think it is ; 
and the motto too tedious : — " Be^o floret patrocinio com- 
mercium, commercioque Regnum." To Greatorex's, and 
there he showed me his varnish, which he hath invented, 
which appears every whit as good, upon a stick which he hath 
done, as the Indian. 

24th. (Lord's day.)' Meeting Mr. Lewis Phillips of Bramp- 
ton, iie and a^rwards others tell me that news come last 
night to Court, that the King of France is sick of the spotted 
fever, and that they are struck in ag^ ; and this afternoon 
my Lon^ Mandeville is gone from the King to make him a 
visit ; which will be great news, and of great import through 
Europe. By and by, in comes my Lord Sandwich ; he told 
me this day a vote hath passed that the King's grants of 
land to my Lord Monk and him should be made good ; which 
pleases htm very much. He also tells me that things da 
not go right in the House with Mr. Coventry ; I suppose 
be means in the business of selling places ; but I am sorry 
for it. 

27th. With Pett to my Lord Ashley, Chancellor of the 
Exchequer; where we met the auditors about settling the 
business of the accounts of persons to whom money is due 
. before the King's time in the Navy, and the clearing of their 
imprests for what little of their debts they have received. 
I find my Lord, as he is reported, a very ready, quiet, and 
diligent person. I met with my oozen Roger Pepys, and he 
^ells me that his sister Claxton now resolving to give over the

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keeping of his bouBe, he thinks it fit to marry again, and 
voold have me, by the help of my imcle Wright or others, to 
look him oat a wife between thirty and forty yeais old, witb- 
OQt children, and with a fortune, which he will answer in any 
degree with a joyntnre fit for her fortune. A woman sober, 
and no high-flyer, as he calls it. I demanded his estate. 
He tells me, which he says also he hath not done to any, that 
his estate is not fall 800/, per annum, but it ie 780/. per 
annnm, of which 200/. ia by the death of his last wife, which 
he will allot for a joynture for a wife, but the rest, which lies 
in Cambridgeshire, he is resolved to leave entire for his eldest, 
son. He tells me that the King hath sent to the Parliament 
to hasten to moke an end by midsammer, beoaose of hia 
going into the coontry ; so they hare set upon four bills to 
dispatch : the first of which is, he says, too devilish a severe 
act against conventicles ; bo beyond all moderation, that he is 
afrud it will rain all : telling me that it is matter of the 
greatest grief to him in the world, that be should be pat 
open this trust of b^ng a Parliament-man, because he says 
nothing is done, that he can see, ont <^ any truth and sincerity, 
bat mere envy and design. Then into the Great Grarden up 
to the Banqueting House ; and there by my Lord's glass we 
drew in the species' very pretty. Afterwards to nine-pins, 
Greed and I playing against my Lord and Cooke. This day 
there was great thronging to Banstead Downes, upon a great 
horse-race and foot-race. I am sorry I could not go thither. 
By and by comes Pembloton, and there we danced country- 
dances, and single, my wife and I ; and my wife paid him off 
for this month also, and so be is cleared. 

28th. At the coffee-house in Exchange Alley, I bought a 
little book, "Counsell to Builders," by Sir Baltb. Oerbier.*

And so to the Duke's house; and 
there saw " Hamlett" done, giving us fresh reason nerer to 
think enough of Betterton. Who should we see come upon 
the stage but Ooanell, my wife's maid, hut neither spoke, 
danced, nor sung ; which I was sorry for. 

29th. This day is kept strictiy as a holy-day, being the 
King's Coronation. Creed and I abroad, and called at several 
ehurch^ : and it is a wonder to see, and by that to guess the 
ill temper of the City at this time, either to religion in 
general, or to the King, that in some churches there was 
hardly ten people, and those poor people. To the Boy&ll 
Theatre, bat they not acting to-day, then to the Duke's 
house, and there saw " The Slighted Mayde,"' wherein Gosnell . 
acted Pyramena, a great port, and did it very well, and I be- 
lieve will do it better and better, and prove a good actor. The 
play is not very excellent, but is well acted, and in general, 
the actors in all particulars are better than at the other 
house. Then with Creed to see the German Princesse,' at 
the Gate-honse at Westminster. 

Slst. (Lord's day.) After dinner, read part of the new play 
of " The Five Hours' Adventure," which, though I have seen 
it twice, yet I never did admire or understand it enough — it 
being a play of the greatest plot that ever I expect to see. 
Made up my month's accounts, and find myself clear worth 
7261. This month the greatest news is, the height and heat 
that the Parliament is in, in inquiring into the revenue, which 
displeases the Court, and their backwardness to give the King 
any money. Their enquiring into the selling of places do

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troable a great nanj; among tbe chief, my Lord Ohaaccllor, 
against whom particularly it ia carriecl, and Ur, Coventry ; for 
which I am sorry. The King of France was giTon out to be 
poisoned and dead ; but it proves to be the measles : and he 
is well, or likely to be soon well agiua. I find myself growing 
in the esteem and credit that I have in the office, and I hope 
falling to my business again will confirm me in it. 
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
